Journal  of  Proceedings 

FIRST  DAY  —  TUESDAY 

The  144th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
convened  in  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro,  North  Carolina,  on  Tuesdav, 
May  10,  1960,  at  2:00  P.  M.,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Richard  H.  Baker,  D.D., 
Bishop,  presiding.  Prayers  were  offered  by  the  Rev.  Richard  W.  Turkel- 
son.  The  presence  of  a  canonical  quorum  was  certified  in  both  orders 
by  the  Rev.  Carl  F.  Herman,  Secretary;  whereupon  the  Bishop  declared 
the  Convention  officially  in  session  and  ready  for  business,  there  being 
no  request  for  a  roll  call. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes,  duly  seconded  and 
passed,  the  Bishop  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention  and  the 
Rev.  Carl  F.  Herman  was  thereby  re-elected  Secretary  and  Registrar 
of  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Jacob  A.  Viverette,  Jr.,  was  appointed  Assist- 
ant Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  John  S.  Spong,  Rector  of  Calvary  Parish,  welcomed  the 
delegates,  explaining  that  the  invitation  had  been  issued  in  connection 
with  the  100th  Anniversary  of  Calvary  Parish  and  the  200th  Anni- 
versary of  the  City  of  Tarboro.  In  connection  with  his  welcoming 
remarks,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spong  presented  the  Honorable  Herbert  T. 
Bailey,  Mayor  of  Tarboro,  Mr.  L.  G.  Shook,  Senior  Warden  of  the 
host  Parish,  and  Mr.  E.  U.  Lewis,  Chairman  of  the  local  Convention 
Committee,  all  of  whom  welcomed  the  delegates  to  the  Parish  and  the 
city  and  told  of  arrangements  that  had  been  made  for  their  comfort 
and  convenience  while  in  Tarboro. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Spong  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the  program  as 
printed  in  the  Convention  folder  of  Calvary  Parish  as  the  official  pro- 
gram and  schedule  for  the  144th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor- 
elect  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business  and 
invited  him  to  take  his  seat  at  the  Bishop's  table. 

The  appointment  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  was  announced 
by  the  Chair,  as  follows:  The  Rev.  William  L.  Williams  and  Messrs.  E. 
Craig  Jones,  Jr.,  and  Frank  H.  Kenan. 

The  Bishop  explained  the  absence  of  Mr.  D.  Edward  Hudgins, 
Chancellor,  and  appointed  Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne  to  serve  as  Acting 
Chancellor  for  this  Convention.    He  then  nominated  Mr.  Bourne  to 
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serve  as  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  for  a  three-year  term,  beginning 
May  14,  I960,  and  asked  for  confirmation,  which,  on  motion  duly 
passed,  was  unanimously  given. 

The  Rev.  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, took  the  Chair  and  the  Bishop  delivered  his  annual  Convention 
address  (see  page  59).  The  Bishop  then  returned  to  the  Chair  and 
announced  the  appointment  of  the  following  as  the  special  committee 
to  which  his  address  was  then  referred:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Loren  B. 
Mead,  Robert  M.  Watson,  Jr.,  and  Mr.  Leonard  Muddimer. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  New  Parishes  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Henry  T.  Egger,  Chairman,  as  follows: 

"The  Committee  on  New  Parishes  has  received  application 
from  one  Organized  Mission  desirous  of  being  granted  Parish  Status; 
from  one  desiring  the  permission  of  the  Convention  to  change  its 
name;  and  from  three  congregations  wanting  to  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Convention,  having  been  organized  by  the  Diocesan. 

"I.  Saint  Stephen's  Church,  Durham,  petitioning  to  be  admitted 
to  the  Convention  with  full  Parish  status,  has  met  every  canonical 
requirement  in  the  strictest  manner.  Your  Committee  recommends 
that  their  petition  be  granted  unanimously. 

"II,  The  congregation  of  Calvary  Chapel,  Tarboro,  has  pre- 
sented, in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  cogent  and  valid  reasons 
why  their  name  should  be  changed  to  'St.  Michael's  Church.'  Your 
Committee  rcommends  that  their  petition  be  granted. 

"III.  (A)  Saint  Christopher's  Mission,  Garner,  North  Carolina; 
(B)  Saint  Christopher's  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  (C) 
and  All  Saints'  Church,  Sedgefield,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina, 
have  been  organized  by  the  Diocesan  and  have  submitted  testimony, 
signed  by  the  Warden,  Clerk  and  Treasurer  of  each  Mission  re- 
spectively that  they  have  met  the  requirements  of  Canon  27, 
Section  II.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  petitions  of 
these  three  organized  Missions  for  union  with  the  Convention  be 
granted. 

"IV.  Furthermore,   your  Committee   makes    the   following    recom- 
mendations: 

"(1)  That,  henceforth,  for  the  benefit  of  future  Committees 
on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions,  ap- 
plications and  petitions  be  made  in  accordance  with 
our  Canons  at  least  30  davs  before  the  opening  date  of 
the  Diocesan  Convention.  This  to  be  done,  in  order  that 
that  the  Committee  have  ample  time  for  consultation 
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and  discussion  in  correspondence.  The  observance  of 
this  time  limit  would  give  your  Committee  an  oppor- 
tunity to  present  an  accurate  report  to  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church  well  before  the  last  minute. 

"(2)  Your  Committee  recommends  further,  that,  in  the 
future,  Missions  organized  by  the  Diocesan  or  by  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  be  required  to  fulfill  the  spirit  of 
Article  3,  Section  5  of  our  Diocesan  Constitution, 
which  states:  'When  an  Organized  Mission  desires  to 
be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention,  it  shall 
follow  the  same  procedure,  so  far  as  applicable,  as  that 
prescribed  for  the  admission  of  a  Parish/  If  this  pro- 
cedure be  followed  it  would  mean  that  the  Committee 
on  the  Admission  of  Organized  Missions  into  union 
with  the  Convention  would  have  some  data  and  sub- 
stance to  work  on  and  with,  removing  thereby  its  not 
slight  resemblance  to  a  rubber  stamp.

On  separate  motions  duly  passed,  all  of  the  aforesaid  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Committee  were  adopted,  and  the  Bishop  called  the  dele- 
gates and  clergy  of  the  several  Churches  involved  to  come  forward, 
whereupon  he  welcomed  each  Church  into  union  with  the  Convention, 
as  per  the  Committee's  recommendation.  The  name  of  Calvary  Chapel, 
Tarboro,  was  declared  to  be  St.  Michael's  Church,  Tarboro. 

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  to  which  had  been  referred 
the  invitation  of  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Raleigh,  to  entertain  the  145th 
Annual  Convention  in  May  1961  was  offered  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Yarbor- 
ough,  Chairman,  as  follows: 

"Your  Committee  examined  the  physical  facilities  of  St. 
Timothy's  and  found  that  they  are  adequate  for  the  Annual  Ses- 
sion. The  nave  of  the  Church  will  seat  in  excess  of  300  without 
crowding  or  using  chairs.  The  aisles  are  wide  enough  so  that  chairs 
may  be  used  at  the  ends  of  pews  if  necessary.  At  least  50  people 
can  be  seated  in  the  balcony. 

"In  the  dining  room  150  people  can  be  seated  for  meals,  and 
by  utilizing  several  large  classrooms  adjoining  the  dining  hall,  all 
delegates  can  be  fed  in  the  Parish  House.  If  necessary,  additional 
dining  facilities  are  available  at  St.  Mark's  Methodist  Church,  one 
block  distant  from  St.  Timothy's. 

"Ample  classroom  space  is  available  for  committee  meetings. 
Four  restrooms  are  located  in  the  Parish  House.  Offstreet  parking 
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on  the  Church  premises  is  provided  and  on-street  parking  on  two 
streets  abutting  the  Church  property  is  available. 

"A  large  chancel  provides  adequate  working  space  for  officers 
of  the  Session. 

"Your    Committee    recommends    that    the    invitation    of    St. 
Timothy's  be  accepted.

On  motion  duly  passed,  the  report  was  adopted  and  St.  Timothy's 
invitation  as  host  parish  for  the  Convention  in  1961  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Arthur  L.  Tyler,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Council's  Depart- 
ment of  Finance,  moved  that  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
and  the  presentation  of  the  proposed  budgets  for  1961  be  made  the 
Special  Order  of  the  Day  for  10:00  A.  M.,  Wednesday,  May  11,  1960. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following  as  the 
Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  W.  S. 
Davis,  Arthur  }.  Calloway  and  W.  David  Woodruff;  and  Messrs.  Cleve- 
land Thayer  and  Edward  Moore.  Also,  the  Committee  on  Institutions 
was  announced,  as  follows:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  W.  Moultrie  Moore,  Jr., 
and  Martin  R.  Tilson,  and  Dr.  George  D.  Penick. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  submitted  by  title  by 
Dr.  James  M.  Dick,  President,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
cellaneous Reports  (see  page  98).  Dr.  Dick  spoke  briefly,  summarizing 
the  report  and  calling  special  attention  to  certain  matters  contained 
therein. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Council  was  read  by  its  Secretary, 
Mrs.  W.  H.  R.  Jackson,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Miscel- 
laneous Reports  (see  page  106). 

The  Bishop  presented  to  the  Convention  the  following  Clergy  who 
have  become  Canonically  Resident  in  the  Diocese  since  the  last  Annual 
Convention::  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Curtis  T.  Allen,  E.  Laurence  Baxter, 
Thomas  E.  Bollinger,  A.  Moody  Burt,  III,  Arthur  J.  Calloway,  Phillip 
C.  Cato,  Robert  A.  Croxson,  W.  Floyd  Finch,  Jr.,  Charles  R.  Greene, 
John  E.  C.  Harris,  William  H.  Hethcock,  C.  Waite  Maclin,  Albert  A. 
Nelius,  Frank  Pulley,  William  C.  Spong,  Joseph  E.  Sturtevant,  Thomas 
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R.  Thrasher  and  Gary  A.  Verell.  Also  presented  were  the  Rev.  Lloyd 
W.  Fonvielle,  whose  Letters  Dimissory  are  expected  momentarily,  and 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  William  J.  Moll,  Jr.,  and  Allen  Reddick,  not  Canoni- 
cally  Resident  but  serving  as  locum  tenens  in  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  I.  Stuart  McElroy,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  American 
Bible  Society,  addressed  the  Convention  concerning  the  work  of  that 
organization,  appealing  for  the  support  of  the  people  of  this  Diocese 
to  be  given  to  the  same. 

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Special  Committee 
on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  as  follows:  Messrs.  John 
H.  Zollicoffer,  A.  Lee  Foster,  Jr.,  Robert  C.  Howison,  Ben  S.  Willis 
and  R.  F.  Hoke  Pollock. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board  of  Good  Samaritan  Hospital, 
Charlotte,  Mr.  E.  L.  Laxton,  read  a  report  with  a  resolution  attached 
(see  page  108),  all  of  which  was  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  the  Calendar  Year 
1959  (together  with  the  Audit  by  W.  M.  Russ  &  Co.,  Certified  Public 
Accountants,  and  the  Annual  Report  of  Security  National  Bank 
of  Greensboro  as  Custodian  of  Trusts)  was  submitted  by  title  by  Mr. 
A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr.,  Secretary,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Report  of  the  Trustees  (see  page  116).  Mr.  Purrington  gave  a  short 
resume  of  the  contents  of  this  report. 

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following  Committee 
to  Receive  All  Resolutions:  The  Rev.  O'Kelley  Whitaker  and  Messrs. 
Norman  A.  Cocke  and  Henry  W.  Lewis.  (At  the  close  of  the  after- 
noon session,  the  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  John 
C.  Mott  as  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  replacing  the  Rev.  O'Kellev 
Whitaker). 

The  Report  of  Mr.  D.  Edward  Hudgins,  Chancellor,  was  sub- 
mitted by  title  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports  (see  page  133). 

The  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Jeffress,  Jr.,  moved  that  the  Convention  elect 
twelve  representatives  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  Tire  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Nominations  were  made  from  the  floor  as  follows:  Standing  Com- 
mittee, Executive  Council,  Trustee  of  the  Diocese,  Trustees  of  St. 
Mary's  Junior  College,  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphan- 
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age,  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South,  Deputies  to  General  Con- 
vention, Deputies  to  Provincial  Synod,  Directors  of  the  Home  for  the 
Ageing,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  Trustees  of  Kanuga,  and  Represent- 
atives to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches. 

With  respect  to  the  last  three  categories,  on  separate  motions  by 
the  Secretary,  seconded  and  passed,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  those 
nominated  were  unanimously  elected  to  the  positions  and  for  the  terms 
indicated  (see  pages  5,  6  and  35,  respectively). 

With  regard  to  the  nominees  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  and 
the  Episcopal  Laymen,  respectively,  to  membership  on  the  Executive 
Council,  the  Secretary  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  the 
aforesaid  nominees  be  elected  to  membership  on  the  Executive  Council 
for  terms  as  provided  by  Diocesan  Canon  16,  section  2.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried,  and  the  Bishop  declared  Mr.  A.  Freeman 
Edgerton  and  Mrs.  Richard  H.  Lee  duly  elected  for  one  and  three  years, 
respectively. 

The  Bishop  nominated  the  following  as  Trustees  of  the  Francis  J. 
Murdoch  Memorial  Society  for  one  year  and  asked  for  confirmation: 
The  Rev.  Messrs.  fames  D.  Beckwith,  Martin  R.  Tilson,  Albert  S. 
Newton,  and  Mr.  F.  O.  Yates. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor-Elect  announced  the  appointment  of  the 
personnel  of  the  Canonical  Committees  and  also  that  of  certain  other 
committees  and  commissions  (see  page  8). 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Fraser  also  told  of  plans  for  holding  area  meetings 
this  Fall  of  Rectors,  Wardens  and  Treasurers,  said  meetings  to  be  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Promotion  of  the  Executive  Council. 

The  Rev.  B.  Daniel  Sapp,  Chairman  of  the  Diocesan  Committee  on 
the  Consecration  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  the  Rev.  George  A. 
Kemp,  member  of  the  Winston-Salem  Committee  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, spoke  of  the  plans  and  arrangements  that  had  been  made  for 
the  same. 

The  Convention  took  recess  for  dinner  at  5:1  5  P.  M.  At  6:00  P.  M, 
dinner  was  served  in  Calvary  Memorial  Parish  Hall  by  the  Church- 
women  of  Calvary  Parish. 

The  Service  of  Evening  Prayer  was  conducted  at  8:00  P.  M.  by  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor-Elect  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  The  host 
Rector  introduced  the  Preacher,  the  Rev.  G.  Paul  Musselman.  Bishop 
Baker  offered  the  closing  prayers  and  pronounced  the  Benediction.  The 
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offering  was  for  the  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

The  Convention  reconvened  for  business  at  9:15  P.  M. 

The  Rev.  John  C.  Mott  requested  that  all  persons  or  delegations 
having  resolutions  to  be  considered  by  his  Committee  present  the  same 
to  him  by  the  end  of  this  session. 

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne 
as  an  additional  member  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

The  Report  of  a  Special  Study  Committee  on  the  Thompson 
Orphanage  was  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  Moultrie  Moore7  Jr.,  Chairman 
(see  page  136).  After  some  discussion,  the  Resolution  at  the  end  of  this 
Report  was,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Moore,  duly  seconded  and  car- 
ried, adopted;  whereupon  the  Report  as  a  whole  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Institutions. 

Mr.  M.  D.  Whisnant,  Superintendent  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage, 
submitted  his  report  by  title  (see  page  138)  and  addressed  the  Con- 
vention on  various  aspects  of  the  work  and  program  and  status  of  that 
institution.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Institutions. 

The  Rev.  Robert  L.  Ladehoff,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church,  submitted  by  title  the  report  previously  mailed  to 
all  delegates  to  this  Convention.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ladehoff  then  read  an 
additional  statement.  Both  the  report  and  the  statement  were  referred  to 
the  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  study  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  namely:  Dr.  Richard  G. 
Stone,  Dr.  James  M.  Dick  and  Mr.  Robert  Howison. 

The  Convention  recessed  at  10:15  P.  M. 


SECOND  DAY  —  WEDNESDAY 

The  Corporate  Communion  of  the  144th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  held  in  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro,  at 
7:00  A.  M.  on  Wednesday,  May  11,  1960.  Bishop  Baker  was  the  Cele- 
brant, assisted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Thomas  A.  Fraser,  Jr.,  Carl  F.  Her- 
man and  John  S.  Spong.  The  offering  was  for  the  Bible  and  Common 
Prayer  Book  Society  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Breakfast  was  served  in  the  Calvary  Memorial  Parish  Hall  by  the 
Churchwomen  of  the  host  Parish. 
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The  Convention  reconvened  for  business  at  9:30  A.  M.,  the  opening 
prayers  being  offered  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  W.  O'Brien. 

The  Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  was  accorded  the  privilege  of  the  floor 
to  speak  about  the  program  and  needs  of  the  Council. 

The  Bishop  nominated  the  following  as  the  Board  of  Examining 
Chaplains  and  asked  for  confirmation:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Thorn  W. 
Blair,  Peter  C.  Robinson,  R.  Martin  Caldwell,  L.  Bartine  Sherman, 
Thomas  R.  Thrasher  and  Jacob  A.  Viverette,  Jr.  On  motion  duly 
passed,  confirmation  was  granted. 

The  following  were  nominated  by  the  Bishop  for  a  three-year  term 
as  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.; 
The  Rev.  John  C.  Mott  and  Messrs.  R.  H.  Bouligny,  H.  T.  Cosby  and 
Norman  A.  Cocke.  On  motion  duly  passed,  the  nominations  were  con- 
firmed and  the  nominees  elected  for  the  term  aforesaid. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  offered  the  following  resolutions 
which,  on  separate  morions  duly  passed,  were  adopted: 

1— "WHEREAS,  the  77th  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Caro- 
lina convenes  today  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Greenville,  North  Carolina. 

"Therefore,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  144th  Annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  assembled  in  Tarboro,  North 
Carolina,  instructs  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to  send  a  telegram  to  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Henry  Wright,  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  extending  our 
affectionate  greetings  to  him  and  to  the  members  of  our  sister  Diocese 
and  assuring  them  of  our  best  wishes  for  them  in  their  work  for  Christ 
and  His  Church. 

2— WHEREAS,  the  Venerable  Samuel  B.  Chilton,  D.D.,  Archdeacon 
of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  will,  by  the  grace  of  God,  be  consecrated 
Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  on  Thursday,  May  12,  in 
the  City  of  Richmond, 

"Therefore,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  144th  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  assembled  in  Tarboro,  North  Caro- 
lina, instructs  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  convey  to  the  Bishop 
Suffragan-Elect  our  best  wishes  and  prayers  that  he  may  enjoy  a  long 
and  happy  episcopate  as  a  chief  shepherd  unto  the  flock  of  Christ." 

The  Rev.  George  B.  S.  Hale  moved  that  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions  be  made  the  Special  Order  of  the  Day  on 
Wednesday  morning,  May  11,  1960,  immediately  after  the  Report  of 
the  Department  of  Finance.   The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 
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The  ballot  sheet  containing  the  nominees  for  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee and  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  was  distributed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Elections,  the  Rev.  Warwick  Aiken,  Jr.,  Chairman. 

The  Rev.  Jacob  A.  Viverette,  Jr.,  offered  the  following  motion  which 
was  seconded  and  passed: 

"That,  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  Article  8,  Section  1,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  as  amended  by  action  of 
the  142nd  and  143rd  Annual  Conventions,  in  the  Standing  Committee 
election  about  to  be  held,  the  two  Clergymen  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  be  declared  elected  for  three  years,  the  Clergymen 
receiving  the  third  and  fourth  highest  number  of  votes  be  declared 
elected  for  two  years,  and  the  Clergymen  receiving  the  fifth  highest 
number  of  votes  be  declared  elected  for  one  year;  that,  in  the  lay  order, 
the  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be  declared  elected  for 
three  years,  the  one  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  be 
declared  elected  for  two  years,  and  the  persons  receiving  the  third  and 
fourth  highest  number  of  votes  be  elected  for  one  year." 

The  ballot  was  then  taken  and  the  tellers  instructed  to  retire. 

The  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Home  for  the  Ageing  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  H.  T.  Cosby,  Chairman  (see  page  139).  On  motion  of 
Mr.  Cosby,  duly  passed,  this  Board  was  "authorized  to  solicit  funds 
in  the  Diocese  in  the  amount  of  $350,000.00,  the  time  of  the  solicita- 
tion to  be  approved  by  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  the  same  to  be  on 
a  non-quota  basis."  The  report  as  a  whole  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Institutions. 

Mr.  Arthur  L.  Tyler,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Finance,  intro- 
duced Mr.  Basil  S.  Sherrill,  representing  Security  National  Bank, 
Raleigh,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  submitted  by  title  the  Annual 
Report  for  1959,  consisting  of  a  summary,  a  detailed  report  and  an 
audit  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  and  Church's  Program  Funds  as 
prepared  by  W.  M.  Russ  &  Co.,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  all  of 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports.  Mr. 
Sherrill  then  read  a  brief  statement  concerning  the  1959  operations  of 
the  Treasurer  (see  page  141). 

With  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  presiding,  Mr.  Tyler 
read  the  proposed  Budget  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  for  1961 
in  the  total  amount  of  $85,827-00  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried  and  the  aforesaid  Budget  adopted  as  presented 
fsee  page  143). 
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The  Bishop  returned  to  the  Chair  and  Mr.  Tyler  read  the  proposed 
Church's  Program  Fund  Budget  for  1961  and  moved  its  adoption.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  and  the  aforesaid  Budget  in  the 
amount  of  $317,474.50  was  adopted  as  presented  (see  page  145). 

The  Chair  announced  the  results  of  the  election  for  membership  of 
the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  declared 
those  whose  names  appear  on  page  5  &  6  of  this  Journal  elected  for  the 
terms  there  indicated. 

The  Rev.  William  L.  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials,  moved  that  Mr.  D.  S.  Forsythe  be  seated  as  a  delegate 
from  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford,  in  place  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Ballou,  and 
that  Mr.  Francis  Kepley  be  seated  as  the  delegate  from  St.  Matthew's 
Mission,  Salisbury,  in  place  of  Mr.  Lewis  E.  Erwin.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed  and  the  aforesaid  delegates  seated  accordingly. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Williams  further  reported  the  credentials  of  all  dele- 
gates and  alternates  registered  in  the  lay  order  and  those  of  the  clergy 
entitled  to  vote  in  the  clerical  order  had  been  examined  and  found  to 
be  in  order.  He  stated  that  the  records  of  the  Registrar  showed  85 
clergy  entitled  to  vote  had  registered  as  present;  that  delegates  or 
alternates  from  52  parishes  had  registered  present  and  that  the  delegate 
or  the  alternate  from  43  Organized  Missions  had  registered  as  present. 
It  was  stated  that,  in  the  event  of  a  vote  by  orders,  43  votes  would  be 
required  for  a  majority  in  the  clerical  order  and  31  Vi  in  the  lay  order. 

The  ballot  containing  the  nominees  for  the  Executive  Council 
and  the  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South  was  distributed  by  the 
Committee  on  Elections. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  explained  that  two  of  the  clergymen 
to  be  elected  to  the  Executive  Council  would  fill  unexpired  terms  of 
one  and  two  years,  respectively.  He  moved  that  in  this  election  the 
three  clergy  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be  elected  for  three- 
year  terms,  the  one  receiving  the  fourth  highest  number  of  votes  be 
elected  for  a  two-year  term  and  the  one  receiving  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes  be  elected  for  a  one-year  term.  The  motion  was  sec- 
onded and  carried. 

The  ballots  were  marked  and  the  tellers  were  instructed  to  withdraw. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  being  called  for  by 
previous  action,  the  Rev.  John  C.  Mott,  Chairman,  transmitted  to  the 
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Convention  the  following  Resolution,  without  prejudice  or  recommen- 
dation: 

"A  RESOLUTION  proposing  the  Abolition  of  Capital  Punishment 
was  recently  released  by  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
to  the  delegates  of  the  Convention  prior  to  being  presented  on  the  Con- 
vention floor.  Since  that  time  this  matter  has  been  under  further  con- 
sideration and  due  to  our  understanding  of  the  difficulty  of  Convention 
delegates  being  prepared  to  vote  on  such  an  issue,  we  propose  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

"WHEREAS  the  General  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
meeting  at  Miami  in  1958,  passed  a  resolution  opposing  Capital  Pun- 
ishment, 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  urge  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  to  give  legislative  authorization  for  a  commission 
to  study  the  laws  of  this  State  in  relation  to  the  use  of  Capital  Pun- 
ishment." 

The  above  resolution  was  moved  and  seconded. 

The  Rev.  Warwick  Aiken,  Jr.,  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute 
and  moved  its  adoption: 

"WHEREAS  the  current  agitation  for  the  abolition  of  Capital 
Punishment  is  based  in  many  instances  on  cheap  sentimentality  cen- 
tering around  the  Caryl  Chessman  case,  and 

"WHEREAS  the  law  of  God  is  clear  on  the  subject  of  Capital  Pun- 
ishment, saying  that  'Whoso  sheddeth  man's  blood,  by  man  shall  his 
blood  be  shed'  (Gen.  9:6),  and 

"WHEREAS  law  enforcement  agencies  and  their  personnel  over- 
whelmingly urge  that  Capital  Punishment  be  preserved  for  the  protec- 
tion of  society  from  certain  crimes,  and 

"WHEREAS  statistics  on  the  deterrent  effect  of  Capital  Punish- 
ment can  be,  and  are,  cited  in  support  of  both  sides  of  this  question, 
rather  than  all  on  the  side  of  abolition,  as  some  would  have  us  believe, 
and 

"WHEREAS  the  central  purpose  of  Capital  Punishment  was  never 
to  deter  would-be  murderers;  nor  to  obtain  revenge  by  and  for  those 
wronged  by  persons  guilty  of  murder;  but  for  the  upholding  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  justice,  as  well  as  the  purging  from  society  of  those  persons  who 
refuse  to  conform  to  the  laws  agreed  upon  by  society  with  regard  to  this 
extreme  crime,  and 

"WHEREAS  the  death  penalty,  stripped  to  its  essentials  stands  as  a 
symbol  of  law  and  order,  justice  and  public  peace,  and  without  these 
no  society  can  long  survive,  and 
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"WHEREAS  Capital  Punishment  is  neither  an  example  of  violence 
to  the  citizenry,  nor  a  symbol  of  terror,  cruelty  and  irreverence  for  life, 
but,  is,  rather,  society's  God-given  answer  to  violence,  terror,  cruelty, 
and  irreverence  for  life,  and 

"WHEREAS  the  current  movement  to  abolish  Capital  Punishment 
is  only  one  of  many  results  of  liberal  philosophy,  which  is  also  leading  to 
the  breakdown  of  the  family  by  easy  divorce;  to  the  breakdown  of  dis- 
cipline in  the  home,  in  the  school,  and  in  society  at  large  by  the  anti- 
Christian  doctrine  of  the  inherent  goodness  of  man;  and  to  a  steadily 
rising  crime  rate  by  making  'the  way  of  the  transgressor'  progressively 
easier  and  softer  by  unwarranted  coddling  and  paroling,  and 

"WHEREAS  theologians  of  the  first  rank  are  currently  repudiating 
liberalism  and  all  that  it  stands  for,  and 

"WHEREAS,  although  it  is  the  individual  Christian's  prerogative  to 
turn  the  other  cheek  in  any  criminal  offense  against  him,  neither  the 
Christian  community  nor  its  leadership  has  the  right  to  urge  that  such 
a  standard  be  imposed  on  society  as  a  whole,  leaving  it  defenseless  against 
the  criminal  element,  and 

"WHEREAS,  although  it  is  recognized  that  Capital  Punishment 
has  been  occasionally  abused  throughout  the  ages,  it  is  also  to  be  rec- 
ognized that  the  plea  of  'temporarv  insanity'  in  murder  trials  is  being 
increasingly  abused  in  the  courts  of  law  in  this  nation,  and 

"WHEREAS,  the  exhaustive  process  of  law  in  this  country  reduces 
to  the  minimum  the  possibility  that  the  innocent  will  be  executed, 

"NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  The  Annual 
Meeting  of  The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  urge  the  citizens 
of  this  State  to  give  our  law  enforcement  agencies  and  our  courts  of 
law  the  support  they  need  and  deserve  in  their  fight  against  crime,  and 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  The  Annual  Meeting  of  The 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  recommend  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  State  that  Capital  Punishment  be  maintained  in  North 
Carolina  as  presently  enacted  in  the  laws  thereof." 

The  motion  was  seconded,  whereupon  the  Rev.  F.  Nugent  Cox 
moved  that  the  substitute  motion  be  tabled.  This  motion  was  sec- 
onded and  passed. 

The  Rev.  F.  N.  Cox  then  moved  that  the  original  motion  be  tabled. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried,  167  to  108. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mott  then  presented  the  following  Resolution  with- 
out prejudice  or  recommendation: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  this  Convention  that  it  would  be  unwise 
and  dangerous  to  racial  tranquility  to  integrate  any  Episcopal  young 
people's  or  youth  camp  at  Vade  Mecum." 
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Mr.  W.  H.  Yarborough  moved  the  adoption  of  the  above  Resolu- 
tion.   The  motion  was  seconded. 

Mr.  Cleveland  Thayer  offered  a  substitute  resolution  and  moved  its 
adoption.  The  motion  was  seconded.  Mr.  Robert  C.  Howison  offered 
an  amendment  to  the  substitute  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion 
was  seconded. 

The  Rev.  George  B.  S.  Hale  offered  what  the  Chancellor  ruled  to 
be  not  an  amendment  and  hence  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Lewis  Gregory  read  a  statement  of  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church, 
Scotland  Neck,  and  requested  it  be  printed  in  the  Journal  (see  page 
149). 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Gray  addressed  the  Convention,  reciting  the  back- 
ground against  which  the  Executive  Council  had  approved  the  plan  of 
the  Department  of  Christian  Education  to  integrate  Camp  Cheshire, 
Junior,  in  the  summer  of  1960. 

The  Rev.  Thorn  W.  Blair  moved  that  Mr.  Howison's  amendment 
be  tabled.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

The  Rev.  James  P.  Dees  asked  that  the  vote  on  the  motion  to 
table  be  taken  by  orders. 

Following  a  short  recess  for  conference  with  the  Chancellor,  the 
amendment  by  Mr.  Howison  and  the  substitute  by  Mr.  Thayer,  together 
with  the  motion  to  table,  were  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Robert  C.  Howison  then  offered  his  resolution,  as  follows,  as  a 
substitute  for  the  original  transmitted  by  the  Resolutions  Committee: 

"WHEREAS  decisions  concerning  the  integration  of  the  races  in 
Diocesan  camps,  institutions  and  facilities,  being  of  the  gravest  signifi- 
cance, should  be  made  only  by  Conventions  of  the  Diocese  duly 
assembled, 

"Now,  therefore,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  there  shall  hereafter  be 
no  change  from  that  existing  immediately  prior  to  the  year  1960  in  the 
basis  of  attendance  according  to  race  at  Diocesan  camps,  facilities  and 
institutions  except  upon  affirmative,  specific  vote  by  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  made  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Council 
at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  Convention  at  which  such  recommenda- 
tion will  be  considered,  the  Executive  Council  informing  the  Vestries 
of  the  several  Parishes  of  their  recommendation." 

In  response  to  a  request  from  the  Rev.  Thorn  W.  Blair,  the  Acting 
Chancellor  ruled  that  under  Canon  16,  section  3,  the  Convention  had 
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authority  to   instruct   the   Executive  Council   and  also    to   limit   the 
scope  of  the  matters  referred  to  it. 

After  some  discussion,  the  question  being  called  for,  the  Rev.  R. 
Martin  Caldwell  requested  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  orders. 

The  Chair  announced  a  thirty-minute  recess  for  lunch.  After  a 
delicious  barbecue  lunch,  served  in  the  Calvary  Memorial  Hall  by  the 
Churchwomen  of  the  host  Church,  the  Bishop  announced  the  results 
in  the  Executive  Council  election,  as  well  as  that  for  clerical  Trustee  of 
the  University  of  the  South,  declaring  those  whose  names  appear  on 
pages  5  and  6  of  this  Journal  elected  for  the  term  of  office  indicated. 

The  Roll  was  called  by  the  Secretary,  with  the  following  results: 
Clergy:    Voting  Yes,  16;  voting  No,  68. 
Laity:    Voting  Yes,  34;  voting  No.  233/4;  divided,  7. 

The  Howison  substitute  Resolution  was  lost. 

The  original  Resolution  transmitted  by  the  Committee  was  again 
read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mott. 

The  Rev.  Martin  Caldwell  moved  to  table.  The  motion  was  sec- 
onded, whereupon  the  delegation  from  Emmanuel  Parish,  Warrenton, 
requested  the  vote  be  taken  by  orders.  The  roll  was  called  and  vote 
was  as  follows:  In  the  clerical  order,  75  in  the  affirmative  and  8  nega- 
tive; in  the  lay  order,  25%  in  the  affirmative  and  321/*  negative,  with 
three  divided.  The  motion  to  table  was  defeated. 

Mr.  W.  Lunsford  Long  offered  the  following  substitute  Resolution 
and  moved  its  adoption: 

"RESOLVED,  that  the  portion    of  the   Bishop's  Address  dealing 
with  Camp  Cheshire,  Junior,  at  Vade  Mecum,  be  approved/' 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  the  delegation  from  Grace  Church, 
Weldon,  requested  a  vote  by  orders. 

A  motion  by  Mr.  H.  E.  Coffield  to  amend  the  substitute  Resolution 
offered  by  Mr.  Long  by  adding  the  words,  "but  that  further  integration 
be  permitted  only  by  action  of  this  Convention,"  was  ruled  out  of 
Order  by  the  Acting  Chancellor. 

The  vote  was  taken  by  roll  call  on  Mr.  Long's  substitute,  with  these 
results : 
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Clergy  voting  Yes  —  76 

Clergy  voting  No  —  5 

Parishes  and     Missions  voting  Yes  —  21 

Parishes  and  Missions  voting  No  —  31 V4 

Parish  delegations  divided  —  4 

The  substitute  Resolution  was  defeated. 

The  Rev.  Loren  B.  Mead  requested  a  vote  by  orders  on  the  original 
Resolution.  The  roll  was  called  once  more,  .and  6  Clergy  voted  in  the 
affirmative  and  68  in  the  negative;  32  lay  votes  were  in  the  affirmative, 
UVz  in  the  negative  and  5  delegations  were  divided.  The  motion  was 
lost  and  the  original  Resolution  on  this  subject  was  not  adopted. 

Dr.  Richard  G.  Stone  submitted  the  report  of  St.  Mary's  Junior 
College  by  title  and  made  a  short  talk.  The  report  (see  page  150)  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Institutions. 

The  Report  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation, 
Inc.,  was  read  by  Mr.  Norman  A.  Cocke,  President,  (see  page  151) 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees,  together 
with  the  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Foundation  by  W.  M.  Russ  & 
Co.,  Certified  Public  Accountants. 

The  Rev.  John  S.  Spong  moved  that  all  arrearages  in  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Assessments  for  St.  Luke's  Mission,  Tarboro,  be  remitted 
as  of  January  1,  1960.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  the  action 
being  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Report  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  Raleigh,  was  read  by  Dr. 
James  Boyer  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Institutions  (see  page 
155). 

The  Ballots  containing  the  nominees  for  Deputies  to  General  Con- 
vention in  1961  were  distributed.  On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  duly 
passed,  action  was  taken  to  the  effect  that  the  persons  ranking  5th,  6th, 
7th  and  8th  in  the  total  number  of  votes  received  be  declared  elected 
alternate  Deputies  in  each  order.  The  ballots  were  prepared  and  col- 
lected and  the  tellers  instructed  to  withdraw. 

The  Report  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  was  read  by  the  President,  Mrs.  T.  P.  Thomas (  seepage  157) . 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  was  sub- 
mitted by  title  by  Mr.  T.  C.  Heyward,  Jr.  (see  page  1 59)  and  referred  to 
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the  Committee  on  Institutions.   Mr.  Heyward  spoke  briefly  about  this 
institution. 

The  results  of  the  election  of  Deputies  to  General  Convention  were 
announced  and  the  Chair  declared  those  whose  names  appear  on  page 
7  of  this  Journal  duly  elected  as  Deputies  and  alternates  as  aforesaid. 

The  ballot  sheets  containing  nominees  of  Deputies  to  Provincial 
Synod  were  distributed.  A  motion  was  duly  passed,  providing  for  elec- 
tion of  the  required  number  of  alternates  as  in  the  case  of  Deputies  to 
General  Convention. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  was  presented  by  Mr.  John  H.  Zollicoffer,  Chairman  (see  page 
162).  On  separate  motions  duly  passed,  the  several  Resolutions  con- 
tained therein  were  adopted;  whereupon,  on  motion  duly  passed,  the 
report  was  adopted  as  a  whole,  the  Convention  thereby  approving  all 
reports  referred  to  this  Committee. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  was  presented  by  Mr. 
Henry  C.  Bourne,  Chairman.  A  recommendation  to  pass  on  first  read- 
ing certain  Amendments  to  Articles  VI,  XII  and  XIV  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Diocese  was  offered.  On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C. 
Smyth,  seconded  and  passed,  the  several  proposed  Amendments  afore- 
said were  recommitted  to  the  Committee  for  further  study  and  for 
presentation  at  next  year's  Convention  at  a  time  when  more  than  a 
minimum  quorum  of  the  delegates  is  present  on  the  Convention  floor. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bourne,  duly  seconded  and  passed,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted,  as  proposed  and  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Canons: 

"RESOLVED,  That  the  Bishop  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  Special 
Committee  of  ten  members,  five  from  the  Clerical  Order  and  five  from 
the  Lay  Order,  to  study,  revise  and  amend  the  Constitution,  Canons 
and  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  make  a  report 
of  their  recommendations  to  the  next  Annual  Convention; 

"That  such  Committee  be  directed  to  mimeograph  any  proposed 
changes  or  additions  and  furnish  each  Parish  and  Mission  five  copies  on 
or  before  April  1st,  1961,  for  the  information  of  delegates  to  the  1961 
Convention." 

The  Bishop  subsequently  appointed  the  aforesaid  Special  Commit- 
tee, as  follows: 

Messrs.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  Chairman;  D.  Edward  Hudgins,  Armi- 
stead  J.  Maupin,  Alfred  L.  Purrington,  Jr.:  Judge  Francis  O.  Clarkson; 
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the  Rev.  Messrs.  Carl  F.  Herman,  James  McD.  Dick,  D.D.,  Moultrie 
Guerry,  D.D.,  Richard  H.  Lee,  and  Roland  J.  Moncure. 

The  Report  of  the  North  Carolina  Churchman  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  B.  Daniel  Sapp  (see  page  166) . 

The  Rev.  John  S.  Spong  moved  that  the  Convention  go  on  record 
as  commending  the  Board  of  Editors  of  the  North  Carolina  Church- 
man under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  B.  Daniel  Sapp,  as  well  as  the 
work  of  the  Managing  Editor,  Miss  Sylbert  Pendleton.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Institutions  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  W.  Moultrie  Moore,  Jr.,  (see  page  167),  and  on  the  motion  duly 
passed,  adopted  as  read. 

The  results  of  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod  were 
read  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  Bishop  declared  those  whose  names 
appear  on  page  7  of  this  Journal  duly  elected  as  Deputies  and 
Alternates  as  aforesaid. 

The  ballot  sheet  containing  the  nominees  for  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's 
Junior  College  and  Directors  of  the  Home  for  the  Ageing  was  dis- 
tributed and  the  election  held. 

The  Rev.  John  W.  S.  Davis  offered  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Miscellaneous  Reports  as  follows: 

'The  Committee  has  received  the  following  reports:  Standing  Com- 
mittee, Executive  Council,  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  Ministry  of  the  Laity,  The  North  Carolina  Churchman, 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  Examining  Chaplains. 

"The  Committee  endorses  the  recommendation  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  Ministry  of  the  Laity  with  the  exception  of  the  follow- 
ing recommendation:  That  our  delegates  to  the  General  Convention  see 
what  may  be  done  toward  permitting  lay  administration  of  the  Chalice.' 
The  Committee  feels  that  it  is  improper  to  imply  a  binding  assumption 
on  our  delegates  to  the  General  Convention.  The  Committee  wishes  to 
thank  Mr.  D.  E.  Hudgins  for  his  work  as  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and 
for  his  aid  in  every  aspect  of  Diocesan  life. 

"The  Committee  commends  the  fine  work  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee." 

"The  Committee  commends  the  Executive  Council  for  their  wisdom 
in  creating  the  Department  of  Institutions  and  heartily  endorses  the 
idea  of  the  foundation  of  the  Decern  Club  and  hopes  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Missions  will  soon  bring  this  Club  to  fruition.   The  Committee 
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commends  the  Executive  Committee  for  its  emphasis  on  our  duty  to 
accept  our  responsibility  in  supporting  the  E.  M.  F.  and  the  C.  P.  A. 

"The  Committee  commends  the  North  Carolina  Churchman  for  its 
new  and  fine  work. 

"I  move  that  these  reports  be  adopted.

On  separate  motions  duly  passed,  the  several  resolutions  contained 
therein  were  adopted. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  Report 
was  read  by  its  chairman,  Dr.  Richard  G.  Stone  (see  page  176).  On 
motion  of  Dr.  Stone,  duly  passed,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church  was  asked  to  rewrite  the  Report  of  that 
Committee,  including  therein  the  statement  made  to  the  Convention 
on  Tuesday  Evening,  May  10,  same  to  be  published  in  the  Journal.

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GREETINGS! 

A  year  ago  I  stood  before  you  for  the  first  time  as  your  Bishop, 
facing  the  necessity  of  taking  up  the  reins  held  so  ably  by  one  in  whom 
we  placed  great  confidence.  Had  I  felt  that  the  strength  to  bear  this 
burden  must  come  from  my  own  self  I  am  sure  I  would  have  crumpled 
in  fear  and  apprehension.  But  the  Church  is  not  sustained  by  the  efforts 
of  men.  God  alone  sustains  His  Church.  There  are  times  when  men 
are  privileged  to  be  vehicles  of  His  grace,  but  it  is  God  who  acts,  and 
when  we  see  the  Church  engaged  in  the  processes  of  Redemption  we 
must  give  Him  the  glory,  the  thanks,  the  praise.  Therefore  we  give 
thanks  to  God  who  sustains  us  in  our  time  of  need. 

As  in  the  days  of  old,  God  has  raised  up  a  leader  among  us  in 
Thomas  Augustus  Fraser,  Bishop  Coadjutor  Elect.  On  Friday,  the 
thirteenth  of  this  month,  God  willing,  he  will  become  a  Bishop  in  the 
Church  of  God,  and  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina.  I  want  to  bear  witness  here  to  my  deep  satisfaction  of 
this  fact. 

When  I  had  been  elected  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  North  Carolina  in 
1950,  and  had  accepted,  I  was  visited  by  a  member  of  the  Vestry  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem.  He  asked  me  if  I  had  any  suggestions 
to  make  to  him  as  to  a  Rector  for  St.  Paul's,  succeeding  the  Reverend 
James  Cox.

You  have  made 
a  wise  choice  and  I  am  grateful  that  Mr.  Fraser  will  be  my  co-worker, 
with  special  supervision  of  the  Missions,  the  College  Work,  and  such 
other  duties  as  I  shall  from  time  to  time  assign  to  him.  Mr.  Fraser  will 
live  in  Raleigh,  with  his  gracious  wife  and  charming  children.  His 
office  will  be  in  Ravenscroft,  Diocesan  Headquarters,  at  802  Hillsboro 
Street,  Raleigh. 

ALSTON    BEQUEST 

Early  in  January  I  received  in  the  mail  a  letter  from  a  vice  president 
of  the  United  States  Trust  Company  of  New  York  announcing  the 
fact  that  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  N.  Alston  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  had  been  designated  to  receive  a  bequest  of  $800,000.  The 
principal  of  this  sum  is  to  be  kept  intact  under  terms  of  the  will,  and 
the  income  is  to  be  used  for  theological  education,  college  work,  and  to 
raise  the  salaries  of  our  underpaid  clergy. 
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For  this  wonderful  addition  to  our  Diocesan  endowment  we  are 
grateful  to  God  and  to  the  blessed  memory  of  the  sainted  lady  who 
made  the  bequest. 

GROWTH  OF  THE  DIOCESE  IN  NUMERICAL  STRENGTH 

When  the  Survey  reported  in  1951,  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina had  grown  in  communicant  strength  22%  in  11  years.  This  was 
compared  to  a  14%  growth  in  the  population  of  the  39  counties  com- 
prising the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
during  the  seven  subsequent  years  the  growth  in  communicant  strength 
was  26%.  We  have  not  yet  heard  what  is  the  population  of  the  39 
counties  comprising  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  a  result  of  the 
recent  census,  but  we  may  assume  that  the  26%  growth  in  communi- 
cant strength  is  greater  than  the  growth  in  population. 

CHARLOTTE   PLAN 

The  churches  in  the  City  of  Charlotte  have  banded  together  to 
form  an  Interparochial  Council.  This  is  primarily  for  the  extension  of 
the  Church  in  this  area.  Most  of  the  parishes  of  the  community  have 
put  3%  in  their  budgets  for  this  purpose.  St.  Christopher's  Mission, 
Charlotte,  can  expect  a  sizable  item  in  its  budget  from  this  source. 

There  is  a  desperate  need  in  the  Diocese  for  additional  financing 
in  getting  young  churches  stabilized  and  in  business  with  an  adequate 
plant.  There  are  many  congregations  made  up  of  deeply  dedicated 
people  who  are  making  a  valiant  effort  to  maintain  a  high  degree  of 
enthusiasm  while  meeting  under  adverse  conditions.  The  Diocese  needs 
to  plan  to  assist  these  congregations  until  they  are  stabilized. 

HOME  FOR  THE  AGEING 

For  several  years  now  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  been 
talking  about  the  establishment  of  a  Home  for  the  Ageing.  In  several 
of  my  Convention  addresses  I  have  heartily  endorsed  this  project.  I 
take  this  opportunity  not  only  to  endorse  the  project  but  to  state 
that  in  my  considered  belief  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  bring  this 
project  to  a  happy  fruition.  The  gracious  gift  of  Mrs.  James  Boyd  of 
a  most  acceptable  site  in  Southern  Pines;  the  generous  gift  of  the  St. 
Peter's  Foundation,  and  many  separate  individuals,  the  mounting 
enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  people  in  every  corner  of  our  Diocese,  gives 
us  real  hope  that  now  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  may  expect  to 
enter  into  the  construction  of  a  Home  for  the  Ageing  which  will  be  a 
credit  to  our  life  in  the  service  of  the  Master. 
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COMPANION   DIOCESE   PROGRAM 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  I  was 
directed  to  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  a  "Com- 
panion Diocese  Program."  I  did  appoint  this  Committee:  Mrs.  James  L. 
Godfrey,  president-elect  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  chairman;  the  Reverend  Floyd  W.  Finch,  Jr.,  Rector 
of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Charlotte;  Mr.  Lenoir  G.  Shook, 
of  Calvary  Parish,  Tarboro,  Custodian  of  the  Thank  Offering  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  Men  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Diocese,  mailed  to  all  the  clergy,  Mrs.  Godfrey 

says: 

"The  idea  of  the  Companion  Diocese  Program  is  simple:  a 
diocese  and  a  missionary  district  enter  into  a  close  "companionship' 
for  a  specified  period  of  time,  normally  the  three  years  between  Gen- 
eral Convention.  Strengthening  the  bond  between  the  dioceses  and 
the  missionary  districts  of  the  Church  through  greater  understanding 
is  the  goal.  If,  however,  the  contact  between  the  two  is  widespread 
and  effective  it  is  bound  to  result  in  greater  personalization  of  the 
mission  field  and  an  increase  in  financial  support.  While  material 
aid  flows  mainly  in  one  direction,  each  learns  from  the  other,  and 
the  greatest  gain  lies  in  an  increased  awareness  that  we  are  all  one 
Church  engaged  in  a  God-given  mission  together." 

Hie  project  has  been  referred  to  as  "the  second  mile."  It  is  over 
and  above  our  assigned  obligations  to  the  National  Council  of  our 
Church.  It  is  bound  to  result  in  a  widening  of  our  horizons  and  an  in- 
tensification of  our  world-wide  scope. 

Participation  will  be  completely  voluntary,  and  I  am  sure  that  op- 
portunity will  be  given  to  individuals,  groups  within  parishes  and  con- 
gregations to  share  in  this  total  plan. 

Support  of  this  Convention  will  be  greatly  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 
Calendar  Year  1959 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  held 
seven  meetings  in  1959  and  acted  on  all  matters  presented  to  it,  as 
follows: 

MARCH  16,  1959,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Michael's  Parish,  Raleigh,  to  borrow 
$25,000.00  from  First  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina,  proceeds  to  be  applied  on  the  purchase  of  a  rectory 
for  said  Parish  located  at  2519  Lewis  Farm  Road,  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina.  This  loan,  to  be  repaid  through  the  general  operating  budget 
in  25  years  or  less,  with  interest  at  SlA%7  is  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage 
and  deed  of  trust  on  the  aforesaid  property  which  is  valued  at  con- 
siderably more  than  the  amount  thereof. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Timothy's  Parish,  Raleigh,  to  borrow 
from  the  First  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  Raleigh, 
$18,000.00,  proceeds  to  be  applied  on  the  construction  of  a  new  Church 
building.  The  loan,  with  interest  at  51//2%,  is  to  be  repaid  in  15  years 
or  less  through  the  general  operating  budget.  It  is  to  be  secured  by  a 
mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  proposed  new  building  and  one 
acre  of  land. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Mary's  Parish,  High  Point,  to  borrow 
$10,850.00  from  a  commercial  lending  agency  in  High  Point,  North 
Carolina,  proceeds  to  be  used  for  purchase  of  a  new  rectory  for  said 
Parish  located  at  607  Colonial  Drive,  High  Point,  North  Carolina. 
This  loan,  with  interest  at  6%,  is  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  and  deed 
of  trust  on  the  aforesaid  new  rectory  and  is  to  be  liquidated  in  five 
years  or  less  through  the  general  parish  budget. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Mary's  Parish,  High  Point,  to  sell  for 
$18,000.00,  less  sales  commission,  its  old  rectory  property  at  312  East 
^arris  Avenue,  High  Point,  N.  C. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
•Dnsent  for  the  Mission  Committee  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Tarboro, 
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to  borrow  $1,500.00  for  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  Church 
building,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  loan  to  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  who  hold  title  to  the  property 
to  be  encumbered  as  security  for  the  same. 

The  request  of  St.  Joseph's  Parish,  Durham,  to  negotiate  a  loan  of 
$9,700.00  for  the  re-financing  of  a  rectory  debt,  was  transmitted  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc., 
without  comment  or  recommendation. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Francis'  Parish,  Greensboro,  to  borrow 
from  Cameron-Brown  Company,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  $5,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs  and  alterations  to  its  rectory  located 
at  3415  Wilshire  Drive,  Greensboro.  This  loan,  to  be  repaid  in  five 
years  or  less  with  interest  at  6%  through  the  general  operating  budget 
of  said  Parish,  is  to  be  secured  by  a  second  mortgage  on  the  aforesaid 
rectory  of  said  Parish. 

The  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  election  of  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor  by  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  for  the  reason  of  the 
extent  of  diocesan  work. 

The  Committee  consented  to  the  Ordinations  and  Consecrations 
of  the  following: 

The  Rev.  George  Leslie  Cadigan,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri. 

The  Rev.  William  Forman  Creighton,  D.  Dv  to  be  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Washington. 

Messrs.  Walter  McGehee  Hooper  and  Leland  Shattuck  Jamison, 
Postulants,  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  to  be  admitted 
as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  as  of  March  16,  1959,  the  application 
of  each  having  been  considered  and  acted  upon  separately. 

MAY  12,  1959,  AT  CHARLOTTE: 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Timothy's  Parish,  Wilson,  North  Carolina, 
to  borrow  up  to  $125,000.00  on  a  demand  note  from  the  Branch  Bank 
and  Trust  Company  of  Wilson,  with  interest  at  5%,  to  be  secured 
by  a  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  any  or  all  of  the  real  estate  of 
said  Parish,  to  be  repaid  in  five  years  or  less  from  the  proceeds  of 
pledges  held  by  the  said  Vestry  for  the  purpose  and  from  cash  available 
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from  other  sources.  The  purpose  of  the  loan  is  to  make  additions  and 
improvements  to  the  parish  house  of  St.  Timothy's  Church. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Southern  Pines,  North 
Carolina,  to  borrow  $17,200.00  maximum  from  the  Citizen's  Bank 
and  Trust  Company,  Southern  Pines,  to  complete  payment  of  cost 
of  a  new  parish  house  for  said  Parish.  This  loan,  to  be  secured  by  a 
mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  this  Parish's  rectory  property,  is  to  be 
repaid  in  ten  years  or  less,  with  interest  at  51//2%,  through  the  general 
Parish  budget. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Mission  Committee  of  Christ  Church,  Rocky  Mount, 
North  Carolina,  to  borrow  $16,800.00  from  the  First  Federal  Building 
and  Loan  Association,  Rocky  Mount,  to  be  used  to  purchase  a  rectory 
for  Christ  Church.  The  loan,  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  and  deed 
of  trust  on  the  said  rectory  property  to  be  purchased  is  to  be  liquidated 
in  23  years  or  less,  with  interest  at  51/2%,  through  the  general  operating 
budget  of  said  Church.  This  action  was  taken  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  said  Church  being  a  Mission. 

The  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  election  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  George  Mosley  Murray,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
Alabama,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  thereof. 

The  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  election  by  the 
Diocese  of  Olympia  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  by  reason  of  the  extent 
of  Diocesan  work,  in  view  of  Bishop  Bayne's  resignation  to  accept  the 
position  of  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Anglican  Communion,  effective 
December  31,  1959. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  William  Glover  Edwards  and  Joseph  Parker 
Burroughs,  Deacons,  ordained  June  29,  1958,  were  recommended  to 
the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood  any  time  after  this  date, 
the  Bishop's  request  for  the  shortening  of  their  Diaconate  to  ten 
months  for  reasonable  causes  stated  being  approved,  their  applications 
having  been  considered  and  acted  upon  separately. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  Calvary  Parish,  Tarboro,  to  borrow  up  to 
$100,000.00  for  the  erection  of  a  new  parish  house.  The  loan,  to  be 
negotiated  as  a  demand  note  with  Edgecombe  Homestead  and  Loan 
Association  and  Tarboro  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  either  or  both, 
is  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  new  parish 
house  to  be  erected  and  the  rectory  property  to  Calvary  Parish,  together 
with  assignment  of  pledges  for  the  purpose  held  by  the  Vestry  thereof, 
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liquidation  to  be  made  in  7  years  or  less  through  collection  of  said 
pledges  and/or  from  other  funds  which  may  be  available  for  the 
purpose. 

JUNE  17,  1959,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  James  M.  Dick,  D.  D.,  and  Carl  F.  Herman 
were  re-elected  President  and  Secretary  respectively,  to  serve  until 
the  Annual  Diocesan  Convention  of  1960. 

In  accordance  with  Article  8,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  Mr.  Isaac  D.  Thorp  was  elected  to  serve 
until  the  next  Annual  Convention  in  place  of  the  Hon.  Francis  O. 
Clarkson  whose  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  was 
accepted  with  regret. 

It  was  reported  that,  pursuant  to  the  action  and  instruction  of  the 
143rd  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  adopted  in  General  Convention,  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  the  Committee  had  prepared  and  mailed  to  all  Bishops  of  this 
Church  having  jurisdiction  therein,  and  all  the  Standing  Committees  of 
the  several  Dioceses,  certification  of  the  request  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Richard 
H.  Baker,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  for  the 
election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  said  Diocese  for  the  reason  of  the 
extent  of  Diocesan  work,  and  of  the  Convention's  approval  of  this 
request,  together  with  the  request  that  they  give  consent  to  such  an 
election  by  this  Diocese. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor  by  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  for  the  reason  aforesaid. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Mission  Committee  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Durham, 
to  borrow  $18,000.00  from  the  Durham  Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
Durham,  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  rectory  for  this  Mission.  The 
loan,  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  property 
to  be  purchased,  is  to  be  repaid,  with  interest  at  SlA%y  in  15  years  or 
less  through  the  general  operating  budget  of  this  Mission,  the  consent 
aforesaid  being  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
the  bank  note  to  be  endorsed  by  the  members  of  the  Mission  Com- 
mittee of  St.  Stephen's  Mission,  Durham. 

Messrs.  Phillip  Carlyle  Cato,  William  Conwell  Spong,  Charles 
Waite  Maclin  and  Robert  Alan  Croxson,  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
since  September  13,  1957,  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordina- 
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tion  to  the  Diaconate  any  time  after  this  date,  their  applications  having 
been  considered  and  acted  on  separately. 

SEPTEMBER  11,  1959,  AT  GREENSBORO: 

The  President  reported  that  on  June  26,  1959,  he  notified  the 
Bishop  that  the  necessary  consents  from  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  and 
the  Standing  Committees  of  other  Dioceses  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  had  been  received. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  following  episcopal 
elections: 

1 — The  Right  Reverend  Walter  Maydale  Higley,  S.T.D.,  Suffragan 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  to  be  Bishop  Coadju- 
tor thereof. 

2 — The  Right  Reverend  William  Fisher  Lewis,  Missionary  Bishop 
of  Nevada,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Olympia. 
3 — The  election  of  a  second  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
New  York  because  of  the  extent  of  Diocesan  work. 
The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 

consent  for  the  Vestry  of  Calvary  Parish,  Tarboro,  to  encumber 
Cheshire  Memorial  Parish  House  as  additional  security  for  the 
$100,000.00  on  which  favorable  action  was  taken  at  the  meeting  of 
May  12,  1959,  provided  the  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  to  be  given 
does  not  include  All  Saints'  Chapel,  which  has  been  consecrated. 

Tire  Committee  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the 
Diaconate  anytime  after  this  date  Messrs.  Gary  Archer  Verell,  Joseph 
Edward  Sturtevant,  William  Hoover  Hethcock,  Augustus  Moody  Burt, 
III,  and  Curtis  Tilley  Allen,  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  since  Sep- 
tember 13,  1957,  each  application  having  been  considered  and  acted 
upon  separately. 

The  Committee  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  admitted  as 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  the  following  Postulants:  Messrs.  Franklin 
Friley  Fagan,  III,  William  Collins  Morris,  Jr.,  Phillip  Andrew  Lewis, 
Haywood  Weldon  Taylor,  Jr.,  and  Downs  Calvin  Spitler,  Jr.  The  appli- 
cation of  each  was  considered  and  acted  upon  separately. 

The  following  ruling  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  as  to  the 
Canonical  requirement,  if  any,  involving  the  Board  of  Examining 
Chaplains  in  connection  with  the  Standing  Committee's  recommenda- 
tion of  a  Postulant  to  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders 
was  read  bv  the  President.

note  that  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  has  specific  and  impor- 
tant canonical  functions  to  perform  in  connection  with  determining 

and    certifying    a    postulant's    qualifications    to    pursue    theological 

studies." 

The  Committee,  on  the  basis  of  this  ruling  and  interpretation 
of  the  Canons,  has  determined  that  before  affirmative  action  can  be 
taken  thereon,  every  application  of  a  Postulant  seeking  to  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  must  be 
supported  by  the  Certificate  required  in  Canon  27,  Section  5,  in 
addition  to  the  other  certificates  and  papers  required  by  this  Canon. 

OCTOBER  7,  1959,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Spray,  to  borrow  $6,000.00 
from  the  Home  Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Leaksville,  North 
Carolina,  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  and  improvements 
to  the  parish  house  and  church  building  of  this  Parish.  The  loan,  to 
be  secured  by  a  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  rectory  property 
of  St.  Luke's  Parish,  is  to  be  liquidated,  with  interest  at  6%,  from  the 
general  operating  budget  of  the  Parish  in  12  years  or  less,  the  prepayment 
privilege  to  be  exercised  by  the  Vestry  in  any  given  year  only  after  all 
Diocesan  assessments  and  quotas  for  that  year  have  been  paid  in  full. 

Mr.  Thomas  Eugene  Bollinger,  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders 
since  December  8,  1958,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordina- 
tion to  the  Diaconate  anytime  on  or  after  December  8,  1959,  the 
Bishop's  request  for  the  shortening  of  his  Candidacy  to  one  year  being 
approved. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Timothy's  Parish,  Wilson,  to  pay  6% 
interest  instead  of  5%  on  the  loan  on  which  favorable  action  was 
taken  at  the  meeting  of  May  12,  1959. 
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OCTOBER  27,  1959,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  election  by  the 
Diocese  of  Los  Angeles  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  by  reason  of  the  extent 
of  Diocesan  work  in  view  of  the  resignation  of  the  present  Suffragan 
of  said  Diocese. 

The  Consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  election  of  a 
Suffragan  Bishop  by  the  Diocese  of  California  by  reason  of  the  extent 
of  Diocesan  work  and  in  view  of  the  retirement  of  the  present  Suffragan 
on  September  7,  1959,  and  also  the  declination  of  his  election  by  the 
Clergyman  elected  to  this  office  in  the  spring  of  1959.  New  consents 
to  the  aforesaid  episcopal  election  were  sought  because  the  consent  to 
elect  originally  obtained  from  General  Convention  in  October  1958, 
was  for  an  election  to  be  held  at  the  "1959  Diocesan  Convention/' 

The  Committee  consented  to  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop 
by  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  because  of  the  extent  of  Diocesan  work. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Timothy's  Parish,  Raleigh,  to  borrow 
from  the  First  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina,  an  additional  $6,900.00  for  the  purpose  of  air-conditioning 
the  new  Church  building  now  under  construction,  the  property  to  be 
encumbered  and  the  period  and  plan  of  repayment  to  be  the  same 
as  in  the  case  of  the  two  previous  commercial  loans  (See  minutes  of 
meetings  of  this  Committee  for  December  8,  1958  and  March  16, 
1959).  The  Committee's  consent  and  that  of  the  Bishop  in  this  case 
was  made  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Trustees  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  from  which  St.  Timothy's 
Parish  has  also  secured  a  loan. 

The  Bishop  asked  Council  of  Advice  of  the  Committee  regarding 
several  matters,  including  the  course  to  be  followed  in  view  of  the 
declination  of  his  election  on  October  7th  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
this  Diocese  by  the  Very  Reverend  George  M.  Alexander,  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Theology,  University  of  the  South,  Sewanee,  Tennessee. 

DECEMBER  14,  1959,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Ordination  and  Conse- 
cration of  the  following:  The  Reverend  William  Godsell  Wright, 
D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Nevada;  the  Rev. 
Canon  Paul  Axtell  Kellog  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of 
the  Dominican  Republic;  the  Rev.  George  Richard  Millard,  B.  D., 
S.T.M.,  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  California. 
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The  Bishop's  proposed  Schedule  of  Appropriations  of  the  antici- 
pated income  of  the  Lawrence  S.  Holt  Trust  Fund  for  the  year  1960 
was  approved,  as  follows:

The  Bishop  was  authorized  to  use,  at  his  discretion,  any  unex- 
pended balance  of  the  income  of  the  said  Trust  Fund,  within  the 
terms  thereof,  for  the  year  1960. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  following  Deacons  to  the 
Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  approval  being  given,  in  each 
case,  to  the  Bishop's  request  for  the  shortening  of  the  Diaconate  to 
six  months  as  provided  in  Canon  35,  Section  2: 
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The  Rev.  Charles  Waite  Maclin  any  time  on  or  after  December 
21,  1959. 

The  Rev.   Phillip   Carlyle  Cato  any   time  on   or  after   December 
25,  1959. 

The  Rev.  William  Conwell  Spong  any  time  on  or  after  December 
25,  1959 

The  Rev.  John  Edward  Crane  Harris  any  time  on  or  after  December 
29,  1959. 

The  Committee  adopted  the  following  resolution  as  a  guide  in 
certain  phases  of  its  work  in  the  future: 

"That  this  Standing  Committee  hereby  goes  on  record,  as  a  matter 
of  policy,  as  being  unwilling  to  recommend  for  Ordination  to  the 
Diaconate  or  the  Priesthood  any  man  who  has  not  been  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  for  at  least  six  months." 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  Holy  Innocents'  Parish,  Henderson,  to  sell 
the  corner  lot  behind  its  rectory,  together  with  the  dwelling  thereon, 
for  approximately  $17,000.00,  assurance  being  given  that  said  property 
would  never  be  needed  by  nor  be  beneficial  to  Holy  Innocents'  Parish. 

The  Committee  acted  as  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop,  at  his 
request,  regarding  certain  problems  involving  the  pastoral  relationship 
between  a  Priest  and  the  Mission  Committee  of  an  Organized  Mission 
of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has 
held  four  meetings  since  the  last  Diocesan  Convention. 

At  the  meeting  which  was  held  at  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Raleigh,  on  June  3,  1959,  Bishop  Baker  organized  the 
Council  into  departments  with  the  following  Department  Chairmen:

Institutions  The  Rev.  W.  Moultrie  Moore 

The  Department  of  Institutions  is  a  new  department,  the  purpose 
of  which  is  to  explore  relationships  of  some  of  the  Institutions  to  the 
Diocese. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Rev.  James  M.  Dick,  D.  D.,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Headquarters  Site,  the  Executive  Council 
moved  to  defer  action  on  the  York  property  in  Cameron  Village  until 
Wade  Avenue  is  completely  finished  and  exact  boundary  lines  of  the 
property  are  established. 

On  September  16,  1959,  the  Executive  Council  met  at  Ravenscroft, 
newly  established  Diocesan  Headquarters. 

The  Rev.  L.  Bartine  Sherman  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Council 
to  replace  the  Rev.  David  W0  Yates.  Bishop  Baker  appointed  Mr. 
Sherman  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  College  Work. 

The  Executive  Council  voted  to  transfer  the  fiscal  and  editorial 
jurisdiction  of  the  North  Carolina  Churchman  from  the  Department  of 
Promotion  to  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  effective  January 
1.  1960. 

The  Executive  Council  approved  the  recommendation  of  the 
Department  of  Missions  for  a  Decern  Club,  whereby  possibly  1000 
people  would  be  asked  to  become  members;  and  once  each  year,  but 
not  more  than  three  times  each  year,  requested  to  give  $10.00  toward 
Church  Extension. 

On  January  27,  1960,  the  financial  report  for  1959  was  presented. 
Collections  for  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  amounted  to 
$64,722.17  with  a  surplus  of  $1,402.50,  which  was  deposited  in  the 
Episcopal  Maintenance  Reserve  Fund.  The  Church's  Program  Fund 
showed  collections  of  $241,431.20  with  a  surplus  of  $2,566.18,  which 
was  deposited  in  the  Church's  Program  Reserve  Fund. 

The  1960  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  Budget  of  $81,466.00  was 
adopted.  Failure  of  some  congregations  to  accept  their  1960  quotas 
necessitated  the  adoption  of  a  revised  budget  of  $284,475.60  for  the 
1960  Church's  Program  Fund. 
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The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth,  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Missions,  was  accepted  with  regret.  The  Rev. 
William  M.  Latta  was  elected  replacement. 

On  March  30,  1960,  the  Executive  Council  adopted  proposed 
budgets  for  1961  for  presentation  to  the  Diocesan  Convention.  The 
total  budget  for  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  amounted  to  $85,827.00, 
an  increase  of  5.7%  over  1960.  The  budget  for  Church's  Program  Fund 
totaled  $317,474.50,  an  increase  of  6.4%  over  1960. 

Discussion  of  the  matter  of  "delinquent"  parishes  and  missions, 
i.e.,  those  who  have  over  a  period  of  time  failed  to  accept  or  fulfill 
their  share  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  and  the  Church's  Program 
Funds,  prompted  the  adoption  of  the  motion  to  enforce  Article  IX, 
Section  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  which  prohibits  any  parish 
or  mission  the  privilege  of  voting  in  the  Diocesan  Convention  when 
said  parish  or  mission  is  in  arrears  in  the  payment  of  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Assessment  for  three  consecutive  years.  It  was  further 
recommended  that,  in  line  with  the  report  of  the  State  of  the  Church 
at  the  1959  Convention,  (see  page  152,  1959  Journal)  that  section 
concerning  the  status  of  parishes  and  missions,  the  Bishop  and  Stand- 
ing Committee  fulfill  the  provisions  of  Canon  XXIV. 

The  Department  of  College  Work,  upon  proper  authorization, 
sold  the  house  on  Markham  Avenue  in  Durham,  formerly  owned  by 
the  Diocese  as  a  residence  for  the  Duke  Chaplain,  and  purchased  a 
new  house  at  1110  Arnette  Avenue,  where  the  Chaplain  now  resides. 

The  Rev.  William  A.  Yon  has  accepted  the  call  to  be  Associate 
Director  of  Christian  Education  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  with 
special  responsibilities  in  the  field  of  Youth  Work.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 
OF  THE  GOOD  SAMARITAN  HOSPITAL 

The  Executive  Board  of  Good  Samaritan  has  long  been  of  the 
opinion  that  the  responsibility  of  providing  Negro  hospital  care  in  this 
community  should  be  transferred  to  some  authority  better  equipped 
to  do  the  job.  Last  December,  the  Board  passed  a  resolution,  copy  of 
which  is  attached,  certifying,  in  its  opinion,  the  impracticability  of  the

continued  operation  of  the  Hospital  and  recommending  to  the  Trustees 
that  the  real  property  be  given  to  an  appropriate  public  authority  in 
Mecklenburg  County. 

I  shall  endeavor  to  give  you  some  of  the  reasons  why  the  Board  saw 
fit  to  pass  this  Resolution. 

First,  let  me  make  some  general  statements  which  we  believe  to 
be  true  and  which  we  hope  the  Trustees  will  accept  as  such  without 
detailed  substantiation. 

1.  The  primary  purpose  of  all  those  persons  who  are  charged  with 
making  any  sort  of  a  decision  concerning  the  Negro  hospital  problem 
in  the  Charlotte  community  should  be  the  seeking  of  an  answer  to  the 
question,  "What  is  ultimately  best  for  the  Negro  who  needs  hospital 
care,  particularly  the  indigent  Negro?".  If  this  question  is  properly 
answered,  then  that  solution,  we  believe,  will  be  best  not  only  for  the 
Negro  but  also  for  the  Church,  the  doctors,  both  white  and  colored, 
and  the  community  as  a  whole. 

2.  In  today's  economy,  no  private  general  hospital,  unendowed, 
can  long  continue  to  serve  exclusively  a  low  income  group  as  well  as 
run  better  than  fifty  per  cent  charity  cases.  It  is  probably  true  of  all 
general  hospitals  that  they  do  well  to  meet  current  expense  out  of 
current  income  and  that  all  requirements  for  capital  improvements 
and,  in  some  cases,  normal  maintenance,  must  come  from  private 
subscription  or  public  funds.  Many  hospitals  run  a  substantial  operating 
deficit  and  could  not  continue  operation  without  endowment  income 
or  outright  subsidy  by  public  funds. 

3.  It  is  an  historic  fact  that  the  best  care  and  treatment  of  the 
indigent  has  always  been  done  by  teaching  hospitals.  The  medical  care 
of  the  indigent  and  medical  teaching  are  two  programs  interdependent, 
each  benefiting  from  the  other. 

4.  When  the  Church  continues  to  attempt  to  render  a  service  that 
it  is  not  equipped  to  do,  financially  or  otherwise,  it  ceases  to  do  a 
service  but  rather  does  a  disservice. 

Now,  let  us  leave  the  field  of  generalities  and  talk  more  specifically 
about  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  and  the  general  hospital  picture  in 
the  Charlotte  community. 

There  is  no  need  to  dwell  on  the  long  and  honorable  history  of 
Good  Samaritan.  It  was  started  as  a  mission  hospital  before  the  turn 
of  the  century.  It  ceased  to  be  that  a  long  time  ago.  The  facts  are, 
however,  that  through  the  starting  efforts  of  the  good  ladies  of  St. 
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Peter's  Parish,  the  Dioeese  has  ultimately  had  to  accept  the  trust  of 
furnishing  hospital  care  to  the  Negro  in  this  community.  I  don't 
really  believe  that  the  Diocese  accepted  that  trust  by  choice,  but  rather 
default  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  this  community.  However  it  came 
about,  it  is  a  fact  that  you  Trustees  hold  title  to  the  property  and  that 
the  management  of  the  Hospital  is  vested  in  laymen  of  the  Church, 
whom,  I  interpret,  to  be  agents  of  the  Diocese  and  answerable  to  the 
Bishop  and  the  Convention.  The  Church,  therefore,  has  the  job  and 
must  make  every  effort  to  carry  out  the  trust  or  find  someone  who  can. 

The  physical  facilities  of  the  Hospital  are  not  good.  Its  deficiences 
are  eloquently  described  in  two  reports  I  am  enclosing  with  this  letter. 
One  is  from  North  Carolina  Medical  Care  Commission  giving  its 
opinion  of  what  improvements  should  be  made,  and  the  other  is  from 
the  State  Fire  Marshal's  office  describing  the  general  physical  charac- 
teristics of  the  buildings.  Furthermore,  at  the  request  of  a  special 
fact  finding  committee  appointed  by  Charlotte  Mayor  James  Smith, 
the  plant  has  been  studied  by  two  hospital  consultants,  Mr.  Jacque 
Norman  and  Mr.  R.  Edwin  Wilson,  and  it  has  been  determined,  as 
a  result  of  this  study,  that  the  sum  of  $800,000  must  be  spent  to  bring 
the  facility  up  to  anything  like  minimum  U.  S.  Public  Health 
Standards.  Even  after  this  expenditure,  the  Hospital  would  have  a 
patient  capacity  of  only  about  ten  beds  beyond  its  present  130  beds. 

Good  Samaritan  has  many  problems  other  than  deficiencies  in 
plant  and  equipment.  The  quality  of  a  hospital  must  ultimately  be 
measured  by  the  quality  of  medicine  that  is  practiced  there;  and  the 
quality  of  medicine  is  measured  by  the  quality  of  the  people  whose 
joint  efforts  constitute  the  practice  of  medicine — doctors,  supervisors, 
nurses,  technicians  and  the  many  other  specialists  necessary  to  a  com- 
plete hospital  unit. 

First  let  us  consider  the  medical  staff — the  doctors.  We  do  not 
lack  for  either  quantity  or  quality.  The  fact  is,  however,  that  a  large 
majority  of  our  staff  has  a  limited  practice  at  Good  Samaritan;  some, 
none  at  all.  As  little  as  ten  years  ago,  about  eighty  per  cent  of  all 
inpatients  were  treated  by  white  doctors;  today,  only  about  twenty 
percent.  Some  time  ago,  because  of  our  inability  to  furnish  doctors 
from  our  own  staff  for  emergency  attendance  and  for  indigent  in- 
patient care,  we  found  it  necessary  to  employ  house  physicians,  M.  D.'s 
working  for  and  paid  by  the  Hospital.  At  present,  we  have  four  such 
house  doctors  at  a  considerable  annual  cost  to  the  hospital. 

There  is  little  to  be  gained  in  trying  to  delve  into  the  reasons  why 
the  white  doctors  have  so  curtailed  their  practice  at  Good  Samaritan. 
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As  a  result,  however,  the  Staff  organization  has  badly  deteriorated — not 
necessarily  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Negro  doctors,  by  default,  con- 
trol and  direct  Staff  activities,  but  more  because  the  large  majority  of 
the  Staff  has  no  interest  and  does  not  participate.  I  think  it  is  true, 
also,  to  say  that,  on  the  average,  the  quality  of  medicine  practiced  by 
the  Negro  doctor  is  not  equal  to  that  of  their  white  contemporaries 
if  for  no  other  reason  than,  again  on  the  average,  the  Negro  doctor  is 
not  equal  in  prior  training  and  modern  technique. 

The  same  situation  is  true  in  regard  to  the  largely  Negro  para- 
medical personnel.  They  are  not,  on  the  average,  well  trained  and  are 
generally  not  competent  to  render  the  services  demanded  of  a  first 
class  hospital. 

Perhaps  another  reason  for  want  of  quality  in  the  people  that 
make  up  the  whole  personnel  of  the  Hospital  is  bad  morale,  arising 
from  many  sources. 

The  happenings  of  the  last  decade  pertaining  to  inter-racial  rela- 
tionships could  not  but  influence  the  morale  of  the  predominantly 
Negro  personnel  of  a  hospital  serving  only  Negroes.  I  shall  not  attempt 
fully  to  explore  this  theme,  but  I  am  sure  that  you  will  agree  that 
present  racial  tensions  can  do  nothing  but  magnify  our  old  problems 
as  well  as  present  new  ones. 

Another  and  perhaps  more  tangible  source  of  bad  morale  is  lack 
of  job  security  because  of  the  continuing  uncertainty  of  the  future 
of  the  Hospital.  The  idea  of  the  Church  getting  out  of  the  hospital 
business  at  Good  Samaritan  is  by  no  means  new.  It  has  been  suggested 
in  one  form  or  another  for  many  years.  The  situation  has  been  studied 
and  restudied  with  resulting  many  and  varied  conclusions.  However, 
in  1953,  the  Social  Planning  Council  undertook  a  survey  of  the  local 
hospital  situation,  and  the  gist  of  their  report,  issued  in  1954,  was  (at 
the  risk  of  oversimplification)  to  build  additional  beds  at  Charlotte 
Memorial  and  to  ultimately  abandon  Good  Samaritan,  which  was 
termed,  "The  cancer  in  the  breast"  of  the  city.  The  bond  referendum 
to  finance  the  addition  to  Memorial  was  ultimately  passed,  and  the 
additional  beds  will  be  put  into  service  late  next  year.  After  the  report 
was  issued  and  after  the  bond  referendum  was  passed,  there  began  an 
era  of  general  apathy  to  the  problems  of  Good  Samaritan  by  the 
public,  the  doctors  and  almost  everyone  concerned.  The  general  think- 
ing was,  "Since  Good  Samaritan  won't  be  with  us  long,  let's  do  as 
little  as  possible  and  get  by  the  best  we  can,  for  in  a  few  years 
Memorial  is  going  to  take  the  Negroes  and  everything's  going  to  be 
all  right!"  Under  those  conditions,  we  have  had  little  chance  to  hire 
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qualified   personnel,   even   if   available   under   our   limited   pay   scale, 
and  no  chance  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  personnel  we  already  had. 

In  retrospect,  it  was  perhaps  foolhardy  to  assume  that  we  could 
continue  to  operate  an  acute  general  hospital,  taking  all  of  the  Negro 
charity  load  as  well  as  tending  all  of  the  Negro  emergency  outpatient 
cases,  up  to  some  vague  time  in  the  future  and  then,  at  that  time, 
all  of  a  sudden,  go  out  of  the  hospital  business  because  we  were  no 
longer  needed. 

There  has  been  a  "strike"  by  student  nurses  with  much  attending 
publicity,  ugly  statements,  charges  and  countercharges  and  the  ultimate 
closing  of  the  School  of  Nursing,  There  has  been  a  threatened  strike 
by  the  graduate  nursing  personnel.  There  has  been  open  criticism  of 
the  Hospital  by  both  the  white  and  Negro  doctors  and  by  the  press. 

Under  the  resultant  chaos,  one  can  little  blame  the  white  doctors 
for  their  reluctance  to  practice  at  Good  Samaritan.  The  Negro  doctor 
had  no  choice — he  either  practiced  there  or  had  no  hospital  practice. 

However,  to  the  few  who  took  the  trouble  to  think  the  matter  out, 
it  soon  became  evident  that  Good  Samaritan  had  to  stay  in  the  picture 
for  a  good  many  years.  The  primary  reason  for  that  conclusion  is  the 
fact  that  the  Social  Planning  Council's  study  committee  failed  to 
evaluate  properly  the  tremendous  anticipated  population  growth  of  the 
community.  Now  that  Memorial's  additional  beds  are  abuilding  (and, 
in  the  meantime,  Presbyterian  has  added  a  considerable  number  of 
beds)  the  community  is  suddenly  awakened  to  the  fact  that,  even 
after  Memorial's  addition  is  completed,  the  ratio  of  available  beds 
to  population  will  not  have  increased  one  whit  over  what  it  was  ten 
years  ago.  Furthermore,  the  demand  for  beds  per  population  unit  has 
increased  in  the  last  decade,  so  the  community  supply  has  actually 
fallen  behind  the  demand.  Consequently,  all  hospitals  stay  filled  beyond 
optimum  levels. 

The  Executive  Board  of  the  hospital  has  recognized  the  fact 
of  the  continuing  need  for  Good  Samaritan  as  evidenced  by  its  deci- 
sions to  spend  some  $350,000  in  the  last  five  years  on  improvements 
to  the  caliber  of  service  and  safety  of  the  Hospital.  The  Hospitals 
section  of  the  Duke  Endowment  has  certainly  recognized  this  fact  as 
evidenced  by  its  willingness  to  help  finance  these  improvements.  I  must 
say  that  there  nas  been  some  indecision  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
itself  as  to  the  wisest  course  to  follow,  but  the  opinion  prevailed  that, 
regardless  of  the  life  expectancy  of  the  Hospital,  we  were  bound  to 
continue  to  attempt  to  improve  our  facilities  within  the  limits  of  our 
financial  resources. 
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I  think  it  is  true  also  to  say  that  Memorial  has  been  dragging  its 
feet,  through  reluctance,  inertia  or  what  have  you,  about  preparing 
itself  to  be  a  bi-racial  hospital.  It  has  not  been,  and  is  not  yet,  prepared 
physically  or  psychologically,  to  take  the  Negro  trade. 

The  matter  of  the  shortage  of  beds  has  been  one  of  the  horns 
of  our  dilemma.  We  simply  did  not  feel  we  could  close  up  shop 
without  precipitating  a  crisis  in  the  community.  On  the  other  hand, 
we  are  most  reluctant  to  continue  the  operation  of  a  substandard 
hospital. 

Through  a  series  of  meetings,  negotiations,  etc.,  spanning  several 
years  and  too  complicated  to  delineate,  the  following  concrete  pro- 
posals and  decisions  have  been  made: 

1.  The  Hospital  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  has  made 
public  the  attached  resolution. 

2.  The  Mayor's  Committee  has  recommended  that: 

a)  The  city  take  title  to  the  property,  subject  to  the  actions 
of  the  Trustees  and  the  Convention. 

b)  The  city  authorize  the  issuance  of  $800,000  in  bonds  for 
capital  improvements  at  Good  Samaritan,  subject  to  the 
referendum. 

c)  Charlotte  Memorial  Hospital  Authority  take  over  the  opera- 
tion of  Good  Samaritan,  subject  to  (a)  and  (b)  above. 

d)  The  city  further  authorize  the  issuance  of  $1,500,000  in 
bonds  which,  with  matching  Federal  funds,  will  provide 
additional  beds  at  Memorial. 

3.  Charlotte  Memorial  Hospital  Authority  has  agreed  to  take  over 
the  operation  at  Good  Samaritan,  at  least  until  it  is  prepared  to  take 
the  whole  load,  and  has  stated  publicly  that  it  has  accepted  some 
Negroes  in  the  past  and  will,  on  completion  of  its  beds  now  building, 
accept  both  white  and  colored  within  the  limits  of  its  capacity.  (The 
exact  future  of  Good  Samaritan  beyond  the  time  it  will  be  needed 
as  an  acute  general  hospital  has  not  been  spelled  out.  However, 
there  are  any  number  of  possibilities  for  its  futurv  use — minimal 
care,  chronic  diseases,  charity  maternity,  etc.) 

4.  The  City  Council  has  accepted  the  Mayor's  Committee  report 
and  has  set  May  28th  as  the  date  for  the  referendum  on  both 
bond  issues. 
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The  Executive  Board  of  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  therefore  asks 
the  Trustees  to  endorse  the  attached  resolution  and  urge  the  Conven- 
tion to  take  whatever  action  is  necessary  to  empower  the  Trustees  to 
convey  the  real  property. 

There  are  those  who  argue  that  the  Church  should  not  ''give 
away"  its  property  to  the  ill-deserving  public;  that  we  are  poor  stewards 
to  consider  such  an  action  because  the  money  represented  by  the  real 
property  could  be  put  so  well  to  other  projects  of  the  Church.  We 
answer  that  Good  Samaritan  is  not  the  property  of  the  Church  but 
rather  a  property  dedicated  to  a  specific  purpose  held  by  the  Church 
in  Trusteeship  only.  The  Diocese,  as  such,  has  no  direct  investment 
in  the  property  and  has  never  contributed  materially  to  its  upkeep  or 
operation.  Therefore  the  Diocese  cannot  on  any  grounds,  morally  or 
otherwise,  expect  to  profit  from  the  sale  of  the  property.  The  concern 
of  the  Diocese  must  be  the  continuance  of  the  original  Trust  of 
"carrying  on  a  hospital  for  the  benfit  of  indigent  poor  colored  inhab- 
itants of  the  City  of  Charlotte."  If  it  be  agreed  that  the  Church  can 
no  longer  execute  the  responsibility  of  the  Trust,  then  it  is  incumbent 
upon  the  Church,  admitting  that  the  need  still  exists,  to  seek  out  those 
who  can  better  do  the  job  and  to  transfer  to  them  with  its  blessing, 
the  Trust  and  all  that  goes  with  it. 

There  are  those,  also,  who  are  concerned  about  the  future  of 
Negro  hospital  care  in  this  community.  They  are  afraid  that  the  giving 
of  the  Hospital  to  others  by  us  will  merely  prolong  the  time  of  second- 
rate  hospital  care  to  the  Negro,  and  will  encumber  any  real  effort  by 
the  community  to  take  care  of  the  Negro  in  the  better  hospitals  on  an 
integrated  or,  at  least,  a  bi-racial  basis.  We  believe  that  these  people 
are  genuine  in  their  concern  and  concede  that  their  fears  may  be  well 
grounded.  Only  the  clairvoyant  could  answer  with  certainty. 

However,  let  us  examine  the  alternatives.  It  is  a  fact  agreed  upon 
by  all  the  committees,  consultants,  etc.,  that  have  studied  the  situation, 
that  the  community  can  ill  afford  to  do  without  Good  Samaritan's 
beds  without  jeopardizing  the  welfare  of  both  races.  Shall  we  agree 
then  that  Good  Samaritan  must  be  kept  open  on  some  basis  until  a 
great  deal  of  future  hospital  construction  is  done  to  provide  for  the 
needs  of  a  rapidly  growing  population  of  both  races? 

If  Good  Samaritan  is  to  be  kept  open,  it  must  be: 

1 )  physically  improved 

2)  properly  staffed  with  medical  and  paramedical  personnel 
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The  Church  can  accomplish  neither  of  these  things.  Therefore  it 
appears,  regardless  of  whatever  apprehensions  we  may  have,  we  have 
no  choice  but  to  turn  over  the  Hospital  to  a  public  authority  that  can 
physically  improve  and  properly  staff  the  facility,  and  trust  to  the 
judgment  of  that  authority,  guided  by  the  force  of  public  opinion 
(and,  perhaps,  the  courts)  to  resolve  the  question  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all.

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

WHEREAS,  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  in  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  is  located  on  property  which  was  conveyed  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  upon  the  trust  "that  the  said  Trustees 
and  their  successors  shall  hold,  use,  occupy  and  enjoy  the  same  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining  and  carrying  on  a  hospital 
for  the  benefit  of  indigent  poor  colored  inhabitants  of  the  City  of 
Charlotte  and  of  such  other  persons  as  may  be  admitted  to  the  benefit 
of  said  hospital  under  the  regulations  established  for  the  government 
thereof  .  .  .  ";  and 

WHEREAS,  the  trust  provisions  in  the  deeds  conveying  the 
property  to  the  trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  also  provide 
that  "if  at  any  time  it  shall  become  impossible  or  impracticable  to 
carry  out  the  trusts  hereby  created,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
purpose  thereof,  then,  upon  such  impossibility  or  impracticability  being 
certified  in  writing  by  said  Board  of  Managers,  and  also  by  said  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  or  their  successors  to  the  convention  or  council 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  or  of  such  Diocese  as  the  City  of 
Charlotte  may  at  any  future  time  be  included  within,  such  convention 
or  council  shall  then  be  authorized  to  devote  the  property  of  said 
hospital  to  such  religious  or  charitable  work  as  to  it  may  seem  most 
proper,  but  preference  shall  always  be  given  as  far  as  practicable  to 
the  purposes  of  promoting  the  bodily  and  spiritual  welfare  of  needy 
and  helpless  persons  of  the  Negro  race/';  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Good  Samaritan 
Hospital  that  it  is  impracticable  to  continue  the  operation  of  Good 
Samaritan  as  a  church  owned  hospital,  and  that  more  efficient  medical 
and  hospital  facilities  could  be  provided  for  the  indigent  colored  inhab- 
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itants  of  Charlotte  if  said  hospital  were  operated  as  a   community 
rather  than  a  church  responsibility;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  terms  and 
spirit  of  the  trust  imposed  upon  the  property  could  best  be  carried 
out  by  donating  the  property  to  some  appropriate  local  governmental 
authority; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  The  Board  does  hereby  certify  that  in 
its  opinion  it  has  become  impracticable  to  continue  the  operation 
of  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  under  church  auspices  as  contemplated 
by  the  original  trust,  and  it  recommends  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
that  they  make  a  similar  certification  at  the  next  Diocesan  Convention. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  recommends  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  that  the  Trustees,  after  securing  such 
authority  as  they  deem  necessary  or  appropriate,  offer  to  sell  the  real 
property  facilities  of  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  to  an  appropriate  govern- 
mental or  hospital  authority  in  Mecklenburg  County  for  the  sum  of 
One  Dollar  ($1.00)  upon  the  condition  that  said  property  be  devoted 
to  uses  consistent  with  the  original  Trust  as  above  set  forth.  If  said 
property  ceases  to  be  used  for  such  purposes,  then  the  title  thereto 
shall  revert  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  unless  the  governmental 
unit  or  hospital  authority  then  owning  the  property  certifies  that  it 
desires  to  sell  said  property  and  that  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall 
be  devoted  to  the  "establishing,  maintaining  and  carrying  on  a  hospital 
for  the  benefit  of  indigent  poor  colored  inhabitants  of  the  City  of 
Charlotte  and  of  such  other  persons  as  may  be  admitted  to  the  benefits 
of  said  hospital  under  the  regulations  established  for  the  government 
thereof." 


REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  TO  THE  ONE  HUNDRED 

FORTY  FOURTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Richard  H.  Baker,  Mr.  W.  II.  Ruff  in,  Mr.  R.  Lee 
Covington,  and  Mr.  A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr.,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  present  herewith  in  chronological  order  and  in 
summary  form,  a  report  of  their  actions  as  Trustees  of  said  Diocese 
for  the  calendar  year  1959.  In  addition  the  Trustees  present,  in  con- 
formity with  a  deed  dated  the  6th  day  of  September,  1889  from  the 
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Rev.  Joseph  B.  Cheshire  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  their  certificate 
in  respect  of  the  trusts  therein  contained  concerning  "the  Hospital  of 
the  Good  Samaritan." 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  attach  hereto  statement  of  the 
Security  National  Bank  of  Greensboro,  Custodian  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese,  concerning  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  income,  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  principal,  and  a  statement  of  securities 
held  for  the  benefit  of  the  trust,  all  as  of  the  31st  day  of  December, 
1959.  There  is  further  included  in  said  report  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments and  securities  held  on  account  of  the  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Memo- 
rial Society  and  the  distributions  of  income  for  the  various  trusts  for  the 
benefit  of  which  the  principal  is  held. 

January  6,  1959 

St.  Andrew's  Mission,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  having  become  a  parish, 
one  Decam  debenture  was  endorsed  and  assigned  to  the  vestry  of  that 
parish  to  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Andrew's  Helping  Hand  Fund. 

The  Trustees  conveyed  Lot  No.  8,  Block  24,  of  Garden  City,  in 
Horry  County,  S.  C,  to  the  H.  B.  Jarman  Land  Company,  Inc.,  Char- 
lotte, and  distributed  the  proceeds  of  $2,000  in  conformity  with  the 
trusts  under  which  the  lot  was  held. 

February  2,  1959 

Authority  was  granted  for  the  removal  of  the  pews  from  the 
Church  of  the  Heavenly  Rest  at  Middleburg,  that  church  having 
fallen  into  disuse,  for  use  in  a  new  chapel  being  constructed  at  St. 
Stephen's  Parish  in  Oxford.  The  pews  are  on  loan  to  St.  Stephen's 
Parish. 

The  Trustees  purchased  $2603.13  in  value  of  securities  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Murdoch  Memorial  Society. 

The  Security  National  Bank  was  authorized  to  transfer  funds  held 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Episcopal  Student  Center  at  Duke  University 
to  the  Rev.  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  in 
charge  of  the  construction  of  that  building. 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  Security  National  Bank  to  transfer 
equipment  funds  to  the  Citizens  National  Bank  in  Durham  to  be 
drawn  on  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  W.  O'Brien  in  furnishing  the  Duke 
Episcopal  Student  Center. 
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February  14,  1959 

The  Trustees  received  $12,500  rent  from  Charlottetown,  Inc.,  and 
directed  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  to  forward  said  funds  to  the 
Thompson  Orphanage. 

February  18,  1959 

The  Trustees  purchased  note  of  Robert  I.  Carroll  and  wife  in 
the  sum  of  $6,518.55,  bearing  interest  at  5%,  secured  by  lands  in  Wake 
County,  N.  C. 

February  25,  1959 

The  Trustees  executed  deed  of  trust  securing  note  in  the  sum  of 
$4,750  executed  by  the  Mission  Committee  of  St.  John's  Mission,  Cary, 
N.  C,  being  the  balance  of  the  purchase  price  of  three  acres  of  land  in 
Cary  to  be  used  as  a  church  site  by  St.  John's  Mission. 

March,  9,  1959 

The  Trustees  authorized  Security  National  Bank  to  pay  $865.08, 
the  cost  of  preservation  of  125  Halifax  Street,  Raleigh,  to  Davidson  & 
Jones. 

April  21,  1959 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  sale  of  50  shares  of  5%  Second 
Convertible  Preferred  Stock  of  Tennessee  Gas  Transmission  Company 
and  the  purchase  of  59  shares  of  American  Marietta  Preferred  Stock. 

April  22,  1959 

The  Trustees  received  an  inquiry  from  American  Church  Building 
Fund  Commission  with  reference  to  Grant  Mortgage  No.  25  concern- 
ing a  balance  of  $375  remaining  outstanding  on  St.  Saviour's  Chapel, 
Fdgecombe  County,  N.  C. 

May  7,  1959 

The  Trustees  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  a  request  for 
approval  of  the  purchase  by  Christ  Church  Mission  in  Rocky  Mount 
of  621  Fairview  Road  to  be  used  as  a  rectory  for  the  Priest-in-Charge. 

The  Trustees  rceived  a  report  of  a  special  committee  appointed 
by  the  1957  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  Journal  pages  53  and  54.  No 
action  was  required  by  the  Trustees. 
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June  8,  1959 

The  Trustees  sold  75  rights  issued  by  the  Consolidated  Natural 
Gas  Company  for  the  account  of  the  Ida  T.  Erwin  Trust  Fund. 

June  22,  1959 

The  Trustees  executed  deed  of  trust  dated  May  22,  1959  conveying 
lands  to  be  used  by  St.  Stephen's  Mission,  Durham,  securing  note 
in  the  sum  of  $18,000  at  4^4%,  payable  in  monthly  installments  of 
$144.70.  The  property  is  to  be  used  as  a  mission. 

June  30,  1959 

The  Trustees  approved  the  removal  from  the  Church  of  the 
Resurrection,  Henderson,  of  the  rood  screen  and  pews  for  utilization 
in  St.  Cyprian's  Church  at  Oxford. 

July  1,  1959 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  Church  Fire  Insurance  Corporation 
to  increase  fire  and  extended  coverage  insurance  on  certain  mission 
properties,  title  to  which  is  held  by  the  Trustees,  for  the  purpose  of 
complying  with  co-insurance  clauses  contained  in  the  policies. 

July  10,  1959 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  as  recommended  by  the  special  com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  the  operations  of  the  Trustees,  requested 
Security  National  Bank  and  Carolina  Securities  Corporation  to  review 
the  portfolio  of  securities  held  in  trust  by  the  Trustees  and  to  make 
recommendations  with  reference  thereto. 

July  22,  1959 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  noted  that  the  Bishop  had  continued 
an  agreement  heretofore  made  by  Bishop  Penick  to  Daniel  S.  Cheek  to 
use  St.  Jude's  Church  building  in  Rowan  County  without  rent, 
provided  Mr.  Cheek  and  the  Baptist  Congregation  using  the  church 
would  keep  the  property  in  repair  and  the  grounds  in  an  orderly  con- 
dition, pay  fire  insurance  policies,  and  be  responsible  for  any  accidents 
or  injuries  which  may  occur  to  or  in  said  building,  the  permission  to 
expire  July  1,  1960. 

July  23,  1959 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  specified  in  each  case  the  insurance  to 
be  carried  on  several  mission  properties  referred  to  in  the  July  1st  trans- 
action above. 


120  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,   1960 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  sale  of  125  Halifax  Street. 

The  Trustees  formalized  the  action  taken  with  reference  to  widen- 
ing Memorial  Drive,  a  street  adjoining  property  given  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Philbrick. 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  Custodian  of  the  Diocese  to  sell  443 
shares  of  the  Common  Capital  Stock  of  American  Enka  Corporation. 
A  report  of  Security  National  Bank  and  Carolina  Securities  Corporation 
concerning  the  investments  of  the  Trustees  was  referred  to  Mr.  Purring- 
ton  and  Mr.  Covington  for  study. 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  sale  of  37  shares  of  American  Enka 
Corporation  stock  held  by  the  Murdoch  Memorial  Fund. 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  sale  of  19  shares  of  Liggett  &  Myers 
Tobacco  Company  common  stock. 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  purchase  of  35  shares  of  Duke  Power 
Company  5.36  Preferred  Stock  for  the  account  of  the  Murdoch  Memo- 
rial Fund. 

The  Trustees  also  ordered  the  sale  of  the  following  securities:

4  Shs.  of  Vick  Chemical  Co. 

315  Shs.  of  Wachovia  Bank  &  Trust  Co.

July  27,  1959 

With  the  approval  of  the  donor  of  the  property,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
C.  L.  Philbrick,  the  Trustees  consented  to  the  widening  of  a  street 
known  as  Memorial  Drive  by  15  feet  in  order  to  comply  with  restric- 
tions concerning  buildings  that  all  streets  be  at  least  50  feet  wide. 

The  Trustees  authorized  an  appraisal  of  125  Halifax  Street,  prop- 
erty held  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bishop's  Discretionary  Fund,  looking 
toward  a  sale  of  that  property.

The  Trustees  authorized  the  sale  of  3  shares  of  Jefferson  Standard 
Life  Insurance  Company  donated  to  the  Bishop's  Discretionary  Fund 
by  Mrs.  William  L.  Marshall  to  be  used  in  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop. 
The  proceeds  of  the  sale  were  credited  to  the  Bishop's  Discretionary 
Fund. 

AUGUST  10,  1959 

At  the  request  of  the  Mission  Committee  of  St.  Stephen's  Mission, 
Durham,  the  Trustees  executed  and  delivered  deed  to  Claude  Currie 
for  Lots  Nos.  1  to  7,  inclusive,  of  the  property  of  Claude  Currie,  Patter- 
son Township,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  a  correction  of  the  location 
of  Kimberley  Drive,  a  street  adjacent  to  the  property,  the  property  to 
be  reconveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  after  said  location  is 
completed. 

AUGUST  11,  1959 

The  Trustees  received  deed  for  Lot  No.  6,  Block  D,  Edgewood 
Park,  recorded  in  Map  Book  9,  Page  22,  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds 
for  Edgecombe  County,  to  be  used  as  a  rectory  by  Christ  Church 
Mission,  subject  to  deed  of  trust  in  the  sum  of  $16,795.52,  payable  $108 
per  month  with  interest  at  51//2%. 


SEPTEMBER  3,  1959 

The  Trustees  received  a  request  for  and  executed  an  encroachment 
agreement  with  the  Highway  Commission  providing  for  the  installment 
of  concrete  pipe  in  the  highway  ditches  in  Wiggins  Street  in  front  of 
St.  John's  Church  property,  Henderson. 

OCTOBER  23,  1959 

The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  having  given  their 
consent,  the  Trustees  executed  a  deed  of  trust  dated  the  12th  day  of 
September,  1959,  conveying  to  H.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  Trustee  for  the  Edge- 
combe Homestead  Loan  Association  a  tract  of  land  50  feet  by  75  feet 
at  the  corner  of  Pitt  and  Panola  Streets  in  the  Town  of  Tarboro, 
securing  one  note  in  the  sum  of  $1,500,  payable  $30  per  month,  prin- 
cipal and  interest.  The  Trustees  signed  the  note  and  the  deed  of  trust. 

OCTOBER  27,  1959 

The  Trustees  examined  a  deed  prepared  for  the  transfer  of  Ravens- 
croft  to  St.  Mary's  Junior  College  as  directed  by  the  One  Hundred 
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Forty-Third  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  The  deed  contained  the 
language  requiring  the  Diocese  ''at  its  own  expense  to  be  responsible 
for  the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  the  property  and  adequate  insurance 
thereon  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College."  Being  advised 
by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  that  the  Trustees  were  not  authorized 
to  execute  a  deed  with  those  provisions,  the  matter  was  continued  for 
further  study. 

While  not  completed  during  the  calendar  year  1959,  the  period 
covered  by  this  report,  satisfactory  arrangements  have  now  been  made 
and  the  deed  is  ready  for  delivery. 

DECEMBER  1,  1959 

The  Trustees  executed  an  agreement  to  withdraw  from  dedication 
a  part  of  Southgate  Street,  the  street  being  contained  in  a  subdivision  in 
which  St.  Andrew's  Mission,  Durham,  is  located. 

DECEMBER  3,  1959 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  with  Mr.  A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr.,  one 
of  the  Trustees,  attended  a  conference  with  the  Directors  of  the 
Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  in  Charlotte,  and  listened  to  a  discus- 
sion of  the  problems  of  that  hospital  and  what  disposition,  if  any, 
should  be  made  of  those  facilities. 

DECEMBER  8,  1959 

The  Trustees  approved  an  increase  in  the  loan  now  outstanding 
in  the  sum  of  $9,141.44  to  General  John  Hall  Manning  and  wife, 
secured  by  house  and  lot  at  2911  Fairview  Road.  An  increase  of  $1,000 
was  authorized. 

DECEMBER  16,  1959 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  authorized  the  sale  of  255  shares  of 
The  McMillan  Company  common  stock  for  $11,746.96  and  the  pur- 
chase of  110  shares  of  Piedmont  Natural  Gas  5.50  Convertible  Series 
Cumulative  Preferred  Stock  for  $11,715.00. 

The  Trustees  received  517  shares  of  common  capital  stock  of  Dan 
River  Mills,  Inc.  under  the  will  of  Mrs,  Mattie  Clark  Williamson,  a 
resident  of  Danville,  Virginia,  bequeathed  to  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  under  the  following  codicil: 
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"I  direct  my  executors  to  distribute  all  of  my  shares  of  stock  of 
Dan  River  Mills,  Incorporated,  to  such  religious  congregation  or  con- 
gregations of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  such  non-profit 
educational  or  training  institutions  owned  by  or  affiliated  with  said 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  religious  or  educational  instruction  or 
training,  as  shall  be  designated  by  my  nephew,  William  Clark  Spencer, 
and  my  attorney,  Rutledge  C.  Clement,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  as 
soon  after  my  death  as  may  be  convenient,  and  in  such  proportions  as 
shall  be  designated  by  my  said  nephew  and  attorney,  or  the  survivor 
of  them,  as  soon  after  my  death  as  may  be  convenient." 

The   designation    of   recipients    referred    to   in    the   codicil    is   as 
follows: 

"Pursuant  to  the  authority  and  direction  vested  in  us  by  said 
codicil,  we,  the  said  William  C.  Spencer  and  Rutledge  C.  Clement, 
hereby  designate  the  following  congregations  and  non-profit  educa- 
tional or  training  institutions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  to  be 
the  recipients  of  said  shares  of  stock  of  Dan  River  Mills,  Incorporated, 
in  the  proportions  set  forth  opposite  the  name  of  the  respective 
recipient:

In  transmitting  the  stock  the  First  National  Bank  of  Danville 
wrote  a  letter  containing  the  following  language: 

"Particularly  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Spencer,  the  total  shares 
designated  have  been  divided  into  the  units  of  323  shares  and  194 
shares  as  indicated  and,  with  the  specific  request  that  you  ear-mark  the 
shares  for  the  following  uses  and  benefits: 

"323  shares  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bishop's  Theological 
Fund; 

194  shares  for  the  benefit  of  The  Episcopal  Students'  Center  of 
Duke  University,  Durham,  N.  C. 

"It  is  intended  that  the  application  of  the  shares  being  distributed 
is  to  be  in  your  discretion  (referring  to  the  discretion  of  the  Right 
Reverend  Richard  H.  Baker,  Bishop,  to  whom  the  letter  is  addressed) 
to  the  extent  of  the  number  of  shares  allocated  for  each  of  the  respec- 
tive beneficiaries  indicated." 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  being  of  the  opinion  that  the  will  and 
designation  of  the  use  of  the  stock  provided  for  the  stock  to  be  used 
for  the  general  benefit  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
and  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  had  no  authority  to  direct  that 
same  be  used  in  accordance  with  the  heart  of  the  letter  last  quoted, 
referred  the  matter  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

Under  the  interpretation  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  the 
stock  is  a  bequest  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  funds  of  the  Diocese 
and  is  subject  to  use  as  directed  by  the  convention.  For  their  guidance, 
the  Trustees  request  the  convention  to  make  such  designation. 
DECEMBER  30,  1959 

The  Trustees  received  from  a  donor  who  requested  that  he  remain 
anonymous,  deed  for  .435  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  Eastwood  Golf 
Course  in  Charlotte,  designating  certain  uses  for  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  said  property.  The  Trustees  sold  the  property  to  the  Eastwood 
Golf  Club,  Inc.,  and  transmitted  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  to  the  Rev. 
Thorn  Blair,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Charlotte,  for  use  as  directed 
in  the  gift. 
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THE  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  GOOD  SAMARITAN, 
CHARLOTTE,  N.  C. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  received  from  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  and  from  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  corporation  currently  operating  and  managing  the  hospital, 
recommendation  concerning  the  disposition  of  that  property.  The 
Trustees  have  considered  the  recommendations  received  by  them,  have 
investigated  the  facts  which  are  herein  summarized  and  make  the 
recommendations  and  certificates  hereinafter  stated  to  the  Convention. 

THE  FACTS 

The  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  was  organized  and  estab- 
lished under  deed  dated  the  6th  day  of  September,  1889  from  the  Rev. 
Joseph  B.  Cheshire  to  Theodore  B.  Lyman,  William  E.  Anderson,  and 
Richard  H.  Battle,  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  The  deed 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire,  afterwards  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  established 
a  trust  to  be  called  "The  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan."  The  trust 
named  six  women  as  the  first  Board  of  Managers  and  provided  that 
the  Board  of  Managers  should  be  composed  of  not  more  than  12  nor 
less  than  5  women,  residents  of  the  City  of  Charlotte,  and  commu- 
nicants "of  that  branch  of  Christ  Catholic  Church  (now  known  as  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church)  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina."  Para- 
graph 6  of  the  trust  provided,  in  part: 

"If  it  shall  become  impossible  or  impracticable  to  carry  out  the 
trusts  hereby  created  according  to  the  true  intent  and  purpose  thereof, 
then,  upon  such  impossibility  or  impracticability,  being  certified  in 
writing  by  said  Board  of  Managers,  and  also  by  said  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  or  their  successors,  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  such  Convention  shall  then  be  authorized  to  devote  the 
property  of  the  hospital  to  such  religious  or  charitable  work  as  to  it 
may  seem  most  proper — but  preference  shall  always  be  given,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  bodily  and  spiritual  wel- 
fare of  needy  and  helpless  persons  of  the  Negro  race." 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan 
as  constituted  in  the  deed  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire,  having  relin- 
quished their  responsibilities  in  respect  of  the  hospital  about  1946  or 
1947,  the  hospital  has  been  operated  by  a  corporate  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  since  those  years. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  activity  on  the  part  of  the  personnel  composing 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  hospital,  as  provided  in  the  deed  from

the  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire,  some  doubt  has  arisen  concerning  the  vacancies 
in  the  office  of  Managers.  In  conformity  with  the  deed  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese,  the  Trustees  appointed  seven  residents  of  the  City  of 
Charlotte,  communicants  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  as  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  hospital,  to-wit,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Marshall,  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Choate,  Mrs.  Joseph  Garibaldi,  Mrs.  M.  M.  Murphy,  and  Mrs.  John 
Stewart  Gaul,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Horning  and  Miss  Emma  Hall.  This  appoint- 
ment was  made  April  28,  1960  under  the  proviso  contained  in  paragraph 
5  of  the  deed,  to-wit: 

"Provided  that  should  said  Board  of  Managers  fail  to  make  a 
nomination  as  aforesaid,  within  90  days  after  a  vacancy  shall  occur, 
then  in  that  case  the  said  Trustees  may  at  any  time  thereafter  proceed 
to  fill  such  vacancy." 

The  corporate  Board  of  Trustees  and  Managers  of  the  Hospital  of 
the  Good  Samaritan  and  the  Board  of  Managers  appointed  by  the 
Trustees  under  the  provisions  of  the  aforementioned  deed  have  trans- 
mitted to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  a  certification  that  in  their 
opinion  it  is  impracticable  to  continue  the  operation  of  Good  Samaritan 
Hospital  under  church  auspices  as  contemplated  by  the  original  trust 
and  have  recommended  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  make  a 
similar  certification  to  the  Convention.  Copies  of  the  certifications 
received  by  the  Trustees  are  attached  hereto  (Exhibits  2  and  3) 

As  required  by  the  deed  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  investigated  the 
current  operating  status  of  the  hospital.  The  conclusions  hereinafter 
stated  are  based  upon  that  investigation,  but  the  investigation  itself  has 
of  necessity  been  confined  to  an  evaluation  of  opinions  expressed  by 
the  members  of  the  operating  corporation  and  reports  of  supervisory 
hospital  and  building  agencies. 

The  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  was  established  under  deed 
from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire,  dated  September  6,  1889,  and  soon  there- 
after the  operation  of  the  hospital  began  at  its  present  location  on  Mint 
Street  in  the  City  of  Charlotte.  The  hospital  is  quite  near  the  Church 
of  St.  Michael's  and  All  Angels.  The  hospital  was,  when  it  opened, 
located  in  an  old  section  of  Charlotte,  largely  occupied  by  Negro 
homes.  The  area  was  congested  probably  at  that  time  and  such  con- 
gestion has  become  increasingly  worse  as  commercial  and  industrial 
development  penetrated  and  surrounded  the  area  occupied  by  the  hos- 
pital. While  its  location  is  close  to  the  population  which  it  serves, 
neither  the  size  of  the  grounds  available  nor  the  quality  of  the  surround- 
ing area  are  desirable  for  hospital  use. 
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Hill-Burton  funds  and  other  public  aids  to  hospital  construction 
are  not  available  to  the  hospital  unless  additional  land  area  around 
the  hospital  can  be  acquired  so  that  its  grounds  will  meet  the  minimum 
requirements  for  a  modern  hospital  facility.  Such  acquisition  through 
negotiated  sales  will  probably  be  difficult  and  expensive.  The  hospital 
does  not  have  the  power  of  Eminent  Domain  and  is  therefore  at  the 
mercy  of  any  owner  who  might  refuse  to  sell.  Many  of  the  buildings 
occupied  by  the  hospital  were  built  at  least  50  years  ago.  In  spite  of 
renovation  and  improvements  made  from  time  to  time,  most  of  the 
buildings  do  not  conform  to  present  hospital  minimum  standards.  A 
survey  made  at  the  request  of  the  managing  corporation  by  the  North 
Carolina  Medical  Care  Commission  indicates  that  the  operating  rooms 
are  inadequate  in  number  and  efficiency;  that  the  delivery  rooms 
are  not  adequately  equipped;  that  the  hospital  nursery  is  overcrowded; 
that  the  rooms  for  patients  have  two  and  one-half  times  more  beds 
in  them  than  present  day  standards  provide;  that  the  arrangement  of  the 
hospital  is  not  good. 

The  Insurance  Department  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  has 
surveyed  the  property  and  finds  a  great  many  changes  and  improvements 
that  should  be  made  in  the  hospital's  wiring;  insulation,  arrangement, 
fire  doors  and  walls,  in  order  to  meet  the  minimum  requirements  of 
the  fire  laws  of  North  Carolina  in  respect  of  the  safety  of  patients. 

Estimates  of  the  cost  of  renovations  and  improvements  necessary 
to  meet  minimum  standards  amount  to  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  To  make  the  hospital  an  acceptable  unit  would  probably  cost 
$700,000  to  $800,000. 

The  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  is  located  in  a  community 
which  contains  three  other  more  modern  hospitals  with  better  locations, 
better  equipment  and  better  buildings.  The  constant  comparison  between 
the  facilities  of  the  Good  Samaritan  and  other  hospitals  in  Charlotte, 
may  be  a  contributing  cause  to  the  fact  that  the  Good  Samaritan  does 
not  appear  to  have  the  support  of  the  medical  staffs  in  Charlotte.  The 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  understand  that  white  doctors  in  the  community 
carry  a  small  part  of  the  patient  load  and  that  load  is  decreasing 
annually.  Lack  of  the  opportunity  for  the  same  quality  of  training  by 
Negro  physicians  practicing  in  the  hospital  as  that  enjoyed  by  white 
doctors,  has  resulted,  your  Trustees  are  informed,  in  a  deterioration  of 
the  quality  of  medical  service  available  at  the  hospital.  Difficulties  have 
been  experienced  with  the  nursing  service.  All  of  these  things  add  up 
to  a  condition  of  poor  morale  which  will  be  difficult  to  improve  in  any 
event  and  which  will  be  feasible  only  through  the  improvement  of 
physical  facilities  and  equipment.

While  the  Managers  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  have  been 
diligent  in  remodeling  and  renovation  of  the  plant  and  have  from 
time  to  time  spent  large  sums  of  money  in  additions,  such  as  the 
nurses'  home,  the  expenditures  of  the  magnitude  now  apparently  re- 
quired to  bring  the  hospital  to  the  minimum  standards  necessary  for 
its  operation  appear  to  be  beyond  the  financial  ability  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  It  appears  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  that  the  construction  of  a  hospital  with  modern 
standards  and  equipment  will  require  the  acquisition  of  additional  land 
area  and  practically  a  reconstruction  of  most  of  the  buildings  now 
owned  by  the  hospital.  Without  considering  the  impossibility  or  im- 
practicability of  operation,  there  may  be  some  question  about  the 
advisability  of  operating  an  inferior  facility  under  the  auspices  of  the 
church  in  a  community  where  superior  facilities  are  provided  through 
public  funds. 

The  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  is  not  in  failing  financial 
condition.  Its  assets  are  generally  of  two  categories.  The  first  is  the 
land,  buildings  and  equipment  of  the  hospital  itself.  The  second  are 
quick  assets  in  the  form  of  cash  on  hand,  accounts  receivable,  and 
other  payments  and  assets  convertible  into  cash  over  a  period  of  time. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  made  no  appraisal  of  the  values 
of  either  class  of  these  assets.  Large  sums  of  money  have  been  spent 
on  physical  plant  and  on  equipment  in  comparatively  recent  times. 
The  cost  has  been  large,  but  its  sale  as  specialized  equipment  would 
probably  not  have  a  realizable  value  commensurate  with  the  cost. 
The  Managers  of  the  hospital  estimate  the  quick  assets  to  have  a 
monetary  value  of  at  least  $100,000  and  probably  more. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Based  upon  the  facts  outlined  herein  and  as  a  result  of  the  investi- 
gation made  by  the  Trustees  indicated  herein,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  have  come  to  the  conclusion  and  do  hereby  certify  to  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  that  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees  it  is  impracticable  to  carry  out  the  trusts  created  in  the 
deed  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  dated 
the  6th  day  of  September,  1889;  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  there- 
fore concur  in  the  conclusion  reached  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan. 

If  the  Convention  accepts  the  conclusion  concerning  the  impractica- 
bility of  the  continued  operation  of  the  hospital,  the  Convention  will 
then  be  under  the  duty  and  have  the  power  to  determine  the  religious 
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or  charitable  work  to  which  the  trusts  shall  be  devoted  under  paragraph 
6  of  the  deed  hereinbefore  quoted. 

This  acceptance  may  involve  several  alternative  actions  which  the 
Convention  might  take: 

1.  The  corporate  Managers  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  are 
recommending  action  to  the  Convention  which  involves,  as  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  are  informed,  the  conveyance  of  the  real  properties, 
including  furnishings,  fixtures  and  equipment,  to  a  corporate  body  in 
Charlotte  (the  City  of  Charlotte  or  the  County  of  Mecklenburg  or  the 
Charlotte  Memorial  Hospital  Authority)  with  the  provision  that  the 
property  continue  to  operate  as  a  non-profit  charitable  enterprise  with 
preference  given  in  its  operation  to  promoting  the  physical  and  spiritual 
welfare  of  needy  and  helpless  persons  of  the  Negro  race;  and 

The  retention  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Good  Samaritan 
Hospital  of  the  personal  assets,  amounting  to  probably  $100,000  to 
$125,000,  and  the  use  of  those  assets  to  continue  the  objectives  of  the 
trust  declared  in  the  aforementioned  deed. 

2.  A  second  alternative  might  be  the  conveyance  of  the  properties 
as  set  out  in  subparagraph  1  but  providing  a  reverter  in  the  deed  to 
the  public  authority  for  the  real  property  if  the  property  should  be 
devoted  to  any  use  other  than  that  specified  in  the  original  trust  deed 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  Another  alternative  might  be  the  sale  and  liquidation  of  the 
real  and  personal  property  and  the  devotion  of  the  funds  received  to 
the  trust,  as  specified  in  subparagraph  6  of  the  deed  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cheshire. 

4.  Another  alternative  might  be  to  transfer  all  of  the  property,  real 
and  personal,  to  the  public  authority  in  the  City  of  Charlotte. 

5.  The  Convention  may  make  specific  directions  concerning  the 
disposition  of  the  income  from  the  $100,000  expected  to  remain  in 
the  form  of  cash  or  its  equivalent  if  the  operation  of  the  hospital  is 
terminated.  The  decision  in  such  case  would  involve  the  custody  of 
the  funds  and  possibly  explicit  directions  concerning  its  use  within 
the  bounds  of  the  trust  established  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire. 

The  Trustees  have  been  in  communication  with  D.  E.  Hudgins, 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  concerning  the  legal  and  equitable  aspects 
of  the  problem  presented  concerning  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital. 
These  communications  have  been  in  the  form  of  letters  and  copies 
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of  said  letters  are  attached  hereto  for  the  information  of  the  Conven- 
tion:

In  connection  with  the  last  numbered  exhibit,  Mr.  Elmer  E. 
Rouzer  conferred  with  Mr.  Hudgins  and  from  that  conversation  Mr. 
Hudgins,  in  his  letter  of  April  25th,  did  not  intend  to  say  that  the 
special  fund  of  $100,000  to  $125,000  must  necessarily  be  conveyed  to 
the  Charlotte  Memorial  Hospital  Authority  or  some  similar  body  if 
the  real  property  were  so  conveyed.  I  understand  it  to  be  the  opinion  of 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  that  the  said  funds  should  be  devoted 
to  the  purposes  specified  in  the  trust  established  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cheshire. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  request  that  they  be 
advised  concerning  the  disposition  of  the  problems  presented  in  con- 
nection with  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  and  the  trust  under 
which  the  hospital  operates. 

FLINT  HILL  PROPERTY— SPRAY,  N.  C. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  are  seized  of  Lots  Nos.  7  and  8, 
Section  1,  Flint  Hill,  according  to  a  map  by  W.  B.  Trogdon,  July  9, 
1928.  This  tract  of  land  was  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
by  deed  dated  the  12th  day  of  April,  1934,  and  registered  in  Book  266, 
page  172,  Register  of  Deeds  for  Rockingham  County.  It  was  conveyed 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  in  connection  with  the  work  of  St. 
Luke's  Episcopal  Church,  Spray,  N.  C,  then  a  mission  under  the 
direction  of  the  Rev.  William  J.  Gordon.  The  gift  came  through  Mr. 
M.  N.  Shaw.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  been  requested  to 
transfer  the  property  to  the  Salvation  Army  for  the  use  of  that  body. 
The  Trustees  are  informed  that  the  Chapel  is  now  being  used  for  some 
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of  the  Salvation  Army  Sunday  School  meetings.  The  Rev.  Warwick 
Aiken,  Jr.,  indicates  that  the  property  has  little  value  and  that  the 
building  situated  thereon  is  not  worth  insuring. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  being  of  the  opinion  that  they  are 
not  authorized  to  transfer  any  of  the  property  held  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Diocese  without  fair  and  adequate  consideration,  have  declined 
to  make  the  transfer  to  the  Salvation  Army  pending  instructions  of 
the  Convention. 

The  Trustees  understand  that  the  donor  of  the  property  to  the 
Diocese  has  donated  an  adjoining  lot  to  the  Salvation  Army.  The 
instructions  of  the  Convention  are  respectfully  requested.

WHEREAS,  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  in  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina  is  located  on  property  which  was  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  upon  the  trust  "that  the  said  Trustees  and 
their  successors  shall  hold,  use,  occupy  and  enjoy  the  same  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining  and  carrying  on  a  hospital  for 
the  benefit  of  indigent  poor  colored  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Char- 
lotte and  of  such  other  persons  as  may  be  admitted  to  the  benefit  of 
said  hospital  under  the  regulations  established  for  the  government 
thereof  .  .  .  ";  and 

WHEREAS,  the  trust  provisions  in  the  deeds  conveying  the 
property  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  also  provide 
that  "if  at  any  time  it  shall  become  impossible  or  impracticable  to 
carry  out  the  trusts  hereby  created,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
purpose  thereof,  then,  upon  such  impossibility  or  impracticability  being 
certified  in  writing  by  said  Board  of  Managers,  and  also  by  said  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  or  their  successors  to  the  convention  or  council  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  or  of  such  Diocese  as  the  City  of  Charlotte 
may  at  any  future  time  be  included  within,  such  convention  or  council 
shall  then  be  authorized  to  devote  the  property  of  said  hospital  to  such 
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religious  or  charitable  work  as  to  it  may  seem  most  proper,  but  preference 
shall  always  be  given  as  far  as  practicable  to  the  purposes  of  promoting 
the  bodily  and  spiritual  welfare  of  needy  and  helpless  persons  of  the 
Negro  race/';  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Good 
Samaritan  Hospital  that  it  is  impracticable  to  continue  the  operation 
of  Good  Samaritan  as  a  church  owned  hospital,  and  that  more  efficient 
medical  and  hospital  facilities  could  be  provided  for  the  indigent 
colored  inhabitants  of  Charlotte  if  said  hospital  were  operated  as  a 
community  rather  than  a  church  responsibility;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Managers  that  the 
terms  and  spirit  of  the  trust  imposed  upon  the  property  could  best  be 
carried  out  by  donating  the  property  to  some  appropriate  local  govern- 
mental authority; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  The  Board  of  Managers  does  hereby  cer- 
tify that  in  its  opinion  it  has  become  impracticable  to  continue  the 
operation  of  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  under  church  auspices  as  con- 
templated by  the  original  trust,  and  it  recommends  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  that  they  may  make  a  similar  certification  at  the  next 
Diocesan  Convention. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
Good  Samaritan  Hospital  does  hereby  recommend  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  that  the  Trustees,  after  securing  such 
authority  as  they  deem  necessary  and  appropriate,  offer  to  donate  or 
to  sell  for  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  the  real  property  facilities  of 
Good  Samaritan  Hospital  to  an  appropriate  governmental  hospital 
authority  in  Mecklenburg  County,  upon  the  condition  that  said  prop- 
erty be  devoted  to  uses  consistent  to  the  original  trust  as  above  set 
forth. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Managers 
retain  any  cash  and  the  proceeds  of  any  sales  of  personal  property  and 
use  such  cash  and  proceeds  exclusively  for  uses  consistent  with  the 
original  trust  as  above  set  forth.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHANCELLOR 

During  the  past  year  I  performed  the  following  services  as  Chancellor 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina : 

1 .  Examined  various  legal  documents  and  appraised  other  facts  pertain- 
ing to  memorial  trust  bequest  made  under  the  will  of  Ernest  Hay- 
wood, late  of  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  for  benefit  of  the  parish 
house  of  St.  Saviour's  (now  St.  Timothy's)  Church  in  Raleigh; 
rendered  written  opinion  to  Bishop  Baker  respecting  the  author- 
ity of  the  Bishop,  as  Trustee  of  the  memorial  trust  bequest,  to 
make  expenditures  from  the  principal  of  the  trust  for  certain 
designated  purposes. 

2.  Rendered  opinion  to  Bishop  Baker  respecting  interpretation  of 
National  Canon  34  pertaining  to  time  requirements  in  connection 
with  procedure  for  ordination  of  a  candidate  for  Diaconate. 
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3.  Conferred  with  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  rendered

5.  Rendered  legal  opinion  to  Bishop  Baker  regarding  various  pro- 
cedural and  voting  requirements  in  connection  with  the  election  of 
a  Bishop  Coadjutor  at  the  Special  Convention  of  October  7,  1959. 

6.  Read  the  Lesson  at  the  Service  of  Installation  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Richard  Henry  Baker,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina — Chapel  of  Thanks  at  Vade  Mecum. 

7.  Attended  Special  Convention  called  for  election  of  Bishop  Coadju- 
tor and  rendered  legal  counsel  and  advice  respecting  questions 
which  arose  during  the  proceedings. 

8.  Rendered  legal  opinions  and  other  assistance  to  Bishop  Baker  and 
Standing  Committee  in  connection  with  problems  arising  by  reason 
of  Dean  Alexander's  declination  of  his  election  as  Bishop-elect; 
assisted  the  Bishop  and  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  in  connection  with 
preparations  for  holding  of  new  Special  Convention.

19.  Examined  National  and  Diocesan  Canons  and  North  Carolina  Civil 
law  and  rendered  opinion  to  Bishop  Baker  and  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee concerning  controversy  with  regard  to  a  request  for  the 
dissolution  of  the  pastoral  relation  in  one  of  the  parishes  of  the 
Diocese.

REPORT  OF 
SPECIAL  STUDY  COMMITTEE  OF  THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE 

For  some  time  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Thompson  Orphanage 
have  realized  that  some  important  changes  needed  to  be  made  in  that  insti- 
tution. As  early  as  1939,  a  special  study  of  the  Orphanage  was  made  by 
the  Child  Welfare  League.  Then  in  1957,  a  very  thorough  study  was  made 
by  Mr.  Alton  M.  Broton  of  the  School  of  Social  Work  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina.  This  report  indicates  the  direction  in  which  the  Orphan- 
age needed  to  move. 

At  the  last  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  N.  C.  many  people  were 
disturbed  by  the  report  that  the  Orphanage  was  proceeding  with  plans  to 
build  a  large  institution  out  at  Cedar  Brook  Farm.  A  large  and  expensive 
barn  for  the  care  of  the  cows  was  erected  as  the  first  step  in  the  move  of 
the  Orphanage  to  this  new  location.  The  question  that  was  raised  in  many 
minds  was  this,  "Is  it  wise  to  spend  a  tremendous  amount  of  money  to 
erect  an  institution  which  experts  in  the  field  of  child  care  and  welfare  now 
tell  us  will  no  longer  be  needed?"  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Rev.  John  S.  Spong  recommended 
that  the  Convention  appoint  an  impartial  committee  including  recognized 
authorities  in  the  field  of  child  welfare  to  study  the  future  use  of  the 
Thompson  Orphanage  and  to  report  back  to  the  Convention  of  I960, 
giving  its  recommendations  as  to  what  need  the  future  Thompson  Orphan- 
age should  determine  to  satisfy  and  fulfill  among  the  children  of  the  state, 
as  well  as  a  concrete  plan  for  implementing  the  recommendations.  The 
Convention  adopted  a  resolution  that  a  Bishop  appoint  a  committee  to 
make  a  thorough  study  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  its  future,  making 
reports  to  the  Executive  Council  and  the  Convention  of  1960. 

In  June  of  1959,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Orphanage  met  and 
decided  to  conduct  its  own  study  of  the  Institution.  The  Committee  em- 
ployed the  services  of  one  of  the  leading  professionals  in  the  country  in  the 
field  of  child  welfare.  The  gentleman's  name  was  Mr.  William  Hopkirk, 
and  he  proceeded  to  make  a  thorough  and  detailed  study  of  the  Orphanage. 
His  report  consists  of  47  pages  and  is  far  too  lengthy  for  us  to  be  able  to 
relate  it  to  you  in  any  detail.  This  report  is  summed  up  in  a  report  of  Mr. 
James  Moore  to  the  January  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  It  is  as 
follows: 

1.  The  adoption  of  the  term  "Child  Rehabilitation"  as  the  key  con- 
cept entails  the  furnishing  of  a  broader  type  of  service  than  is  now 
rendered. 

2.  The  adoption  of  a  dual  program  of  boarding  home  care  and  group 
care.  Physically  this  would  entail  (a)  the  gradual  development  of 
boarding  homes  throughout  the  State  (b)  The  construction  of  a 
small  cottage  for  group  care  in  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina   (c) 
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Construction  of  a  small  cottage  for  group  care  in  the  Diocese  of 
Western  N.  C.  (d)  The  construction  on  the  Mecklenburg  County 
Farm  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  of 

1 .  A  small  cottage  for  group  care 

2.  A  teen-age  cottage 

3.  An  Administrative  Center  for  the  purpose  of  housing  the 
offices  of  the  Business  Staff,  and  the  offices  of  a  social  service 
staff,  required  in  the  administration  of  the  entire  program. 

3.  The  appointment  of  a  standing  committee  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Episcopal  Church  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
and  one  member  of  the  Church  from  each  of  the  other  two 
Dioceses.  This  Committee  should  adopt  its  own  rules  of  procedure 
subject,  however,  to  the  requirements  that  a  quorum  shall  consist 
of  three.  The  committee  would  have  as  its  purpose  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  programs  adopted  and  would  be  guided  in  its  work  by 
this  report  and  by  the  Hopkirk  Report.  The  committee  should  be 
given  full  power  and  authority  to  proceed  with  the  development  of 
the  entire  program  adopted,  but  should  be  accountable  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  or  the  Executive  Committee.  It  should  furnish  progress 
reports  as  least  monthly  to  the  Executive  Committee  in  order  that 
it  may  be  afforded  the  advice  and  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  Board  of  Managers  has  approved  this  report  and  the  Executive 
Committee  has  now  begun  action  to  put  the  report  into  effect. 

In  no  way  do  we  want  to  detract  from  the  wonderful  service  that  the 
Thompson  Orphanage  has  provided  through  the  years.  But  as  this  Insti- 
tution prepares  to  improve  its  services  and  move  into  an  increasingly  greater 
area  of  service,  it  will  need  even  more  support  on  the  part  of  all  the  people 
of  the  church.  Perhaps  there  is  no  institution  in  the  Diocese  that  is  dearer 
to  the  hearts  of  Episcopalians  than  this  institution.  More  than  any  other 
Institution  it  has  received  the  whole-hearted  and  enthusiastic  support  of 
people  all  over  North  Carolina.  Support  has  come  not  onlv  from  Episco- 
palians but  from  lovers  of  God's  children  regardless  of  denomination.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  whole-hearted  and  enthusiastic  support  on  the  part  of 
all  people  will  not  diminish  but  will  actually  increase,  as  the  institution 
widens  its  field  of  service  and  increases  its  staff  and  personnel.  This  insti- 
tution particularly  at  this  time  needs  your  prayers  that  God  may  guide  its 
leaders  during  this  critical  period  of  transition  and  development. 

Be  it  resolved  that  this  Convention  approves  in  principle  the  plan  now 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers  to  broaden  the  services  of  the  Thompson 
Orphanage  to  bring  these  services  into  conformity  with  current  trends  in 
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child  care  and  child  welfare.  Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  our  con- 
fidence in  the  Board  of  Managers  and  pledge  them  our  full  support.

REPORT  OF 
THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE 

I  would  like  to  start  my  report  by  stating  that  the  Charlottetown  Mall 
is  now  in  operation  and  from  all  reports  is  a  healthy  operation  and  business 
is  far  better  than  the  lessors  had  estimated.  It  will  be  necessary  for  us  to 
keep  publicizing  the  fact  that  the  money  from  the  lease  is  held  in  a  Building 
Fund  to  be  used  to  build  new  buildings  on  a  new  site  if  and  when  we  are 
ready  to  move  from  this  location.  It  is  necessary  that  our  contributors 
know  that  our  need  for  current  expenses  is  greater  than  ever. 

Applications  for  admissions  have  increased  during  the  past  year  and 
we  are  now  operating  right  at  capacity.  During  1959  we  cared  for  the  follow- 
ing: Diocese  of  North  Carolina  52,  East  Carolina  17,  Western  Carolina  10, 
total  79.  10  full  orphans;  27  mother  dead,  29  father  dead,  13  both  parents 
living — 43  boys  and  36  girls.  After  we  receive  an  application  Mrs.  Whisnant 
or  some  representative  from  the  Orphanage  makes  a  home  visit  to  meet  the 
applicant  and  family.  This  home  visit  helps  to  establish  whether  a  real  need 
that  we  can  help  with  exists.  If  it  is  determined  that  our  help  is  needed 
the  application  is  continued  and  our  help  is  given.  We  have  many  calls 
for  help  with  mentally  retarded  children.  We  are  not  staffed  or  equipped 
to  help  them. 

Our  boys  and  girls  are  like  other  boys  and  girls — some  do  real  well, 
some  not  so  good.  Our  aim  is  to  equip  every  boy  and  girl  so  that  he  can 
earn  a  good  living  and  to  become  a  useful  member  of  society.  I  am  happy 
to  say  most  of  them  succeed.  They  do  well  in  public  school  and  participate 
in  school  activities.  They  also  do  well  with  their  4-H  Club  work.  Clifton 
Cook  is  quite  outstanding.  He  was  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  4-H 
Livestock  Judging  Team.  His  team  represented  North  Carolina  at  the 
National  Livestock  Congress  held  each  year  in  Waterloo,  Iowa.  On  points 
he  ranked  third  in  the  nation.  Clifton  is  our  second  high  ranking  winner, 
Mary  Frobe  being  our  first  (1955). 

Our  farm  ranks  next  to  our  church  and  school  work.  Although  1959 
will  go  down  in  the  record  book  as  too  wet  for  row  crop  farming,  it  has 
been  a  good  year  for  small  grain,  hay  and  pasture.  Although  our  farm  is 
eight  miles  away  we  manage  to  get  there  almost  every  day.  Our  farm  record 
shows  that  we  produced   179,498  lbs.  of  milk  valued  at  $13,462.35;   307 
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cases  and  2  cloz.  eggs  valued  at  $4,606.00;  meat,  hav,  grain  and  vegetables 
valued  at  $16,356.35,  total  value  $34,424.70.  Total  expenses  $24,067.82; 
Gain  $10,356.88.  Cash  sales  $15,263.85.  We  receive  lots  of  fun  and  recrea- 
tion on  our  farm.  We  all  enjoy  going  to  the  farm.  Many  of  our  consultants 
for  child  caring  institutions  condemn  the  farm  as  part  of  a  child  caring 
program.  Recently  two  consultants  have  made  a  study  of  our  Institution 
and  both  have  praised  our  program  and  think  it  helps  our  children  in  their 
development. 

Today  we  hear  much  about  juvenile  crime.  Only  5%  of  the  youth  in 
our  nation  are  delinquent.  This  5%  gives  a  ''black-eye"  to  the  other  95%. 
The  thing  that  is  alarming  is  this  statement  from  }.  Edgar  Hoover: 
1,000,000  of  our  youth  are  arrested  each  year.  The  increase  is  eight  times 
greater  than  adult  crime;  20%  of  the  boys  between  10  and  17  have  police 
records.  Illegitimacy  continues  to  increase.  It  is  very  rare  that  an  active 
church-going  youth  falls  into  this  delinquent  group.  I  wonder  if  the  people 
responsible  for  the  Report  of  the  State  of  Our  Church  given  at  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  Convention  gave  any  thought  to  this  problem.  It  seems 
to  me  that  as  long  as  we  have  delinquent  youth  our  Church  Institution 
will  have  a  place  in  our  society. 

The  results  of  our  1959  Thanksgiving  Offering  to  date  Jan.  26,  1960 
is  as  follows:  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  $5,549.84,  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina $22,125.80,  Western  N.  C,  $3,129.29,  Special  Thanksgiving  Offering 
$36.26;  Total  $30,831.19.  All  of  you  remember  this  is  our  chief  means  of 
support.  Our  budget  for  1960  is  $110,888.50. 

Thompson  Orphanage  ranks  high  among  the  child  caring  institutions 
of  our  nation.  Its  success  is  due  to  the  men  and  women  of  our  church 
who  give  so  freely  of  their  time  and  money  for  its  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
EPISCOPAL  HOME  FOR  THE  AGEING 

In  1956  Bishop  Penick  was  authorized  and  requested  to  appoint  a 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Convention  empowered  to  promote  a  Home, 
accept  gifts  for  it  and  to  formulate  definite  plans  concerning  the  establish- 
ment and  operation.  This  Committee  would  like  to  make  its  fourth  annual 
report. 

The  Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
was  organized  and  incorporated  on  Feb.  4,  1957.  Twenty-one  members 
from  the  Diocese  were  appointed  to  the  Board  and  officers  elected.  During 
the  years  a  careful  study  has  been  made  and  the  Board  is  convinced  of  the 
need  of  furnishing  organized  help  for  the  ageing.  The  need  is  so  great 
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that  it  is  probable  that  in  time  a  number  of  Homes  can  be  organized 
and  supported  throughout  the  Diocese.  On  the  other  hand,  the  importance 
of  establishing  a  successful  Episcopal  Home  promptly  is  our  challenge. 

Mrs.  James  Boyd,  has  given  the  Home  a  beautiful  plot  of  land  in 
Southern  Pines,  of  131/2  acres.  The  Board  has  accepted  this  splendid  gift 
and  is  completing  plans  to  build  and  establish  its  first  home  on  this 
property.  We  have  just  received  an  appraisal  certificate  advising  the  prop- 
erty is  worth  $47,495.00. 

In  addition  to  the  land,  we  have  received  generous  gifts  of  bonds, 
stock,  cash  and  pledges.  Just  recently  St.  Peter's  Hospital  Foundation,  Inc., 
pledged  to  give  the  Home  $50,000  toward  an  infirmary.  Attached  is  a 
certificate  of  the  gift.  They  specify  two  conditions:  first,  that  the  funds 
be  used  for  an  infirmary  wing  and  the  construction  of  the  Home  is  begun 
within  two  years  from  date.  Second:  a  Memorial  plaque  of  bronze  be 
placed  on  the  infirmary  building.  Without  any  campaign  or  solicitation 
gifts  and  promises  now  are  around  $180,000  in  value.  Most  of  the  above 
gifts  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  Home  in  Southern  Pines, 
in  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

Not  all  of  the  above  assets  are  available  for  the  construction  of  a 
Home.  Some  bonds  were  donated  with  a  life  interest  retained  and  the 
offering  on  Mother's  Day  has  been  set  aside  for  assistance  to  the  needy. 

The  Diocesan  Convention  of  1959  requested  certain  information  to  be 
furnished  thirty  days  before  your  present  Convention.  The  Board  has 
printed  and  endeavored  to  get  a  copy  into  the  hands  of  all  ministers  and 
delegates,  of  plans  for  operating  and  establishment  of  a  Home.  I  will  file 
a  copy  attached  to  this  report  with  the  Secretary  for  the  records,  and  we 
have  additional  copies  for  any  who  desire  them. 

The  Board  requests  the  support  of  the  Convention  and  plans  to  organ- 
ize a  campaign  to  solicit  funds  to  build  and  operate  an  Episcopal  Home  at 
Southern  Pines.  It  is  estimated  $350,000  will  be  needed. 

The  drive  for  funds  will  not  be  on  a  quota  basis.  From  gifts  that  have 
been  received  the  project  seems  to  be  a  popular  one  and  it  is  the  belief 
of  the  Board  that  sufficient  funds  can  be  raised  without  interfering  with 
any  of  the  church  programs.  Your  prayers  and  support  are  earnestly  solic- 
ited. We  desire  to  offer  the  following  resolution  and  urge  your  enthusiastic 
approval, 

"Resolved  that  the  Board  of  Directors  is  hereby  authorized,  to  solicit 
funds  in  the  Diocese  in  an  amount  of  $350,000;  the  time  of  the  solicitation 
to  be  approved  by  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  same  to  be  on  a  non  quota 
basis."

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER

and  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee;  to  the  Trustees  for  prudent 
investments  and  property  management;  and  to  Bishop  Baker  and  Mrs. 
Bennett  for  daily  assistance  and  cooperation. 

The  printed  copies  of  the  summary  are  available  for  everyone,  and 
there  are  a  limited  number  of  the  more  detailed  reports  available  at  the 
secretary's  desk.

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STATEMENT  TO  THE  CONVENTION  FROM     THE  VESTRY 
OF  TRINITY  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  SCOTLAND  NECK,  N.  C. 

The  Vestry  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  of  whom  the  four  delegates 
to  this  convention  are  members,  believes  that  the  action  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Education  in  fostering  a  plan  to  integrate  Negroes  and 
whites  at  Camp  Cheshire,  Jr.  of  Vade  Mecum  this  coming  summer,  and 
the  action  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  in  giving  its  unanimous 
approval  to  this  action,  and  thus  implementing  the  plan,  are  both  without 
the  proper  sanction  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  actions 
complained  of  are  therefore  invalid. 

We  cite  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  late  Right  Reverend  Edwin  A.  Penick  at  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention of  1956  made  a  statement  on  "gradualism"  in  race  relations  and 
this  was  adopted  as  the  "Sense  of  This  Convention."  Thereupon  there 
was  created  a  special  committee  to  deal  with  this  subject  from  year  to 
year  and  to  report  each  vear  on  its  progress  with  "specific  recommen- 
dations" on  this  subject.  By  this  act  we  believe  that  the  Convention  of 
this  Church  in  creating  a  standing  committee  on  this  particular  subject 
took  it  entirely  from  the  province  of  any  other  standing  body  or  committee 
of  the  Church  and  relied  on  the  further  action  of  this  special  committee. 

2.  We  have  checked  the  printed  copies  of  the  reports  of  the  Diocesan 
Conventions  of  the  Church  for  1956,  1957,  1958,  and  1959  and  nowhere 
do  we  find  that  the  special  committee  thus  created  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
late  Bishop  Penick  has  at  any  time  recommended  any  action  such  as  inte- 
gration of  the  white  and  Negro  races  at  the  summer  camps  of  Vade 
Mecum.  We  assume  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Convention  of  1956  to 
set  the  plan  of  procedure,  and  to  predicate  further  action  upon  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  special  committee  thus  created. 

3.  It  would  therefore  appear  that  either  the  records  arc  incorrect  or 
that  the  functions  specifically  granted  to  a  special  committee  have  been 
usurped  by  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  and  the  Executive 
Council,  and  the  special  committee  has  been  bypassed. 

4.  We  have  further  checked  the  records  of  the  1959  Diocesan  Con- 
vention in  as  careful  a  manner  as  possible,  and  we  do  not  find  that  there 
vvas  any  action  proposed  for  the  integration  program  now  being  inaugurated, 
this  being  the  last  Convention  held  before  announcement  of  the  program. 

5.  The  special  committee  has  reported  that  it  has  consulted  with 
various  congregations  with  the  idea  of  forming  special  groups  within  them 
to  work  for  solutions  of  the  integration  problem. 

6.  We  interpret  Bishop  Penick's  statement  on  gradualism  as  meaning 
something  to  be  carried  out  by  the  will  of  the  people  of  the  church,  as  it 
develops,  and  not  by  official  order  without  consultation  and  approval  of 
the  various  Congregations.

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REPORT  OF  ST.  MARY'S  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  a  report  of  the  activities 
taking  place  at  St.  Mary's  since  the  last  convention.  The  118th  session 
began  in  September  and  will  be  concluded  on  May  30,  1960.  In  many 
respects  this  has  been  a  good  year  and  substantial  progress  has  been  made 
toward  further  improvement  and  strengthening  of  the  academic  program. 

In  the  last  report  it  was  indicated  that  under  the  plan  set  up  by  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  each  member 
institution  would  in  the  next  few  years  begin  a  self-evaluation  study  to 
be  followed,  upon  its  completion,  by  a  visit  from  a  committee  of  the 
Association.  St.  Mary's  volunteered  to  begin  the  study  immediately  and 
work  was  started  in  February,  1959.  This  program  involved  every  member 
of  the  faculty  and  a  number  of  staff  members.  The  study  was  completed 
and  reports  were  made  in  the  early  fall.  During  October  the  visiting  com- 
mittee, appointed  by  the  Association,  reviewed  all  of  the  program  and 
interviewed  a  large  number  of  people  on  the  campus.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  visit  a  report  was  made  to  the  Association  and  to  St.  Mary's.  I 
am  happy  to  state  that  the  report  was  a  most  favorable  one. 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee  were  presented  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  next  meeting.  Since  that 
date  a  presentation  was  made  to  the  faculty  and  the  Alumnae  Council.  To 
implement  the  proposals  of  the  self-study  report  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  appointed  a  Planning  Committee  to  review  the  needs  of  the 
college  and  to  project  its  future.  This  committee  will  make  its  report  to 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  most  pressing  need  from  the  standpoint  of  the  physical  plant  is 
more  space  for  the  library.  After  careful  study  the  Planning  Committee 
and  other  groups  concerned  with  this  problem  feel  that  a  new  library 
building  must  be  constructed.  A  special  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
is  seeking  ways  and  means  to  accomplish  the  desired  goal.  They  will  report 
to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

By  vote  of  the  faculty  a  new  admissions  policy  was  adopted  for  the 
session  beginning  in  September,  1960.  Each  student  will  be  required  to 
take  entrance  tests  prior  to  acceptance.  This  practice  is  almost  universal 
today  and  in  previous  years  many  students  have  done  this  on  a  voluntarv 
basis.  The  additional  information  will  make  possible  the  selection  of  a 
better  prepared  student  body. 

During  the  past  summer  many  projects  were  completed  for  improve- 
ment of  the  physical  plant.  Two  new  and  completely  up-to-date  bathrooms 
were  finished  on  the  first  floors  of  the  Wings.  The  road  on  the  back 
campus  was  resurfaced,  a  stone  wall  was  constructed  on  the  St.  Mary's 
Street  side  of  the  campus  to  stop  serious  erosion  in  that  area,  portions  of  two 
buildings  were  water-proofed,  and  new  draperies  were  secured  for  the  large 
parlor  and  the  dining  room. 

During  the  summer  of  1960  further  renovation  will  take  place.  We 
hope  to  continue  the  bathroom  renovation  program  and  to  install  a  new 
lighting  system  in  the  auditorium.  The  latter  project  will  include  up-to-date 
facilities  for  presenting  plays.  One  of  the  most  pressing  repair  items  will 
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be  the  replacement  of  the  roof  on  the  dining  room  building.  Efforts  to 
repair  this  roof  over  a  period  of  several  years  have  not  been  successful. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  report  to  you  that  Mrs.  William  C.  Guess,  a 
member  of  the  facultv  since  1938,  died  last  summer.  Mrs.  Guess  headed 
the  physical  education  department  for  a  number  of  years  but  recently 
taught  sociology  after  special  graduate  work  was  done  in  this  field. 

The  financial  picture  is  as  difficult  as  ever,  There  are  many  needs 
that  cannot  be  met  for  lack  of  adequate  income.  Costs  of  operation  con- 
tinue to  rise  and  only  a  token  of  the  total  operating  budget  comes  from 
sources  other  than  student  fees.  The  Diocese  should  study  its  responsibility 
to  its  institution  and  make  plans  to  place  a  more  realistic  sum  in  its  budget 
for  St.  Mary's.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  has  written  to  the  Bishop 
asking  for  permission  to  approach  all  parishes  in  each  owning  diocese  for 
parochial  support.  We  look  forward  to  receipt  of  favorable  replies  to  this 
request.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  makes  and 
submits  the  following  report: 

1.  The  audit  report  by  the  firm  of  independent  accountants  for  the 
twelve  months  ended  March  31,  1960  has  not  been  received  at  the  time 
of  the  preparation  of  this  report,  but  it  is  expected  to  be  available  to  the 
Convention. 

2.  A  statement  by  Security  National  Bank,  Treasurer  of  the  Founda- 
tion, is  attached  hereto.  This  shows  the  existing  assets  and  liabilities,  as 
well  as  the  amount  of  loans  to  missions  and  parishes  outstanding. 

The  Foundation  has  approved  and  granted  all  applications  which  have 
cleared  through  the  Department  of  Missions  and  the  Standing  Committee. 
The  Foundation  has  adopted  a  policy  of  not  granting  loans  for  the  purpose  of 
refinancing  existing  loans  at  a  higher  rate  of  interest.  This  is  beyond  the 
ability  of  the  Foundation  to  undertake  and  would  require  a  large  amount 
of  money  far  beyond  our  present  working  capital  of  approximately  $300,000. 

All  pledges  to  the  Foundation  became  due  in  1958,  but  our  balance 
sheet  now  shows  receivables  of  a  net  amount  of  $90,422.21.  Efforts  have 
been  made  to  collect  these  balances,  but  the  payments  are  very  slow  in 
coming  in,  and  it  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Foundation  if  the 
churches  would  interest  themselves  not  only  in  paying  the  amounts  which 
they  have  agreed  to  pay  but  also  to  assist  in  the  collection  of  the  individual 
pledges. 

You  will  note  from  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  that  the  total 
amount  of  loans  and  grants  outstanding  is  $184,695.46.  The  Trustees 
have  also  made  a  grant  of  $3,500  from  income  and  a  loan  of  $10,000  to 
Holy  Hope  Mission.  Under  the  policy  of  the  Trustees  grants  can  onlv  be 
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made  from  income,  as  to  do  otherwise  would  result  in  the  liquidation  of  the 
funds  of  the  Foundation. 

The  sum  of  $3,812.55  has  been  received  from  various  parties  as  a 
contribution  in  memory  of  Bishop  Penick.  This  is  held  in  a  special  fund 
and  does  not  appear  on  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer,  but  will  be  added 
to  the  cash  resources. 

The  term  of  office  of  four  Trustees,  to-wit,  Messrs.  Norman  A.  Cocke, 
Kemp  D.  Battle,  R.  H.  Bouligny,  and  H.  T.  Cosby  expire  at  this  time 
and  the  election  of  their  successors  will  be  in  order.  Under  the  Charter 
of  the  Foundation  the  nominations  for  Trustees  must  be  made  bv  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.

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REPORT  ON  ST.  AUGUSTINE'S  COLLEGE 

Seven  years  hence,  God  willing,  St.  Augustine's  College  will  have 
completed  one  hundred  years  of  dedicated  service  in  the  field  of  Christian 
higher  education  under  the  auspices  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Many  generations  of  students  have  successfully  negotiated  the  curricu- 
la!' offerings  and  have  subsequently  made  their  respective  contributions 
to  the  local,  state,  national,  and  international  community. 

Our  quaint  college  chapel,  erected  just  prior  to  the  turn  of  the 
century  by  students  and  instructors,  is  the  symbol  and  the  center  of  our 
Christian  worship  and  fellowship.  Here  the  Chaplain  brings  home  the 
true  meaning  and  application  of  Christ's  teachings.  There  were  twenty- 
two  in  the  Confirmation  class;  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  are  quite  active 
and  so  are  the  Laymen.  The  Canterbury  Club  has  an  outstanding  program; 
the  Sunday  School  for  adults  and  the  one  for  children  are  both  growing. 
Furthermore,  the  number  of  pre-theological  students  is  increasing.  St. 
Augustine's  is  well  represented  in  the  Seminaries  and  in  the  Churches  of 
the  land.* 

Looming  large  in  the  overall  picture  is  the  demand  for  academic 
excellence.  Extra  tutoring  bv  teachers  and  members  of  honor  societies, 
competitive  examinations  under  the  auspices  of  the  United  Negro  College 
Fund,  and  scholarships  to  High  School  Valedictorians  and  Salutatorians, 
and  an  Honors  Program,  promote  excellence. 

Again  the  National  Science  Foundation  has  approved  a  summer  school 
for  Teachers  of  Science  and  Mathematics.  Outstanding  scholars  will  lecture 
during  the  session. 

Our  enrollment  for  1959-1960  is  479.  This  figure  would  have  gone 
over  the  five  hundred  mark  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  fact  that  seventy- 
two  students  were  unable  to  return  to  college  because  of  a  lack  of  funds. 
The  per  capita  cost  was  between  $1,000.00  and  $1,100.00.  The  students 
paid  nearly  50%  of  this  cost.  The  college  has  to  find  the  difference. 

The  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  requires 
that  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  faculty  have  an  earned  doctor's 
degree.  This  means  that  salaries  will  be  higher  than  ever  before  for  St. 
Augustine's  faculty  members  in  this  category,  although  still  far  below  the 
salaries  paid  for  similarly  qualified  personnel  at  state-supported  institutions 
that  are  able  to  pay  from  two  to  four  thousand  dollars  more  per  academic 
year  than  St.  Augustine's  can  pay.  This  is  indeed  stiff  competition  for  a 
scarce  commodity  that  must  be  secured  and  retained.  A  sound  program 
of  retirement  benefits  must  undergird  our  non-competitive  salary  scale. 

In  addition  to  the  need  for  holders  of  the  doctorate,  there  is  the  need 
for  faculty  housing  and  the  repair  and  refurnishing  of  present  faculty 
dwellings.  The  maintenance  of  buildings  and  grounds  is  also  necessary 
if  we  wish  to  conserve  that  which  we  already  possess. 


30%  of  Negro  Clergy  graduates  of  St.  Augustine'* 
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The  Southern  Association  has  also  advised  us  of  the  inadequacy  of 
our  physical  facilities  in  the  areas  of  Health  and  Fine  Arts.  This  means  that 
a  Health  and  Fine  Arts  Building,  or  a  firm  contractual  commitment  for 
such  a  structure,  is  needed  prior  to  1961. 

Again  coming  to  the  assistance  of  the  College  is  the  Danforth 
Foundation  that  has  offered  us  a  $10,000  challenge  grant  that  must  be 
matched  by  $10,000  in  "new  money"  in  order  to  qualify  for  this  grant.  So  far 
the  college  has  qualified  for  such  grants;  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  confident 
that  we  will  qualify  for  this  one. 

Other  needs  of  the  college  are: 

1 .  Additional  study  and  stack  space  in  the  Library. 

2.  Additional  basic  facilities  for  the  Chapel,  Taylor  Hall,  the  Library 
and  Cheshire  Building.  Repairs. 

3.  Modernization  of  classrooms. 

4.  Expansion  of  St.  Agnes'  heating  plant  to  service  main  campus. 

5.  Installation  of  permanent  drains,  walks  and  roadways. 

6.  Increase  in  Endowment. 

7.  Increase  in  Loan  Funds. 

The  College  still  has  a  $150,000  note  outstanding,  plus  current  bills 
of  one-fifth  this  amount.  We  trust  that  ways  and  means  will  be  found 
to  pay  off  this  note. 

The  Committee  on  Institutions  is  trying  to  help  St.  Augustine's  solve 
the  problems  now  facing  the  college.  So  are  several  Clerici.  We  solicit 
the  interest  of  all  Church  groups,  both  official  and  unofficial,  in  this 
regard. 

Most  of  the  students  at  St.  Augustine's  College  are  from  North  Caro- 
lina (318).  This  means  that  the  college  is  truly  serving  this  Diocese,  as  well 
as  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  and  Western  Carolina.  Because  of  their 
Christian  training  in  our  church  college,  thev  will  become  better  trained 
for  constructive  roles  in  society. 

St.  Augustine's  sincerely  appreciates  all  that  has  been  done  on  her 
behalf  in  the  past  and  now  sincerely  requests  that  new  ways  and  means  be 
sought  to  effect  a  better  balance  between  income  and  minimum  expendi- 
tures at  the  college.

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REPORT  OF  EPISCOPAL  CHURCHWOMEN 

Bishop  Baker,  Mr.  Eraser,  Mr.  Herman,  members  of  the  Clergy, 

Delegates,  and  Friends: 

I  thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  bring  you  greetings,  good  wishes, 
and  the  warmest  appreciation  from  the  Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese. 

I  would  like  to  share  with  you  some  of  the  ways,  events,  and  places 
where  it  has  been  my  duty,  privilege  and  great  joy  to  serve  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese.  During  the  summer  I 
attended  Vade  Mecum,  the  Kanuga  Adult  Conference  and  was  a  member 
of  the  first  Church  and  Group  Life  Laboratory,  held  for  the  lay  people 
of  the  Church.  I  was  privileged  to  participate  in  the  Service  of  Installation 
of  Bishop  Baker  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  I  attended  the  Meeting  of  the 
Province  of  Sewanee  Churchwomen  and  Executive  Board  Meeting  in 
Greenville.  Many  Branches  have  invited  me  to  share  in  their  programs, 
Board  Meetings,  and  Chapter  Meetings.  The  student  Vestry  of  St.  Mary's 
House,  Woman's  College,  U.  N.  C.  have  let  me  share  their  Penick  Lec- 
tures with  them.  Saint  Augustine's  College  has  invited  me  to  their  campus 
many  times.  I  have  visited  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  attended  their 
Board  Meetings.  I  cherish  my  membership  on  The  Executive  Council  and 
note  with  deep  satisfaction  the  work  of  its  Departments  and  particularly 
those  of  Missions  and  Promotion  as  I  am  a  member  of  these  Departments. 

In  our  Year  Book  there  are  109  Branches  of  Churchwomen  listed, 
but  of  this  number  two  have  definitely  disbanded,  four  have  not  been 
active,  and  we  have  three  new  Branches:  Saint  Stephen's,  Durham, 
is  almost  a  year  old  and  one  of  the  most  alive  groups  in  the  Diocese, 
All  Saints',  Sedgefield,  is  growing  and  Saint  Christopher's,  Garner,  just 
beginning.  The  Total  Diocesan  Budget,  Specials,  United  Thank  Offering, 
Church  Periodical  Club,  Supply  Contributions,  etc.,  appears  as  $70,274.00 
for  the  year.  The  entire  "Specials"  Fund  is  not  in  any  way  a  realistic 
figure  because  we  know  many  gifts  of  money  are  sent  direct  for  these  funds 
rather  than  through  the  Diocesan  Treasurer.  In  local  activities  it  is 
impossible  to  estimate  any  figure  but  it  is  generally  considered  conservative 
to  say  a  much  larger  expenditure  for  the  local  budget  is  necessary  than 
goes  for  outside  purposes.  It  is  a  part  of  our  constitution  as  well  as  a  tradition 
of  many  years  standing  that  as  a  Diocesan  Organization  the  budget  is 
carefully  divided  equally  between  funds  for  outside  and  funds  for  inside 
the  Diocese. 

As  "Churchwomen"  in  name,  our  last  Annual  Meeting  was  our  first 
birthday  but  it  was  the  "78th"  Annual  Meeting  and  we  felt  it  a  time  and 
occasion  to  examine  carefully  some  of  the  things  we  were  doing  to  see 
if  in  making  changes  we  had  kept  the  best  of  the  past  without  attempting 
to  live  in  it,  to  see  if  in  the  present  we  were  making  an  honest  attempt 
to  serve  our  day  and  generation  with  full  awareness  of  the  great  need 
of  the  world  to  know  the  God  we  love  and  we  believe  in,  as  well  as  to 
see  if  the  planning  we  are  doing  today  will  make  good  sense  for  tomorrow. 
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For  the  best  of  the  past  and  also  one  of  the  areas  of  our  greatest  growth 
today:  We  were  glad  to  note  a  greater  emphasis  upon  our  worship  together. 
We  know  that  we  have  many,  many  people  to  thank  for  their  efforts  to 
promote  and  make  possible  all  the  things  that  have  contributed  to  this 
part  of  our  life  which  we  feel  has  added  depth  and  meaning  to  the  other 
areas  of  our  concern.  Our  Chairmen  of  Worship  in  the  past  and  also  today 
in  the  Diocese,  Districts,  and  Branches  have  planned  and  worked  to  see 
that  this  was  always  foremost  in  our  thinking.  The  clergy  of  the  Diocese 
have  given  generously  of  their  time  and  thoughtfulness  to  not  only  lead 
our  Quiet  Days,  but  to  help  all  of  us  find  new  strength  in  Prayer  Groups 
and  Bible  Study.  Many  women  have  expressed  the  feeling  that  especially 
here,  nothing  has  been  lost  but  each  year  something  has  been  added. 

The  United  Thank  Offering — This  is  one  of  the  great  things  of  the 
past  and  we  continue  to  cherish  its  meaning  and  comfort  and  are  grateful 
for  its  great  usefulness  in  serving  the  program  of  the  whole  Church  in 
almost  unlimited  ways.  There  has  been  no  turning  back  here  and  a  steady 
hopefulness  to  interest  more  women  everywhere  to  share  its  great  message. 

There  are  few  offices  in  the  Churchwomen's  group  everywhere  that 
do  not  have  as  their  major  concern  what  has  always  been  the  real  and 
motivating  purpose  of  much  of  what  we  do — the  study  of,  and  the  giving 
to  Missions — until  the  year  1919  as  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  this  was  what  we  did.  With  the  organization  of  the  National 

Council  and  our  acceptance  of  the  desire  to  serve  the  whole  program  of 
the  whole  Church,  we  learned  to  include  needs  at  our  doorstep  as  well 
as  those  in  faraway  countries.  Our  Treasurers  do  much  more  than  prepare 
statements  and  collect  money  and  keep  books.  They  want  us  to  be  aware  of 
what  happens  to  the  money  they  receive  and  then  send  out.  Our  Secretaries 
of  Christian  Education  help  us  plan  the  most  effective  ways  to  learn  the 
things  we  should  know.  Our  Secretaries  of  Supply  plan  for  us  to  work  for 
the  special  needs  of  our  Mission  Hospitals  and  Schools.  Our  Chairmen  of 
Missions  make  our  work  more  personal  bv  helping  us  keep  in  touch  with 
our  Missionaries.  Our  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  remind  us 
of  the  necessity  for  keeping  in  touch  with  what  is  happening  around  us. 
Our  Church  Periodical  Club  work  is  active  both  here  in  providing  Periodi- 
cals to  Church  workers  in  isolated  areas  and  in  providing  books  for  our 
Mission  Seminaries.  We  have  added  to  the  old  way  of  studying  Missions 
and  we  believe  it  will  increase  our  feeling  of  closeness  to  all  that  goes  on  in 
our  missions  around  the  world. 

In  addition  to  what  the  women  of  the  Church  have  felt  such  a  real 
responsibility  for  in  the  field  of  Missions,  we  believe  they  will  lend  their 
particular  support  to  an  idea  known  as  the  Companion  Diocese  and 
Mission  Field  Project.  This  Project  will  be  presented  to  this  convention 
for  consideration. 

The  Churchwomen  have  every  right  to  feel  happy  about  their  Execu- 
tive Board  for  this  is  the  group  of  women  that  meet  together  with  unusual 
faithfulness  to  plan,  coordinate,  and  evaluate  together  all  that  is  done 
through  our  Diocesan  and  District  Organization.  In  these  meetings  there 
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is  great  interest  and  enthusiasm  and  a  deep  sense  of  responsibility.  I  find 
it  a  very  unusual  group  of  women  and  am  grateful  for  the  privilege  of 
working  with  them. 

Throughout  the  Diocese  the  District  Organizations  have  become  a 
much  stronger  factor  in  the  planning  of  the  work  of  Churchwomen.  The  use- 
fulness and  effectiveness  of  this  way  of  dividing  responsibility  is  well  estab- 
lished and  we  look  forward  to  the  time  when  the  other  organizations  and 
groups  will  find  such  a  division  acceptable  to  their  needs. 

It  is,  perhaps,  the  most  valuable  thing  the  Diocese  has  done  in  years, 
that  we  have  begun  the  study  of  the  Christian  Family  of  today,  led  and 
emphasized  by  Bishop  Baker.  It  has  already  affected  a  great  deal  of  our 
thinking  and  shown  the  need  for  a  continuing  study  of  our  own  lives 
and  for  greater  concern  that  the  Church  and  the  Churchwomen  in  their 
turn,  may  recognize  in  a  greater  fullness  of  understanding,  the  whole 
life  of  every  man,  woman,  and  child. 

The  clergy  of  this  Diocese  have  always  been  generous  with  their 
time  and  have  given  constantly  of  themselves  to  promote  and  encourage 
the  things  the  women  have  wanted  to  do.  During  the  past  year  they  have 
done  even  more  than  usual  and  I  feel,  have  been  using  new  ways  and 
means  to  develop  the  leadership  of  our  women.  For  this  great  service  we 
are  glad  to  be  in  your  debt  and  share  with  our  Bishop,  our  Bishop  Coadju- 
tor-elect, the  clergy  and  the  laymen,  the  great  challenge  of  the  whole 
Church  today.  Never  has  it  said  before  with  such  seriousness,  "You  are 
the  Church — you  make  the  witness  of  your  Church  and  your  God  every 
day  in  every  area  of  your  living"  and  yet  with  equal  clearness  the  Church 
tells  us  to  come,  first,  ourselves  to  God,  then  to  offer  back  to  Him  that 
which  we  have  received  and  are — that  He  may  use  this  and  us — remember- 
ing too,  with  the  Brotherhood  of  Saint  Barnabas  that  God  does  not  choose 
those  that  are  fit  but  rather  He  fits  those  whom  He  chooses.

REPORT  ON  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH 

BY  THE  SEWANEE  TRUSTEES  FROM  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  value  of  the  University  of  the  South  to  its  owning  dioceses  was 
clearly  demonstrated  in  a  study  made  last  fall  showing  the  parishes  and 
missions  which  had  been  served  by  one  or  more  clergymen  trained  at 
Sewanee.  Three-fourths  of  the  churches  in  the  owning  dioceses  have  had  at 
some  time  a  priest  who  attended  the  University,  and  these  churches  are 
located  in  almost  90%  of  the  communities  in  which  the  Episcopal  Church 
was  at  work  in  the  South  at  the  beginning  of  1959. 
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In  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  the  108  churches  which  have  been 
served  by  one  or  more  Sewanee-trained  men  constitute  83%  of  the  130 
listed  in  the  1959  Episcopal  Church  Annual.  These  churches  are  located  in 
72  or  91%  of  the  79  cities  and  towns  in  which  the  Episcopal  Church  was 
at  work  at  the  beginning  of  last  year. 

News  from  the  Mountain  continues  to  be  good.  The  School  of  The- 
ology recently  received  the  largest  bequest  ever  to  come  to  Sewanee — 
$800,000  from  the  late  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Louis  W.  Alston  of  Morganton, 
N.  C,  and  Baltimore,  Md. 

Ground  was  broken  in  March  for  the  Guerry  Memorial  Building, 
which  will  provide  classroom,  office,  auditorium  and  art  gallery  facilities, 
and  which  will  honor  Sewanee' s  late  Vice-Chancellor  Alexander  Guerry. 
The  building  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  a  little  over  a  year  and  will 
enable  the  University  to  get  rid  of  all  substandard  classrooms  and  faculty 
offices  still  in  use  in  frame  buildings,  and  of  the  temporary  auditorium 
erected  several  years  ago. 

Also  new  on  the  building  scene  are  a  six-unit  addition  at  the  self- 
supporting  Sewanee  Inn  Motel,  bringing  up  to  23  the  rooms  available  at 
the  University's  guest  house;  a  small  but  handsome  reception  building  at 
Sewanee's  airport  named  in  memory  of  Alumnus  Harvey  Hill  Luce  of  the 
Class  of  1937,  a  Navy  flier  who  lost  his  life  in  World  War  II;  the  new 
chaplain's  house  named  in  memory  of  a  former  Sewanee  Chaplain  who 
later  became  bishop  of  Southwestern  Virginia — the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Disbrow 
Phillips;  and  the  three-bedroom  Louisiana  House  given  by  that  diocese  for 
a  married  seminary  family.  Louisiana  joins  the  dioceses  of  Alabama,  Florida, 
South  Florida,  Tennessee,  and  Upper  South  Carolina  in  helping  to  relieve 
the  married  student  housing  problem. 

Last  June  7  All  Saints'  Chapel  was  put  into  use  after  more  than  a 
year  of  construction.  Work  continues  on  the  building,  putting  in  the  finish- 
ing touches  and  with  stained  glass  windows  on  order  from  the  English  firm 
manufacturing  them  still  to  be  installed,  but  services  have  been  held 
without  interruption  since  last  summer,  and  the  chapel  has  been  filled  to 
overflowing  on  several  occasions.  There  are  over  3,000  attendances  each 
week.  Some  stained  glass  windows  need  yet  to  be  given.  Concerning  pay- 
ment for  the  chapel  itself,  Bishop  Frank  A.  Juhan,  Sewanee's  director  of 
development,  reports  some  $500,000  is  needed  to  pay  for  work  already 
done  or  that  is  immediately  needed. 

As  of  March  31,  1960,  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  had  given 
$51,087.91  toward  its  chapel  completion  objective  of  $69,000.00  and  an 
additional  $100.00  in  memorials. 

Other  advancements  of  recent  months  include  approval  given  the 
University  of  the  South  by  the  American  Chemical  Society  for  its  under- 
graduate chemistry  program;  establishment  of  a  physics  department  fund 
for  special  equipment,  research  facilities,  books  and  awards  from  Mrs. 
Alexander  Sessums  Cleveland  of  Houston,  Texas,  in  memory  of  a  family 
friend,  Austin  W.  Pollard  of  Sewanee  and  Houston;  the  beginning  of  the 
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duPont  Lecture  Series  to  consist  of  four  lectures  annually  by  distinguished 
scholars  in  the  fields  of  theology,  humanities  and  language,  natural 
sciences,  and  social  sciences  and  made  possible  by  a  centennial  year  gift 
from  Mrs.  Alfred  I.  duPont  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  and  Jacksonville,  Fla.; 
and  the  establishment  of  a  $10,000  lecture  fund  for  the  School  of  Theology, 
a  gift  from  Mrs.  Samuel  Marshall  Beattie  of  Greenville,  S.  C,  in  memory 
of  her  alumnus  husband. 

Sewanee's  total  enrollment  for  1959-60  is  the  highest  ever — 285  cadets 
at  Sewanee  Military  Academy  representing  26  states  and  four  foreign 
countries;  602  young  men  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  representing 
36  states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  six  foreign  countries;  and  80  men 
in  the  School  of  Theology  representing  25  dioceses  in  18  states,  eight  of 
them  outside  of  Sewanee's  owning  group  of  21. 

From  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  there  are  three  cadets  at  Sewanee 
Military  Academy,  seven  young  men  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
and  two  students  at  the  School  of  Theology. 

The  Centennial  Report  of  the  Registrar  published  last  fall  revealed 
that  the  University  in  its  first  100  years  awarded  3,318  earned  degrees  and 
matriculated  9,199  students.  Sewanee  celebrated  its  centennial  during  the 
1957-58  academic  year. 

Graduate  scholarship  awards  are  already  beginning  to  pile  up  this 
spring.  Five  seniors  who  will  graduate  in  June  and  two  young  alumni 
have  received  Woodrow  Wilson  National  Fellowship  Foundation  awards 
for  a  year's  graduate  studv  at  the  American  university  of  their  choice  in 
1960-61. 

For  the  fifth  successive  year  the  total  gift  income  of  the  University 
exceeded  one  million  dollars.  The  total  for  1959  came  to  $1,010,834. 
Bishop  Juhan,  director  of  development,  reported  this  as  somewhat  below 
the  five-year  average  of  approximately  $1,350,000,  adding  that  in  1957,  a 
year  which  included  a  Ford  Foundation  grant  and  a  major  bequest, 
"Sewanee  with  $1,740,299  was  first  in  the  nation  in  total  gift  income 
among  small  men's  colleges."  The  1959  gift  total  was  notable  in  that 
no  major  bequest  was  included,  although  the  total  number  of  bequests 
was  high,  and  the  year  followed  the  completion  of  Sewanee's  Centennial 
Fund  and  some  decline  was  anticipated. 

Bishop  Juhan  comments:  "The  brightest  note  in  the  development 
program  continues  to  be  the  rise  of  interest  throughout  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  its  educational  center.  This  is  reflected  in  two  ways — through 
gifts  from  parishes  and  dioceses  and  through  individual  gifts  from  Episco- 
palians." 

Sewanee's  Church  Support  program  continues  to  move  toward  the 
goal  of  one-dollar-per-communicant-per-year  from  the  21  owning  dioceses. 
For  the  year  1959  the  total  was  $185,045.58.  Nearly  $145,000  was  for 
Sewanee-in-the-Budget  and  over  $40,000  was  from  Theological  Education 
Sundav  offerings. 
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The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  in  1959  gave  $5,823.00  toward 
Sewanee-in-the-Budget  and  $1,796.79  to  Sewanee  in  Theological  Education 
Sunday  offerings. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  University,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  N.  Carru- 
thers,  recently  stated,  "The  community  has  a  right  to  expect  that  the 
graduate  of  the  Christian  college  shall  be  superior — superior  in  scholarship, 
in  manners,  in  ethics,  in  dedication  to  the  public  good,  in  Christian  com- 
mitment." 

These  things  can  best  be  done  at  Sewanee  through  your  active  support 
by  placing  Sewanee  in  the  budget  of  your  parish. 

Sewanee  is  important  to  every  Episcopalian  and  every  Episcopalian  is 
important  to  Sewanee.

REPORT  OF 

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  asked  the  direction  of  the  Convention 
concerning  the  use  to  which  a  bequest  of  527  shares  of  the  Common 
Capital  Stock  of  Dan  River  Mills  made  by  Mrs.  Mattie  Clark  Williamson 
of  Danville,  Virginia  to  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  be  devoted. 

The  bequest  was  to  such  Episcopal  institutions  as  Mr.  William  C. 
Spencer  and  Mr.  Rutledge  C.  Clement,  her  nephew  and  attorney,  should 
direct.  The  designation  by  the  two  individuals  was  in  two  blocks  of  stock, 
one  for  323  shares  and  the  other  for  194  shares.  Subsequently,  Mr.  William 
C.  Spencer  requested  that  the  first  block  of  323  shares  be  used  for  the 
Bishop's  Theological  Fund  and  the  second  block  of  194  shares  be  used 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Episcopal  Student  Center,  Duke  University.  The 
requests  for  these  uses  have  been  informally  seconded  by  other  close  rela- 
tives of  Mrs.  Williamson.  There  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  no 
legal  obligation  on  the  Diocese  to  use  the  funds  in  any  particular  manner, 
but  in  the  special  circumstances  of  this  bequest  and  subsequent  designation 
it  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  use  suggested  for  the  bequest  is  a  wise  one. 
It  therefore  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  by  the 
Convention: 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  to  devote  the  bequest  to  the  Diocese  by  Mrs.  Mattie 
Clark  Williamson  to  the  following  uses: 
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194  shares  of  Dan  River  Mills  Stock  (or  the  proceeds  therefrom) 
to  the  payment  for  or  on  account  of  an  organ  for  the  Episcopal 
Student  Center,  Duke  University,  Durham,  N.  C,  and  that  said 
organ  be  appropriately  marked  to  show  the  bequest  therefor; 

323  shares  to  be  invested  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
income  used  in  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for 
theological  education. 

Your  Committee  considered  together  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  concerning  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  and  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  that  hospital. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  through  seventy  years  the 
Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  has  been  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the 
Negro  population  of  Charlotte  and  Mecklenburg  County,  for  during  most 
of  that  period  it  has  provided  the  only  hospital  facilities  available  to  the 
Negroes  of  that  community.  Its  establishment  and  operation  evidences  the 
concern  and  obligation  of  the  Church  for  the  spiritual  and  physical  welfare 
of  her  children.  The  dedication  of  its  founder,  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  the  Executive  Board  of  the  hospital  is  evidenced  by  the  value  which 
it  has  been  to  the  community.  Tribute  should  also  be  paid  and  the  debt 
of  the  church  acknowledged  to  the  medical  and  nursing  staff,  white  and 
Negro,  without  whose  devotion  the  title  of  Good  Samaritan  would  have 
been  a  mockery. 

A  consideration  of  the  problems  facing  the  Hospital  of  the  Good 
Samaritan  shows  clearly  that  hospital  standards  have  changed,  the  expenses 
of  capital  improvements  have  become  enormous,  and  generally,  are  possible 
only  through  public  funds  provided  through  taxation  or  other  similar 
means.  The  oldest  building  at  the  Good  Samaritan  is  approximately  seventy 
years  old  and  although  additions  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  and 
renovations  have  been  accomplished,  reflecting  the  judgment  and  ability 
of  the  Managers,  modern  standards  require  additional  area  and  renovation 
of  the  property  to  reach  a  minimum  standard  of  between  $750,000  and 
$800,000.  The  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have 
certified  to  the  Convention  that  the  continued  operation  of  the  trust  as 
a  hospital  is  impracticable  and  the  Committee,  agreeing  with  that  con- 
clusion, recommends,  in  accordance  with  the  power  vested  in  the  Con- 
vention, the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution; 

WHEREAS,  by  deed  dated  the  6th  day  of  September,  1889  from 
Joseph  B.  Cheshire  to  Theodore  B.  Lyman,  William  E.  Anderson,  and 
Richard  H.  Battle,  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  a  trust 
was  declared  "for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining  and  carrying  on 
a  hospital  for  the  benefit  of  the  indigent  poor  colored  inhabitants  of  the 
City  of  Charlotte,  and  of  such  other  persons  as  may  be  admitted  to  the 
benefits  of  said  hospital  under  regulations  established  for  the  government 
thereof  from  time  to  time";  and 

WHEREAS,  the  trust  vested  the  control,  government  and  manage- 
ment in  a  Board  of  Managers  of  not  more  than  12  nor  less  than  5  women, 
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residents  of  the  City  of  Charlotte,  and  communicants  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  trust  provided: 

"If  at  any  time  it  shall  become  impossible  or  impracticable  to 
carry  out  the  trusts  hereby  created  according  to  the  trust  intent  and 
purpose  thereof,  then,  upon  such  impossibility  or  impracticability, 
being  certified  in  writing  by  said  Board  of  Managers,  and  also  bv 
said  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  or  their  successors,  to  the  Convention 
or  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  or  of  such  Diocese  as 
the  City  of  Charlotte  may  at  any  future  time  be  included  within, 
such  Convention  or  Council  shall  then  be  authorized  to  devote  the 
property  of  said  hospital  to  such  religious  or  charitable  work  as  to  it 
may  seem  most  proper — but  preference  shall  always  be  given,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  bodily  and  spiritual 
welfare  of  needy  and  helpless  persons  of  the  Negro  race";  and 
WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  hospital  have  certified 
to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  follows: 

"Now,  therefore,  the  Board  of  Managers  does  hereby  certify  that  in 
its  opinion  it  has  become  impracticable  to  continue  the  operation  of 
Good  Samaritan  Hospital  under  church  auspices  as  contemplated  bv 
the  original  trust,  and  it  recommends  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
that  they  make  a  similar  certification  at  the  next  Diocesan  Convention. 

"Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Good  Samari- 
tan Hospital  does  hereby  recommend  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  that  the  Trustees,  after  securing  such  authority  as 
they  deem  necessary  and  appropriate,  offer  to  donate  or  to  sell  for 
the  sum  of  One  Dollar  the  real  property  and  facilities  of  Good  Samar- 
itan Hospital  to  an  appropriate  governmental  hospital  authority  in 
Mecklenburg  County,  upon  the  condition  that  said  property  be 
devoted  to  uses  consistent  to  the  original  trust  as  above  set  forth. 

"Be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  Board  of  Managers  retain  any  cash 
and  the  proceeds  of  any  sales  of  personal  property  and  use  such 
cash  and  proceeds  exclusively  for  uses  consistent  with  the  original 
trust  as  set  forth  above";  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Trustees   of  the  Diocese   of  North   Carolina   have 
certified  as  follows: 

"Based  upon  the  facts  outlined  herein  and  as  a  result  of  the  investi- 
gation made  by  the  Trustees  indicated  herein,  the  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese have  come  to  the  conclusion  and  do  hereby  certify  to  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  that  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Trustees  it  is  impracticable  to  carry  out  the  trusts  in  the  operation  of  the 
Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  created  in  the  deed  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cheshire  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  dated  the  6th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1889  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  therefore,  concur  in  the 
conclusions  reached  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  of  the 
Good  Samaritan;  and 
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WHEREAS,  it  appears  that  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  is 
in  such  location  that  additional  land  area  in  its  vicinity  is  required  for  it  to 
continue  operation  as  an  acceptable  hospital;  that  it  is  in  such  physical 
condition  that  extensive  renovation  must  be  undertaken  to  comply  fully 
with  the  fire  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Charlotte  and  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  and  in  order  to  make  it  a  safe  hospital  from  the  dangers  of  fire; 
that  additional  equipment  and  facilities  are  required  to  make  it  an  accept- 
able hospital  under  standards  required  by  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Care 
Commission;  all  of  said  changes,  in  order  to  reach  minimum  standards, 
costing  in  the  vicinity  of  $800,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  neither  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  nor  the  hospital 
has  available  or  is  able  to  secure  such  funds  for  renovation;  and 
hospital,  operated  as  an  independent  unit,  has  been  unable  to  adequately 

secure; 

WHEREAS,  the  operation  of  a  proper  hospital  requires  the  support 
of  the  entire  practicing  medical  personnel  of  the  City  of  Charlotte  and 
not  a  segment  thereof,  as  appears  now  to  be  the  ease,  which  support  the 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  contained  in  the  deed  establishing  this  trust,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  convey  the  real  properties  and  the  equipment  of  the  Good 
Samaritan  Hospital  upon  a  nominal  consideration  to  such  public  authority 
as  shall  appear  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  hospital  and  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  be  able  and  willing  to  operate  such  hospital  in  an 
efficient  and  acceptable  manner,  requiring  of  such  grantee  such  assurances 
as  may  appear  to  be  proper  to  the  Trustees  with  legal  advice  of  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Diocese  to  assure  the  devotion  of  the  property  or  its  proceeds 
to  the  uses  required  by  the  aforementioned  trust  deed;  and 

RESOLVED  FURTHER,  that  the  other  property  belonging  to  the 
hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  be  turned  over  to  and  invested  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  that  the  income  therefrom  be  devoted  to  the 
uses  and  purposes  specified  in  said  trust  instrument  through  the  Trustees 
appointed  in  said  deed,  subject  from  time  to  time  to  the  direction  of  the 
Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  are  seized  of  lots  7  and  8,  Section  1, 
Flint  Hill,  N.  C.  The  property  is  not  now  used  by  the  Diocese.  The  donor 
of  the  property,  Mr.  M.  N.  Shaw,  and  the  rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Spray,  concur  in  a  donation  of  this  property  to  the  Salvation  Army.  The 
property  does  not  appear  to  have  any  material  cash  value.  Your  Committee 
recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized  to 
convey  Lots  7  and  8,  Section  1,  Flint  Hill,  N.  C.  (being  the  propertv 
conveyed  to  the  Diocese  by  the  Spray  Water  Power  &  Land  Companv 
Bank  by  deed  recorded  in  Book  266,  page  172,  Rockingham  County 
Registry)    to  the  Salvation  Army  without  consideration. 
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The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  own  a  tract  of  land  formerly  used  as  a 
church  in  Madison,  N.  C.  The  Trustees  have  an  offer  of  purchase  for  said 
lot  in  the  sum  of  $6,500.00,  which  is  considered  a  fair  value.  The  funds 
derived  from  said  lot  can  be  used  for  part  of  the  costs  of  construction  of 
a  parish  house  at  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Mayodan.  Your  Committee 
recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

RESOLVED,  that  upon  the  sale  of  the  Madison  Property  at  a 
value  approved  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  the  said  Trustees  are 
authorized  to  use  the  proceeds  thereof  to  pay  for  a  part  of  the  con- 
struction of  a  parish  house  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  church 
at  Mayodan. 

Your  committee  has  reviewed  the  reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  and  also  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Founda- 
tion, Inc.,  and  moves  that  the  same  be  received  and  filed.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CHURCHMAN 

In  January  1960  the  overall  responsibility  for  the  North  Carolina 
Churchman  was  transferred  from  the  Department  of  Promotion  under  the 
Rev.  Thomas  A.  Fraser  to  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  under 
the  Rev.  John  A.  Gray.  Following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Lewis  Lawrence 
as  editor,  Miss  Sylbert  Pendleton  was  appointed  managing  editor.  A 
Division  of  Publications  acting  as  the  Board  of  Editors  was  appointed:  The 
Rev.  B.  Daniel  Sapp,  Chairman;  the  Rev.  John  A.  Gray,  Mrs.  Louis  A. 
Carr,  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Jeffress,  Mr.  Henry  G.  Nicholson,  and  the  Rev.  Hunt- 
ington Williams.  Mr.  William  A.  Mahler  was  made  an  associate  member 
of  the  Division,  with  special  responsibility  for  art  work.  Miss  Pendleton 
was  hired  at  a  salary  of  $1,000  a  year,  with  assurance  of  secretarial 
assistance.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  Mrs.  Ida  Vick  Simpson  has  recently 
been  retained  to  render  this  assistance. 

The  overall  policy  of  the  Churchman  is  to  act  as  an  educational 
medium  for  the  Diocese,  to  interpret  to  the  people  what  is  happening, 
and  wherever  possible  what  will  happen  in  the  life  of  our  Church.  In  doing 
this  we  find  three  great  resources,  one  being  the  Christian  Year;  second, 
the  work  of  the  departments  of  the  Executive  Council;  and  third,  the 
reports  which  we  receive  from  the  churches  through  the  media  of  bulletins 
and  special  reports.  Our  policy  further  is  to  experiment  with  the  format  and 
layout  of  the  paper  until  we  achieve  the  highest  degree  of  communication 
of  which  we  are  capable.  The  Commission  on  Publications  (Board  of 
Editors)  meets  monthly  with  Miss  Pendleton  and  Mr.  Gray  to  criticize 
the  current  issue,  edit  the  coming  issue,  and  plan  subsequent  issues.  We 
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expect  by  fall  to  have  all  issues  planned  through  December,  except  for 
current  news  items  from  the  various  churches.  A  special  word  of  commen- 
dation should  be  made  to  Miss  Pendleton  for  her  outstanding  work  which 
is  hampered  only  bv  the  lack  of  funds.  A  financial  statement  is  appended 
to  this  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INSTITUTIONS 

Your  Committee  is  convinced  that  one  of  our  greatest  needs  in  the 
Diocese  is  for  us  to  be  better  informed  about  our  Diocesan  Institutions. 
As  a  Diocese  we  have  done  a  poor  job  in  supporting  our  Institutions.  This 
is  due  we  believe,  not  to  a  lack  of  love,  but  to  a  lack  of  knowledge.  The 
Department  of  Institutions  is  now  engaged  in  a  careful  study  of  our  Insti- 
tutions and  we  will  be  glad  to  assist  the  parishes  and  missions  of  this 
Diocese  in  informing  our  people  so  that  they  will  be  more  conscious  of 
the  witness  that  we  have  to  make  to  Christ  in  this  area.  One  very  concrete 
way  to  get  the  Institutions  of  our  Diocese  before  the  people  is  to  include 
an  item  for  their  support  in  the  Budget  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  of 
this  Diocese.  Almost  without  exception  the  reports  that  we  have  examined 
have  asked  that  this  be  done.  For  years  Sewanee  has  been  asking  that  each 
Parish  and  Mission  move  toward  a  goal  of  one  dollar  per  communicant  per 
year  in  each  local  Budget.  If  we  really  believed  in  our  Institutions  we  would 
do  this  not  only  for  Sewanee  but  also  for  St.  Mary's  and  St.  Augustine's.  We 
would  also  endeavor  to  include  an  item  in  each  local  budget  for  Kanuga 
which  is  becoming  more  and  more  one  of  the  great  Camp  and  Conference 
centers  of  the  National  Church. 

Your  Committee  views  with  gratification  this  Convention's  acceptance 
of  the  Special  Report  on  the  Thompson  Orphanage.  We  feel,  however, 
that  this  Convention  would  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  go  on  record  as  express- 
ing our  appreciation  for  the  services  that  Red  and  Pearl  Whisnant  have 
rendered  this  Institution.  Be  it  therefore  resolved  that  this  Convention 
express  its  gratitude  to  the  Whisnants  for  the  capable  and  devoted  service 
that  they  have  rendered  and  are  rendering. 

We  wish  to  record  our  gratification  for  the  splendid  services  that 
Vade  Mecum  is  rendering  this  Diocese  under  the  able  leadership  of  the 
Rev.  Edwin  B.  Jeffress.  We  note  with  satisfaction  the  plans  to  build  a 
building  at  Vade  Mecum  that  may  be  used  by  this  Diocese  throughout 
the  year.  We  recommend  that  we  express  our  thanks  to  the  Winston-Salem 
Foundation  for  making  funds  available  for  this  purpose,  and  we  urge  that 
the  Diocese  move  as  quickly  as  possible  to  raise  our  portion  of  money  to 
make  the  new  building  an  actuality. 

Your  Committee  views  with  genuine  concern1  the  report  of  Dr. 
Boyer  in  which  he  states  the  urgent  financial  needs  now  existing  at  St. 
Augustine's  College.  We  believe  that  this  Diocese  has  an  obligation   to 
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this  fine  Institution  that  we  should  accept  with  greater  earnestness.  Your 
Department  of  Institutions  plans  to  initiate  a  thorough  study  of  this  Institu- 
tion and  with  the  approval  of  this  Convention  we  shall  report  our  findings 
and  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Council  and  the  next  Diocesan 
Convention. 

We  commend  this  Convention  for  its  strong  support  of  our  newest 
Institution,  The  Home  For  The  Ageing,  as  evidenced  by  its  unanimous 

adoption  of  the  resolution,  authorizing  the  solicitation  of  funds  to  build 
and  operate  an  Episcopal  Home  at  Southern  Pines.

REPORT  OF 
SPECIAL  STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  MINISTRY 

Your  committee  was  asked  to  study  three  related  areas  which  were 
referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
to  the  1959  Diocesan  Convention.  These  areas  were:  The  ".  .  .  feasibility 
of  extending  the  use  of  the  Lay  Ministry,  of  the  perpetual  diaconate  and 
of  establishing  an  in-diocese  training  center  for  older  men  desiring  to  study 
for  sacred  orders."  This  really  requires  three  reports,  for  even  though 
these  subjects  are  closely  related,  they  are  also  quite  separate  and  distinct 
in  their  application  to  our  Diocese. 

The  Extension  of  the  Lay  Ministry 

This  report  will  not  cover  the  obvious;  for  all  of  us  know  of  the  need 
for  dedicated  laymen  zealous  to  do  the  work  of  God  which  is  at  hand.  Also, 
uncomfortably  obvious  is  the  part  which  the  Priest  and  Rector  of  a  congre- 
gation should  take  in  sermons,  in  lectures,  and  in  the  myriad  contacts 
which  he  has  with  his  people.  Upon  him  in  a  large  measure  lies  the  respon- 
sibility to  broaden  the  vision  of  those  who  follow  his  leadership. 

Your  committee  has  written  to  Bishops  and  other  representatives  of 
the  Church.  We  have  talked  with  clergy  and  laity  here  in  our  own  Diocese. 
We  have  taken  note  of  the  resources  available  through  the  Department 
of  Christian  Education,  namely  that  of  Parish  and  Family  Life  Conferences, 
Parish  Life  Missions  and  Parish  Leaders  Institutes;  all  of  which  could  be 
utilized  more  widely  and  effectively. 

We  would  encourage  the  mobilization  and  education  of  the  laity  so 
that  they  might  see  their  part  in  the  Church  not  as  passive  attendants 
at  services  of  worship,  and  occasional  servers  on  committees;  but  that  they 
might  also  see  their  ministry  in  terms  of  visiting  the  unfortunates  and  shut- 
ins,  and  act  as  lav  evangelists  in  their  several  communities  and  on  their 
jobs. 
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Concerning  the  training  of  lay  evangelists,  we  would  recommend  that 
the  Committee  on  Evangelism  arrange  some  one  day  sessions  similar  to 
those  conducted  by  the  Episcopal  Laymen  for  the  chairmen  of  the  Every 
Member  Canvass;  the  schedule  to  include  such  things  as  how  to  knock 
on  doors,  practice  in  inviting  persons  to  confirmation,  the  values  of  united 
effort  in  evangelism,  the  treatment  of  visitors  at  church,  and  many  other 
related  topics. 

We  would  recommend  the  use  of  teams  to  do  visitations  in  the  neigh- 
borhoods of  new  or  static  missions  in  an  effort  to  let  people  know  that  the 
Episcopal  Church  is  in  business  and  interested  in  them. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  each  parish  and  mission  consider  the 
formation  or  reactivation  of  chapters  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew. 
Where  the  Brotherhood  has  been  encouraged  by  the  clergy,  almost  without 
exception,  it  has  fulfilled  admirably  its  main  role  of  evangelism. 

Another  thing  which  might  be  done  is  to  conduct  short  courses  or 
week-end  training  for  Lay  Readers.  These  might  be  held  at  the  Diocesan 
Center,  or  at  strategically  located  centers  of  the  Diocese.  At  such  times 
and  places  Lay  Readers  could  be  taught  the  rudiments  of  Liturgies,  discuss 
the  prayerbook  ministry,  and  receive  individual  instruction  in  the  use  of 
their  voice,  diction  and  phrasing. 

A  further  suggestion  we  would  make  is  that  the  office  of  Lay  Reader 
might  be  assigned  much  more  dignity  than  presently  is  the  case.  They 
might  be  admitted  into  their  office  in  a  formal  service,  either  by  the  Bishop 
on  his  visitation,  or  by  the  Rector  at  some  convenient  date  shortly  after 
their  licensing.  Other  lay  officers  and  assistants  of  the  parish  might  likewise 
be  given  a  special  installation  which  would  emphasize  the  importance  of 
their  work  in  God's  vineyard. 

The  Perpetual  Diaconate 

As  one  would  expect,  we  found  wide  diversity  of  opinion  concerning 
the  perpetual  diaconate.  Some  dioceses  have  had  a  happy  experience  with 
them,  while  others  have  encountered  difficulties.  Almost  all  persons  inter- 
viewed expressed  a  concern  that  we  do  nothing  to  reduce  the  quality  of 
the  ministry.  The  problem  seems  to  be  a  question  of  how  best  to  employ 
the  dedicated  layman  who  has  the  sincere  conviction  that  he  wants  to  do 
all  he  can  in  the  church  and  still  maintain  his  secular  work  and  ties. 

Those  interviewed  advised  that  if  perpetual  deacons  are  used  they 
should  be  settled  persons,  happy  in  their  secular  world,  having  well  estab- 
lished patterns  of  behavior  which  they  have  no  intention  of  interrupting; 
all  of  which  is  required  in  Canon  34,  Sec.  10. 

Bishop  Stokes,  chairman  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Theological 
Education,  says  that  if  one  is  going  to  ordain  perpetual  deacons  he  should 
insist  on  a  real  preparation  ".  .  .  equivalent  to  that  required  for  the 
diaconate  in  cases  of  men  ultimately  planning  ordination  to  the  priest- 
hood." 
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For  one  seeking  to  be  a  perpetual  deacon,  attending  the  seminary 
for  a  year  is  not  the  answer  either,  for  this  would  mean  the  disruption  of 
economic  and  secular  ties  which  are  so  essential  to  that  order. 

Several  persons  spoke  openly  and  fairly  against  the  perpetual  diaconate. 
One  common  fear  expressed  was  that  it  would  be  used  as  a  back  door 
to  the  priesthood,  thus  leading  to  a  down  grading  of  the  ministry.  However, 
the  canons  presently  provide  a  number  of  safeguards  which  would  exclude 
those  of  doubtful  ability,  academic  or  otherwise. 

The  most  apparent  source  of  trouble  has  been  mentioned  as  the  over- 
lapping which  occurs  when  a  rector  leaves  and  a  new  rector  arrives  in  a 
parish.  A  deacon  who  has  served  well  and  satisfactorily  under  one  rector 
does  not  necessarily  work  well  with  the  new  rector.  Thus,  even  if  he 
would  bow  out  gracefully,  you  would  have  a  deacon  "out  of  work,"  and 
what  does  one,  ordained  in  "The  Church  of  God"  do  in  such  an  instance? 

Bishop  Corrigan  of  Colorado,  says  that  some  ".  .  .  dioceses  did  proceed 
to  make  perpetual  deacons  of  men  who  were  not  particularly  able,  at  all; 
certainly  could  not  by  the  widest  stretch  of  the  imagination  be  called 
successful  in  their  chosen  fields,  and  for  whom  the  perpetual  diaconate 
was  not  really  a  means  of  serving  but  a  way  of  achieving  some  status,  of 
satisfying  some  need  which  has  been  occasioned  by  their  other  failures. 
These  men  have  really  been  a  problem  to  the  church,  and  have  not  brought 
to  this  ministry  great  gifts  nor  stability.  I  know  of  one  diocese  where  six 
of  these  have  been  asked  by  the  Ordinary  to  cease  and  desist." 

It  has  been  further  pointed  out  that  there  is  very  little  that  a  perpetual 
deacon  can  do  that  a  layman  cannot  do,  other  than  administer  the  chalice. 
Some  have  suggested  that  the  best  solution  to  this  problem  is  to  approach 
the  General  Convention  at  her  next  session  and  see  if  it  would  not  permit 
the  lay  administration  of  the  chalice.  Although  your  committee  feels  that 
there  is  little  likelihood  of  such  a  request  receiving  the  approval  of  that 
body  in  the  near  future,  we  would  recommend  that  our  delegation  thereto 
see  what  might  be  done  to  gain  such  permission. 

Those  in  favor  of  the  perpetual  diaconate  hold  that  the  deacon, 
perpetual  or  otherwise,  at  his  ordination  is  given  a  responsibility  and  a 
responsiveness  which  is  not  ordinarily  given  to  one  at  his  confirmation. 
Therefore,  one  in  Orders  is  able  to  speak  with  greater  conviction  and 
more  assurance  than  a  layman  similarly  trained  but  not  ordained.  He 
would  be  under  a  more  plain  and  irrevocable  responsibility  to  teach,  train 
and  visit  in  the  areas  assigned  by  the  rector  or  by  the  Bishop. 

It  is  true  that  all  these  things  may  be  done  by  laymen;  that  a  business 
manager  for  the  parish  might  be  obtained — that  the  maintenance  and 
supervision  of  properties  might  be  delegated  tO'  laymen,  and  thus  free 
the  rector  to  devote  more  time  to  his  pastoral  responsibilities.  It  is  likewise 
true  that  the  laymen  not  only  can,  but  are  doing  a  good  job  now  in  the 
above  areas  of  assistance  to  the  rector.  However,  it  is  the  feeling  of  your 
committee  that  the  ordained  bear  a  responsibility  not  shared  or  shouldered 
by  the  unordained. 
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An  additional  advantage  would  be  the  ''Witness"  of  an  ordained 
clergyman  employed  in  secular  work.  Here  would  be  a  trained  apologist 
working  with  people,  in  touch  with  their  thinking,  talking  about  their 
problems  and  witnessing  in  a  hundred  ways  to  the  power  of  the  Church  in 
the  daily  life  of  people. 

This  is  not  to  ignore  the  privilege  to  administer  the  chalice,  which 
is  no  mean  help  to  the  clergyman  who  has  to  care  for  two  or  more 
services,  perhaps  following  one  another  closely. 

Your  committee  has  no  way  of  knowing,  nor  indeed  does  anyone 
know  in  the  Diocese  whether  there  would  be  any  demand  for  ordinations 
to  the  perpetual  diaconate  should  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  and 
the  Examining  Chaplains  look  with  favor  on  such  Orders. 

We  recommend  therefore,  that  when  a  rector  and  his  vestry  have  a 
suitable  man  interested  in  studying  for  the  perpetual  diaconate  that  they 
give  notice  to  the  Bishop.  Keep  in  mind,  that  almost  without  exception, 
those  dioceses  which  have  had  trouble  with  perpetual  deacons  did  so 
because  they  were  not  careful  enough  in  their  selection,  and  did  not 
emphasize  the  word  PERPETUAL  in  counselling  those  who  sought  the 
office.  Where  the  canon  is  adhered  to  strictly,  there  should  be  both  little 
room  for  error,  and  few  applications  except  by  those  well  qualified. 

Establishment  of  a  Diocesan  Training  Center 

Last  year's  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  anticipates  a  clergy 
shortage  due  to  a  vast  increase  in  population  and  a  heightened  interest  in 
new  and  revitalized  missions  in  our  Diocese.  As  many  of  you  know,  the 
area  comprising  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  predicted  to  become  one 
of  the  major  population  centers  in  the  country. 

While  we  do  not  seem  to  be  suffering  greatly  at  this  time  from  a 
clergy  shortage,  the  trend  of  our  time  points  to  an  increasing  shortage  in 
the  future.  The  establishment  of  facilities  to  meet  this  growing  need  will 
not  be  accomplished  quickly,  and  once  established,  the  facilities  will  not  at 
first  appear  to  justify  the  cost  and  effort. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  dioceses  which  have  attempted  to 
answer  the  clergy  shortage  by  the  establishment  of  training  centers  for 
men  who,  for  various  reasons,  cannot  attend  a  regular  seminary.  The 
Diocese  of  Long  Island  has  a  School  of  Theology  established  by  a  wealthy 
Episcopalian,  and  which  serves  a  metropolitan  area  very  dissimilar  to  ours. 

The  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles  operates  a  training  center  on  week-ends 
using  the  faculty  of  the  Church  Divinity  School  of  the  Pacific.  But  neither 
does  this  seem  to  fit  our  situation. 

The  Diocese  of  Minnesota  has  a  loose-knit  training  system  which 
is  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains.  Postulants 
study  under  the  supervision  of  a  counsellor  and  assemble  periodically  for 
community  sessions.  This  may  be  adaptable  to  our  present  needs. 

The  Diocese  of  Michigan,  however,  has  the  closest  situation  to  our  own. 
They  have  established  centers  where  older  men  who  cannot  attend  the  regu- 
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lar  seminaries  can  study  for  the  ministry.  Beginning  in  1954  with  6  students 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Examining  Chaplains,  the  Department  of 
Christian  Education,  and  a  Detroit  parish,  they  now  have  55  students 
enrolled  at  three  centers.  They  attend  classes  for  two  hours  each  evening 
from  Monday  through  Friday.  This  course  is  open  only  to  those  who  are 
over  32  years  of  age,  and  then  only  to  those  who  cannot  attend  a  regular 
seminary.  They  also  require  men  ordained  under  this  plan  to  attend  addi- 
tional sessions  for  a  period  of  five  years  after  their  ordination. 

A  concern  was  expressed  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Theological 
Education,  lest  the  establishment  of  training  centers  might  interfere  with 
the  recruitment  for  the  regular  seminaries,  which  are  not  now  operating  at 
capacity.  We  should  make  it  clear  that  training  at  one  of  the  regular 
seminaries  is  invaluable,  and  in  no  way  should  our  Diocesan  Training 
Center  attempt  to  substitute  for  the  same  as  long  as  the  regular  seminaries 
can  accept  qualified  applicants. 

However,  we  feel  that  there  is  presently  a  need  for  a  Diocesan  Train- 
ing Center  which  would  help  train  laymen  as  mentioned  above  in  the 
section  on  Lay  Participation.  There  is  also  a  need,  looking  to  the  future 
of  our  Diocese,  to  organize  and  administer  an  educational  and  training 
program  for  those  laymen  who  have  made  a  decision  to  formalize  their  partic- 
ipation in  the  Church  as  either  perpetual  deacons  or  priests.  This  facility 
should  be  available  for  older  men  who  cannot  attend  the  regular  seminaries, 
and  for  those  who  are  studying  for  the  perpetual  diaconate.  How  this  train- 
ing program  may  best  be  effected  requires  considerable  thought  and  plan- 
ning. Needless  to  say,  it  will  also  require  the  cooperation  of  clergy,  laity  and 
the  Diocesan  Convention. 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  during  the  preparation  of  this  final 
draft  of  our  report,  that  at  least  one  of  our  seminaries  is  acting  to  provide 
a  one  year  academic  course  for  persons  studying  for  the  priesthood.  This 
year  to  be  given  at  the  beginning  of  their  course  of  study.  The  home 
diocese  would  then  administer  the  remaining  practical  preparation  with 
their  own  facilities. 

This  plan  however,  does  not  provide  for  the  one  seeking  the  perpetual 
diaconate.  One  of  the  prerequisites  of  that  ministry  requires  that  the 
ordinand  maintain  all  his  secular  and  family  ties.  This  he  could  not  do  it 
he  had  to  attend  a  seminary  for  a  year  either  before  or  after  his  training 
in  the  diocese. 

We  might  ask  ourselves  the  question  if  many  fine  people  have  not  been 
lost  to  the  full-time  ministry  of  the  Church  because  they  were  faced  with 
the  almost  insuperable  problems  of  reaching  the  goal  after  having  acquired 
family  obligations  and  responsibilities.  We  are  not  interested  in  making 
the  perpetual  diaconate  or  the  priesthood  an  easy  undertaking,  but  neither 
are  we  wanting  to  see  unsurmountable  difficulties  placed  in  the  way  of 
those  who  seek  such  orders  in  accordance  with  the  canons.

As  mentioned  above,  your  committee  does  not  know,  nor  indeed  does 
anyone  know  how  many  there  might  be  who  would  seek  ordination  to  the 
perpetual  diaconate.  Neither  do  we  know  how  many  men  over  32  might 
seek  to  study  for  the  priesthood  if  a  diocesan  facility  might  be  available 
to  assist  them.  We  feel  that  our  Diocese  has  been  very  generous  in  its 
assistance  to  their  postulants  and  candidates.  Although  not  a  model,  she 
has  been  far  more  liberal  than  many  of  our  sister  dioceses. 

This  whole  subject  of  a  Diocesan  Training  Center  for  Holy  Orders 
could  be  the  main  topic  of  a  special  conference  possibly  sponsored  by  the 
Murdoch  Memorial  Society.  The  Director  of  training  of  the  Michigan 
School  of  Theology  might  be  invited  to  come  and  present  their  plan  in 
detail. 

As  a  result  your  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  a  Training  facility  be  established  at  the  Diocesan  Center,  at 
which  short  courses  can  be  conducted  for  Lav  Readers  as  mentioned 
above.  This  might  include  the  use  of  professors  of  our  seminaries  who 
would  conduct  one  or  two  day  sessions  for  in-service  training  similar  to 
that  found  so  useful  to  employees  of  business  agencies. 

2.  We  also  recommend  that  a  course  of  study  be  developed  by  the 
Training  Center  for  the  preparation  of  laymen  for  the  Perpetual  Diaconate 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains. 

We  recommend  that  the  investigation  of  the  Training  Center  be 
continued  with  an  ultimate  goal  of  an  institution  similar  to  that  now 
operated  by  the  Diocese  of  Michigan.

REPORT  OF 
THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 

Your  committee  appointed  to  receive  the  address  of  the  Bishop  submits 
the  following  report: 

1 )    Bishop  Coadjutor-elect  Fraser. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  Bishop's  expression  of  satisfaction  at  the 
election  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Augustus  Fraser,  Jr.,  to  the  Episcopacy 
in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  We  feel  that  the  progress  of  this 
diocese  in  missionary  extension  and  college  work  will  be  assured  under 
his  aggressive  and  competent  leadership. 
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2)  Alston  Bequest. 

We  note  with  gratification  the  bequest  of  Dr.  Louis  W.  and  Mrs. 
Charlotte  N.  Alston,  the  income  of  which  is  specified  for  theological 
education,  college  work,  and  clergy  salary  increments.  We  suggest 
that  the  Executive  Council  take  adequate  precautions  to  ensure  that 
these  funds  be  employed  as  a  supplement  to  those  presently  allocated 
to  these  purposes,  rather  than  as  a  replacement,  so  that  enlargement 
of  our  operations  will  be  assured,  rather  than  that  they  be  simply 
maintained  at  present  levels. 

3)  Numerical  growth  of  the  Diocese. 

We  note  the  inspiring  report  of  the  continued  growth  of  the 
communicant  strength  of  our  diocese.  May  we  suggest,  however,  that 
more  statistical  evidence  be  made  available  so  that  we  may  in  future 
be  made  aware  of  growth  both  as  to  communicant  members  and  trans- 
fers. It  is  the  hope  of  this  committee  that  the  conferences  announced 
for  the  fall  by  the  Department  of  Promotion  will  be  the  means  by 
which  this  additional  information  can  be  made  available. 

4)  The  Charlotte  Plan. 

This  committee  heard  with  great  pleasure  of  the  leadership  in  mis- 
sionary strategy  and  action  taken  by  the  churches  of  Charlotte  through 
the  inter-parochial  council  and  through  regular  budgeted  support  for 
local  missions.  We  suggest  that  the  Department  of  Missions  of  the 
Executive  Council  encourage  the  formation  of  such  inter-parochial 
councils  where  practical,  in  order  to  follow  the  lead  of  Charlotte  in 
providing  ways  to  meet  local  missionary  needs. 

This  committee  feels  further  that  the  budget  plan  adopted  in  Char- 
lotte of  allocating  3%  of  current  expenses  to  local  missionary  needs 
is  worthy  of  use  on  a  diocesan  scale,  particularly  in  view  of  the  need 
for  such  funds  to  meet  diocesan  missionary  opportunities  that  may 
not  be  near  large  centers  of  population.  We  see  several  possibilities; 
such  as,  in  some  situations  half  of  this  3%  might  be  used  locally, 
and  half  on  the  diocesan  level;  and  in  other  situations,  the  full  3% 
might  be  used  on  the  diocesan  level. 

Therefore,  we  make  the  following  motion: 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Executive  Council  investigate  the  application 
of  the  Charlotte  Plan  budget  provisions  to  wider  use  in  the  diocese, 
and  that  the  Executive  Council  bring  to  the  145th  Convention 
practical  suggestions  for  the  procurement  of  funds  for  advance  mis- 
sionary work. 

5 )  Home  for  the  Ageing. 

It  would  appear  that  the  plans  for  this  important  project  have  pro- 
gressed to  a  point  where  definite  action  should  be  taken,  and  we  would 
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urge  that  this  convention  take  note  of  our  Bishop's  repeated  endorse- 
ment and  his  considered  belief  that  these  plans  be  brought  to  a  happy 
fruition.  The  generous  gifts  and  grants  already  received  give  this 
project  the  impetus  needed  to  ensure  success.  We  urge  this  diocesan 
convention  to  provide  the  necessary  authorization  to  bring  this  project 
to  a  successful  conclusion. 

6)  Companion  Diocese  Project. 

This  committee  is  grateful  to  hear  of  the  work  clone  by  Mrs.  James 
Godfrev,  the  Rev.  Floyd  Finch,  and  Mr.  Lenoir  Shook,  who,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Executive  Council,  are  bringing  to  the  attention 
of  the  diocese  the  possibility  of  acting  on  missionary  work  outside 
this  diocese  through  such  programs  as  the  "Companion  Diocese 
Project."  We  note  further  that  this  diocese  has  an  enviable  record 
of  supporting  the  foreign  missionary  work  of  the  Church  through  its 
annual  budget,  although  this  support  has  tended  to  be  de-personalized. 
We  further  understand  that  the  idea  of  the  "Companion  Diocese 
Project"  is  receiving  overwhelming  support.  In  order  that  our  diocese 
may  move  forward  in  this  area,  we  make  the  following  two  motions: 

Be  it  resolved,  that  a  division  within  the  Department  of  Missions 
of  the  Executive  Council  be  established  with  the  responsibility  of 
assisting  the  parishes  and  missions  of  this  diocese  to  share  more  per- 
sonally in  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church  outside  this  diocese, 
and  especially  in  foreign  fields. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  this  convention  empower  the  Executive 
Council  to  enter  a  companion  diocese  relationship  when  and  if  the 
Council  feels  that  the  project  has  become  feasible  and  the  details  have 
been  worked  out. 

7)  Vade  Mecum. 

We  note  with  interest  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Council  in 
regard  to  the  camp  at  Vade  Mecum.  We  of  this  committee  feel  that 
the  policy  adopted  reflects  the  spirit  of  our  late  Bishop's  statement 
approved  by  the  1956  convention,  providing  for  a  gradual  and  volun- 
tary movement. 

8)  Conclusion  and  Summary. 

In  conclusion,  we  commend  the  spiritual  vision  reflected  in  this 
address.  Two  undertakings  of  extremely  momentous  significance  for 
the  missionary  expansion  of  the  Church  are  here  proposed  by  our 
Bishop:  the  Charlotte  plan  to  promote  church  extension  on  the  local 
community  level  and  the  Companion  Diocese  Project  to  stimulate 
concern  for  overseas  missions. 

In  a  diocese  with  an  already  outstanding  reputation  for  missionary 
awareness,   implementation  of  these  two   proposals  will   mark  North 
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Carolina  as  foremost  in  the  Episcopal  Church  in  enlightened  mission- 
ary expansion.  We  give  thanks  for  the  strong  leadership  which  Bishop 
Baker  has  exhibited  in  this  address.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH  REPORT 

Your  committee  has  studied  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church  and  after  careful  consideration  would  like  to  make  a  few 
comments  about  the  report. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  continuing  growth  of  the  diocese  evidenced 
by  the  creation  of  new  missions  and  parishes  at  each  convention.  We  do 
not  have  sufficient  statistical  data  to  make  concrete  comparisons  on  other 
phases  of  growth  indicated  in  the  report. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  new  editorial  policies  of  the  North  Carolina 
Churchman  and  we  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  Executive  Council 
continue  to  study  this  important  area  of  our  work.  We  belive  that,  if 
and  when  the  additional  funds  can  be  allotted,  additional  employees  with 
newspaper  experience  might  be  secured  with  resultant  benefit  to  the  paper 
and  the  diocese. 

The  section  of  the  report  referring  to  Negro  work  in  the  diocese 
appears  to  this  committee  to  be  too  general.  Paragraph  seven  on  page  two 
is  vague.  Does  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  propose  to  the 
Committee  on  Racial  Subjects  that  it  take  under  consideration  the  needs 
of  Negro  parishes  and  missions,  recruiting  for  the  ministry,  the  support 
of  hospitals  for  Negroes  and  other  problems.  We  believe  if  such  a  study 
is  necessary  it  should  be  authorized  by  the  Executive  Council  and  either  the 
present  committee  or  any  special  committee  appointed  be  given  adequate 
funds  to  make  such  a  study  meaningful. 

We  do  not  agree  that  the  Episcopal  Church  is  lacking  in  evangelism. 
We  think  that  there  are  many  aspects  of  the  evangelistic  spirit  being 
demonstrated  over  our  diocese.  The  rapid  growth  of  our  new  parishes  and 
missions,  and  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  confirmed  are 
evidences  of  this  movement.  We  believe  further  that  many  of  the  organi- 
zations of  the  diocese  are  actively  engaged  in  movements  to  bring  the 
unchurched  into  the  life  of  the  church.  Parish  Life  Conferences  have  been 
helpful  to  many  people,  but  where  these  have  not  been  supported  possibly 
other  effective  means  of  mission  activity  have  been  used.  To  name  a  few 
we  use  study  groups,  prayer  groups,  work  with  the  shut-ins  and  hospital 
patients,  and  work  with  people  confined  to  penal  institutions. 
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The  subject  of  the  Church's  Program  and  the  quota  system  always 
brings  differences  of  opinion.  We  think  it  should  always  be  under  review. 
The  officers  of  the  diocese  have  tried  to  make  the  quotas  equitable.  They 
have,  however,  been  faced  with  difficulties  when  some  parishes  and  missions 
year  by  year  refuse  to  accept  their  quotas.  Others  accept  and  do  not  pay 
in  full.  When  quotas  increase  the  increase  is  usually  the  result  of  larger 
diocesan  budgets  and  greater  growth  in  the  parish  or  mission  receiving  the 
larger  quota.  We  recommend  to  the  Bishop  that  a  committee  made  up  of 
clergy  and  laymen  with  experience  in  this  field  be  appointed  to  study  the 
whole  question. 

We  do  not  think  the  time  has  come  for  a  department  of  urban  work. 
With  few  exceptions  our  downtown  churches  appear  to  be  in  a  healthy 
condition.  However,  we  are  sure  the  Executive  Council  will  keep  this  matter 
under  close  study  and  will  recommend  a  change  if  the  need  exists. 

The  need  for  hospital  chaplains  is  unknown  to  us.  Wc  think  it  might 
be  better  if  the  patient  can  be  under  the  care  of  his  own  rector  wherever 
possible.  It  is  possible  that  in  the  future  a  chaplain  will  be  needed  for 
the  Duke  and  Chapel  Hill  hospitals  if  they  continue  to  receive  many  people 
from  a  very  wide  area  of  the  country  and  cannot  be  cared  for  by  local  clergy. 

We  don't  think  the  prefabricated  building  is  a  very  practical  one  for 
the  missions.  However,  our  knowledge  of  this  area  of  the  Church's  work 
is  very  limited.  The  suggestion  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be 
directed  to  turn  over  surpluses  to  the  mission  department  for  this  purpose 
should  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Council.  The  only  surpluses  available 
result  from  lapsed  balances  and  the  Council  alreadv  has  the  power  to 
dispose  of  such  funds.

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

(Revised  according  to  the  instructions  of  the  Convention) 

The  findings  of  this  Committee  can  be  stated  quite  simply:  The  State 
of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  very  good  indeed.  As 
the  response  to  Bishop  Baker's  leadership,  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
remarkable  activity,  and  of  growth  that  has  been  spiritual  as  well  as  physical. 

This  growth  is  reflected  in  statistics.  Three  congregations  arc  planning 
to  apply  for  the  status  of  organized  missions  at  the  Convention:  St.  Christo- 
pher's Church,  Garner,  All  Saints'  Church,  Sedgefield,  and  St.  Christopher's 
Church,  Charlotte.  Application  from  one  mission  requesting  parish  status 
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has  been  received  by  the  Committee  on  New  Parishes:  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Durham. 

The  other  statistics  are  equally  encouraging.  Our  communicant  strength 
this  year  has  increased  by  4.79%,  as  compared  to  3.95%  last  year.  Baptized 
persons  have  increased  by  4.94%,  and  Church  School  enrollment  by  5.37%. 
Total  receipts  from  all  sources  decreased  by  .05%,  although  the  indebtedness 
increased  by  .06%.  Seventy  churches  have  shown  an  increase  in  communi- 
cants, fifteen  remain  the  same,  and  thirty-seven  show  a  loss.  Five  churches 
did  not  report. 

These  figures  are  very  encouraging,  and  they  reflect  growth  that  is  in 
line  with,  and  often  surpassing,  that  of  previous  years.  They  do  not,  however, 
give  the  entire  picture.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church  that  our  Diocese  has  had  a  splendid  year.  It  would  be  impractical 
to  list  the  many  important  events  of  the  year  past  that  have  added  to  the 
good  state  of  the  Church.  We  must,  however,  mention  several  occasions 
that  we  feel  are  indicative  of  the  year's  progress. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  for  the  Conference 
on  the  Ministry,  and  we  urge  the  Convention  to  authorize  the  continuation 
of  it.  We  join  the  Society  in  urging  greater  stress  on  the  entire  field  of 
Christian  vocation  in  all  the  churches. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Evangelism, 
especially  in  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  booklet  of  Advent 
readings.  It  is  hoped  that  more  material  of  this  sort  will  be  made  available. 

The  Laymen's  Association,  working  with  the  Department  of  Christian 
Education,  has  conducted  a  series  of  noteworthy  Family  Conferences. 

The  new  editorial  policies  of  the  North  Carolina  Churchman  deserve 
special  commendation,  in  their  effort  to  make  this  a  more  effective  organ 
in  the  education  and  communication  of  the  Diocese. 

Finally,  we  all  welcome  with  joy  our  Bishop  Coadjutor,  pledging  to 
him  the  undivided  loyalty  and  allegiance  of  the  Diocese. 

It  has  been  a  good  year.  However,  there  are  certain  matters  that  have 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Committee  that  we  feel  deserve 
special  consideration. 

NEGRO  WORK  IN  THE  DIOCESE 

In  evaluating  the  critical  area  of  Negro  work  in  the  Diocese,  the 
Committee  finds  evidence  to  support  little  other  than  a  growing  cause 
for  concern.  Inadequacies  in  this  area  of  need  have  been  called  to  the 
attention  of  Diocesan  Conventions  repeatedly  by  previous  Committees  of 
the  State  of  the  Church.  And  while  some  encouraging  response  has  been 
evident,  thus  far  the  total  impact  of  this  response  has  been,  at  best, 
minimal. 
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Detailed  analysis  of  statistics  illustrating  the  numerous  deficiencies  in 
this  area  has  tended,  for  one  reason  or  another,  to  be  ineffective  in  drama- 
tizing the  urgency  of  the  needs.  For  this  reason,  the  Committee  has  chosen 
not  to  include  them  in  the  report,  but  rather  to  summarize  the  critical 
nature  of  the  problem  by  suggesting  that  the  year  completed  finds  the 
position  of  the  Diocese  improved  in  relatively  few  instances  in  our  work 
with  the  Negro,  while  problems  have  continued  to  expand  in  arithmetical 
progression. 

Indeed,  the  position  of  this  Diocese  as  regards  the  shortage  of  Negro 
clergy,  inadequate  recruitment  resources  for  our  seminaries,  unfilled  Negro 
college  chaplaincies,  inadequate  support  of  Negro  hospitals,  the  pressing 
problems  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  and  unmet  needs  of  the  Negro  in 
community  and  social  relations,  can  be  described  as  far  less  than  satis- 
factory. 

The  Committee  notes  with  encouragement  and  pleasure  those  areas 
in  which  purposeful  activity  has  taken  place:  the  valuable  addition  of  a  full- 
time  minister  at  St.  Ambrose  Parish  in  Raleigh  (progress  there  is  already 
being  noted);  the  continuing  high  quality  of  the  work  of  the  two  chaplains 
in  Negro  colleges  in  the  Diocese;  the  helpful  contributions  which  several  of 
the  clergy  are  making  to  Negro  parishes  despite  heavy  schedules  of  their 
own;  and  the  effective  effort  of  at  least  two  parishes  in  the  area  of  Negro 
community  relations. 

Despite  this  progress,  the  unfilled  needs  present  an  unattractive 
perspective  for  the  observer  of  Diocesan  activity.  The  challenge  continues 
unmet. 

That  this  is  so  concerns  this  Committee,  as  it  has  its  predecessors. 
The  Diocese  was  reminded,  at  a  recent  Convention,  of  the  unique  lay 
leadership  resources  with  which  it  is  endowed.  Thoughtful  and  imaginative 
leadership  in  the  development  of  sound  Diocesan  programs  is  evident  in 
abundance  in  the  rich  tradition  of  our  Diocesan  history.  The  fact  that 
it  has  not  been  effectively  motivated  and  brought  to  focus  sharply  in  this 
area  remains  difficult  to  explain,  much  less  to  justify. 

The  Committee  prayerfully  calls  to  the  attention  of  the  clergy  and 
laity  the  need  for  purposeful  action.  Having  been  reminded  of  the  existence 
of  a  Committee  on  Racial  Subjects,  the  Comittee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  proposes  that  as  a  first  step  the  work  of  this  Committee  be 
expanded  by  this  Convention  to  cover  these  problems,  that  it  be  charged 
again  by  the  Convention  with  the  responsibility  of  confronting  this  chal- 
lenge, considering  those  resources  available  for  purposeful  attention  to  these 
continuing  deficiencies,  and  propose  to  the  Executive  Council  at  an  early 
date  such  recommendations  as  are  practicable  for  implementation,  finally 
bringing  a  report  to  the  1961  Diocesan  Convention. 

Finally,  the  Committee  looks  forward  to  the  day  when  it  will  no 
longer  be  necessary  to  include  in  such  reports  a  saparate  section  on  Negro 
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work.  As  long  as  there  is  any  group  or  segment  of  people  within  the  Diocese 
to  whom  we  do  not  witness  effectively,  we  stand  judged  by  the  Love  of 
Christ. 

EVANGELISM 

Episcopalians  seem  generally  to  be  proud  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
and  yet  there  is  a  notable  lack  of  evangelism  on  the  part  of  most  Church- 
men. As  compared  with  evangelical  Christians  of  other  traditions,  we  often 
seem  characterized  as  "those  who  stand  and  wait."  Although  this  generali- 
zation has  encouraging  exceptions,  they  seem  too  few  and  far  between. 
Why  this  reticence  to  show  our  concern  for  the  unchurched  person?  Are 
there  unrecognized  theological,  liturgical  or  psychological  stumbling  blocks 
in  our  position?  Assuming  that  we  are  not  ashamed  of  our  Christian  faith 
and  heritage,  what  restrains  us  from  a  more  active  evangelistic  role? 

We  ask  that  the  Convention  set  up  a  study  committee  within  the 
Committee  on  Evangelism,  to  inquire  thoroughly  into  these  questions  and 
presuppositions.  It  is  our  hope  that  such  a  group  might  also  be  able  to 
discover  problems  that  both  clergy  and  lay  people  in  the  Diocese  encounter 
within  themselves,  the  church,  and  the  community  in  this  regard,  and  that 
suggestions  be  made  as  to  who  is  to  meet  and  deal  with  these  problems. 

If  this  suggested  study  indicates  a  real  need  and  potential,  we  com- 
mend to  this  committee  two  resources  already  established  by  precedent: 
1)  preaching  missions  on  some  central  theme  to  be  held  throughout  the 
Diocese,  and  2)  future  Services  of  Witness. 

Opportunities  available:  We  are  concerned  over  the  lack  of  response 
in  some  areas  of  the  Diocese  to  opportunities  offered  by  and  through  the 
Department  of  Christian  Education.  In  those  areas  where  there  has  been 
local  support  in  response  to  such  opportunities  as  preaching  and  teaching 
missions,  camps,  and  conferences,  the  enthusiasm  engendered  has  usually 
led  to  greater  demand.  For  example,  last  year,  after  holding  one  Parish 
Life  Conference  in  the  Charlotte  Clericus,  there  were  requests  for  two 
additional  such  conferences.  This  situation  is  in  sharp  contrast  to  areas 
where  scheduled  conferences  had  to  be  cancelled  because  of  lack  of  support 
and  response. 

All  too  often,  through  a  mild  dose  of  Christianity,  we  become  immune 
to  the  real  thing.  Unfortunately,  it  is  quite  possible  to  participate  super- 
ficially in  a  few  activities  of  a  parish  or  mission  without  gaining  real 
Christian  understanding  of  our  lives  and  actions.  Sometimes  an  unusual 
encounter  is  necessary  if  there  is  to  be  a  breakthrough  that  will  make 
deeper  commitment  possible.  Such  encounters  are  sometimes  more  likely 
to  occur  in  such  out  of  the  ordinary  experiences  as  are  made  available  in 
these  conferences,  camps,  and  missions. 

We  commend  the  work  of  the  Division  of  Parish  Life  Conferences 
and  Missions  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  in  training  and 
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furnishing  leadership  personnel  for  these  unusual  opportunities.  We  are 
encouraged  by  the  good  initial  response  to  the  Family  Life  Conferences. 
We  ask  that  the  Convention  urge  the  clergy  and  lay  leaders  in  the  Diocese 
to  encourage  participation  in  these  opportunities  for  a  deeper  Christian 
faith  and  life. 

THE  CHURCH'S  PROGRAM  QUOTA 

Few  aspects  of  the  Church's  life  in  this  Diocese  are  so  widely  criticized 
as  the  assignment  of  quotas.  This  Committee  felt  compelled  to  look  into 
the  numerous  requests  that  "something  be  done  about  it."  The  investi- 
gation of  this  Committee  reveals  that  the  system  now  used  by  this  Diocese 
is  neither  so  unfair  as  some  would  say,  nor  so  just  as  others  have  told  us. 
It  would  seem  that  there  are  cases  in  which  the  larger  parishes  are  paying 
less  per  communicant  than  the  smaller  parishes  and  missions — that  there 
are  instances  where  the  churches  that  can  least  afford  it  are  being  asked 
to  pay  at  the  highest  rate. 

For  example,  one  unorganized  mission  with  five  communicants  was 
assigned  a  quota  that  amounted  to  $27.14  per  communicant,  while  one  of 
the  largest  parishes  in  the  Diocese  paid  $15.21  per  communicant  for  its 
quota.  This  situation  is  rare,  however,  and  this  Committee  found  fewer 
cases  than  we  had  been  led  to  expect.  Every  effort  seems  to  have  been 
made  to  keep  the  system  as  fair  as  possible,  and  we  are  grateful  for  this. 
In  spite  of  these  efforts,  however,  the  smaller  parishes  and  the  unorganized 
missions  are,  on  the  whole,  paying  more  per  capita  than  either  the  organ- 
ized missions  or  the  larger  parishes.  This  does  not  seem  altogether  fair. 

There  are  several  unfortunate  results  of  this  system  that  are  obvious. 
One  is  that  some  of  the  churches  simply  will  not  accept  the  quotas  assigned 
to  them.  This  year  there  are  twenty-three  churches  which  refused  to  accept 
their  quotas.  And  while  some  may  have  had  good  reason  for  doing  this, 
we  will  fall  $12,000  short  on  the  Church's  Program  budget  because  of  it. 
This  figure  will  probably  become  still  larger  before  the  year  is  over,  for 
there  are  more  than  twenty  churches  in  the  Diocese  that  habitually  do  not 
fulfill  their  pledges. 

A  second  consequence  of  the  quota  system  is  that  some  churches 
turn  in  reports  that  do  not  reflect  accurately  their  finances.  A  separate, 
and  smaller,  budget  is  set  up  for  Diocesan  reports,  one  that  will  keep 
the  quota  and  assessment  low  at  all  costs. 

A  third  result  of  the  system  is  that  a  few  congregations  are  even  hesitant 
to  go  forward,  to  take  such  steps  as  applying  for  parish  status,  because  of  it. 
After  incurring  a  heavy  debt  to  become  organized  and  to  erect  a  building, 
they  do  not  feel  that  they  would  be  able  to  bear  the  extra  expense  that 
a  heavier  assessment  and  quota  would  bring. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  Diocese  must  face  the  fact  that 
this  system  is  not  always  fair,  and  that  it  is  highly  unpopular.  In  this  way 
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it  is  detrimental  to  the  state  of  the  Church.  There  is  a  strong  feeling 
that  there  should  be  a  change.  Several  proposals  have  been  made  to  this 
Committee  for  a  more  equitable  system. 

At  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Missions,  a  committee  has  been 
appointed  to  look  into  the  possibilities  of  doing  away  with  quotas  alto- 
gether, and  of  encouraging  the  congregations  to  give  as  stewards,  in  thanks- 
giving to  God,  rather  than  in  fulfillment  of  a  quota.  This,  after  all,  is  the 
way  many  of  our  congregations  are  approaching  their  Every  Member  Can- 
vasses. Several  Dioceses  have  tried  it,  and  with  notable  success. 

Since  this  is  now  under  consideration,  we  ask  for  no  Convention 
action.  We  do,  however,  commend  the  Department  of  Missions  for  its 
far-sightedness  in  presenting  this  new  and  bold  plan,  and  we  hope  that 
the  Convention  will  give  it  serious  consideration  whenever  it  is  presented. 

COLLEGE  WORK 

In  the  area  of  college  work  the  Committee  observes  with  pleasure 
the  continuing  growth  of  our  collegiate  programs.  Deficiencies  in  personnel 
continue  to  minimize  the  total  effectiveness  of  the  activity,  particularly 
on  the  campuses  of  our  Negro  institutions.  However,  the  Diocese  may 
be  pardoned  a  deep  sense  of  pride  in  the  outstanding  qualities  and  dedi- 
cated service  evidenced  by  those  student  chaplains  now  resident  in  this 
Diocese.  The  impact  of  their  combined  efforts,  under  disproportionately 
large  handicaps,  is  most  gratifying. 

The  Committee  is  at  the  same  time  concerned,  not  only  with  the  staff 
inadequacies,  but  with  the  apparent  lack  of  sensitivity  of  a  large  number 
of  communicants  within  the  Diocese  to  the  critical  importance  of  this 
particular  area  of  missionary  work.  The  Department  of  College  Work  is 
attempting  to  correct  the  deficiencies  of  communication  so  that  a  broader 
understanding  of  the  relevance  of  college  work  may  be  attained.  However, 
a  concerted  effort  on  the  part  of  the  ministry  and  laity  will  be  necessary 
to  bring  this  to  fruition. 

We  strongly  urge  that  the  Convention  strengthen  the  Diocesan  finan- 
cial support  to  the  Department  of  College  Work  and  its  requests  for  staff 
and  program  expansion  and  we  commend  the  Department  for  the  vigor 
of  its  new  program  to  create  more  general  awareness  of  the  vital  nature 
of  the  work  for  which  it  has  responsibility. 

URBAN    WORK 

The  post-war  years  have  been  marked  by  a  nation-wide  movement  to 
the  suburbs.  Few  Southern  Dioceses  have  been  so  deeply  affected  by  this 
as  has  our  own.  Nearly  all  of  the  missions  opened  in  this  Diocese  during 
the  past  ten  years  have  been  in  the  suburbs  of  such  cities  as  Rocky  Mount, 
Raleigh,  Durham,  Greensboro,  and  Charlotte.  This  is  good,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  more  and  more  of  the  parishes  will  realize  the  missionary  challenge 
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that  confronts  them.  We  as  a  Diocese  should  look  with  pride  upon  such 
work  as  that  done  by  the  Charlotte  churches,  for  example.  We  need  very 
much  this  sort  of  planning  and  placement  of  new  churches  on  a  Diocesan 
level. 

We  must  realize,  however,  that  whenever  such  a  mission  opens,  a 
downtown  parish  suffers.  In  some  Dioceses  the  problem  has  become  acute. 
Some  city  parishes  have  been  left  in  a  precarious  position.  There  is  a  min- 
istry to  the  city  as  well  as  to  the  suburbs.  But  the  shift  from  being  a 
prestige  church  to  taking  on  the  care  of  the  souls  who  remain  in  a  city 
is  never  an  easy  one.  A  number  of  great  parishes  are  suffering  because  of  it. 

The  problem  is  not  acute  at  present  in  this  Diocese.  The  parishes  that 
have  been  afraid  to  allow  new  missions  to  be  formed  in  their  communities 
are  finding  their  fears  ungrounded.  The  established  parishes  are  more  and 
more  finding  their  own  work  strengthened  and  enriched  through  a  healthy 
and  forward-looking  missionary  policy.  We  believe  that  in  most  cases  such 
missionary  work  will  continue  to  benefit  the  established  parishes  of  this 
Diocese. 

There  are,  however,  several  situations  where  it  is  obvious  that  a  prob- 
lem will  develop  during  the  next  five  years.  Only  the  blind  do  not  realize 
it.  Rather  than  waiting  indifferently  for  a  crisis  to  come,  this  Committee 
would  like  to  see  steps  taken  to  prepare  for  this  inevitable  change  that  will 
confront  the  urban  church. 

We  would  urge,  therefore,  that  this  Convention  create  a  Department 
of  the  Executive  Council  on  Urban  Work,  which  would  study  the  problem 
as  it  has  been  faced  in  other  Dioceses,  and  which  would  study  our  own 
Diocese,  to  locate  those  points  where  this  problem  is  arising,  so  that  they 
will  be  readv  to  make  specific  suggestions  where  needed,  before  it  is  too 
late. 

HOSPITAL  CHAPLAINCIES 

W^ork  done  in  recent  years  in  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital, 
and  other  institutions,  has  demonstrated  the  value  of  having  chaplains 
attached  to  hospitals.  Many  communities  are  setting  up  interdenominational 
volunteer  chaplaincies  among  the  local  ministers  as  a  step  towards  meeting 
this  need.  In  the  case  of  the  major  hospitals  of  the  state,  however,  it  is 
often  more  than  a  parish  priest  can  do,  to  track  down  all  of  the  patients 
who  are  Episcopalians,  many  of  whom  are  from  out  of  town,  and  to  minis- 
ter to  them  and  their  families. 

The  only  solution  we  can  see  to  this  is  for  the  Diocese  to  place  full- 
time  chaplains  in  each  of  the  major  hospitals  of  our  Diocese,  or  at  least 
in  each  area  where  there  are  several  large  hospitals,  such  as  the  Durham- 
ChaDel  Hill  area.  We  request  of  this  Convention  that  it  set  up  the 
machinery  for  doing  this. 

This  would  not  only  help  the  local  clergy,  but  it  would  also  make 
possible  a  ministry  to  the  unchurched  in  these  institutions.  Certainlv  there 
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is  a  great  missionary  opportunity  in  such  a  crisis  situation,  and  one  that 
needs  to  be  utilized. 


MISSION  WORK 

We  do  not  feel  that  this  is  the  time  for  commenting  upon  the  work 
of  the  Department  of  Missions.  The  Diocese  watches  with  interest  and 
anticipation  as  our  missionary  policy  is  developed  and  strengthened  by  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor. 

One  suggestion  has  come  to  us,  however,  of  which  we  would  like  to 
make  note.  It  is  our  understanding  that  there  are  pre-fabricated  church 
buildings  available  which  can  be  disassembled  and  moved.  We  feel  that,  if 
the  Diocese  owned  several  such  buildings,  or  had  them  constructed,  one 
of  the  greatest  problems  of  the  new  missions  would  be  lessened.  A  mission 
simply  cannot  attract  new  members,  and  it  can  hardly  sustain  the  enthu- 
siasm of  its  own  members,  without  a  building  of  its  own.  This  need  for  a 
building  often  has  the  result  either  of  forcing  the  mission  to  throw  up  an 
inadequate  building  that  only  wastes  its  resources,  or  else  of  going  too 
deeply  in  debt. 

Recent  issues  of  Forth  and  The  Living  Church  have  carried  articles 
describing  the  use  of  such  buildings  in  Western  Massachusetts.  Moreover, 
other  denominations  in  this  state  have  used  temporary  buildings  with 
remarkable  effectiveness.  We  need  only  to  think  of  those  missions  that 
have  met  for  years  in  schools  and  store  buildings,  while  trying  to  raise 
money  enough  for  a  building,  to  realize  the  effect  it  could  have  in  this 
Diocese.  Five  such  movable  buildings  could  radically  change  our  entire 
mission  program.  It  would  provide  new  congregations  with  a  temporary 
structure  of  their  own,  on  their  own  land,  and  it  would  give  them  both 
incentive  to  build  and  time  to  plan. 

We  would  suggest  that  such  a  pre-fabricated  building  be  loaned  to 
a  congregation  for  a  period  of  five  years.  It  would  be  erected  on  the  congre- 
gation's property,  and  then  removed  at  the  end  of  the  allotted  time,  to  be 
made  available  to  another  mission.  During  those  five  years,  plans  for  an 
adequate  building  can  be  drawn  up,  money  raised,  and  the  building  itself 
constructed. 

The  demands  on  the  Convention  for  funds  are  constantly  increasing. 
Instead  of  making  a  separate  appropriation  for  this,  we  ask  that  this  Con- 
vention instruct  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  set  aside  the  surplus  left 
at  the  end  of  the  year  from  the  budget  of  the  Department  of  Missions, 
that  money  set  aside  for  missions  be  used  for  mission  work;  and  we  ask 
that  this  Department  be  given  that  money  as  a  fund  for  purchasing  or 
having  made  such  buildings. 

Since  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  will  be  Bishop-in-charge  of  the  missions, 
we  also  ask  that  this  Convention   turn   this  matter  over  to  him,   that  it 
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respectfully   request   that  he  look   into   this   matter,   appointing  whatever 
committees  he  feels  necessary,  and  taking  whatever  action  he  sees  fit.

REPORT  OF 
THE  MISSIONARY  TO  THE  DEAF  FOR  1959 

In  the  World  of  the  Deaf,  the  Episcopal  Church  has  long  been  recog- 
nized as  the  one  which  has  always  been  first  in  the  field  of  the  Church 
Work  among  the  Deaf.  The  first  worship  service  for  the  deaf  in  the 
United  States  was  conducted  by  an  Episcopal  Priest.  Ours  was  the  first 
Church  to  ordain  a  deaf  man,  and  first  in  building  a  church  solely  for  the 
use  of  the  deaf.  There  are  many  other  "firsts"  that  could  be  mentioned,  and 
I  am  happy  to  tell  you  of  our  latest.  As  of  February  1,  1960,  we  have  a  full 
time  chaplain  to  the  Episcopal  Students  of  Gallaudet  College,  the  only 
college  for  the  deaf  in  the  world.  He  is  the  only  full  time  chaplain  there  of 
any  denomination. 

Ten  of  the  sixteen  priests  of  our  Church  now  working  with  the  deaf 
are  graduates  of  Gallaudet.  It  is  the  best  possible  source  of  future  clergy 
for  this  missionary  work.  As  in  any  college,  there  are  many  unchurched 
students,  and  it  is  our  hope  to  reach  them,  as  well  as  to  present  the  chal- 
lenge of  our  ministry.  Regular  services  are  being  held  on  the  campus,  and 
the  many  calls  upon  the  chaplain  by  both  students  and  faculty  have  already 
proven  the  need  for  this  position. 

The  work  among  the  deaf  of  our  Church  in  the  United  States  has 
recently  become  a  cooperating  agency  of  the  Home  Department  of  our 
National  Council.  This  has  given  stability  to  this  work  through  central- 
ization of  direction  and  is  making  available  all  the  resources  of  the  National 
Council.  The  outlook  is  very  bright  for  our  Church  to  spread  into  many 
areas  where  services  are  not  now  conducted. 

In  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  regular  services  are  held  in  Durham, 
Burlington,  Greensboro,  Winston-Salem,  Statesville,  and  Charlotte.  During 
the  school  year  monthly  services  are  held  at  the  North  Carolina  School 
for  the  Deaf  in  Morganton. 

For  the  year  1959,  there  were  120  Church  Services  conducted, 
attended  by  about  5,000  adults  and  students.  There  were  33  Celebrations 
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of  the  Holy  Comunion,  70  services  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,   1 
Baptism,  5  weddings,  2  funerals,  and  9  Chapel  services. 

I  wish  to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  deaf  of  the  Diocese  to  every- 
one who  has  helped  to  make  these  services  possible.  May  I  add  my  personal 
thanks  for  your  support  and  prayers.

REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  LAYMEN 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  activity  for  the  Episcopal 
Laymen,  a  summary  of  which  follows: 

From  May  15th  to  17th,  H.  G.  Nicholson,  of  Raleigh,  and  Don 
Blanton,  of  Lexington,  attended  the  Laymen's  Training  Course,  at  Clem- 
son,  South  Carolina,  receiving  intensive  instruction  on  the  subject  of 
Christian  Family  Life.  As  a  result,  these  two  laymen,  together  with  selected 
other  laymen  and  clergymen,  have  presented  this  course  at  a  substantial 
number  of  parishes  throughout  the  Diocese  during  the  past  winter  and 
spring. 

From  June  12th  to  14th,  the  annual  Laymen's  Summer  Conference 
was  held  at  Vade  Mecum,  with  70  laymen  in  attendance.  The  Rt.  Rev. 
George  M.  Murray,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  led  the 
conference  on  the  subject  of  "The  Full-Time  Christian  in  the  Modern 
World."  The  sum  of  $2,800.00  which  was  received  from  two  ingatherings 
of  the  Laymen's  Thank  Offering  was  disbursed  as  follows:

At  the  Sunday  morning  service,  Bishop  Baker  installed  the  new 
officers  of  the  Episcopal  Laymen. 

On  October  4th,  the  Laymen's  Clinic  for  Every  Member  Canvass 
Chairmen  and  their  chief  assistants  was  held  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross, 
Chapel  Hill,  with  approximately  85  laymen  in  attendance.  Mr.  Robert 
D.  Jordan,  Executive  Vice  President  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Foundation, 
led  the  Clinic,  addressing  the  group  on  the  subject  of  "Christian  Steward- 
ship and  Methods  and  Techniques  of  Canvassing."  This  Clinic  was 
presented  in  cooperation  with  the  Diocesan  Department  of  Promotion. 

During  October  and  November,  representatives  of  the  Episcopal  Lay- 
men spoke  at  District  Meetings  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  at  Char- 
lotte, Greensboro  and  Raleigh. 

In  November,  several  laymen,  acting  on  their  own  initiative,  prepared 
and  mailed  throughout  the  Diocese  a  family  worship  booklet  for  use  during 
Advent.  The  Episcopal  Laymen,  in  recognition  of  this  splendid  service 
to  the  families  of  our  Diocese,  allocated  $300.00  to  help  defray  the  costs 
of  printing  and  mailing  the  booklets. 

On  March  6th,  the  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Episcopal 
Laymen  was  held  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  with  189  laymen  in 
attendance.  The  highlight  of  the  Convention  was  an  address  by  Prime 
F.  Osborn,  III,  Vice  President  and  General  Counsel  of  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  Railroad  Company.  The  following  officers  were  re-elected  for  a 
second  term:

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RADIO  -  TELEVISION 

(1)  With  the  release  of  the  C.  S.  Lewis  radio  series  on  "Love"  by 
the  Episcopal  Radio-TV  Foundation  in  Atlanta,  the  Committee  on  Radio- 
TV  worked  with  the  advice  of  the  Department  of  College  Work  in 
placing  these  programs  on  stations  in  the  Diocese  that  would  give  the 
widest  possible  coverage,  especially  on  college  campuses.  The  series  was 
carried  on  six  stations.  The  special  financing  of  these  programs  was  made 
possible  through  the  generosity  of  a  number  of  local  parish  groups.  The 
series  is  still  available  at  nominal  cost  for  radio  use,  and  it  is  available  free 
for  use  by  parish  study  groups. 

(2)  The  Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese  have  made  available  funds  that 
have  enabled  the  Commission  to  place  the  one-minute  seasonal  spot 
announcements  also  produced  by  the  Episcopal  Radio-TV  Foundation  on 
twenty  radio  stations  and  five  television  stations  throughout  the  Diocese. 

(3)  The  Committee  some  two  months  ago  was  asked  to  provide  tele- 
vision and  radio  coverage  in  the  Diocese  for  the  Consecration  Service  this 
week.  Under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Rev.  Martin  Tilson,  a  special  com- 
mittee has  worked  diligently  and  carefully  to  carry  through  on  this 
important  assignment.  You  have  already  received  a  detailed  announcement 
from  Mr.  Tilson   that  the  service  will  be  carried  live  on   two  television 
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stations  and  four  radio  stations.  Delayed  broadcasts  will  also  be  made  on  two 
other  television  and  one  other  radio  stations.  The  Rev.  Dana  F.  Kennedy, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Radio-TV  Division  of  the  National  Council,  and 
one  skilled  in  this  work,  will  narrate  and  give  the  commentary.  We  hope 
this  coverage  will  enable  every  Episcopalian  in  the  Diocese  to  share  in  this 
great  service  as  well  as  be  a  witness  of  this  Church  to  the  State  of  North 
Carolina. 

(4)  The  Episcopal  Hour  already  receives  wide  coverage  in  this  Diocese. 
However,  if  it  is  not  being  heard  in  your  community,  you  are  reminded 
that  it  is  possible  for  you  to  arrange  it. 

5.  You  are  also  reminded  of  the  many  radio  programs  that  are  available 
free  to  the  stations  in  your  area  from  our  National  Council.  Usually  a  visit 
by  vou  to  the  station  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  make  arrangements  to  carry 
one  or  more  of  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  CHURCH  MUSIC 

The  major  work  of  the  Music  Commission    this   year  has   centered 


in 


three  areas. 


( 1 )  The  three-day  Junior  Choir  Conference  at  Vade  Mecum  last 
summer  met  with  such  success  that  it  is  being  extended  to  a  full  week  this 
year.  The  program  is  planned  to  train  the  boys  and  girls  who  attend  in  the 
music  and  services  that  they  normally  share  in.  Most  benefit  is  derived  by 
those  choristers  who  are  able  to  come  with  others  from  their  own  church, 
for  they  thus  have  a  better  chance  of  taking  home  the  fruit  of  the  week's 
work.  The  Commission  therefore  urges  priests  and  vestries  to  try  to  provide 
means  of  assisting  all  Junior  Choir  members  of  their  churches  to  share  in 
this  camp  experience. 

(2)  By  extending  the  children's  conference  and  thereby  taking  up 
the  week  kindly  allotted  the  Music  Commission  at  Vade  Mecum,  the 
adult  conference  has  been  eliminated  this  year.  But  plans  are  being 
developed  for  a  liturgical  conference  next  spring  that  should  especially 
benefit  those  involved  in  church  music.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  held 
jointly  with  other  Carolina  dioceses. 

(3)  On  Friday  you  will  have  the  opportunity,  either  in  person  or 
by  television  or  radio,  to  share  in  another  effort  of  the  Commission  who 
accepted  the  responsibility  for  the  music  at  the  Consecration  Service.  The 
Commission  has  planned  all  the  music  of  the  service,  with,  of  course, 
the  Ordinary's  approval.  Forty-four  clergymen  of  the  Diocese  have  met 
in  rehearsals  with  members  of  the  Commission,  who  have  worked  earnestlv 
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to  make  this  a  fitting  offering  of  worship  and  a  memorable  occasion 
for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  We  especially  want  to  express  our 
appreciation  for  the  willing  spirit  of  the  clergymen  who  have  consented 
to  be  the  choir. 

This  represents  my  first  report  to  this  Convention,  having  last  summer 
succeeded  the  Rev.  Claude  E.  Guthrie  as  chairman  for  the  Commission. 
He  willed  to  me  as  co-operative,  energetic,  and  able  a  group  of  church 
people  as  I  have  been  privileged  to  work  with.  Most  of  the  members  of 
the  Commission  are  skilled  church  musicians;  and  we  all  stand  ready  to 
assist  any  parish  or  mission  in  the  Diocese  that  wishes  to  invite  our  help.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ARMED  FORCES 

To  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  and 
the  144th  Annual  Convention. 

The  Armed  Forces  Division  of  the  National  Council  asks  us  to  remind 
the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  the  immediate  need  for  Chaplains  in  all 
three  arms  of  our  Armed  Forces.  Men  under  34  years  old  are  asked  to 
apply  by  writing  to  the  Armed  Forces  Division.  This  Diocese  has  two 
Chaplains  at  present,  both  in  the  Air  Force.  Last  year  Episcopal  Chaplains 
baptized  1,417  persons  and  presented  840  for  Confirmation. 

Your  Committee  on  the  Armed  Forces  urges  all  parishes  and  missions 
to  keep  in  active  touch  with  their  men  in  the  Service.  It  will  mean  a  lot 
to  them  now;  and  could  easily  mean  the  difference  between  active  and 
indifferent  churchmen  when  they  return  to  parish  life. 

You  are  no  doubt  familiar  with  the  Armed  Forces  Prayer  Book  and 
the  Church  Service  Cross.  A  packet  containing  these  and  a  pamphlet  for 
servicemen  "Seek  out  the  Church"  is  prepared  by  the  National  Council, 
and  is  available  at  no  cost.  It  should  be  given  to  every  Episcopalian  in  the 
Service.  These  may  be  procured  from  the  National  Council  or  from  your 
committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  MURDOCH  MEMORIAL  SOCIETY 

The  Trustees  of  the  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Society  wish  to  make  the 
following  report  for  1959. 

The  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  made  loans  during  1959  to  the 
Theological  Students  of  the  Diocese  in  the  amount  of  $1,100. 

The  principal  activity  of  the  Society  was  to  sponsor  a  Conference  on 
the  Ministry  for  Senior  High  School  Students.  A  very  successful  conference 
was  held  at  the  Duke  Student  Center  in  Durham  with  26  young  men  in 
attendance.  The  leader  was  the  Rev.  C.  Fitzsimons  Allison,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  at  the  School  of  Theology  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South.  Those  attending  the  Conference  showed  a  great  deal  of 
interest  in  the  whole  matter  of  Christian  Vocation  which  was  so  ably 
presented  by  Dr.  Allison.  Discussions  were  lively,  and  the  Society  was  very 
much  gratified  at  the  response  that  was  made  to  this  first  Conference  on  the 
Ministry.  We  hope  very  much  that  the  Diocese  will  request  our  Society 
to  hold  a  similar  Conference  next  year. 

One  of  the  essential  points  about  the  Conference  which  we  were 
unable  to  get  across  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  was  this:  "The  Conference 
on  the  Ministry  is  not  intended  solely  for  those  who  have  expressed  an 
interest  in  studying  for  Holy  Orders.  Our  appeal  must  be  directed  to  our 
most  outstanding  young  men."  If  another  conference  is  held  this  year,  we 
do  hope  that  the  Clergy  will  encourage  the  very  best  of  their  young 
men  to  attend. 

Let  us  not  cease  our  labors  as  Clergy  and  as  laymen  to  present  the 
matter  of  Christian  Vocations  to  the  young  people  we  know.  To  stimulate 
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vocations   to   the   Sacred   Ministry   is    one   of   our   most   challenging   and 
important  tasks.

REPORT  OF  ST.  AGNES'  HOSPITAL 

On  St.  Luke's  Day,  October  18,  1896,  St.  Agnes'  Hospital,  then  a 
part  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  was  dedicated  to  the  Glory  of  God  and 
to  the  service  of  man.  For  forty-six  years  it  functioned  as  a  part  of  the 
College,  with  the  College  President  serving  also  as  the  head  of  the  Hospital. 
By  May,  1942,  it  had  become  apparent  that  the  duties  of  the  dual  positions 
were  too  much  for  one  man.  Hence,  St.  Agnes'  was  separated  from  the 
College  and  was  made  a  corporate  entity.  At  that  time  a  self-perpetuating 
Board  of  Trustees  was  appointed  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick  and 
the  land  and  existing  buildings  were  deeded  by  the  College  Board  of 
Trustees  to  St.  Agnes'  Hospital,  Inc.  There  have  been  many  changes  since 
that  St.  Luke's  Day  in  1896  both  by  the  School  and  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Now  I  must  announce  that  the  end  of  a  fine  old  institution  is  in 
sight.  With  the  opening  of  the  new  and  very  modern  Wake  County 
Memorial  Hospital  in  view,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Agnes'  Hospital 
deem  it  advisable  to  cease  receiving  patients  as  soon  as  they  can  be  cared 
for  in  the  new  operation.  This  should  be  sometime  near  the  end  of  1960. 

Our  plans  are  to  deed  the  Hospital  properties  back  to  St.  Augustine's 
College.  The  closing  of  a  hospital  is  not  done  overnight.  For  example,  the 
nursing  school  had  to  be  closed  over  a  period  of  several  years.  The  nurses' 
home  is  now  being  used  by  the  College  as  a  dormitory. 

In  ten  similar  hospitals  contributed  to  by  the  Duke  Endowment  the 
average  charity  load  is  17.7%.  With  our  56.4%  charity  load  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  operate  in  the  black.  Another  problem  in  this  last  year  of  opera- 
tion is  keeping  our  staff  adequate  to  give  the  necessary  services  and  to  help 
them  find  employment  when  St.  Agnes'  is  closed. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  indebted  to  our  faithful  medical  staff  with- 
out which  we  could,  of  course,  not  operate.  We  would  also  like  to  thank 
the  Episcopal  Church  Women  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  who  for 
years  have  furnished  linens,  blankets,  operating  room  equipment  and 
innumerable  other  items. 
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We  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  giving  this  brief  report  and  ask  your 
prayers  that  God  will  see  fit  to  let  the  staff  and  the  necessary  finances 
continue  to  the  end.

KANUGA  REPORT 

1959-60 

Kanuga  is  the  Camp  and  Conference  center,  located  near  Hender- 
sonville,  North  Carolina,  which  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  five  dioceses 
of  North  and  South  Carolina.  This  means  that  Kanuga  is  a  conference 
center  of  this  diocese,  along  with  Vade  Mecum.  Each  of  the  five  owning 
dioceses  is  represented  on  the  Board  of  Managers  by  the  Bishop  and  by 
three  members  elected  by  the  Convention. 

The  schedule  of  activities  for  this  coming  summer  is  much  the  same 
as  in  previous  summers,  with  two  or  three  exceptions.  The  Clergy  Confer- 
ence, which  has  been  run  concurrently  with  the  Adult  Conference  for  many 
years,  has  been  discontinued.  (Clergy  will  still,  of  course,  be  welcome 
at  the  Adult  Conference,  but  there  will  be  no  separate  classes  for  them.) 
There  will  be  two  sessions  of  the  Familv  Conference  this  summer,  as  last 
summer;  this  has  been  made  necessary  by  the  increasing  interest  in  this  Con- 
ference. In  June,  there  will  be  a  special  three-day  Conference,  similar  to  the 
Conference  on  the  Human  Situation  held  two  years  ago;  the  speaker  at  this 
Conference  will  be  Mr.  Will  Herberg. 

Increased  registrations  for  the  Boys'  Cub  Camp  have  led  the  Board 
to  authorize  the  construction  of  a  new  camp  site  on  Kanuga  property. 
The  old  camp  will  then  be  used  exclusively  for  girls'  camping,  and  the 
new  site  for  boys'  camps. 

The  major  concern  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year  has  been 
Kanuga's  financial  situation.  Fees  and  charges  for  the  various  camps  and 
conferences  are  set  so  that  operating  income  will  be  sufficient  to  meet 
all  operating  costs.  The  Board  does  not  expect  the  owning  dioceses  to 
subsidize  the  year-to-year  operation  of  the  Kanuga  program.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Board  feels  that  it  would  be  neither  fair  nor  wise  to  attempt 
to  make  a  profit  from  the  operation  of  the  camps  and  conferences.  The 
operating  income  includes  an  allowance  for  depreciation;  but  it  cannot 
and  should  not  be  expected  to  cover  the  cost  of  new  buildings  and 
equipment,  the  replacement  of  old  structures,  nor  the  major  jobs  of  repair 
necessary  to  catch  up  with  deferred  maintenance.  These  expenditures  must 
be  met  by  non-operating  income. 

The  current  non-operating  income  of  about  $12,000  per  year  is  coming 
primarily  from  four  sources:   diocesan  budgets,  Episcopal  Churchwomen, 
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parishes,  and  individuals.  After  a  careful  study  of  the  needs  of  Kanuga,  the 
Board  has  set  as  its  goal  for  non-operating  income  the  sum  of  $25,000  a 
year.  It  has  decided  that  it  will  endeavor  to  increase  the  funds  coming 
from  these  same  four  sources,  rather  than  conducting  a  campaign,  or 
going  outside  of  the  owning  dioceses.  On  the  basis  of  the  communicant 
strength  of  each  of  the  five  owning  dioceses,  and  of  the  number  from  each 
diocese  using  Kanuga  over  the  past  few  years,  a  fair  share  has  been  deter- 
mined for  each  diocese.  The  fair  share  of  this  $25,000  for  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  is  $7,000,  which  is  slightly  more  than  twice  as  much 
as  is  now  being  received  from  all  sources  from  this  diocese.  At  present 
there  are  few,  if  any,  parishes  in  this  diocese  which  now  include  Kanuga 
in  the  parish  budget.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Board  that  many  of  the  parishes 
and  missions  represented  here  will  consider  seriously  the  inclusion  of  Kanuga, 
according  to  your  means,  in  your  budget  for  1961. 

Given  adequate  financial  support  on  a  sound,  long-range  basis,  Kanuga 
will  increase  more  and  more  in  the  service  of  our  Lord  and  His  Church.

VADE  MECUM  REPORT 

Attached  to  this  report  is  the  annual  audit  of  the  Vade  Mecum 
account.  It  indicates  that  once  again  we  operated  in  the  black.  This  is 
possible  because  our  fees  are  supplemented  by  gifts  from  the  Episcopal 
Churchwomen,  various  parishes,  and  individuals.  Added  to  this,  of  course, 
is  the  considerable  maintenance  item  which  is  taken  care  of  in  large  measure 
by  the  Winston-Salem  Foundation.  This  obviates  the  necessity  of  the 
Diocese  paying  approximately  $3,000  per  year  for  this  purpose. 

Preliminary  sketches  have  been  prepared  for  an  all-year  building  for 
Vade  Mecum.  This  building  is  planned  so  that  Vade  Mecum  can  take 
care  of  small  conferences  throughout  the  year.  Accommodations  will  be 
provided  for  approximately  forty  people.  The  building  will  include  its  own 
meeting  place  and  dining  facilities.  The  Winston-Salem  Foundation  has 
shown  great  interest  in  our  proposal  that  such  a  building  be  provided  at 
Vade  Mecum.  Towards  the  erection  of  this  building  they  have  offered 
on  a  matching  basis  up  to  $33,000.  In  the  budget  presented  this  year 
there  is  an  item  of  $1,000  which  will  enable  us  to  secure  detailed  plans 
and  take  the  first  step  necessary  in  carrying  out  this  project. 

The  Rev.  William  A.  Yon,  who  will  become  Associate  Director  in  the 
Department  of  Christian  Education  with  special  responsibilities  for  Youth 
Work,  will  be  in  residence  at  Vade  Mecum  for  a  considerable  part  of  the 
summer  and  will  give  much  needed  help  in  carrying  out  the  program.  I 
am  delighted  that  Mr.  Yon  will  be  with  us  and  look  forward  to  being 
associated  with  him  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Christian 
Education. 
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Enrollment  at  Vade  Mecum  this  past  year  was  excellent  with  nearly  all 
sessions  at  capacity.  As  you  know  from  the  public  schools,  the  number  of 
children  of  camping  age  increases  every  year.  We  will  try  to  take  care  of 
them  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

The  Camp  and  Conference  Division  is  truly  appreciative  of  the  clergy 
and  laity  who  come  to  Vade  Mecum  and  give  their  time,  use  their 
talents,  expend  so  much  energy  in  helping  the  Vade  Mecum  program  to  be 
one  of  which  we  can  be  proud.  We  still  need  a  larger  number  of  college  boys 
to  offer  their  services  to  their  Diocese  sometime  during  the  summer  months. 
Please  keep  us  in  touch  with  college  age  boys  who  you  think  you  can  recom- 
mend for  service  at  Vade  Mecum. 

The  buidings  and  grounds  are  in  good  shape.  Gifts  have  enabled 
us  to  add  some  new  equipment  during  the  winter  months.  We  are  in  fine 
shape  for  the  coming  season.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIOGRAPHER 

Following  Bishop  Baker's  appointment  of  the  Historical  Commission, 
as  called  for  by  the  last  Convention,  one  meeting  of  the  whole  Commission 
has  been  held.  At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  that  the  proposed  history 
of  the  diocese  of  North  Carolina  should  be  expanded  to  include  the 
dioceses  of  East  Carolina  and  Western  North  Carolina.  The  members 
of  the  Commission  felt  that  the  history  would  be  of  more  lasting  value 
if  it  included  the  entire  state.  Bishop  Wright  and  Bishop  Henry  were 
accordingly  consulted  concerning  the  matter.  They  have  notified  the  chair- 
man of  the  Commission  that  they  would  like  to  join  in  this  undertaking 
and  they  have  appointed  men  to  write  the  history  of  their  dioceses  from 
the  formation  of  each,  1883  and  1895,  respectively. 

A  subcommittee  of  the  Commission,  composed  of  Messrs.  Hugh  T. 
Lcfler,  Henry  W.  Lewis,  Robert  M.  Miller,  and  Lawrence  F.  London,  has 
proceeded  to  draw  up  an  outline  of  the  history  of  the  church,  assigning 
the  writing  of  certain  periods  to  each  member  of  the  Commission.  The 
Commission  proposed  to  have  the  history  of  the  church  written  and  pub- 
lished in  time  for  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  formation  of  the  diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  which  occurs  in  1967. 

On  behalf  of  the  Historical  Commission,  I  would  like  to  make  an 
appeal  at  this  time  to  all  churchmen  to  send  me,  or  to  notify  me  as  to 
the  location  of,  any  documents  relating  to  the  history  of  the  Episcopal 
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Church  in  North  Carolina  such  as  letters,  pamphlets,  early  vestry  records, 
and  parish  histories.

REPORT  OF 
THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 

The  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  is  glad  to  submit  this 
brief  report  to  the  delegates  to  this  Diocesan  Convention  as  we  know 
that  the  affairs  of  the  Pension  Fund  are  of  real  personal  interest  to  each 
clerical  delegate  and  are  of  interest  and  concern  to  each  lay  delegate. 

1.  As  of  January  1,  1960,  the  Pension  Fund  assessments  of  all  the 
clergy  in  the  Diocese  had  been  paid  in  full  with  the  exception 
of  the  accounts  of  thirteen  clergymen.  (Since  this  report  was  pre- 
pared, we  are  happy  to  announce  that  all  accounts  have  been 
paid  to  December  31,  1959.)  Of  these  accounts  in  arrears,  pay- 
ments for  more  than  six  months  in  1959  had  been  made  for  all 
except  four  clergymen  representing  three  units  of  the  Diocese. 
These  were  considered  delinquent,  and  would  have  caused  the 
payment  of  the  $1,000.00  widow's  immediate  grant  to  have  been 
delayed  if  a  death  had  occurred  while  this  arrearage  existed. 

2.  As  of  March  30,  1960,  the  Church  Pension  Fund  reported  grants 
in  force  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  with  benefits  being 
distributed  as  follows: 

Clergymen   (13)  $22,447.68 

Widows  (17)    '  15,220.08 

Orphans   (1)  585.12 


Total  $38,252.88 

1.  In  our  1959  report  we  informed  you  that  the  grants  for  that  year 
exceeded  the  previous  year  bv  $7,472.04.  The  1960  total  exceeds 
the  1959  total  by  $5,464.60. 

An  analysis  of  the  grants  now  being  made  shows  an  average 
clergy  pension  of  $1,726.74  and  an  average  widow's  pension  of 
$895.21,  both  averages  being  below  the  present  prescribed  mini- 
mum of  $1,800.00  for  the  clergy  and  $900.00  for  the  widows. 
However,  a  closer  analysis  reveals  only  three  clergymen  receiving 
less  than  the  minimum  and  only  six  widows  below  the  specified 
minimum.  The  number  of  beneficiaries  who  receive  less  than  the 
minimum  will  gradually  be  reduced  with  the  passage  of  time. 
On  a  Church-wide  basis,  the  retirement  and  disability  pensions  are 
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now  60  per  cent  of  average  salary  for  those  ordained  at  normal 
ages.  The  widow's  pensions  are  anywhere  from  $900.00  a  year  to 
one-half  of  the  husband's  pension,  depending  on  years  of  her 
married  life  with  him  in  his  active  ministry;  and  the  minor 
children's  benefits  are  $360.00  to  $600.00  a  year  depending  upon 
age  bracket.  Pensions  less  than  these  figures  result  from  1)  salary 
averaging  under  $1,500.00;  2)  ordination  at  age  40  or  later;  3) 
discontinuous  assessment  payments;  4)  period  of  deposition. 

3.  The  continuation  of  the  15  per  cent  rate  of  assessment  on  the 
clergy  authorized  by  the  1958  General  Convention  made  possible 
an  increase  in  the  benefits,  pensions  in  force  and  future  pensions 
by  20  per  cent.  These  increased  benefits  without  extra  assessment 
were  called  to  your  attention  in  our  report  of  last  year.  This  in- 
crease in  the  benefits  to  those  receiving  payments  from  the  Pension 
Fund  has  tended  to  offset  the  increase  in  living  costs. 

4.  The  retirement  benefits  represent  approximately  one  half  of  the 
cost  with  one  tenth  being  assigned  to  the  disability  benefits  and 
two  thirds  of  the  cost  being  absorbed  by  the  benefits  paid  to 
widows  and  orphans.  It  will  be  of  interest  to  everyone  in  the  Con- 
vention to  know  that  the  assessments  provide  approximately  50 
per  cent  of  the  required  resources  with  the  other  half  being  earned 
from  investments. 

5.  Once  again  we  call  attention  to  the  necessity  and  importance  of 
maintaining  all  pension  accounts  in  a  current  condition.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  each  unit  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  promptly  any 
pension  assessments  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  particular 
individual  but  also  to  prevent  jeopardizing  the  position  of  all  others 
in  the  diocese  with  respect  to  the  payment  of  the  immediate  grant 
to  the  widow  in  case  of  death. 

6.  May  we  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  cooperation 
and  to  encourage  the  treasurers  of  each  church  to  forward  the 
payments  for  the  clergy  pension  without  delays.  Should  any  ques- 
tions arise  or  we  can  be  of  service  in  any  way  the  committee  would 
be  glad  to  have  you  let  us  know.

REPORT  ON 
THE  DIOCESAN  COMMISSION  ON  EVANGELISM 

The  Diocesan  Commission  on  Evangelism  was  organized  following 
the  State  of  the  Church  report  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  1957.  Its 
purpose  was  to  stimulate  evangelism  throughout  our  diocese  and  to  call 
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the  Church  to  the  evangelistic  vocation.  Since  the  birth  of  this  commission 
its  members  have  wrestled  long  and  hard  with  its  problems.  Why,  we  have 
asked  ourselves,  is  the  Episcopal  Church  so  content,  so  proud,  so  uncon- 
cerned with  the  task  of  winning  souls?  What  are  the  blocks,  the  barriers 
which  our  church  seems  to  have  erected  around  itself  that  cause  the  affront 
to  the  masses  of  people  who  are  prejudiced  against  our  church.  How  can 
we  break  the  aura  of  tradition  so  that  we  might  be  an  alive  and  vital  force 
in  each  community?  Why  do  we  content  ourselves  to  be  the  little  church 
on  the  corner  ministering  to  the  privileged  few?  These  and  a  host  of  other 
questions  have  been  the  subject  of  our  concerned  discussions. 

We  have  considered  many  projects,  teaching  missions,  preaching 
missions,  services  of  witness,  special  schools  on  evangelistic  preaching  for 
the  clergy  and  many  others.  But  these  solutions  always  seemed  surface  to 
the  depth  of  the  problems  which  we  confront.  Before  any  of  these  things 
have  converting  power  it  seemed  to  us  that  there  must  be  revival  in  our 
midst  among  both  the  clergy  and  the  laity.  We  must  begin  to  practice 
what  we  preach,  to  live  as  we  say  we  believe.  Our  witness  must  be  a  witness  of 
power  through  our  lives  not  just  a  witness  of  complacency  through  our 
words.  Before  we  can  convert  others  we  ourselves  must  be  converted. 

With  this  conclusion  in  mind  we  launched  our  first  project — the 
Advent  Bible  Reading  and  Family  Worship  Brochure.  It  was  a  simple 
device  not  completely  free  from  the  wrinkles  of  inexperience,  but  it  made 
a  salient  point.  It  proclaimed  that  the  basic  unit  of  society  through  which 
the  evangelistic  task  must  be  performed  is  the  family  unit,  and  the  basic 
minister  of  God,  evangelist,  if  you  will,  must  be  the  head  of  the  individual 
household.  Every  man  a  priest  in  his  own  home,  became  our  motto.  We 
were  overwhelmed  to  discover  how  universally  our  wives  and  the  women  of 
our  diocese  yearned  to  have  their  husbands  assume  some  responsibility 
for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  family.  This  is  a  responsibility  which  we 
men  have  abdicated  in  more  instances  than  not.  We  cannot  evaluate  the 
success  or  failure  of  this  endeavor.  Certainly  if  it  succeeded  it  only  scratched 
the  surface.  It  opened  to  us  a  vast  and  as  yet  untapped  opportunity  for 
Christian  Education.  It  made  us  aware  of  the  infinitely  larger  opportunity 
we  have  for  communicating  the  gospel  in  family  groups,  an  opportunity  that 
makes  even  our  most  comprehensive  church  school  program  appear  shallow. 

The  Commission  on  Evangelism  conceives  of  its  task  to  be  that  of  the 
vanguard  for  the  diocese  pointing  the  way,  opening  up  new  areas,  trying  out 
new  ideas,  and  if  they  succeed  we  pass  them  to  the  existing  diocesan 
agencies  and  press  on  to  other  tasks.  The  task  of  stimulating  family  worship 
and  family  education  we  have  committed  into  the  hands  of  the  Department 
of  Christian  Education. 

As  our  final  activity  of  this  year  we  brought  to  this  convention  the 
Rev.  G.  Paul  Musselman,  executive  director  of  the  Department  of  Evan- 
gelism for  the  National  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America.  Mr. 
Musselman  met  with  our  commission  yesterday  morning  and  assisted  us 
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in  the  task  of  charting  a  plan  for  evangelism  for  our  diocese.  It  is  our 
prayer  that  every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
will  survey  the  evangelistic  task  that  is  theirs  and  that  this  will  become 
the  primarv  task  for  that  church  in  this  year.  The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous 
but  the  laborers  seem  too  few,  too  complacent,  too  consumed  in  other 
petty  and  far  less  significant  activities.  May  God  grant  revival  to  His 
Church  in  our  times.

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SPECIAL  CONVENTION 

DIOCESE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS 

A  Special  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  convened 
in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  on  Wednesday,  February 
3,  1960,  pursuant  to  the  Call  of  the  Bishop  and  in  accordance  with 
the  actions  taken  at  the  143rd  Annual  Convention  of  said  Diocese 
held  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  in  May  1959,  the  purpose  of  said 
Special  Convention  being  that  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor 
for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order  at  11:00  a.m.,  follow- 
ing the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  at  10:00  a.m.,  and  the 
presence  of  a  canonical  quorum  was  certified  by  the  Rev.  Carl  F. 
Herman,  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  In  light  of  this  certification  and  in 
the  absence  of  a  request  for  the  same,  the  roll  call  was  omitted. 

Mr.  Nat  H.  Robb,  Chairman  of  the  host  Church's  Committee  on 
Arrangements  for  this  Special  Convention,  welcomed  the  Delegates  in 
behalf  of  the  Rector,  Wardens,  Vestry  and  Congregation  of  Christ 
Church  and  told  of  arrangements  that  had  been  made  for  their  con- 
venience. The  Bishop  made  appropriate  response  to  Mr.  Robb's 
remarks.  On  motion  duly  passed,  the  following  time  schedule  for  this 
Special  Convention  was  adopted:  12  Noon — Noonday  Prayers;  12:50 
p.m. — Recess  for  lunch;  2:00  p.m. — Reconvene  for  afternoon  session. 

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials,  as  follows:  The  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Jeffress,  Jr.,  Chairman,  Dr. 
Alexander  Webb,  Jr.,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Yarborough,  Jr. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Carl  F.  Herman,  reported 
on  his  work  in  preparation  for  this  Special  Convention,  as  follows: 

"This  is  to  certify  that,  as  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  and  acting  as  the  Bishop's  agent,  as  prescribed  by 
our  Diocesan  Canons,  and  at  his  direction,  I  have  complied  with  and 
fulfilled  the  requirements  of  Article  II,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  with  reference  to  the  calling  of  a 
Special  Convention  of  said  Diocese. 

"I  possess  affidavits  of  publication  of  the  Bishop's  Notice  of  Call 
of  this  Special  Convention  in  the  Charlotte  Observer,  the  Raleigh 
News  and  Observer  and  the  Greensboro  Daily  News  on  November  4, 
11,  18  and  25,  1959. 
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"On  December  2,  1959,  a  copy  of  the  Bishop's  Notice  of  Call  of 
this  Special  Convention,  together  with  forms  for  use  in  certifying 
delegates  and  alternates  thereto,  was  mailed  to  every  clergyman  canon- 
ically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  to>  the  Senior  Warden  of  every 
Parish  and  to  the  Warden  of  every  Organized  Mission,  in  Union  with 
the  Convention. 

"I  wish   to  express  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.   D. 
Edward    Hudgins,    my   thanks    and    appreciation    for   his    advice    and 
counsel  in  connection  with  the  foregoing." 
The  Rev.  James  M.  Dick  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, offered  the  following  report: 

'TO  THE  BISHOP  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CONVENTION: 

"As  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  this  is  to  certify  that  a  majority  of  Consents  have 
been  received  from  both  the  Bishops  and  the  Standing  Committees 
agreeing  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  and  that  this  information  was  forwarded  to  Bishop  Baker  on 
June  26,  1959. 

"For  your  further  information,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese, 
Mr.  D.  Edward  Hudgins,  has  ruled  that  the  Consents  previously 
obtained  from  the  Bishops  and  Standing  Committees  will  be  effective 
and  valid  in  connection  with  this  Special  Diocesan  Convention.

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  read  the  following  statement,  giving 
his  canonical  consent  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  stating 
the  duties  to  be  assigned  to  him: 

"In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  39,  Section  2  (a) 
of  the  General  Canons  of  the  Church  I  hereby  give  my  consent  to  the 
election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and 
do  hereby  state  that  when  the  aforesaid  Bishop  Coadjutor  is  duly 
ordained  and  consecrated  his  duties  will  be: 

"1.  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese 

"2.  Bishop  in  charge  of  College  Work  of  the  Diocese 

"3.  Such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Bishop 
from  time  to  time/' 
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The  Rev.  E.  B.  Jeffress,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials,  reported  that  no  matters  requiring  Convention  action  had 
been  presented  to  the  said  Committee. 

The  Chair  ruled  that,  regarding  nominations  for  the  office  of 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  one  nominating  speech  of  from  five  to  six  minutes 
and  one  seconding  speech  of  from  two  to  three  minutes  in  length 
would  be  permitted  for  each  nominee. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  D.  Edward  Hudgins,  stated 
that  all  persons  planning  nominating  and  seconding  speeches  had  con- 
ferred with  him  and  agreement  had  been  reached  to  call  for  those 
speeches  in  alphabetical  order  in  accordance  with  the  names  of  the 
nominees. 

The  Bishop  then  declared  nominations  to  be  in  order  for  the 
office  of  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
following  persons  were  nominated :

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On  motion  of  Mr.  D.  Edward  Hudgins,  duly  passed,  the  nomina- 
tions were  closed,  whereupon  the  Convention  took  recess  for  lunch 
at  12:55  p.m.,  Noonday  Prayers  having  been  offered  at  the  appropriate 
time  by  the  Rev.  Eric  D.  Collie. 

The  Convention  reconvened  at  2:10  p.m.,  and  the  Bishop  gave 
opportunity  for  questions  from  the  floor  regarding  the  nominees.  He 
then  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  of  Tellers,  as 
follows:

The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  D.  Edward  Hudgins,  at  the 
request  of  the  Bishop,  stated  the  rules  governing  the  voting  in  the 
election  to  be  those  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  (including  the  Rules  of  Order).  The  vote, 
he  explained,  must  be  by  orders.  Each  qualified  Delegate  in  the  Clerical 
Order  is  entitled  to  one  vote.  Each  Parish  is  entitled  to  one  vote,  the 
vote  to  be  cast  by  the  properly  certified  Delegates  or  Alternates  to  this 
Special  Convention  and  is  not  divisible.  Each  Organized  Mission  in 
Union  with  the  Convention  is  entitled  to  lA  vote,  the  vote  to  be  cast  by 
the  properly  certified  Delegate  or  Alternate  to  this  Special  Convention. 
Mr.  Hudgins  further  explained  that  a  majority  of  votes  cast  on  the 
same  ballot  in  both  orders  is  necessary  for  an  election. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  all  Delegates  or  Alternates  (in  both 
orders)  who  had  registered  as  present  for  this  Convention  would  be 
considered  present  until  adjournment  unless  excused  by  the  Chair. 

At  the  Bishop's  request,  the  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Diocese 
explained  the  procedure  to  be  followed,  both  in  balloting  and  also  in 
being  properly  excused  by  the  Chair,  in  the  event  such  should  become 
necessary.  Mr.  Herman  then  reported,  as  Registrar  of  the  Diocese, 
that  on  the  basis  of  the  registration  of  Delegates  and  Alternates  for 
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this  Special  Convention,  45  clerical  votes  and  32  lay  votes  would  be 
necessary  to  an  election. 

The  "Veni,  Creator  Spiritus"  was  then  sung,  after  which  ballots 
1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  were  taken  and  reported  on  in  regular  order  without  an 
election.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  report  of  the  tellers  following  the 
sixth  ballot,  the  Chair  announced  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Augustus  Fraser,  Jr.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Fraser  was  escorted  to  the  front 
of  the  Church  and  greeted  confidently  and  affectionately  by  the  Bishop, 
the  Delegates  standing.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Fraser  addressed  the  Convention 
briefly,  expressing  his  appreciation  of  the  confidence  indicated  and 
asking  the  prayers  of  all  that  he  might  know  the  will  of  God  in  the 
decision  now  before  him. 

The  Rev.  James  M.  Dick,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  resolution 
which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  unanimously  adopted: 

"RESOLVED,  that  the  Convention  go  on  record  as  first  giving 
thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the  guidance  of  His  Holy  Spirit  in  the 
election,  and  be  it  further 

"RESOLVED,  that  this  Convention  pledge  its  unanimous  support 
to  the  Reverend  Thomas  A.  Fraser,  and  assure  him  of  the  cooperation 
and  the  full  confidence  and  unqualified  loyalty  of  the  Bishop,  clergy 
and  laymen  of  this  Diocese  when  he  is  consecrated  and  undertakes 
the  heavy  duties  of  Bishop  Coadjutor;  and  that  we  extend  to  Mr. 
Fraser  our  love  and  all  good  wishes  for  many  years  of  happiness,  health 
and  continued  usefulness.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  he  will 
assume  and  carry  out  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  his  office  with 
great  ability,  understanding  and  diligence." 

The  Rev.  John  N.  McAllister  moved  the  expression,  by  rising  vote, 
of  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  this  Special  Convention  to  the 
Clergy,  Wardens,  Vestry  and  Congregation  of  Christ  Church  (and  to 
the  Churchwomen  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  who  assisted 
in  serving  lunch  to  part  of  the  Delegates)  for  the  efficient  and 
courteous  manner  in  which  they  have  entertained  the  Delegates.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried  unanimously. 

Pending  the  adoption  of  a  motion  to  adjourn  sine  die,  the  Dele- 
gates came  forward  and  signed  the  Testimonial  in  Favor  of  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor-Elect  as  required  by  General  Canon  39,  Section  1  (a).  The 
Special  Convention  was  then  adjourned  sine  die,  the  Benediction  being 
pronounced  by  the  Bishop.

FIRST  DAY  — TUESDAY 

The  145th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
convened  in  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Raleigh,  on  Tuesday,  May  9,  1961, 
at  2:00  P.  M,  the  Right  Reverend  Richard  H.  Baker,  D.D.,  presiding. 
The  opening  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  James  M.  Dick,  D.D., 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  presence  of  a  quorum  in 
both  orders  was  certified  by  the  Rev.  Carl  F.  Herman,  Secretary; 
whereupon  the  Bishop  declared  the  Convention  officially  in  session 
and  ready  for  business,  there  being  no  request  for  the  calling  of  the 
roll. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Godfrey  Cheshire,  duly  passed,  the  Bishop  cast 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention  in  favor  of  the  Rev.  Carl  F. 
Herman  as  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  until  the  Convention 
of  1962.  The  Rev.  Jacob  A.  Viverette,  Jr.,  was  appointed  by  Mr.  Her- 
man as  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  R.  Jesse  Wyatt,  Senior  Warden  of  St.  Timothy's  Parish,  wel- 
comed the  delegates  to  the  Parish  and  informed  them  of  arrangements 
that  had  been  made  for  their  comfort  and  convenience.  The  Rev. 
George  B.  S.  Hale,  Rector  of  the  host  Parish,  also  spoke  words  of  wel- 
come, after  which  he  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Convention  Program 
as  printed  in  the  bulletin  of  St.  Timothy's  Parish  as  the  official  pro- 
gram and  schedule  for  the  145th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following  Con- 
vention Committees:  I — On  Credentials:  The  Rev.  Richard  H.  Lee, 
Chairman;  Major-General  James  L.  Frink  and  Mr.  Cleveland  Thayer. 
2  —  On  Bishops  Addresses:  The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth,  Chair- 
man; the  Rev.  Thorn  W.  Blair,  Dr.  W.  Lunsford  Long  and  Messrs. 
H.  F.  Hoke  Pollock  and  Forrest  J.  Parks. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  took  the  Chair  and  the  Bishop  delivered  his 
annual  address  (see  page  55).  The  Bishop  returned  to  the  Chair  and 
the  Bishop  Coadjutor  delivered  his  Convention  address  (see  page  75). 
Both  addresses  were  referred  to  the  special  committee  appointed  for 
the  purpose  as  aforesaid.  The  delegates  stood  during  the  reading  of 
the  section  of  the  Bishop's  address  on  Necrology,  after  which  Bishop 
Baker  offered  prayer. 
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Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  Canons,  moved  that  the  Rules  of  Order  be  amended  by 
adding  Rule  18  as  follows: 

"Rule  XVIII.  In  questions  of  procedure  not  provided  for  herein, 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order  Revised  shall  constitute  and  be  the  Rules 
of  Order  at  all  sessions  of  the  annual  and  special  Conventions  of 
the  Diocese  where  the  same  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  Consti- 
tution, Canons  and  Special  Rules  of  Order  set  forth  above." 

The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  passed  and  the  Rules  of  Order 
amended  accordingly. 

The  Rev.  Peter  C.  Robinson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  New 
Parishes,  reported  that  the  Committee  had  received  an  application  from 
All  Saints'  Church,  Sedgefield,  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  to 
be  admitted  as  a  Parish  in  Union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina;  that  all  the  canonical  papers  supporting  the  appli- 
cation were  complete  and  in  order,  and  that  the  Committee  recom- 
mended favorable  action.  On  Mr.  Robinson's  motion,  duly  passed, 
All  Saints'  Church,  Sedgefield,  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  was 
admitted  as  a  Parish.  The  Bishop  called  the  roll  of  the  delegates  and 
requested  that,  along  with  the  Rev.  Lloyd  W.  Fonvielle,  Priest-in- 
charge,  they  come  forward.  They  were  greeted  and  congratulated  and 
declared  to  be  duly  qualified  voting  delegates  to  this  Convention. 

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  on 
Miscellaneous  Reports,  as  follows:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Huntington  Wil- 
liams, Jr.,  Chairman,  and  Charles  R.  Greene;  and  Messrs,  Roy  W, 
Holsten,  Ben  R.  Roberts  and  Thomas  B.  Slade  III. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Council  was  presented  by  its  Secre- 
tary, Mrs.  W.  H.  R.  Jackson,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
cellaneous Reports  (see  page  88). 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  Pearsall  addressed  the  Convention  relative  to  its 
consideration  of  the  Budget  for  1962,  after  which  he  offered  the  fol- 
lowing Resolution: 

"In  order  that  the  budgets  for  the  Church's  Program  Fund  and 
Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  for  the  year  1962  might  be  given  full, 
careful  and  orderly  consideration,  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

"1.  That  the  rules  be  suspended  and  consideration  of  the 
budgets  for  the  Church's  Program  Fund  and  Episcopal  Mainte- 
nance Fund  for  the  year  1962  be  set  as  a  special  order  for  im- 
mediate consideration  at  this  May  9th,  1961,  afternoon  session  of 
the  Convention; 
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"2.  That  the  remainder  of  the  afternoon  session  and  as  much 
of  the  evening  business  session  of  said  date,  as  may  be  necessary, 
be  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  said  budgets,  provided,  however,  that 
consideration  of  the  budgets  be  suspended  at  4:45  o'clock  of  the 
afternoon  session  in  order  to  permit  time  for  nominations  for  the 
offices  to  be  filled; 

"3.  That  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  allocate  time 
to  spokesmen  for  each  of  the  departments  for  presentation  and  dis- 
cussion of  the  budget  requests  and  needs  of  said  departments, 
leaving  time  for  discussion  and  questions  from  the  floor  of  the 
Convention; 

"4.  That  at  the  conclusion  of  the  discussion  of  the  budgets,  said 
budgets  be  referred  to  the  Department  of  Finance  for  consideration, 
with  instructions  to  submit  to  the  Convention,  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, a  proposed  budget  for  both  the  Church's  Program  Fund 
and  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  for  the  year  1962  and  the  pro- 
posed budgets  then  be  considered  by  the  Convention  for  adoption." 

On  motion  duly  passed,  the  fourfold  Resolution  was  adopted  by  a 
majority  vote. 

Mr.  Ben  Willis,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Finance  of  the 
Executive  Council,  presented  Mr.  Basil  L.  Sherrill,  who  reported  for 
the  North  Carolina  National  Bank,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  (see  page 
90).  The  report,  together  with  the  documents  submitted  by  title,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports. 

Mr.  Ben  Willis  then  gave  a  brief  report  regarding  the  Alston  Fund. 
He  referred  the  delegates  to  the  recent  issue  of  the  North  Carolina 
Churchman  for  a  statement  of  the  formula  used  in  arriving  at  Assess- 
ments and  Quotas.  He  also  spoke  of  acceptances  and  payments  of 
Quotas,  reporting  that  for  the  year  1961  acceptances  have  totaled 
approximately  $304,000.00  and  that  if  the  pattern  of  the  past  year  or 
so  prevails,  payments  will  amount  to  about  $288,000.00. 

Mr.  Willis  then  called  on  Mr.  A.  Freeman  Edgerton  to  report  on 
the  Proposed  Group  Insurance  Plan  for  the  Clergy,  Lay  Employees 
and  their  Dependents,  as  represented  in  a  considerably  increased  item 
in  the  Proposed  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  Budget  for  1962. 

Dr.  Henry  Clark,  Jr.,  then  presented  the  philosophy  of  the  "A" 
and  also  of  the  "B"  Proposed  Budgets  for  the  Church's  Program  Fund 
for  1962,  explaining  thereby  the  reason  for  presenting  two  Church's 
Program  Budgets. 
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Mr.  Willis  informed  the  Convention  at  this  point  that  it  now 
appeared  that  National  Church's  asking  from  this  Diocese  in  1962 
would  be  almost  $119,000.00,  instead  of  $116,000.00. 

The  Rev.  William  M.  Latta  presented  the  Budget  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Missions,  both  as  set  forth  in  Budgets  "A"  and  "B." 

The  Rev.  L.  Bartine  Sherman  presented  the  Department  of 
College  Work  section  of  the  two  Budgets.  The  Rev.  John  S.  Spong 
did  the  same  for  the  Department  of  Christian  Education. 

In  connection  with  the  latter  presentation,  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Jeffress, 
Jr.,  spoke  about  "The  Terraces,"  the  property  given  the  Diocese  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Winkelman  of  Southern  Pines,  and  also  of  certain 
capital  improvements  at  Vade  Mecum.  The  Rev.  B.  Daniel  Sapp  spoke 
of  the  work  of  the  Editorial  Board  of  The  North  Carolina  Churchman 
and  also  submitted  a  report  of  this  paper  for  the  year  1960  by  title 
(see  page  92). 

Nominations  for  the  several  offices  to  be  filled  were  made  from 
the  floor,  as  follows:  Standing  Committee,  Executive  Council,  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Episcopal 
Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc.,  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

On  separate  motions  duly  passed,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the 
following  persons  unanimously  elected:  1 — Mr.  A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr., 
as  a  Trustee  of  the  Diocese  for  a  term  of  three  years;  2  —  North  Caro- 
lina National  Bank,  Raleigh  Branch,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for 
one  year;  3  —  Mrs.  James  L.  Godfrey  to  the  Executive  Council  for 
three  years  and  Mrs.  W.  L.  Long,  Jr.,  for  two  years;  4  —  Mrs.  John 
Clayton  Smith  as  a  Trustee  of  Kanuga  Lake  Conferences,  Inc.,  for 
three  years;  5  —  Mr.  A.  Freeman  Edgerton,  as  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council  for  one  year.  Mesdames  Godfrey  and  Long  are  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  and  Mr.  Edgerton  represents 
the  Episcopal  Church  Men. 

On  motion  duly  passed,  the  Layman  receiving  the  third  highest 
number  of  votes  in  the  Standing  Committee  membership  election  is 
to  serve  out  the  two-year  unexpired  term  of  the  late  Isaac  D.  Thorp. 

The  Rev.  Loren  B.  Mead  moved  that  in  the  election  for  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  the  South,  the  person  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  be  declared  elected  for  three  years,  the  one  receiving  the  next 
highest  number  for  two  years,  and  the  one  receiving  the  third  highest 
number  for  one  year,  and  that  each  year  hereafter,  one  Trustee  of  the 
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University  of  the  South  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term.    The  motion 
was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  the  Service  of  Evening  Prayer  would 
be  held  at  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  at  7:30  P.  M.,  with  a 
sermon  by  the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  and  that  the  business  session 
to  follow  would  also  be  held  in  that  Church. 

The  Convention  took  recess  at  5:30  P.  M. 

The  Service  of  Evening  Prayer  was  held  in  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd  at  7:30  P.  M.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Wright,  D.D., 
Bishop  of  East  Carolina  and  Chairman  of  the  Overseas  Division  of 
National  Council,  delivered  the  sermon. 

At  9:10  P.  M.,  the  Convention  reconvened  in  regular  business 
session  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  and,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Ben  S.  Willis,  the  presentation  of  Budgets  "A"  and  "B"  of 
the  Church's  Program  Fund  was  continued. 

The  Rev.  W.  Moultrie  Moore,  Jr.,  presented  the  portion  of  these 
proposed  budgets  having  to  do  with  Institutions.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Moore 
asked  the  assistance  of  the  following:  Mr.  James  O.  Moore,  repre- 
senting the  Thompson  Orphanage;  Dr.  Richard  G.  Stone,  speaking  for 
St.  Mary's  Junior  College;  Dr.  James  A.  Boyer,  who  read  his  annual 
report  as  President  of  St.  Augustine's  College;  and  Mr.  T.  C.  Hey- 
ward,  Jr.,  Trustee  from  this  Diocese  for  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following  as  the 
Committee  on  Institutions:  The  Rev.  William  P.  Price  and  Messrs. 
Elmer  E.  Rouzer  and  Charles  E.  Beall.  To  this  Committee  was 
referred  the  report  of  Dr.  Stone,  President  of  St.  Mary's  College,  as 
were  those  of  Dr.  Boyer,  President  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  and  Mr. 
Heyward,  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South.  (See  pages  94-97). 

The  Rev.  Loren  B.  Mead  discussed  the  sections  of  the  two  proposed 
budgets  having  to  do  with  Christian  Social  Relations.  The  Rev.  Floyd 
W.  Finch,  Jr.,  announced  that  the  National  Council  had  given  ten- 
tative approval  for  a  ''Companion  Diocese  Relationship"  between  this 
Diocese  and  the  Missionary  District  of  the  Panama  Canal  Zone, 
beginning  in  1962. 

Opportunity  was  given  by  the  Chair  for  questions  and  discussion 
regarding  the  proposed  Episcopal  Maintenance  Budget  for  1962.  Mr. 
Kemp  D.  Battle  spoke  against  the  inclusion  in  said  budget  of  an  item 
to   cover  premium   payments   for   Group   Insurance  for   Clergy,   Lay 
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Employees  and  their  Dependents.  He  also  pointed  out  that  the  per- 
centage of  increase  of  the  proposed  budget  over  the  1960  budget  was 
much  greater  than  it  might  appear,  in  view  of  the  $5300.00  that  had  to 
be  drawn  from  reserve  funds  in  order  to  pay  the  items  called  for  in 
the  1960  budget. 

Several  of  the  Clergy  asked  questions  and/or  spoke  against  the 
Group  Insurance  Plan  and  were  especially  opposed  to  having  it  as  an 
item  in  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  Budget. 

Opposition  was  also  voiced  concerning  an  item  in  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Budget  of  $5,000.00  for  "Headquarters  Reserve  Fund," 
the  opinion  being  expressed  that  the  $5300.00  taken  from  the  Epis- 
copal Maintenance  Reserve  Fund  in  1960  should  first  be  restored. 

Under  questions  and  discussion  pertaining  to  the  Proposed  Church's 
Program  Fund  Budgets,  Dr.  James  M.  Dick  pointed  out  that  these 
contained  a  total  of  $25,000.00  in  contingency  items  and  expressed 
the  opinion  that  this  practice  was  dangerous  and  unrealistic. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  spoke  in  favor  of  the  increased  item 
for  salaries  of  Mission  Clergy,  but  questioned  the  wisdom  and  nec- 
essity of  the  $1500.00  item  entitled  "Committee  Expense." 

The  Rev.  James  D.  Beckwith,  recalling  the  directive  of  the  1958 
General  Convention  regarding  Tithing  and  the  Non-Quota  System 
of  Giving,  stated  that  such  a  system  implies  that  Congregations  will 
give  half  of  their  total  income  to  work  outside  the  Parish. 

After  a  very  timely  reminder  from  Capt.  Osborne  Mauck,  Church 
Army  Lay  Evangelist  in  charge  of  the  Chapel  of  Hope,  Charlotte,  that 
Congregations  will  respond  better  to  education  and  stewardship  than 
to  legal  pressures,  the  Convention  took  recess  at  11 :00  P.  M. 

SECOND  DAY  — WEDNESDAY 

The  Corporate  Communion  of  the  145th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  held  in  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Raleigh, 
at  8:00  A.  M.  on  Wednesday,  May  10,  1961.  The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  was  the  Celebrant,  assisted  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  host 
Rector  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  The  offering  at  this  Service, 
as  well  as  that  at  the  Service  in  Good  Shepherd  Church  the  evening 
before,  was  for  the  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society  of  the 
Episcopal  Church.

Breakfast  was  served  following  the  Service  by  the  Churchwomen  of 
the  host  Parish,  assisted  by  St.  Mark's  Methodist  Church,  located 
nearby.  The  same  arrangement  prevailed  regarding  lunch  on  this  date 
also. 

The  Convention  reconvened  for  business  at  9:30  A.  M.  in  St. 
Timothy's  Church. 

The  Rev.  Loren  B.  Mead  moved  that  the  Special  Order  of  the  Day 
be  interrupted  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention  long  enough 
for  the  presentation  by  title  of  two  loan  applications  involving  the 
Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  and  the  appointment  of  a  Special 
Committee  to  which  said  applications  might  be  referred.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried  unanimously,  whereupon  the  Bishop 
announced  the  appointment  of  the  Special  Committee  aforesaid,  as 
follows:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Thorn  W.  Blair,  Chairman,  and  W.  Moul- 
trie Moore,  Jr.,  and  Messrs.  Arthur  L.  Tyler  and  Norman  A.  Cocke. 

The  Rev.  Loren  B.  Mead  submitted  by  title  a  request  for  the  Con- 
vention's approval  for  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Family,  Chapel  Hill,  to 
borrow  $25,000.00  from  the  Episcopal  Church  Foundation. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Beall  submitted  by  title  a  similar  request  on  behalf 
of  St.  Christopher's  Mission,  Charlotte.  Both  requests  were  referred 
to  the  Special  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Examining 
Chaplains  (see  page  5)  and  asked  for  confirmation.  On  motion  duly 
passed,  confirmation  of  the  aforesaid  appointments  was  given. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  moved  that  Elections  be  made  the 
Special  Order  of  the  Day  immediately  after  lunch  on  Wednesday,  May 
10.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Convention  then  returned  to  the  Special  Order  previously 
interrupted,  and  Mr.  Ben  S.  Willis  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Pro- 
posed Episcopal  Maintenance  Budget  for  1962,  as  presented  on  Tues- 
day, May  9th,  in  the  amount  of  $99,835.91.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed,  and  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Budget  for  1962  thereby 
was  adopted,  (see  page  99). 

The  Rev.  Richard  H.  Lee,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials, moved,  in  behalf  of  that  Committee,  that  Mr.  Elliott  Dun- 
can be  seated  as  the  official  lay  delegate  to  this  Convention  from  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  Mayodan.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
passed. 
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Mr.  Ben  S.  Willis,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Finance  of  the 
Executive  Council,  reported  that,  pursuant  to  instructions  of  this  Con- 
vention on  May  9th,  the  Department  of  Finance  had  met  and  recon- 
sidered the  Church's  Program  Budget  to  be  proposed  for  1962.  He 
advised  that  the  Department  submitted  as  the  Church's  Program 
Budget  for  1962  Budget  "A"  as  presented  and  discussed  on  May  9, 
1961,  with  three  changes,  as  follows: 

1  —  Item  I,  National  Church  Program,  be  increased  to  $118,942.00. 

2  _  Item  III  (b),  Contingencies  of  $2,000.00  be  deleted. 

3 —  Item  III  (d),  16,  Family  Worship  Division  in  the  amount  of 
$1800.00  be  added. 

Mr.  Willis  moved  that  Budget  "A",  as  amended,  be  adopted  as 
the  Church's  Program  Budget  for  1962.    The  motion  was  seconded. 

The  Rev.  John  S.  Spong  offered  a  substitute  motion,  as  follows: 
That  the  Item  #18  of  the  proposed  Budget  "B"  in  the  amount  of 
$5,000.00  for  salary  of  cook  and  caretaker  for  the  Winkelman  Property, 
'The  Terraces,"  be  added  as  Item  18  of  the  Budget  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Education.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  consider- 
able discussion  followed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Spong  moved  the  previous  question,  the  same  being 
seconded  and  passed.  Division  on  the  vote  on  the  previous  question 
was  requested,  whereupon  a  count  of  those  voting  for  and  against 
revealed  the  motion  lost — 145  voting  in  favor  and  150  voting  against 
it. 

The  Rev.  L.  Bartine  Sherman  moved,  as  an  amendment  to  Mr. 
Willis'  original  motion,  that  item  14  of  the  proposed  "B"  budget  of 
the  Department  of  College  Work  —  "Secretarial  Help"  in  the  amount 
of  $1500.00  be  included  in  the  Budget  of  the  Department  of  College 
Work  for  1962.  The  motion  was  seconded  and,  on  a  call  for  division, 
was  lost,  137  being  opposed  to  133  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Cheatham  moved  that  the  Budget  as  proposed  by  Mr. 
Willis'  motion  be  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  item  of  $600.00  for 
the  support  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and,  after  discussion,  defeated. 

Mr.  Ben  Willis  moved  the  previous  question,  the  same  being  duly 
seconded  and  passed,  whereupon  the  original  motion  was  carried  and 
the  Church's  Program  Budget,  as  amended,  in  the  total  amount  of 
$337,646.36  was  thereby  adopted,   (see  page  101) 
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Bishop  Fraser  moved  the  expression  of  appreciation  of  the  dele- 
gates to  Mr.  Willis  for  his  many  hours  of  difficult  and  patient  and  effi- 
cient work  in  the  preparation  of  the  budgets  to  be  presented  to  this 
Convention.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  introduced  to  the  Convention  the  following 
Clergy  who  have  become  Canonically  Resident  in  the  Diocese  since 
the  last  Annual  Convention :  The  Rev.  Messrs.  William  A.  Yon,  W.  M. 
Rosenthal,  Jesse  S.  Sparks,  Jr.,  Lloyd  W.  Fonvielle,  William  Parker 
Marks,  James  O.  Walker,  Jr.,  William  E.  Pilcher  III,  Robert  M. 
Cooper,  Herbert  S.  Wentz,  Robert  W.  Turner,  Richard  L.  Hicks,  Jr., 
W.  Lea  Powell  IV,  William  J.  Moll,  Jr.,  and  E.  Dudley  Colhoun,  Jr. 
The  Rev.  Starke  S.  Dillard,  Jr.,  was  recognized  and  welcomed  back  to 
the  Parochial  ministry  following  his  service  as  a  Chaplain  with  the 
United  States  Air  Force.  Also  introduced  was  Capt.  Osborne  Mauck, 
Lay  Evangelist,  Church  Army,  U.S.A.,  now  serving  a  mission  congre- 
gation of  the  Diocese. 

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Report  of  the  Trustees,  as  follows:  Messrs.  J.  Wilson  Cuningham, 
Chairman,  A.  Freeman  Edgerton  and  Arthur  Morris,  and  the  Rev.

Mr.  A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr,  submitted  by  title  the  Report  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  the  Calendar  Year  1960  (together  with  the 
Audit  of  W.  M.  Russ  &  Co.,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  and  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  as  Custodian  of 
Trusts)  (see  page  105),  all  of  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Special 
Committee  to  receive  and  consider  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  as  follows:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  John  A.  Gray 
and  Starke  S.  Dillard,  Jr.,  and  Mr.  E.  W.  Hurst,  Jr. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  W.  David  Woodruff,  Chairman,  (see  page  111) 
and  referred  to  the  aforesaid  Special  Committee. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  on 
Elections,  as  follows:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Warwick  Aiken,  Jr.,  Chair- 
man, and  Frederick  W.  Hoyt  and  Messrs.  Merton  C.  Propst,  Alston 
Lewis  and  Edward  J.  Moore. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Memorials  and  Petitions,  as  follows:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  I. 
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Harding  Hughes,  Chairman,  and  William  M.  Latta  and  Mr.  E.  L. 
Hardin. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  submitted  by  title  by 
its  President,  the  Rev.  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Miscellaneous  Reports   (see  page   119). 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  announced  the  appointment  of  additional 
members  to  certain  committees  —  all  of  which  the  Secretary  failed  to 
record. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  was  submitted 
by  title  by  the  Rev.  Thorn  W.  Blair  (see  page  130)  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Blair  also  reported  for  the  Special  Committee  to 
which  the  loan  applications  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Family,  Chapel 
Hill,  and  St.  Christopher's  Church,  Charlotte,  had  been  referred,  as 
follows : 

"WHEREAS,  we  are  informed  that  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal 
Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  has  assets  available  sufficient  to  make  the

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The  Bishop  Coadjutor  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions,  as  follows:  The  Rev.  Thomas  R.  Thrasher, 
Chairman,  and  Messrs.  Thomas  J.  Pearsall  and  W.  Clary  Holt. 

Mr.  Ralph  H.  Bouligny  submitted  by  title  a  Resolution  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  (see  page  135),  the  same  being 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions.

Mrs.  T.  P.  Thomas,  retiring  President  of  the  Episcopal  Church- 
women  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  submitted  her  report  by 
title  (see  page  136). 

The  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Evangelism  was  submitted  by 
title  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Eugene  Bollinger,  Chairman  (see  page  139). 
Mr.  Bollinger  spoke  briefly  concerning  certain  aspects  of  this  Report. 

The  Report  of  the  Episcopal  Laymen  of  the  Diocese  was  presented 
by  Mr.  H.  Hyman  Philips,  Jr.,  President  (see  page  140). 

The  Rev.  Robert  L.  Ladehoff  offered  the  following  Resolution, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  which  had  been  appointed  as 
aforesaid:

The  Rev.  Richard  H.  Lee,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials, moved  that  Mr.  William  Powell  be  seated  as  an  Alternate 
Delegate  from  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Family,  Chapel  Hill,  and  that 
he  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Roy  Holsten,  delegate  of  said  Parish,  for  the 
remainder  of  this  Convention.    The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed.

Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
Revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  gave  a  brief  report  con- 
cerning the  same  (see  page  150). 

Mr.  George  H.  Esser,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Structure 
and  Organization  of  the  Diocese,  read  a  report  of  the  work  of  that 
Committee  (see  page  150). 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
submitted  the  report  of  that  Committee  (see  page  152). 

On  separate  motions  duly  passed,  the  proposed  Amendments  to 
Article  II,  Sec.  3,  and  Article  III,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Diocese  were  adopted  on  first  reading. 

On  separate  motions  duly  passed  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote, 
the  several  proposed  Amendments  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  as  set 
forth  in  Mr.  Bourne's  report  were  adopted  and  the  respective  Canons 
declared  amended  accordingly  as  of  this  date. 
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The  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Memorials  and  Petitions,  reporting  for  that  Committee,  moved  that 
the  Convention  send  a  letter  of  sympathy  to  the  families  of  the  follow- 
ing deceased  persons,  formerly  delegates  to  this  Convention:

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage 
was  submitted  by  title  by  Mr.  M.  D.  Whisnant  (see  page  154)  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Institutions.  Mr.  Whisnant  addressed 
the  Convention  on  the  work  of  the  Orphanage. 

The  Convention  took  recess  for  lunch  at  12:30  P.M.,  the  Clergy 
being  requested  to  remain  in  the  Church  for  an  important  reason, 
the  same  being  of  a  non-legislative  nature. 

The  Convention  re-convened  at  2:00  P.M.  and  proceeded  at  once 
to  the  Special  Order  of  the  Day,  Elections. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  moved  that  in  the  Elections  about 
to  be  held,  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  the  persons  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  be  declared  elected.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

The  Rev.  William  P.  Price  moved,  as  an  amendment  to  the  afore- 
said motion,  that  in  the  Executive  Council  Election  the  rules  not  be 
suspended  and  that  a  majority  be  necessary  to  an  election.  The  motion 
was  seconded. 

The  Rev.  Martin  Caldwell  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  and 
let  the  original  motion  offered  by  Mr.  Herman  apply  in  the  case  of 
the  Negro  required  by  Canon  to  be  elected  to  the  Executive  Council 
in  the  Clerical  Order.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  where- 
upon the  motion  by  Mr.  Price,  as  amended,  was  adopted.  The  original 
motion  offered  by  Mr.  Herman,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted. 
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The  Rev.  Richard  H.  Lee,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials, moved  that  Mr.  W.  O.  Warner  be  seated  as  a  delegate  from 
Holy  Hope  Mission,  Rocky  Mount,  in  place  of  Mr.  C.  C.  Stokes,  Jr. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Committee  on  Elections,  with  the  assistance  of  a  number  of 
tellers  appointed  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  distributed  the  ballots. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  moved  that  in  connection  with  the 
election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  the  Clergyman 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be  elected  for  1  year.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried.  Mr.  Herman  then  announced  that  only  two 
laymen  had  been  nominated  as  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
and  that  two  were  to  be  elected.  He  moved  that  Major-General 
Joseph  N.  Dalton  be  unanimously  elected  for  2  years  and  that  Mr. 
Joseph  Q.  McCallum  be  unanimously  elected  for  three  years.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried  and  the  two  laymen  declared  elected 
as  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  from  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  moved  that  in  the  election  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee  in  the  Lay  Order,  the  two  persons 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be  declared  elected  for  three 
years  and  the  person  receiving  the  third  highest  number  of  votes  be 
declared  elected  for  two  years.    The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  delegates  then  marked  their  ballots  and  they  were  collected 
by  the  tellers  and  the  balloting  was  declared  closed. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bishops'  Addresses  was  pre- 
sented by  its  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  (see  page  155) 
On  separate  motions  duly  passed,  each  of  the  Resolutions  in  this  report 
was  adopted. 

The  Report  of  the  Diocesan  Trustees  of  Kanuga  Lake  Conferences, 
Inc.,  was  submitted  by  title  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Institu- 
tions, as  was  also  that  of  Vade  Mecum  Camps  and  Conferences 
(including  the  audit  of  accounts.)   (see  pages  157-8). 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  was  presented  by  Mr.  J.  Wilson  Cuningham,  Chairman 
(see  page  160).     On  motion  duly  passed,  this  report  was  adopted. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  Huntington  Williams,  Jr.,  Chairman,  and,  on 
motion  duly  passed,  adopted   (see  page  161). 
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The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Episcopal  Home  for 
the  Ageing  was  presented  by  its  Chairman,  Mr.  H.  T.  Cosby  (see 
page  162). 

Mr.  Edward  Hartley,  Assistant  Director  of  Kanuga  Lake  Confer- 
ences, Inc.,  was  presented  to  the  Convention  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

Mr.  Jesse  N.  Parker,  Senior  Warden  of  St.  Andrew's  Parish,  Greens- 
boro, extended  an  invitation  to  the  Convention  to  hold  its  146th 
Annual  sessions  in  that  Parish.  On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Henry  T.  Egger, 
duly  seconded  and  passed,  the  invitation  was  accepted. 

Mr.  A.  N.  Greene  of  Christ  Church,  Charlotte,  invited  the  Con- 
vention to  hold  its  147th  Annual  sessions  in  that  Parish.  On  motion  of 
the  Rev.  Carl  F.  Herman,  duly  seconded  and  passed,  this  invitation 
was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  through  its  Chairman,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  R.  Thrasher  (see  page  164). 

With  regard  to  the  Resolution  concerning  the  Thompson  Orphan- 
age, the  Rev.  W.  Moultrie  Moore,  Jr.,  offered  a  substitute  motion  to 
the  effect  that  the  Orphanage  Resolution  submitted  by  title  by  Mr. 
Ralph  H.  Bouligny  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Institutions  to 
be  reported  on  at  this  Convention.  The  motion  was  seconded.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Thrasher  then  moved  a  substitute  to  the  substitute,  namely, 
that  the  aforesaid  Resolution  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Council  with 
power  to  act.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  as  amended.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Beall  gave  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Institu- 
tions, which  was  received   (see  page  165). 

The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  offered  the  following  Resolution  as 
an  amendment  to  the  aforesaid  report: 

"RESOLVED  that  the  145th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  request  the  Board  of  Regents  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  to  take  immediate  steps  to 
demolish  the  sub-standard  housing  area  known  as  'Woodland.'  " 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  and  the  Resolution  adopted. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  John  A.  Gray, 
Chairman  (see  page  166). 
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The  Rev.  Warwick  Aiken,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Elections,  reported  the  election  of  those  persons  whose  names  appear 
on  pages  5  &  7  of  this  Journal.  He  further  reported  that  with  one 
exception  there  had  been  no  election  for  membership  on  the  Execu- 
tive Council.  He  read  the  results  of  the  ballot  taken,  as  information 
for  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Martin  Caldwell  moved  that  in  the  next  ballot  for  Execu- 
tive Council  membership  in  the  Clerical  Order,  the  balloting  be  con- 
fined to  the  four  Clergymen  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  on 
the  first  ballot.    The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Hoke  Pollock  moved  that  the  same  procedure  be  followed 
in  regard  to  the  Lay  Order,  except  that  the  balloting  be  confined  to  the 
six  laymen  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the  first  ballot. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  second  ballot  was  then  taken  for  membership  on  the  Executive 
Council  in  both  orders. 

The  Rev.  T.  E.  Bollinger  moved  that  the  Executive  Council  be 
instructed  to  take  under  consideration  the  advisability  of  adding  a 
Department  of  Evangelism  to  its  organizational  structure  and  report 
its  findings  to  the  1962  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Rev.  Henry  T.  Egger  offered  the  "Resolution  of  Courtesy" 
printed  on  page  169  of  this  Journal  and  moved  its  adoption  by  rising 
vote.    The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  unanimously. 

The  Missionary  to  the  Deaf,  the  Rev.  James  R.  Fortune,  submitted 
his  report  for  the  year  1960  by  title  (see  page  170). 

The  Rev.  James  D.  Beckwith  moved  special  commendation  of  the 
leadership  of  the  four  Congregations  that  had  oversubscribed  their 
Church's  Program  Quota  for  1961,  namely,  Emmanuel  Parish,  Southern 
Pines;  St.  Augustine's,  Raleigh;  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Greensboro, 
and  Christ  Church,  Walnut  Cove.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
passed. 

The  Rev.  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  moved  that  a  copy  of  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Bishops'  Addresses  be  sent  immediately  to 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed. 
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The  Rev.  Warwick  Aiken,  Jr.,  reported  that  the  two  Clergy  (in 
addition  to  the  Rev.  J.  N.  Green,  Jr.)  and  the  three  laymen  whose 
names  appear  in  the  list  of  the  Class  of  1964  on  page  5  of  this 
Journal  had  been  elected  to  membership  on  the  Executive  Council. 

Following  the  singing  of  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis  and  the  pronounce- 
ment of  the  Benediction  by  the  Bishop,  the  145th  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  declared  adjourned  sine  die  at 
5:30  P.M.

Address  of  the  Bishop 

I  bid  you  welcome  to  the  145th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

As  we  view  the  scene  we  find  delegates  from  54  parishes  and  56 
missions,  375  individuals  more  or  less,  275  laymen,  100  clerical  delegates. 

We  are  here  to  elect  people  to  fill  official  posts — Executive  Council, 
Standing  Committee,  the  Boards  of  various  institutions.  To  appoint 
committees,  to  adopt  a  budget,  to  pass  resolutions,  and  to  debate  issues 
— this  is  the  machinery.  This  is  the  frame  of  our  being.  Without  it 
we  could  not  exist.  Without  it  the  Church  would  not  be  conditioned 
to  function  in  the  world.  Without  it  and  its  orderly  and  tested  frame- 
work this  Diocese  could  only  exist  as  a  disembodied  spirit. 

We  have  to  have  an  agenda,  to  know  that  whenever  there  is  not 
specific  provision  for  procedure,  that  we  will  function  under  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order.  What  we  do  here  is  recorded  by  our  most  efficient 
secretary,  and  published  in  a  Journal,  first  that  it  serve  to  remind  us  of 
directives  given,  and  to  record  for  posterity  the  history  of  the  Church 
in  these  parts. 

In  consideration  of  these  things  we  must  not  forget  that  just  as  a 
person  without  a  frame  designed  to  function  is  a  ghost,  and  nothing 
more,  so  a  frame,  a  skeleton  no  matter  how  beautifully  arrayed,  without 
a  spirit,  is  dead.  We  could  meet  here  till  Doomsday  with  all  the  order, 
all  the  framework  that  could  be  devised  by  the  most  astute  parliamen- 
tarian, and  unless  in  some  way  there  is  breathed  into  the  frame  the 
breath  of  life — a  spirit — it  is  a  cadaver,  a  corpse,  something  for  the 
undertaker,  ready  for  disposal  six  feet  down. 

You  and  I  have  no  need  to  fear  that  the  145th  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  will  turn  out  to  be  a 
corpse.  History  has  not  bequeathed  such  a  heritage.  We  look  back  on 
a  noble  and  lively  past.  This  past  is  a  challenge  to  us.  We  must  meet 
that  challenge,  boldly  facing  the  full  implications  of  the  heritage, 
courageously  affirming  to  be  loyal  to  what  has  come  down  to  us. 

An  honest  appraisal  of  the  past  requires  an  honest  look  at  the  whole 
history  of  the  Church,  not  merely  those  parts  of  it  that  suit  our  fancy. 
The  first  step  is  to  know  that  the  Church  came  from  the  Incarnate 
Son  of  God  who  came  down  from  heaven  that  sinful  men  might  be 
reconciled  by  His  love,  and  made  One.  Hardly  had  the  history  of  the 
Church  completed  its  first  important  chapter  before  one  of  its  most 
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significant  members  gave  to  us  a  thought  form  that  most  perfectly  tells 
us  in  unmistakable  terms  just  what  the  Spirit  of  the  Church  is.  St. 
Paul  speaks  of  the  Church  as  "The  Body  of  Christ".  The  Church  came 
into  being  when  the  apostles  and  other  disciples  were  gathered  together 
in  one  place,  having  continued  in  prayer,  and  in  the  breaking  of  bread. 
There  came  to  them  like  the  rushing  of  a  mighty  wind  and  the  flashing 
of  flames  of  fire,  the  Spirit  of  Almighty  God,  as  it  had  been  revealed 
to  them  in  the  life,  death,  and  resurrection  of  our  Lord  and  Savior, 
Jesus  Christ. 

Any  group  of  people  gathered  together  under  the  name  of  the 
Church  which  does  not  accept  the  full  implications  of  Pentecost  is  by 
whatever  degree  they  fall  short,  a  false  representation. 

Holding  this  in  mind  a  reading  of  the  record  of  the  Church  is 
punctuated  all  too  frequently  with  sad  chapters  illustrating  man's  refusal 
to  accept  the  demands  of  the  Church  on  its  members.  The  Church  as 
the  Body  of  Christ,  alive  with  the  Spirit  with  which  it  was  endowed 
at  its  birth  on  Pentecost,  says  with  crystal  clarity,  "Let  him  who  would 
come  after  me  take  up  his  cross  and  follow  me".  Many  men  claiming 
to  speak  for  the  Church  have  distorted  its  teachings,  molded  them  to 
suit  their  own  whims,  suited  them  to  their  selfish  needs,  carefully  avoid- 
ing anything  that  would  disturb  their  own  comfort,  their  own  status 
say:  "I  will  wear  a  cross  about  my  neck  as  a  decoration  but  to  imply 
that  I'm  willing  to  die  for  Christ's  sake  is  too  much." 

Just  as  the  Borgias  wrote  the  story  of  the  Church,  just  as  St.  Francis 
wrote  the  story  of  the  Church,  each  in  their  own  time,  so  we  are  writing 
the  story  of  the  Church  to-day.  If  the  record  interprets  the  story  of  the 
Church  in  the  time  of  the  Borgias  correctly  we  can  say  that  at  this  point 
the  Church  strayed  far  from  reality,  from  loyalty  to  the  heritage  of 
Pentecost,  from  the  gracious  pierced  figure  that  hung  upon  the  Cross 
that  all  mankind  might  be  drawn  to  Him.  If  the  record  interprets  the 
story  of  the  Church  correctly  then  that  part  of  it  which  was  written 
by  the  life  of  the  most  appealing  of  all  the  saints,  St.  Francis  of  Assisi, 
tells  us  that  when  man  wishes  to  do  so  he  may  truly  approximate  the 
full  demands  of  membership  in  the  Body  of  Christ,  reflecting  a  love 
that  comes  from  Christ  alone. 

Now  we  have  our  chance.  We  must  be  loyal  to  our  whole  tradition. 

STRUCTURE  AND  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

On  the  28th  of  April  a  devoted  group  of  clergy  and  laymen  met  to 
consider  a  long  range  study  of  the  Structure  and  Organization  of  the 
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Diocese.  This  is  a  carefully  chosen  group,  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  D.  E.  Hudgins.  We  can  rejoice  that  they  have  attacked  their  task 
with  deep  insight  and  a  high  sense  of  purpose.  The  rapid  changes  that 
have  been  taking  place  in  our  community  and  the  steady  growth  of 
our  Diocese  makes  it  vitally  important  for  this  study  to  be  made.  The 
machinery  which  kept  the  wheels  of  the  Diocese  turning  in  a  most 
effective  fashion  in  the  1950's  and  before  cannot  be  expected  to  operate 
with  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency  in  a  Diocese  that  is  growing  at 
the  rate  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

THE  TERRACES 

We  remind  you  again  of  the  necessity  of  gearing  our  program  to 
qualities  of  depth  as  well  as  extent.  We  have  built  parish  houses, 
churches,  rectories.  We  have  confirmed  large  numbers  of  people  and 
have  lengthened  the  list  of  communicant  members.  This  would  be  of 
no  avail  if  we  did  not  have  plans  to  deepen  the  commitment  of  the 
people  who  participate.  There  is  no  better  way  in  which  to  do  this  than 
to  work  intensively  with  small  groups  of  people  under  favorable  condi- 
tions. The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  to  be  given  these  most  favor- 
able conditions  in  the  new  Conference  Center  located  in  Southern 
Pines.  This  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  Home  for  the  Ageing,  for 
which  we  likewise  give  thanks.  "The  Terraces"  is  a  residence  given  to 
the  Diocese  by  Mr.  and  Mrs,  D wight  Winkelman.  Money  is  available 
to  put  it  into  operation  and  to  subsidize  the  program  through  the 
calendar  year  1961.  We  sincerely  hope  that  the  Diocese  will  see  fit  to 
guarantee  its  continuance  for  subsequent  years.  It  will  be  operated 
under  the  Department  of  Christian  Education,  with  a  strong  local 
committee  chaired  by  the  Rector  of  Emmanuel  Parish,  Southern  Pines. 

THE  BUDGET 

Your  Diocese  finds  itself  facing  serious  financial  responsibilities. 
This  is  nothing  new.  These  responsibilities  arise  out  of  recognition  on 
the  part  of  your  leaders  of  unmet  needs.  It  is  good  that  these  needs 
come  to  our  attention.  If  our  program  were  merely  to  hold  the  line 
we  could  rightfully  be  accused  of  lack  of  courage  and  vision. 

Year  after  year  since  the  dark  days  of  the  1929-35  depression  the 
budgets  of  this  Diocese  have  steadily  increased.  Using  the  amount  col- 
lected we  can  say  that  for  the  6  year  period  between  1955  and  1961,  the 
increase  is  56%  in  the  Church's  Program  budget.  It  is  this  budget 
which  determines  the  program  of  the  Diocese  through  its  departments: 
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Missions,  College  Work,  Christian  Education,  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions, Promotion,  and  Finance. 

In  the  light  of  the  obvious  need  and  in  consideration  of  our  vision 
of  fields  white  to  the  harvest  these  departments  are  ready  to  go  forward. 
We  know  that  certain  steps  will  bring  results.  There  is  a  barrier  to 
taking  these  steps:  lack  of  money. 

If  it  were  not  for  evidence  that  the  money  is  available  we  would 
not  mention  this  need.  But  it  is  available,  and  we  know  that  the  people 
of  the  Church  in  these  39  counties  comprising  this  Diocese  will  respond 
once  the  needs  are  identified.  We  have  planned  to  present  the  facts 
pertaining  to  the  need  and  we  ask  your  careful  consideration  of  these 
facts. 

Each  year  the  National  Church  assigns  to  each  Diocese  an  amount 
they  consider  our  fair  share  of  the  work  that  is  done  throughout  the 
world.  This  quota  for  the  Diocese  has  gone  up  at  a  very  rapid  rate. 
In  5  years  from  $71,126.00  to  $106,000.00.  For  1962  the  National 
Council  is  asking  $118,942.00  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

Some  of  the  heart-rending  stories  that  come  to  us  from  the  field 
would  make  us  hope  we  can  give  twice  as  much. 

BISHOP  COADJUTOR 

In  a  short  period  of  two  days  we  will  be  celebrating  the  first  anni- 
versary of  the  Consecration  of  Bishop  Thomas  Augustus  Fraser.  This 
means  that  for  a  year  he  has  stood  at  my  right  hand  and  has  assumed 
the  leadership  called  for  from  him  as  Bishop  in  Charge  of  Missions  and 
College  Work.  In  addition  he  has  taken  his  full  share  of  the  Episcopal 
Visitations  and  has  filled  innumerable  requests  for  special  talks,  for 
which  he  is  so  splendidly  qualified.  It  is  with  considerable  reluctance 
that  I  burden  him  further,  but  circumstances  justify  it.  The  men  now 
admitted  as  Postulants  will  be  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  only  shortly 
before  Bishop  Fraser  becomes  Diocesan.  It  is  therefore  obvious  that 
the  men  now  admitted  should  be  chosen  by  the  man  under  whom  they 
will  work.  I  do  hereby  assign  to  Bishop  Fraser  the  responsibility  of 
selecting  men  to  be  admitted  as  Postulants  in  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina. 

MR.  JOSEPH  BLOUNT  CHESHIRE 

During  this  past  year  we  have  lost  from  the  ranks  of  active  Church- 
men Mr.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire.    He  is  the  third  to  bear  this  name 
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while  contributing  significantly  to  the  life  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 
Mr.  Cheshire  has  served  as  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Delegate  to  the 
House  of  Deputies,  a  Trustee  of  the  Diocese,  He  frequently  represented 
his  parish  in  Diocesan  Convention.  For  40  years  he  was  treasurer  of 
the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  Raleigh,  and  served  as  a  Trustee 
of  St.  Augustine's  College  and  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College. 

In  recent  years  his  declining  health  and  impaired  hearing  has  kept 
him  from  many  things,  including  his  work  in  the  Church.  We  have 
missed  him  but  will  cherish  the  strong  memory  of  his  contribution  to 
the  life  of  this  Church. 

MR.  ISAAC  D.  THORP 

On  Sunday,  April  23rd,  Isaac  D.  Thorp  was  taken  into  the  arms  of 
his  Maker.  For  many  years  Mr.  Thorp  has  been  serving  his  Church 
with  devotion  and  effectiveness  as  Vestryman  and  Senior  Warden  of 
the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  as  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  and  Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Finance.  For  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese.  In  his  community  he  was  a  respected  leader,  giving  freely 
of  his  time  in  many  ways.  Those  who  knew  him  best  will  remember 
him  as  a  friend  whose  warm  support  gave  courage  in  time  of  need. 

These  two  noble  servants  of  the  Lord  set  a  standard  for  us  all.  We 
will  go  forward  with  courage  as  they  have. 

WALLACE  HEDRICK  CONRAD 

On  September  1st  one  of  our  young  and  much  loved  clergymen 
was  taken  after  a  brief  and  fatal  illness.  Wallace  Hedrick  Conrad  was 
a  native  of  Greensboro,  where  he  was  a  member  of  St.  Andrew's  Parish. 
After  attending  Guilford  College  Mr.  Conrad  graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  entered  the  Berkeley 
Divinity  School  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut.  He  graduated  in  the 
spring  of  1958  and  entered  on  his  short-lived  ministry  in  the  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  in  Cooleemee,  and  the  Church  of  the  Ascension, 
in  Fork.  He  was  ordained  to  the  diaconate  by  Bishop  Penick,  and  to 
the  priesthood  by  Bishop  Baker.  His  congregations  loved  him  very 
much  and  it  was  with  a  deep  sense  of  loss  that  they  received  the  news 
of  his  untimely  death.  His  work  was  wonderfully  effective  and  for  this 
we  honor  him,  but  it  was  for  the  depth  of  his  friendships  that  he  will 
be  most  remembered. 

May  I  be  so  bold  as  to  pledge  anew  all  that  I  have  to  give  in  the 
office  to  which  you  have  called  me.    With  the  devoted  loyalty  of  so 
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many  bearing  their  share  of  the  burden  I  willingly  set  my  eyes  on  the 
road  that  lies  ahead.

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Address  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 

Bishop  Baker,  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates. 

With  your  permission,  I  will  file  my  Official  Acts  by  title. 

In  less  than  four  days,  I  will  have  completed  the  first  year  of  our 
Consecration  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  this  Diocese.  I  would  like  to  share 
with  you  my  observations  and  findings  of  this  past  year  and  leave  with 
you  some  recommendations.  Although  these  observations  have  been 
made  in  the  past  year,  I  am  sure  that  they  are  sharpened  and  influ- 
enced by  the  ten  years  which  I  have  spent  in  this  Diocese  both  as 
rector  of  a  parish  and  an  active  and  concerned  Priest  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Church. 

BISHOP  BAKER.  Whenever  a  second  Bishop  is  elected  in  a  Dio- 
cese, it  is  always  a  matter  of  concern  as  to<  how  two  men  will  get  along 
in  their  respective  posts  and  as  to  how  their  relationship  will  affect  the 
life  of  the  Diocese.  I  want  to  thank  Bishop  Baker  publicly  for  the 
gracious  and  generous  manner  in  which  he  has  permitted  me  to  act 
with  complete  freedom  in  the  jurisdiction  which  he  assigned  to  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor  when  he  called  for  an  election.  It  should  be  a  source  of 
comfort  to  the  members  of  this  Diocese,  as  well  as  to  the  Church  at 
large,  to  know  that  the  Diocesan  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  have  en- 
joyed a  relationship  of  trust  and  loyalty.  We  are  not  all  endowed  with 
many  talents,  but  it  has  long  been  my  firm  conviction,  and  particu- 
larly among  those  who  are  called  to  the  Priesthood,  that  we  can  always 
work  hard  and  be  loyal  to  our  superiors  and  to  our  God.  If  I  cannot 
bring  anything  more  to  the  office  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  to 
Bishop  Baker,  I  pray  that  I  may  at  least  bring  these  two  qualities. 

SEMINARY  STUDENTS.  Bishop  Baker  has  just  announced  that 
he  has  extended  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  to  include  all 
the  men  who  in  the  future  will  apply  for  Sacred  Orders  through  this 
Diocese.  This  is  a  logical  decision  on  the  part  of  Bishop  Baker  and  a 
responsibility  which  I  gladly  accept,  since  most  of  the  men  entering 
the  ministry  from  this  time  forth  will  probably  work  in  areas  of  the 
Church  which  are  my  specific  concern. 

It  has  long  been  the  desire  of  the  Bishops  and  the  Clergy  to  give 
the  newly  ordained  clergy  an  opportunity  to  gain  parish  experience 
before  assigning  them  to  their  own  work.  We  will  begin  this  policy  in 
June  when  we  will  assign  four  of  the  seven  men,  whom  we  hope  to 
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ordain  to  the  Diaconate,  to  work  where  they  will  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  older  and  more  experienced  clergy. 

This  is  a  good  time  to  announce  that  some  funds  which  have  been 
available  to  Bishop  Baker  for  Theological  Education  will  not  be  avail- 
able to  me,  although  I  will  have  access  to  the  Alston  Fund  which  has 
as  one  of  its  provisions  Theological  Education.  The  Deans  of  our  Semi- 
naries are  almost  unanimous  in  their  opinion  that  the  cost  of  theo- 
logical education  should  be  borne;  first,  by  the  man  himself — second, 
his  family — third,  his  parish — fourth,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese — fifth, 
National  Societies  for  Theological  Education — and,  lastly,  scholarships 
from  the  Seminaries.  I  concur  whole-heartedly  with  their  opinion  since 
the  ministry  is  a  sacred  vocation.  It  is  a  call  to  the  privilege  of  sharing 
in  our  Lord's  sacrifice  and  unless  a  man  learns  to  bear  this  responsi- 
bility in  the  early  days  of  his  vocation,  he  will  not  be  able  to  enjoy  it 
in  the  years  of  service  which  lie  before  him. 

COMPANION  DIOCESE.  By  action  of  the  144th  Convention, 
the  Department  of  Missions  was  instructed  to  investigate  and  under- 
take a  Companion  Diocese  relationship  with  a  Missionary  Diocese  out- 
side of  the  borders  of  the  United  States.  As  Bishop  in  charge  of  Mis- 
sions, I  revised  the  membership  of  the  committee  and  upon  request  of 
its  chairman  appointed  a  new  chairman.  It  seemed  best  for  this  com- 
mittee to  work  separate  and  apart  from  the  Department  of  Missions. 
The  present  committee  includes  two  clergymen  who  have  served  as 
missionaries  overseas  and  one  layman,  a  doctor,  who  is  familiar  with  the 
work  of  our  Church  and  the  needs  of  the  Church  outside  of  our  bor- 
ders. The  Reverend  Floyd  Finch  is  chairman  of  this  committee  and 
later  in  the  Convention  will  present  to  you  a  carefully  worked  out 
report  which  will  not  only  demonstrate  the  enthusiasm  and  concern  of 
the  committee,  but  will,  I  am  sure,  commend  itself  to  you.  Although 
the  item  in  the  1962  budget  for  a  Companion  Diocese  is  one  of  the 
smaller  items,  this  may  well  be  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of 
the  work  of  our  Diocese  in  the  years  ahead.  I  strongly  suggest  that 
you  give  this  report  your  undivided  attention  and  support. 

COLLEGE  WORK.  The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  the  home 
of  29  schools  and  colleges  where  the  Church  is  active  on  campus.  This 
is  a  tremendous  responsibility  and  challenge.  The  work  of  our  College 
Chaplain  is  to  serve  Episcopalians  away  from  home.  We  have  in  the 
colleges  of  North  Carolina  Episcopalians  from  every  corner  of  the  globe. 
These  students  are  dynamic  young  people  who  are  not  only  challenged 
by  the  religious,  political,  social  and  economic  problems  of  our  day  but 
are  responding  to  these  challenges.   The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman 
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serves  as  secretary  of  the  Department  of  College  Work  and  has  done  an 
outstanding  job.  He  will  present  to  you  the  budget  and  program  of  the 
Department  of  College  Work.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Sherman  has  served 
as  Chaplain  to  Episcopal  students  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
in  Chapel  Hill  and  is  well  aware  of  the  needs  of  our  College  Work. 

There  is  a  tendency  to  think  of  College  Work  as  a  luxury,  but  I 
sincerely  recommend  it  to  you  as  one  of  the  strong  missionary  arms  of 
the  Church  which  is  serving  our  Lord  in  one  of  the  most  vital  areas  of 
our  national  life. 

MISSIONS.  In  order  to  have  a  clear  understanding  of  the  Missions 
of  our  Diocese,  there  are  three  factors  which  we  must  keep  in  mind: 

1 — Every  year  12,000  farms  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina  either 
close  or  change  ownership. 

2 — The  population  of  our  small  textile  towns  is  constantly  affected 
by  automation,  the  import  and  export  policy  of  our  government,  as  well 
as  general  labor  conditions. 

3 — There  is  in  North  Carolina,  as  in  the  rest  of  our  nation,  a  con- 
stant migration  from  the  small  towns  to  large  metropolitan  areas.  This 
migration  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  constantly  toward  the 
Piedmont  Crescent  which  extends  from  Raleigh  west  to  Greensboro 
and  then  bends  south  to  Rock  Hill,  S.  C. 

This  constant  and  almost  inevitable  shift  in  population  creates  a 
serious  problem  for  our  small  congregations  which  are  not  on  the  receiv- 
ing end  of  this  migration  and  presents  a  constant  changing  economic 
picture  for  the  Department  of  Missions  with  almost  unforeseeable 
problems  from  month  to  month.  When  the  Department  of  Finance 
presents  its  report,  you  will  quickly  recognize  that  the  Department  of 
Missions  spends  about  one-third  of  the  Church's  Program  Budget  to 
sustain  and  extend  the  work  of  the  Church  in  congregations  which  are 
not  able  to  support  themselves.  Our  Mission  congregations  with  their 
clergy  in  some  instances  are  and  should  be  the  growing  edge  of  our 
Diocese. 

1  have  organized  the  Department  of  Missions  to  include  an  out- 
standing layman  from  each  section  of  our  Diocese  to  serve  with  two 
laywomen  and  two  clergymen,  in  order  that  we  might  bring  to  this 
work  some  of  the  best  knowledge  and  administrative  ability  of  our 
Dioetse.  The  Reverend  William  M.  Latta  has  most  ably  and  con- 
scientiously served  as  Secretary  of  this  department  during  the  past  year. 
As  one  who  has  served  as  a  missionary  clergyman,  he  is  aware  of  the 
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problems,  the  needs  and  the  intimate  concerns  of  the  missionary  clergy. 
The  members  of  this  committee  have  been  tireless  in  sharing  with  the 
Church  their  particular  talents  and  in  attending  almost  monthly  meet- 
ings of  the  department.  We  have  undertaken  a  program  of  investigating 
each  Mission  and  have  conducted  hearings  of  the  Mission  Committees 
in  order  that  we  might  be  better  informed  as  to  their  program  and  their 
needs.  The  department  has  also  approved  an  expenditure  of  $1,500.00 
for  Committee  expense:  $600.00  for  expenses  of  the  secretary — $600.00 
for  stenographic  help  and  $300.00  for  department  expenses,  in  order 
that  we  might  accumulate  and  keep  up  to  date  information  about  each 
of  our  Missions  and  to  classify  this  material  in  files  that  will  be  readily 
available  to  the  Missionary  Clergy,  to  the  members  of  the  department, 
and  to  the  Bishop  in  charge  of  Missions.  This  material  includes  bap- 
tisms, confirmations,  communicant  strength,  buildings,  budgets,  assess- 
ments and  requests  for  aid. 

The  Department  of  Missions  is  well  aware  that  this  phase  of  our 
Diocesan  program  has  been  and  still  is  under  serious  criticism  from 
many  clerical  and  lay  members  of  the  Church.  At  almost  every  gath- 
ering of  the  Diocese,  there  is  a  strong  request  for  a  change  in  the 
Mission  policy  of  the  Diocese,  particularly,  in  the  manner  in  which 
assistance  is  given  to  our  Mission  congregations.  I  am  sure  this  request 
will  be  reiterated  when  the  Reverend  Mr.  Latta  presents  the  Depart- 
ment budget  for  1962.  I  can  only  say  to  you  that  our  Mission  policy 
has  developed  over  a  long  number  of  years.  Its  roots  are  deep  and  it 
has  become  a  tradition.  In  order  to  meet  the  challenges  of  this  criti- 
cism, there  will  have  to  be  a  mandate  from  this  Convention  to  effect 
any  rapid  and  substantial  change.  Otherwise,  the  budget  of  the  depart- 
ment, which  has  more  than  doubled  in  the  past  ten  years,  will  continue 
to  increase  in  a  manner  which  will  lead  to  dissatisfaction  among  the 
clerical  and  lay  members  of  our  Diocese. 

As  Bishop  in  charge  of  Missions,  I  would  like  tx>  share  some  obser- 
vations with  you  and  ask  you  to  give  them  your  serious  concern  and,  if 
you  think  well  of  them,  to  adopt  them  if  and  when  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  the  Bishops'  Addresses. 

1 — All  Parishes  and  Missions  requesting  Diocesan  assistance  are 
expected  to  accept  and  pay  their  Quota  and  Assessment. 

2 — All  Missions  desiring  the  services  of  a  full  time  clergyman  must 
have  a  plan  for  reducing  their  Diocesan  assistance  or  accept  part-time 
administration. 

3 — All  Parishes  now  receiving  Diocesan  assistance  must  adopt  a 
plan  to  achieve  self-support  or  be  reduced  to  a  Mission. 
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4 — Any  Parish  or  Mission  receiving  Diocesan  assistance  which  desires 
to  incur  indebtedness  for  building  or  repairs,  shall  submit  their  capital 
fund  and  operating  budgets  to  the  Department  of  Missions  for  approval 
before  making  a  loan. 

The  picture  of  our  Missions,  however,  is  not  without  some  bright 
spots. 

The  Associated  Mission.  One  of  the  obvious  weaknesses  of  our 
Mission  program  is  the  lack  of  continuity  in  ministry.  We  have  several 
glaring  illustrations  of  this  weakness  in  Missions  where  there  have  been 
four  different  clergy  in  five  years,  three  different  clergy  in  four  years. 
In  an  effort  to  correct  this,  we  are  trying  a  plan  called  "An  Associated 
Mission"  whereby  several  Missions  (in  this  particular  case  nine  Mis- 
sions) will  be  under  the  administrative  supervision  of  one  clergyman. 
He  will  have  on  his  staff  several  clergy  who  will  in  effect  ride  a  circuit 
and  who  will  care  for  the  needs  of  the  people  in  these  congregations. 
Our  first  Associated  Mission  is  at  Salisbury,  N.  C,  and  we  believe  that 
in  time  we  will  not  only  be  able  to  provide  a  more  complete  ministry 
to  the  congregations  in  the  Associated  Mission  but  we  will  be  able  to 
do  it  at  less  cost  to  the  Diocese.  If  you  are  interested  in  further  infor- 
mation about  the  Associated  Mission,  I  refer  you  to  the  Reverend  John 
N.  McAllister,  Priest-in-Charge  of  the  Salisbury  Associated  Mission. 

The  Charlotte  Plan,  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  County,  is  a  program  whereby  each  congregation  pledges 
three  percent  of  its  operating  expenses  toward  Church  Extension.  This 
plan  is  slowly  being  adopted  by  other  areas  of  our  Diocese.  A  Council 
of  Churches  has  been  established  in  Durham  and  Orange  Counties  and 
they  are  giving  serious  concern  to  the  population  growth  in  their  area 
with  an  eye  to  the  establishment  of  new  work.  A  seminary  student  will 
be  assigned  to  this  work  during  the  summer  and  he  will  accumulate 
information  under  the  guidance  of  clergy  appointed  by  the  Durham- 
Orange  County  Council  of  Churches.  Furthermore,  the  churches  in 
this  area  have  pledged  one  percent  of  their  operating  expenses  or  any 
percentage  that  a  particular  church  feels  it  is  able  to  pledge  for  Church 
Extension  hoping  that  it  will  increase  over  the  next  several  years  until 
they  arrive  at  the  three  percent  figure.  In  Raleigh,  a  movement  is 
under  way  to  establish  a  Council  of  Churches.  Almost  every  Church 
has  pledged  a  portion  of  its  operating  budget,  in  some  cases  also  Easter 
and  Christmas  offerings  toward  Church  Extension.  We  hope  that  the 
Raleigh  Council  of  Churches  will  cooperate  with  the  Durham-Orange 
County  Council  of  Churches  in  its  consideration  of  the  Research  Tri- 
angle which  is  in  close  proximity  to  Raleigh,  Durham  and  Chapel  Hill. 
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Another  bright  spot  is  All  Saints'  Church,  Sedgefield,  which  was 
organized  as  a  Mission  in  September,  1959.  Last  October,  I  had  the 
privilege  of  breaking  ground  for  construction  of  a  Church  and  Parish 
House.  The  buildings  are  completed,  and  at  this  Convention  they  will 
request  Parish  status.  This  is  almost  an  ideal  schedule  of  growth  and 
assumption  of  parish  responsibility.  The  Department  of  Missions,  and 
I  am  sure  the  members  of  this  Convention,  will  want  to  express  their 
hearty  congratulations  and  gratitude  to  the  Reverend  Lloyd  Fonvielle, 
Priest-in-Charge  of  All  Saints',  and  to  the  lay  members  of  that 
congregation. 

St.  Christopher's  in  Charlotte.  This  is  an  example  of  the  effective- 
ness of  what  we  call  the  Charlotte  Plan  and  the  result  is  that  we 
arrived  in  the  right  place  at  the  right  time.  We  are  in  the  very  center 
of  one  of  the  most  rapidly  growing  sections  of  Mecklenburg  County. 
Charlotte  Churches  are  contributing  $9,000.00  a  year  to  this  work, 
which  has  resulted  in  the  purchase  of  four  acres  of  land,  a  very  attrac- 
tive rectory  and  a  substantial  congregation  is  in  the  process  of  growth 
and  development.  St.  Christopher's  may  have  a  request  to  present  to 
this  Convention,  and  at  that  time  I  will  be  happy  to  speak  more  fully 
to  this  situation. 

St.  Christopher's,  Garner,  is  slowly  and  quietly  building  a  strong 
congregation  under  able  leadership.  We  hope  in  the  near  future  to 
purchase  land  for  a  Church  building  and  Parish  House  with  funds 
raised  by  the  congregation  plus  a  loan  from  our  Diocesan  Foundation. 

St.  Paul's,  Cary,  has  in  the  past  year  erected  a  temporary  building 
on  a  do-it-yourself  basis  and  for  the  first  time  has  a  Church  home.  The 
building  is  28  feet  by  74  feet,  made  of  14  gauge  steel,  heated  and  air- 
conditioned,  at  a  cost  to  the  Diocese  of  less  than  $5,000.00.  The 
Department  of  Missions  received  the  money  to  purchase  this  building 
from  members  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Episcopal  Churchmen.  The 
Reverend  Waite  Maclin  and  members  of  his  Mission  Committee  will 
be  happy  to  have  you  visit  their  building  while  you  are  here  in  Raleigh 
attending  this  Convention. 

When  we  add  up  our  assets  and  our  liabilities  in  the  program  of  the 
Department  of  Missions,  I  can  safely  say  that  we  are  headed  in  the 
right  direction,  but  we  do  need  more  than  criticism — we  need  your 
thoughtful  consideration  and  support.  If  you  are  at  a  complete  loss  as 
to  what  to  do  in  this  respect,  I  recommend  to  you  a  Council  of 
Churches,  the  Charlotte  Plan  for  Church  Extension,  and  urge  you  to 
become  alert  and  sensitive  to  the  extension  of  our  Church  in  your  area 
of  the  Diocese. 
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The  year  ahead  should  be  a  very  fruitful  one  for  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  but  we  cannot  be  unaware  of  the  fact  that 
both  within  the  borders  of  our  nation  and  beyond  our  borders  the  year 
ahead  may  be  one  of  division  and  chaos. 

The  Church  Catholic  is  greater  than  any  Congregation,  Diocese,  or 
Nation.  The  Church  Catholic  expresses  God's  concern  for  all  of  his 
people  everywhere.  I  ask  for  your  prayers,  your  support  and  your  par- 
ticipation in  the  work  of  Christ's  Holy  Catholic  Church  to  heal  the 
wounds  of  mankind  and  to  reconcile  the  differences  that  divide  and 
destroy  mankind.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  held 
four  regular  meetings  at  Ravenscroft  since  the  last  Diocesan  Convention. 

On  June  8,  I960,  the  Council  was  organized  into  departments  with 
the  following  chairmen:

The  Council  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"To  permit  full  discussion  and  understanding  of  future  decisions  im- 
plementing the  established  policy  of  gradualism  the  Executive  Council 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  agrees  that  any  further  integration 
of  any  camp  or  conference  under  its  control,  which  is  not  already  inte- 
grated, be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Race,  which  shall  report  to 
the  Executive  Council  and  be  presented  to  the  Diocesan  Convention. 
Such  integration  shall  not  take  place  until  approved  by  the  Diocesan 
Convention." 

The  Council  authorized  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  withdraw 
from  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Reserve  Fund  such  funds  as  were 
necessary,  not  exceeding  $7,500.00,  to  meet  current  expenses  not  in- 
cluded in  the  1960  budget.  The  Department  of  Finance  was  directed 
to  repay  this  amount  to  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Reserve  Fund  by 
including  an  item  of  $1,000.00  in  the  1961  budget  and  six  succeeding 
budgets. 

The  Council  approved  in  principle  a  report  presented  by  Mr.  Henry 
W.  Lewis,  Chairman  of  a  committee  appointed  to  make  a  study  of  the 
no-quota  methods  of  financing  the  Diocesan  budget.  The  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Department  of  Promotion  in  collaboration  with  the 
Department  of  Finance  for  study  and  report. 
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On  October  5,  I960,  the  Council  voted  to  accept  with  gratitude  the 
gift  of  the  Winkelman  property  in  Southern  Pines  and  commit  itself 
to  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  property  and  the  development  of  a 
program  for  its  use. 

Mrs.  James  L.  Godfrey  was  elected  to  membership  on  the  Council 
for  one  year  of  the  unexpired  term  of  Mrs.  Richard  H.  Lee,  who 
resigned. 

On  February  1,  1961,  the  Rev.  Floyd  W.  Finch,  Jr.,  Chairman  of 
the  Companion  Diocese  Plan  Committee,  presented  a  detailed  report 
and  recommendation  for  a  Companion  Diocese  Plan  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina.   The  Council  voted  to  adopt  the  report  as  presented. 

The  Council  approved  The  Guide  For  Mission  Clergy  and  Mission 
Committees  as  presented  by  Bishop  Fraser. 

The  Council  voted  to  go  on  record  favoring  $4,500.00  minimum 
salary  plus  $120.00  minimum  annual  travel  allowance  for  married  clergy. 

The  financial  report  for  1960  was  presented.  As  of  December  31, 
1960,  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  balance  was  $.00.  This  was 
done  by  the  transfer  of  $5,378.09  from  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Re- 
serve Fund.  The  Church's  Program  Fund  showed  a  deficit  of  $2,566.27. 
The  Council  authorized  the  Treasurer  to  take  $1,844.21  received  in 
1961  for  1960  Church's  Program  quota  from  the  Late  Payment  Fund 
and  apply  it  to  the  deficit  in  the  1960  Church's  Program  quota,  and  to 
take  $721.46  from  the  Church's  Program  Reserve  Fund  and  apply  it  to 
the  same  deficit. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  College  Work,  the 
Council  authorized  the  purchase  of  the  former  rectory  of  the  Chapel 
of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  with  monies  from  the  Alston  Fund. 

The  Rev.  Loren  B.  Mead  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Social  Relations,  succeeding  the  Rev.  William  P. 
Price,  who  resigned  as  chairman. 

On  April  5,  1961,  the  Council  sought  to  amend  the  1961  Church's 
Program  Fund  Budget  due  to  the  fact  that  in  1961  approximately 
$15,852.00  will  not  be  paid  on  the  total  budget  of  $311,099.50  because 
a  few  parishes  and  missions  cannot  or  will  not  accept  quotas.  The  1961 
budget  was  reduced  by  $8,510.00,  the  total  of  the  reduction  taken  by 
the  departments.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  authorized  to  draw 
from  the  Church's  Reserve  Fund  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$10,000.00,  if  necessary,  to  balance  the  amended  1961  budget.  The 
amount  taken  from  the  Church's  Program  Reserve  Fund  will  be  put  in 
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the  1962  budget  as  a  separate  item  to  be  raised  on  a  voluntary  basis. 

The  Council  adopted  proposed  budgets  for  1962  for  presentation  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention.  The  total  budget  for  Episcopal  Maintenance 
Fund  amounted  to  $96,335.31,  an  increase  of  15.1  percent  over  the  1961 
budget.  A  and  B  budgets  were  proposed  for  the  Church's  Program 
Fund.  Budget  A,  a  total  of  $339,504.36,  represents  10  percent  increase 
over  the  1961  budget.  Budget  B,  a  total  of  $377,980.61,  represents  22.7 
percent  increase  over  the  1961  budget. 

The  Council  voted  to  support  the  request  from  St.  Christopher's 
Church,  Charlotte,  for  a  loan  from  the  National  Episcopal  Church 
Foundation  Revolving  Loan  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $25,000.00. 

The  Council  voted  to  transfer  the  item  Debt  Service,  which  is  pay- 
ment on  the  Duke  Student  Center  and  the  Chaplain's  residence  at 
Chapel  Hill,  from  the  budget  of  the  Department  of  College  Work  to 
the  budget  of  income  from  the  Alston  Fund.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 

The  North  Carolina  National  Bank,  as  Treasurer,  submits  by  title  its 
annual  report  in  the  form  of  a  summary,  a  more  detailed  report,  and  an 
audit  prepared  by  the  W.  M.  Russ  Company,  Certified  Public  Accountants. 
1960  was  not  a  normal  year  from  the  Treasury  standpoint.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  resort  to  reserve  funds  to  balance  both  the  Church's  Program  and 
the  Episcopal  Maintenance  budgets.  The  deficit  in  the  Church's  Program 
Fund  when  books  were  closed  for  the  year  was  only  $721.46,  and  this 
was  the  amount  taken  from  the  reserve.  For  Episcopal  Maintenance,  the 
amount  taken  from  the  reserve  fund  was  $5,378.09.  This  was  due  to  capital 
expenditures  in  large  part. 

The  Treasurer  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of 
the  Bishops  and  their  offices;  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions; 
to  Heads  of  Departments  of  the  Diocese;  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese; 
and  to  members  of  the  Finance  Committee.

The  Work  of  the  Church  is  the  business  of  the  Diocesan  magazine  just 
as  it  is  the  business  of  all  other  Diocesan  organs. 

During  the  past  year,  in  an  endeavor  to  serve  other  departments  as  a 
means  of  communication  direct  to  every  home  in  the  Diocese,  The  North 
Carolina  Churchman  has  featured  in  different  issues  work  in  Christian 
Education,  Promotion,  Music,  Finance,  various  Institutions,  Colleges,  Mis- 
sions, Companion  Diocese  Plan,  the  Conventions;  and  the  Bishop  and  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  have  space  available  every  month. 

The  Board  of  Editors  meets  each  month  to  analyze  the  last  issue  (letters 
of  criticism  or  approval  are  a  constant  help  in  evaluation),  to  set  the  theme 
for  the  next  issue,  to  choose  the  writers  of  major  articles,  and  make  assign- 
ments. Their  effort  is  to  plan  two  or  three  issues  in  advance.  This  year 
the  board  has  consulted  with  newspaper  and  magazine  reporters  and  editors, 
as  well  as  Mr.  Spearman  and  Mr.  Sechrist  of  the  U.  N.  C.  to  seek  ways  of 
improving  The  North  Carolina  Churchman. 

The  Managing  Editor's  office  work  week  averages  about  50  hours;  she 
handles  all  business  and  mechanics  of  publication  and  writes  news  items  and 
short  articles.  This  past  year,  she  also  has  visited  19  parishes  and  missions 
all  over  the  Diocese,  and  has  been  invited  to,  and  ''covered",  13  meetings 
and  special  events  of  Diocesan  interest. 

There  was  about  3.5%  increase  in  circulation  during  1960.  From 
January  to  April  1961,  there  has  already  been  a  further  increase  of  2.5%, 
bringing  the  mailing  list  to  12,438.  It  is  gratifying  that  more  and  more 
churches  are  sending  in  corrections  and  additions  to  the  mailing  list,  reg- 
ularly, and  are  keeping  the  Churchman  office  up-to-date  on  news  items  of 
wider  than  parish  interest. 

The  North  Carolina  Churchman  should  serve  the  Work  of  the  Church 
all  over  this  Diocese  in  the  best  way  possible.  It  can  do  this  only  with  your 
help.

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REPORT  OF  ST.  MARY'S  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  a  report  of  the  activities  at 
St.  Mary's  during  the  year  that  will  soon  be  concluded.  The  119th  session 
began  on  September  12,  1960,  and  will  be  concluded  on  May  29,  1961. 

During  the  year  substantial  progress  was  made  toward  strengthening 
the  academic  program.  A  year  ago  I  reported  on  the  results  of  the  self-study 
and  visitation  program  of  the  Southern  Association.  Since  that  time  the 
faculty  has  reviewed  all  of  the  recommendations  set  forth  in  the  self-study, 
and  has  taken  several  steps  to  strengthen  the  curriculum.  All  applicants 
are  now  required  to  take  entrance  tests,  and  submit  their  scores  before 
the  application  is  approved.  This  is  not  the  only  element  considered,  as 
the  student's  entire  record  is  given  careful  review  before  a  decision  is  made. 
In  the  next  year  or  two,  it  will  be  possible  to  make  studies  which  will  show 
how  valid  our  present  procedure  will  be. 

The  Planning  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  had  several 
meetings.  Mr.  Jefferson  Hamilton  of  Florida  has  been  engaged  to  prepare 
plans  for  the  future  use  of  the  physical  plant.  Mr.  Hamilton  is  the  campus 
consultant  for  the  University  of  Florida,  and  has  been  employed  for  special 
projects  by  several  Southern  colleges.  The  Planning  Committee  is  attempt- 
ing to  project  the  future  development  of  St.  Mary's  so  that  the  maximum 
utilization  of  land  and  buildings  may  be  attained.  It  is  attempting  to 
determine  the  ideal  size  of  the  student  body,  and  the  program  of  academic 
work  that  should  be  offered. 

The  committee  has  announced  that  the  first  project  it  hopes  to  com- 
plete is  a  new  library  building.  The  present  building  is  old  and  inadequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  present  day.  It  has  been  decided  that  the  building 
could  not  be  expanded  to  accomplish  the  desired  purpose  without  great 
work.  It  is  hoped  that  funds  for  this  very  necessary  expansion  will  be  avail- 
able in  the  very  near  future.  A  committee  of  the  Board  is  exploring  all 
possible  solutions  to  the  problem. 

During  the  past  summer  several  important  projects  were  completed. 
These  largely  had  to  do  with  the  physical  plant.  A  new  roof  was  placed 
on  the  dining  room  building.  This  had  become  necessary  when  it  was  no 
longer  possible  to  make  repairs  upon  the  old  one.  The  building  was  erected 
in  1909.  Substantial  renovation  was  undertaken  in  the  auditorium.  Much 
of  this  work  was  necessary  in  order  to  make  possible  the  use  of  this  building 
for  a  modern  dramatics  program.  Nearly  a  third  of  the  cost  of  the  project 
was  paid  for  by  gifts  from  student  organizations. 

In  the  summer  of  1960,  we  continued  the  bath  room  improvement  plan 
started  the  year  before.  This  time  two  bath  rooms  in  West  Rock  were 
completely  done  over.  This  improvement  of  bathing  facilities  will  continue 
until  all  areas  in  the  dormitories  have  been  brought  up-to-date. 
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Other  work  last  summer  included  extensive  repair  and  improvement 
in  the  area  where  employees  have  rest  rooms  and  cloak  rooms. 

The  financial  picture  is  about  as  it  has  been  in  other  years.  The  budget 
was  balanced  but  there  were  many  areas  that  needed  attention  that  could 
not  be  helped  for  lack  of  funds.  As  in  the  past,  most  of  the  funds  used 
each  year  come  from  student  fees.  In  order  to  be  on  a  safer  basis,  additional 
income  from  the  church  is  badly  needed.  The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
has  steadily  improved  its  budget  item  for  St.  Mary's,  and  it  has  now  reached 
$11,000.  The  other  four  owning  dioceses  have  not  improved  their  giving 
to  any  considerable  extent.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future,  they  will 
be  able  to  make  St.  Mary's  a  real  diocesan  institution,  and  give  it  the  kind 
of  support  that  it  deserves  and  needs.

REPORT  ON  SAINT  AUGUSTINE'S  COLLEGE 

The  Committee  on  Institutions,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  W. 
Moultrie  Moore,  Jr.,  is  trying  to  help  St.  Augustine's  College  solve  the 
problems  it  is  now  facing.  So  are  some  of  the  Clerici,  several  Laymen's 
organizations,  a  growing  number  of  Churchwomen's  chapters,  and  several 
Parishes  and  Missions.  We  continue  to  solicit  the  interest  of  all  Church 
groups,  both  official  and  unofficial,  as  we  endeavor  to  further  our  program 
of  Christian  Higher  Education. 


STATEMENT  OF  FINANCIAL  NEEDS 

Assumptions  used  in  re  financial  needs  of  Saint  Augustine's. 

1 .  That  the  need  for  college-trained  manpower  will  increase  throughout 
the  next  decade,  and  that  we  at  St.  Augustine's  can  produce  quali- 
fied trained  individuals. 

2.  That  the  number  of  students  in  all  colleges  and  universities  will 
continue  to  increase,  and  that  St.  Augustine's  will  increase  in  enroll- 
ment from  485  in  1960  to  600  in  1965. 

3.  That  the  number  of  faculty  members  will  increase  slightly  and 
faculty  salaries  must  be  increased  in  order  to  secure  and  retain  the 
services  of  qualified  teachers. 

4.  That  the  college  will  remain  coeducational,  75%  residential,  and 
offer  no  graduate  programs. 

Budget  need  for  Current  Operations: 

1.  Faculty  Salary  Increases:  Nationally  it  is  predicted  that  facultv 
salaries  will  double,  on  the  average,  1958-1968.  It  will  take  $15,000 
to  increase  our  faculty  salaries  10%  for  the  year  of  1960-1961. 
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2.  Building  Repairs  and  Maintenance:  Operating  on  a  close  budget  we 
have  not  been  in  position  to  maintain  a  regular  paint  and  repair 
schedule,  therefore,  we  need  $25,000  to  bring  our  buildings  and 
grounds  program  up-to-date. 

3.  Scholarship  Budget:  The  volume  of  government  funds  for  scholar- 
ships and  loans  will  grow,  but  the  college  must  continue  to  supply 
a  substantial  portion  of  student  aid  in  order  to  assure  the  desired 
composition  of  the  student  body.  It  costs  the  college  about 
$1,100.00  per  student  and  the  student  pays  an  average  of  about 
$650.00.  We  take  in  about  $7,000  for  scholarships  but  must  pay  out 
over  $20,000.00.  We  cannot  charge  more  tuition  due  to  the 
economic  status  of  our  students  and  their  parents. 

4.  Note  outstanding  of  $95,000  (was  $150,000). 

Capital  Needs: 

1.  Health  and  Fine  Arts  Building:— $450,000.00. 

2.  Central  Heating  Plant:  Total  of  $95,000.00;  $34,500  in  one  year. 

3.  Renovation  of  old  St.   Agnes   Hospital:— $35,000.00. 

4.  Lounges  for  Taylor  Hall  and  Cheshire  Building:— $8,000.00. 

5.  Instructional  equipment  and  furniture: — $25,000.00. 

6.  Chapel  Expansion:  Sacristy,  Lounges: — $25,000.00. 

7.  Endowment  needs: — $521,000.00  in  additional  funds.  (This  would 
bring  total  to  $1,000,000.00.) 

As  usual,  most  of  the  students  at  St.  Augustine's  College  are  from  North 
Carolina  (335),  nearly  all  come  from  the  Fourth  Province.  This  means  that 
the  college  is  truly  serving  this  Diocese,  as  well  as  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina,  Western  North  Carolina,  and  the  Province.  Because  of  their 
Christian  training  in  our  church  college,  these  young  people — our  students 
—  will  become  better  trained  for  constructive  roles  in  an  increasingly  com- 
plex society. 

Saint  Augustine's  sincerely  appreciates  all  that  has  been  done  on  her 
behalf  in  the  past  and  now  sincerely  requests  that  the  needs  of  the  college, 
as  presented  here  this  morning,  will  merit  the  continued  consideration  of 
the  Diocese  and  of  those  who  are  supplementing  Diocesan  efforts  in  such  a 
splendid  manner.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH 

BY  THE  SEWANEE  TRUSTEES  FROM  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Since  the  1960  Diocesan  Convention  many  things  have  occurred 
affecting  this  Diocese  and  its  ownership  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Thomas  A.  Fraser  was  consecrated  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  and 
in  June  of  1960  preached  a  superb  baccalaureate  sermon  to  one  of 
Sewanee's  largest  graduating  classes.  Bishop  Fraser  was  awarded  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity.  Cornerstone  was  laid  in  June  1960 
for  the  Alexander  Guerry  Memorial  Building,  a  classroom  and  auditorium 
structure  immediately  adjoining  the  University  Library,  a  memorial  to 
Sewanee's  great  Vice  Chancellor  of  1938-1948.  Laying  this  cornerstone 
was  one  of  the  last  official  acts  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  N.  Carruthers, 
Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  who  died  the  following  week.  Acting  Chancel- 
lor this  year  has  been  the  Senior  Bishop  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Charles  C.  J.  Carpenter  of  Alabama.  When  the  Board  of  Trustees 
meets  in  June,  1961  it  will  elect  the  University's  Fifteenth  Chancellor  for 
a  term  of  six  years. 

The  University  has  the  highest  enrollment  in  its  history,  612  in  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  85  in  the  School  of  Theology  including  4 
graduate  students,  and  274  in  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

Frequently,  we  have  touched  on  the  subject  of  finances  in  connection 
with  Sewanee  and  to  that  end  believe  that  perhaps  a  summary  of  this 
situation  would  be  a  wise  thing  at  this  time: 

During  Sewanee's  first  eighty  years,  the  University  of  the  South 
operated  with  a  deficit.  Then  about  20  years  ago,  Alexander  Guerry, 
then  Vice  Chancellor,  asked  Bishop  Penick  and  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  to  guarantee  a  $50,000.00  endowment  for  Sewanee.  Instead, 
Bishop  Penick  offered  to  put  Sewanee  in  the  Budget  for  $2,000.00  as 
being  the  equivalent  annual  interest  on  $50,000.00.  This  figure  had 
grown  slowly  to  $4,000.00  by  about  1955,  where  it  has  remained  until 
now.  During  these  20  years,  Sewanee  has  operated  without  a  deficit 
and  the  amount  of  the  Church  support  has  obviously  made  the  differ- 
ence between  operating  in  the  red  and  operating  in  the  black.  In  other 
words,  we,  as  owners  of  the  Institution,  have  been  willing  to  meet  our 
fundamental  obligations  of  ownership  in  assuring  the  solvency  of 
Sewanee.  It  was  the  feeling  of  Dr.  Guerry  that  in  our  personal  lives, 
as  in  our  Church  lives,  we  do  not  ask  our  friends  to  wipe  out  our 
private  deficits,  but  we  take  care  of  these  things  within  the  family. 
This  is  the  basis  of  the  Sewanee  Church  Support  Program. 
Sewanee  is  owned  by  350,000  Churchmen  of  the  21  owning 
Dioceses  whose  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Conventions  elect  represen- 
tatives to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Today,  the  Thirty  Million  Dollar 
Plant  or  approximately  $100.00  per  communicant  investment,  stands 
clearly  as  a  tribute  to  the  inspiration  of  Dr.  Alex  Guerry  and  his  vision 
of  greatness  for  the  one  University  which  is  owned  by  the  Episcopal 
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Church.  Today  more  Episcopalians  contribute  to  Sewanee  than  do 
Sewanee  Alumni.  This  is  simple  mathematics  based  on  the  350,000 
Episcopalians  who  own  Sewanee  and  through  Church  Support  Program 
have  given  over  the  past  six  years  an  average  of  about  $180,000.00  a 
year,  compared  with  the  6,000  living  alumni  who,  incidentally,  have 
given  an  average  of  about  $630,000.00  a  year.  Incidentally,  the  operating 
costs  of  the  University  are  being  met  by  three  main  sources  —  tuition, 
endowment  and  Church  support,  and  the  Church  support  amounts  to 
about  18%  of  the  income  and  this  is  the  income  which  has  kept 
Sewanee  operating  in  the  black. 

The  support  of  Sewanee  by  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  been 
good,  but  less  than  ideal.  This  past  year  we  reached  the  average  of 
44c  per  communicant  and  are  still  striving  for  the  goal  of  $1.00  per 
communicant  per  year.  Only  four  parishes  within  the  Diocese  have  met 
or  exceeded  this  figure  and  they  are  St.  Mary's  Chapel  here  in  Raleigh; 
St.  Paul's,  Winston-Salem;  and  two  new  additions  to  the  list  this  year, 
St.  John's  in  Charlotte  and  Calvary,  Tarboro,  which  are  also  in  excess 
of  $1.00  per  communicant  per  year. 

Before  you  is  a  proposed  budget  indicating  a  reduction  in  the 
Diocesan  support  of  Sewanee  from  $4,000.00  to  $3,000.00  per  year. 
There  are  about  28  parishes  in  this  Diocese,  representing  about  10,000 
communicants,  who  have  Sewanee  in  their  parish  budgets  and  are  con- 
tributing on  the  average  about  44c  per  communicant.  This  includes 
budgetary  allotments,  as  well  as  Theological  Education  Sundav 
Offerings. 

For  the  year  1960  this  Diocese  gave  through  the  Budgetary  allot- 
ment and  through  the  Parishes  $6,590.00  and  through  Theological 
Education  Sunday  Offerings  $2,308.39,  for  a  total  of  $8,898.39,  the 
largest  sum  ever  given  through  Church  Support  by  this  Diocese  to 
Sewanee  and  some  15%  over  the  1959  figure. 

This,  as  we  mentioned,  was  accomplished  by  28  parishes  rep- 
resenting 10,000  communicants.  The  remaining  100  or  so  parishes  and 
missions  representing  an  additional  11,000  communicants  are  making 
no  direct  acknowledgment  of  their  ownership  of  Sewanee,  except 
through  the  Diocesan  commitment.  If  these  parishes  and  missions  will 
put  Sewanee  in  their  budget  we  will  do  more  than  meet  our  moral 
obligation  in  the  support  of  an  Institution  which  we  own  —  we  will 
also  accomplish  the  often  expressed  goal  of  getting  Sewanee  into  the 
individual  parish  budgets,  so  that  all  21,000  Episcopalians  in  this 
Diocese  may  become  more  aware  of  their  Two  Million  Dollar  pro- 
portionate share  of  ownership  of  The  University  of  the  South.

ONE  HUNDRED  FORTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  report  in  summary 
form  actions  taken  by  the  Trustees  during  the  calendar  year  1960. 
There  is  attached  to  this  report  and  made  a  part  thereof  report  of 
limited  audit  made  by  W.  M.  Russ  &  Company  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1960  and  the  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  North 
Carolina  National  Bank,  Custodian  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
Trusts.

January  12,  1960 

The  Trustees  received  deed  from  Mrs.  Bertha  Hechenbleikner  for 
five  acres  on  Carmel  Road,  Sharon  Township,  Mecklenburg  County, 
for  the  benefit  of  St.  John's  Mission,  Charlotte. 

On  the  same  date  St.  John's  Mission  having  become  a  Parish,  the 
above  tract  was  conveyed  to  the  Vestry  of  that  Parish,  together  with 
Lot  1,  Block  3,  of  Stonehaven  Subdivision. 

The  Trustees  also  conveyed,  at  the  request  of  the  Vestry  of  St. 
John's  Parish,  Lot  52  of  Carmel  Park  to  J.  Fred  Porter. 

January  26,  1960 

The  Trustees  ordered  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  a  one-fourth  undivided 
interest  in  a  tract  of  land  in  Mecklenburg  County,  received  by  the 
Trustees  in  trust,  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Rev.  Thorn  Blair,  in  accord- 
ance with  said  trust. 

February  7,  1960 

The  Trustees  received  in  trust  a  tract  of  land  in  Garden  City,  S.  C, 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Rev.  Thorn  Blair,  Rector 
of  Christ  Church,  Charlotte. 

The  Trustees  executed  deed  to  Lot  7,  Block  24,  of  Garden  City  to 
the  H.  B.  Jerman  Land  Company  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  $2,000. 

March  11,  1960 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  conveyance  of  Lot  No.  2  of  the  T.  W. 
Young  Property,  Plat  Book  19,  page  20,  Durham  County  Registry,  on 
the  south  side  of  Markham  Avenue,  to  the  Herndon  Building  Company, 
Inc.  in  exchange  for  and  as  a  part  of  the  consideration  for  a  tract  of 
land  on  Arnette  Avenue  to  be  used  as  a  rectory  for  the  Chaplain  at 
Duke  University.  The  Trustees  at  the  same  time  authorized  the  signa- 
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ture  of  note  and  deed  of  trust,  a  part  of  the  purchase  price  of  the 
Arnette  Avenue  property,  in  the  sum  of  $12,000  to  the  Security  Savings 
and  Loan  Association. 

March  21,  1960

The  Trustees  authorized  the  Custodian  of  the  Diocese  to  buy 
$15,000  in  180  day  U.  S.  Treasury  Bills  due  October  6,  1960  for  the 
Thompson  Orphanage  account. 

May  5,  1960 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  sale  of  100  shares  of  Dun  &  Brad- 
street,  Inc.  and  with  the  proceeds  to  purchase  Carolina  Power  &  Light 
Company  47s  %  First  Mortgage  Bonds. 

May  6,  1960 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  purchase  of  100  shares  of  Union  Bag 
Camp  Paper  Corporation;  100  shares  of  National  Biscuit  Company; 
and  95  shares  of  Monsanto  Chemical  Company. 

May  23,  1960 

The  Trustees  received  notice  of  claim  of  lien  in  the  sum  of 
$76,991.05  in  connection  with  Charlottetown,  Inc.  The  lien  was  for- 
warded to  Mr.  James  O.  Moore,  Esquire,  of  Charlotte  with  the  request 
that  answer  be  filed  protecting  the  rights  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Trustees  executed  deed  of  trust  and  note  in  the  sum  of  $20,000 
to  R.  D.  Douglas,  Trustee  for  Home  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Asso- 
ciation of  Greensboro,  conveying  Lot  No.  1,  Sec.  4,  of  Sedgefield,  all 
for  the  benefit  of  All  Saints  Mission,  Sedgefield. 

June  12,  1960 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  purchase  of  $12,000  Treasury  Bills  for 
the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution  Account. 

June  23,  1960 

In  connection  with  a  proposed  gift  of  property  to  All  Saints  Mission, 
Greensboro,  by  deed  with  a  reversionary  clause  therein,  the  Trustees 
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declined  to  accept  the  property,  being  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not 
advantageous  for  the  Diocese  to  accept  property  conveyed  under  deeds 
containing  a  reversionary  clause  since  such  deeds  place  a  cloud  upon 
the  title  to  lands. 

The  Trustees  agreed  to  assume  a  balance  of  $6,000  in  connection 
with  the  conveyance  to  the  Trustees  of  Lot  1,  Block  5,  of  Forest  Hills, 
Book  of  Maps  1959,  Vol.  2,  page  148,  Wake  County,  for  the  benefit 
of  St.  Christopher's  Mission,  Garner,  N.  C. 

The  Trustees  approved  and  entered  into  a  memorandum  of  purchase 
and  sale  of  Lot  93,  Bl.  20,  of  Starmount  No.  4,  Book  of  Maps  9,  page 
153,  Mecklenburg  County,  for  $19,450,  payable  $500  cash,  a  loan  of 
$14,550,  and  additional  cash  payment  of  $4,350  upon  approval  of  the 
loan. 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  sale  of  32  shares  of  Liggett  &  Myers 
Tobacco  Co.  and  the  purchase  of  Union  Bag  Camp  Paper  Corp.  com- 
mon stock  in  lieu  thereof  . 

The  Trustees  considered  the  manner  in  which  the  trust  fund  estab- 
lished for  the  benefit  of  the  Diocese  under  the  will  of  Louis  W.  Alston 
should  be  administered.  The  North  Carolina  National  Bank  had 
offered  to  handle  the  details  of  this  trust  and  to  make  recommendations 
from  time  to  time  for  investments  for  a  charge  of  5%  of  the  income 
up  to  $10,000  and  2Vz%  of  the  income  thereafter.  Wachovia  Bank  & 
Trust  Company  had  proposed  to  handle  the  trust  for  a  fee  of  5%  of 
the  net  income  up  to  $50,000  and  2Vi%  of  the  income  in  excess  of 
$50,000  per  year.  No  final  action  was  taken  pending  further  negotia- 
tions with  the  two  banking  institutions.

Company  stock,  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  thereof  being  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Bishop.

The  Trustees  delivered  deed  conveying  property  belonging  to  St. 
Luke's  Mission,  Durham,  to  the  State  Highway  Commission  to  be 
used  for  widening  Club  Boulevard. 

The  Trustees  conveyed  for  $6,500  lot  in  Madison  on  the  south  side 
of  Academy  Street  to  J.  Siewers  Wall  and  wife. 

August  5,  1960

The  Trustees  transmitted  to  Mr.  John  Hallowell  the  sum  of 
$2,513.98,  proceeds  of  sale  of  194  shares  of  Dan  River  Mills  stock 
bequeathed  to  the  Diocese  by  Mrs.  Mattie  Clark  Williamson  for  the 
purchase  of  an  organ  for  the  Duke  Episcopal  Student  Center. 

September  12,  1960 

The  Trustees  received  deed  from  Misses  Mary  Elizabeth  Moore 
and  Carrie  Helen  Moore  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Alban's,  Littleton.  The 
deed,  dated  September  1,  1952,  was  acknowledged  June  3,  1953  and  is 
unregistered,  and  being  a  deed  of  gift,  is  void  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina.  Efforts  to  obtain  a  deed  of  confirmation  were 
initiated. 

The  Trustees  purchased  $12,000  in  U.  S.  Treasury  notes  for  the  ac- 
count of  Thompson  Orphanage,  the  funds  representing  ground  rents 
received  from  Charlottetown. 

September  26,  1960 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  sale  of  Lots  35,  36,  and  37,  Block  E, 
Section  2,  of  Lincoln  Park,  Book  of  Maps  5,  page  18,  office  of  the 
Register  of  Deeds  for  Edgecombe  County,  for  not  less  than  $4,500, 
subject  to  a  commission  of  5%,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  to  be  applied 
toward  the  purchase  of  another  tract  of  land  for  the  use  of  Holy  Hope 
Mission,  to  whom  the  property  belongs. 

The  Trustees,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Bishop,  authorized  the 
sale  for  $4,500  of  a  part  of  St.  David's  Church  Lot,  Laurinburg. 

The  Trustees  discussed  the  proposed  gift  by  Mr.  Dwight  Winkel- 
man  of  W2  acres  of  land,  together  with  the  buildings  located  thereon, 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  The  Trustees  expressed  the  opinion  that 
they  have  no  legal  power  and  authority  to  commit  the  Diocese  to  any 
particular  program  of  use  or  upkeep  of  the  property  if  the  gift  is  made.

The  above  chart  shows  the  largest  and  the  fastest  growing  urban  centers 
in  the  Diocese  during  the  period  from  1950  to  1960.  Seven  of  the  ten  in 
the  State  are  located  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

The  chart  shows  the  population  growth  percentages  of  the  urban 
centers,  using  the  metropolitan  area  when  available,  plus  the  Episcopal 
growth  percentage.  Percentage  growth  for  the  same  period  was  secured 
for  the  Lutheran  Church  from  their  headquarters  in  Salisbury  in  order  to 
further  help  gauge  our  growth. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  the  Diocesan  journals  that  the  Diocese 
receives  a  large  percentage  of  her  income  from  these  urban  centers  and 
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can  expect  to  do  so  in  the  future  in  ratio  to  the  way  we  meet  our  oppor- 
tunities in  these  growing  situations. 

The  most  promising  item  reflected  in  the  chart  is  the  large  percentage 
increase  in  Church  School  enrollment  during  the  ten  year  period. 
Undoubtedly  this  will  make  for  greater  membership  growth  in  the  future. 
It  also  indicates  we  are  fulfilling  in  a  larger  way  our  responsibility  to  our 
children  in  Christian  education.  Increased  enrollment  is  usually  directly 
in  proportion  to  facilities.  Upon  examination,  we  would  probably  find  a 
large  increase  in  facilities  during  the  ten-year  period. 

Throughout  the  country  the  urban  centers  are  the  most  rapid  growing 
as  to  population,  and  this  is  true  in  our  own  Diocese.  The  complexion  of 
the  country  is  rapidly  changing  from  a  rural  community  to  an  urban  one. 
As  these  rapid  changes  take  place,  the  Church  must  be  aware  of  them  and 
plan  to  meet  the  change. 

The  10-Year  growth  figures  (1950-1960)  may  serve  the  Diocese  in 
many  ways  in  planning  for  the  next  ten  or  twenty  years.  If  we  are  to  meet 
the  challenge  of  an  explosive  population  increase  in  our  Diocese,  we  must 
plan  to  serve  the  people  where  they  are.  This  does  not  minimize  the 
importance  of  the  Church's  ministry  in  the  rural  and  town  areas.  It 
merely  points  out  where  the  largest  opportunities  will  be. 

ON  DIOCESAN  REORGANIZATION  AND  BUSINESS 

The  Committee  feels  that  Bishop  Baker  gave  recognition  to  one  of  the 
most  pressing  needs  of  the  Diocese  in  appointing  a  special  committee  to 
study  its  reorganization  from  a  business  viewpoint.  The  growing  size  of 
the  Diocese  in  terms  of  communicant  strength,  the  sums  of  moneys 
handled,  and  the  numerous  expressions  of  the  Church  Program  in  the 
forms  of  institutions,  missions  and  departments  all  combine  to  indicate 
clearly  the  need  for  the  use  of  more  modern  business  methods  in  Diocesan 
affairs.  Subject,  however,  to  the  report  of  that  committee,  it  is  difficult 
to  visualize  a  good  administration  of  the  business  of  the  Diocese  without 
the  concentration  of  business  responsibilities  in  the  hands  of  a  Diocesan 
business  manager. 

In  due  time,  the  economies  resulting  from  the  use  of  business  methods 
as  well  as  the  stability  afforded  by  trained  business-like  planning  should 
more  than  warrant  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  business  department. 
Deliberate  and  realistic  budgetary  planning  alone  should  tend  to  give  more 
stability  to  the  operation  of  the  various  departments,  obviating  emergency 
action  such  as  was  recently  taken  in  radically  reducing  budget  items  in 
the  middle  of  a  fiscal  year. 

The  Committee  counsels,  however,  that  successful  organizational 
planning  may  be  attained  only  if  that  special  committee  (a)  is  given  suffi- 
cient funds  with  which  to  conduct  its  study,  and  (b)   approaches  its  prob- 
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lem  with  an  objectivity  comparable  to  business  houses  which  commonly 
employ  the  services  of  professional  business  consultants. 


OUR  CONTINUED  CONCERN  FOR  EVANGELISM 

In  following  through  on  Sections  I  and  II  of  this  report,  we  would  like 
to  express  our  continued  concern  for  the  outreach  of  the  Church.  This  is 
a  central  activity  of  our  reason  for  being,  and  the  Church  can  be  the 
Church  only  as  it  is  evangelistic. 

Much  evangelism  is  actually  going  on  in  the  present,  as  our  report 
bears  out.  In  the  past  ten  years,  our  Communicant  strength  has  grown 
from  16,448  in  1950,  to  21,887  in  1960,  a  gain  of  almost  one-third.  In 
order  for  us  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  coming  years,  we  see  a  vital  need 
for  the  cooperative  work  of  clergy  and  laity  in  carrying  out  the  great 
opportunities  for  evangelism  within  our  own  borders. 

We  have  communicated  with  the  Reverend  Howard  Harper,  D.  D., 
Executive  Director  of  the  General  Division  of  Laymen's  Work  of  the 
National  Council,  and  he  has  informed  us  that  a  special  ''Training  Course 
on  Evangelism"  is  being  planned  for  1962,  similar  to  the  "Family  Life 
Conference"  that  has  been  carried  out  effectively  in  recent  years. 

In  his  letter  Dr.  Harper  says:  ".  .  .  I  am  glad  to  tell  you  that  a  Train- 
ing Course  on  Evangelism  is  in  the  plans  and  will  be  given  in  1962.  In 
the  meantime,  you  may  expect  that  the  National  Council  will  be  stepping 
up  and  co-ordinating  'unlabeled'  evangelistic  efforts  presently  carried  on 
by  various  departments,  so  that  by  1962  the  role  and  position  of  the  lav- 
man  will  have  achieved  considerable  more  definition  than  it  now  has." 

We  recommend  that  either  through  the  Committee  on  Evangelism,  or 
the  Adult  Division  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education,  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  Laymen's  Association  of  the  Diocese,  if  possible,  real  efforts 
be  made  to  see  that  this  "Training  Course  on  Evangelism"  be  offered  to 
every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese,  either  through  a  week-end  con- 
ference within  the  local  church,  or  through  combined  conferences  at  the 
center  in  Southern  Pines. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  evangelism  going  on  in  the  Diocese  would 
be  much  more  effective  and  productive  if  every  layman  and  clergyman 
had  an  opportunity  to  understand  clearly  what  is  involved  in  carrying  it 
out. 


CONCERNING  FINANCES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  QUOTAS 

Like  many  in  the  Diocese,  we  are  concerned  that  the  Budget  for  1961 
had  to  be  cut  from  the  figure  originally  adopted  by  this  Convention.  How- 
ever, we  feel  that  through  recent  months  the  Diocese,   as  a  whole,  has 
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learned  a  great  deal  about  the  importance  of  its  own  financial  setup.  We 
are  happy  that  the  "North  Carolina  Churchman"  has  seen  fit  to  inform 
the  entire  Diocesan  family  of  the  financial  picture  of  the  Church,  and  we 
hope  that  something  of  this  nature  will  continue  in  the  future.  Vestry- 
men, laymen,  laywomen,  and  young  people  need  to  know  in  more  detail 
what  our  financial  situation  is  and  where  pledged  offerings  are  spent. 

We  have  noticed  some  reluctance,  in  the  past,  on  the  part  of  the 
Department  of  Finance  to  carry  out  in  full  its  responsibilities  as  outlined 
in  Canon  XV,  Section  1.  In  particular,  we  refer  to  the  following:  "It  (the 
Department  of  Finance)  may  receive  applications  for  the  alteration  of  the 
said  scale  (of  assessments  and  apportionments),  and  shall  have  the  power 
to  modify  the  same,  reporting  all  such  applications  and  its  action  thereon 
to  the  Convention."  We  realize  that  this  is  a  tremendous  and  difficult 
responsibility,  but  feel  that  if  it  were  carried  out  according  to  Canon,  the 
results  would  be  beneficial  to  all  concerned. 

Also  we  believe  that  history  has  shown  that  there  is  an  inevitable 
shrinkage  in  the  amount  of  money  received  by  the  Diocese.  Some  churches 
do  not  accept  their  requested  figures,  and  some  that  do  accept  what  is 
requested  over  a  period  of  years  have  consistently  not  paid  in  full.  We  feel 
that  the  Budget  Committee  needs  to  be  as  realistic  as  possible  in  drawing 
up  the  Diocesan  Budget,  and  that  it  should  be  communicated  to  all  the 
people,  as  clearly  as  possible,  that  our  budgets  are  always  minimum  figures 
necessary  for  operation.  We  are  happy  that  some  efforts  have  been  made 
along  this  line  recently. 

Also,  we  would  like  to  mention  what  has  perhaps  been  stated  before: 
that  there  is  a  certain  degree  of  resentment,  of  long  standing,  in  the 
Diocese  on  the  use  of  the  system  of  Assessments  and  Quotas.  We  feel 
that  the  opportunity  to  express  this  resentment  is  reflected,  to  some  degree, 
in  the  1961  Budget.  We  urge  that  continued  efforts  be  made  toward  the 
goal  of  a  no  quota  system  in  the  Diocese,  realizing  that  work  is  being  done 
in  this  area  and  progress  made.  We  simply  look  forward  to  the  day  when 
a  congregation's  pledging  to  the  Diocese  and  National  Church  can  be  done 
freely  and  responsibly. 


ON  REPRESENTATION  AT  THE  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 

Historically,  a  balance  between  clergy  and  lay  representation  at  the 
convention  was  predicated  upon  a  formula  of  one  vote  for  the  parish  and 
one  vote  for  its  priest.  This  balance  was  substantially  maintained  so  long 
as  the  Diocese  was  predominantly  rural  in  character  and  the  parishes  small. 
The  communicant  growth  experienced  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past 
twelve  years  has  been  reflected  percentagewise  in  a  greater  growth  of 
clergy  than  in  the  number  of  parishes.  Statistics  taken  from  the  Journals 
of  1948  and  1960  indicate  a  36%  gain  in  strength  of  the  voice  of  clergv 
over  laymen.    Lay  interest  and  participation  in  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese 
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are,  in  some  measure,  directly  related  to  lay  representation.  We  understand 
that  the  National  Church  is  currently  studying  this  matter  of  represen- 
tation, and  we  feel  that  such  a  study  should  be  undertaken  in  this  Diocese. 


CLERGY  CHANGEOVER:  A  10-YEAR  PERSPECTIVE 

The  question  has  been  raised  as  to  the  extent  of  clergy  changeover  in 
our  Diocese.  In  order  to  find  out  exactly  how  much  turnover  has  been 
going  on,  the  Journals  for  the  years  1950-1960  were  used  to  compile  some 
statistics.  They  are  as  follows:

Needless  to  say,  in  10  years  there  has  been  some  change,  some  cases  of 
which  inevitably  were  due  to  less  than  noble  motives.  However,  as  a  whole 
these  figures  do  not  seem  alarming;  nor  do  they  seem  to  merit  serious  con- 
cern as  to  the  generally  healthy  relationships  between  the  clergy  and  the 
churches  which  they  serve. 

Bishop  Fraser  ("North  Carolina  Churchman",  March  1961)  remarks: 
"...  I  am  confident  in  saying  that  any  ordained  minister  of  our 
Church  will  find  it  most  difficult  to  leave  a  congregation  that  is 
zealous  to  hear  the  Gospel  and  desirous  to  live  a  Christian  life  .  .  . 
When  people  say  that  a  clergyman  left  because  he  didn't  have  this 
or  that,  you  can  always  be  certain  there  is  another  reason  which 
lies  deeper.  It  is  more  likely  that  he  used  this  as  an  excuse  because 
he  thought  it  was  the  thing  that  the  people  would  understand.  It 
may  be  that  he  did  not  have  courage  enough  to  say,  'My  strength 
is  insufficient  to  carry  you.  I  feel  that  I  have  failed  to  awaken 
this  congregation  to  their  need  for  Christ  and  His  Gospel'."

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REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 
Calendar  Year  1960 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  business  transacted  by  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  at  the  seven 
meetings  held  during  the  calendar  year  1960: 

FEBRUARY  3,  1960,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  recommended  the  following  Deacons  to  the 
Bishop  to  be  ordained  to  the  Priesthood,  approval  being  given,  in  each 
case,  to  the  Bishop's  request  for  the  shortening  of  the  Diaconate  to 
six  months  as  provided  in  Canon  35,  Section  2: 

The  Reverend  Curtis  Tilley  Allen  —  anytime  on  or  after  March  18, 
1960. 

The   Reverend  Thomas  Eugene  Bollinger  —  anytime  on   or  after 
June  8,  1960. 

The  Reverend  Augustus  Moody  Burt  III  —  anytime  on  or  after 
March  27,  1960. 

The  Reverend  Robert  Alan  Croxson  —  anytime  on  or  after  February 
3,  1960. 

The  Reverend  William  Hoover  Hethcock  —  anytime  on  or  after 
March  18,  1960. 

The  Reverend  Joseph   Edward   Sturtevant  —  anytime  on   or  after 
March  27,  1960. 

The  Reverend  Gary  Archer  Verell  —  anytime  on  or  after  March  19, 
1960. 

The  Consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  following  Ordi- 
nations and  Consecrations: 

The  Rev.  Canon  James  Stuart  Wetmore  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  New  York 

The  Rev.  Ivol  Ira  Curtis  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Los  Angeles. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Ellsworth  Bennison  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Western  Michigan. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Vestry  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  Greensboro,  to  sell  for  approxi- 
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mately  $800.00  a  vacant  lot  in  the  town  of  Woodstock,  N.  Y.,  con- 
veyed as  an  unrestricted  donation  to  the  said  Parish  by  Mr.  N.  S. 
Calhoun. 

MARCH  8.  1960,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  Consent  for 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  take  title  from  Mr. 
George  Fisher  Ball  of  the  house  and  lot  located  in  Garner,  North  Caro- 
lina, being  used  as  a  church  and  parish  house  for  St.  Christopher's 
Mission,  Garner,  North  Carolina,  and  to  assume,  in  behalf  of  the 
Mission  Committee  and  congregation  of  the  aforesaid  Mission,  a 
mortgage  of  $6,000.00  with  First  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Association 
in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  to  be  retired,  with  interest  at  six  percent, 
in  twenty  years  (with  prepayment  privileges  without  penalty)  through 
the  General  Operating  Budget  of  the  said  St.  Christopher's  Mission, 
said  written  consent  being  advised  and  approved  as  of  February  22, 
1960. 

The  Committee  was  advised  by  its  Secretary  that  the  Testimonials 
of  the  Election  of  the  Reverend  Thomas  Augustus  Fraser,  Jr.,  to  be 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  were  ready  to  be 
mailed  to  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  several  Dioceses. 

The  Consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  following  Ordi- 
nations and  Consecrations: 

The  Venerable  Samuel  Blackwell  Chilton,  D.D.,  to  be  Suffragan 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia. 

The  Reverend  Thomas  Augustus  Fraser,  Jr.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  election  of  a  second  Suf- 
fragan Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Michigan  because  of  the  extent  of 
Diocesan  work. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  to 
the  sale  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  the  house  and  lot  at  903 
West  Markham  Avenue,  Durham,  North  Carolina,  for  approximately 
$9,000.00,  said  property  being  no  longer  considered  adequate  or  suit- 
able as  a  residence  for  the  Chaplain  of  Episcopal  Students  and  Faculty 
at  Duke  University. 

The  Bishop  was  further  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  take  title  to  a  house  and 
lot  at  1110  Arnette  Avenue,  Durham,  North  Carolina,  as  the  residence 
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for  the  Episcopal  Chaplain  for  Duke  University,  and  to  give  a 
mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  same  in  the  amount  of  $12,000:00, 
said  mortgage  to  be  liquidated,  with  interest  at  six  percent,  in  ten 
years  (with  prepayment  privileges  without  penalty)  as  follows:  1 — 
$1300.00  in  1960  from  the  Bishops  Discretionary  Fund.  2— The  bal- 
ance through  the  Diocesan  Church's  Program  Budget  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  College  Work. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  to  sell  the  lot  in  Madison,  North  Carolina,  being  the 
site  of  the  former  St.  John  s  Church  there,  it  being  recommended  that 
the  proceeds  thereof  be  applied  towards  the  construction  of  a  parish 
house  for  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Mayodan,  since  this  Church  now 
serves  both  communities. 

In  connection  with  the  Bishop's  request,  under  the  provisions  of 
General  Canon  46,  Section  2,  for  Council  of  Advice  regarding  the 
petition  of  the  Vestry  of  St.  Mark's  Parish,  Mecklenburg  County, 
North  Carolina,  for  the  Dissolution  of  the  Pastoral  Relationship,  the 
Committee  advised  the  Bishop  in  writing  that  "in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Canon  46,  Section  2,  it  finds  no  grounds  on  which  to 
advise  the  dissolution  of  the  aforesaid  Pastoral  Relationship." 

MAY  11,  1960,  AT  TARBORO: 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Wardens 
and  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  North 
Carolina,  to  convey  to  the  Trustees  of  the  W.  B.  Jordan  Fund,  the  new 
Rectory  property  of  the  said  Parish,  located  on  Lafayette  Avenue  in 
the  City  of  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina,  upon  receipt  of  a  satisfac- 
tory deed  of  conveyance  to  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky 
Mount,  of  the  property  now  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  W.  B. 
Jordan  Trust  Fund,  located  on  North  Church  Street  and  on  Gay  Street 
in  the  City  of  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina,  being  that  property 
adjacent  to  the  Church  property  of  the  said  Church  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd on  which  the  present  parish  house  and  old  rectory  building  of 
the  said  Church  now  stand.  The  purpose  of  the  proposed  conveyance 
and  transfer  of  the  Jordan  Trust  is  to  expedite  the  proposed  remodel- 
ing and  enlarging  of  the  parish  house  of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd.  The  Bishop's  written  consent  is  to  contain  the  proviso  that 
the  aforesaid  new  rectory  on  Lafayette  Avenue,  Rocky  Mount,  will 
continue  to  be  occupied  by  the  present  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  and  by  his  successors  in  office,  without  any  change 
whatsoever. 
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The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  remove,  as  requested  by  the 
Vestry  of  St.  Andrew's  Parish,  Greensboro,  the  Sentence  of  Conse- 
cration placed  upon  the  Chapel  in  the  Parish  House  of  said  Parish  by 
the  Right  Reverend  Edwin  Anderson  Penick  on  December  18,  1949, 
and  deliver  said  Chapel  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  for  the  purpose  of 
using  a  portion  thereof  as  office  space,  it  being  understood  that  upon 
completion  of  this  remodeling,  the  Vestry  of  St.  Andrew's  Parish  will 
petition  the  Bishop  for  the  Consecration  of  the  permanent  Chapel  in 
the  Parish  House  of  said  Parish. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  take  title  to  a  house  and  lot 
from  Mr.  K.  O.  Brown,  located  at  the  southeast  corner  of  High  Point 
Road  and  Alamance  Road,  Sedgefield,  Guilford  County,  North  Caro- 
lina; to  hold  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  a  Rectory  for  the  newly 
organized  All  Saints'  Mission,  Sedgefield,  Guilford  County,  North 
Carolina;  and  to  give  a  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  said  prop- 
erty in  favor  of  the  Home  Federal  Savings  and  Loan  Association, 
Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  as  security  for  a  loan  of  $20,000.00  by  the 
Mission  Committee  of  the  said  All  Saints'  Church,  said  loan  to  be 
liquidated  in  fifteen  years,  with  interest  at  six  percent,  with  prepay- 
ment privilages  without  penalty,  through  the  General  Operating  Budget 
of  the  said  All  Saints'  Church. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the 
Vestry  of  Calvary  Parish,  Tarboro,  to  borrow  from  Edgecombe  Home- 
stead and  Loan  Association,  Tarboro,  $3,000.00  for  the  renovation  of 
Cheshire  Memorial  Parish  House,  said  loan  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage 
and  deed  of  trust  on  the  rectory  property  of  said  Parish  and  to  be 
liquidated,  with  interest  at  six  percent,  through  the  Parish's  General 
Operating  Budget  at  the  rate  of  $30.00  per  month,  with  prepayment 
privileges  without  penalty. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Vestry 
of  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Greensboro,  to  convey  to  the  Vestry  of  St. 
Francis'  Church,  Greensboro,  the  house  and  lot  located  at  3415  Wil- 
shire  Drive,  Greensboro,  St.  Francis'  Church  to  assume  the  unpaid 
balance  of  the  mortgage  lien  indebtedness  on  this  property,  which  is 
adjacent  to  the  property  currently  held  by  St.  Francis'  Church  and  is 
now  being  used  as  its  Rectory. 

The  Bishop  was  further  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the 
Vestry  of  St.  Francis'  Parish,  Greensboro,  to  take  title  to  the  aforesaid 
property  when  conveyed  by  the  Vestry  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  Greens- 
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boro,  and  to  assume  the  mortgage  lien  indebtedness  thereon  of  approxi- 
mately $8,700.00. 

The  Committee  also  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent 
to  the  sale  by  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Enfield,  of  the 
present  Rectory  property  of  said  Parish  for  approximately  $10,000.00, 
proceeds  of  said  sale  to  be  applied  on  the  cost  of  a  new  Rectory  for 
said  Parish. 

The  Committee  also  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent 
for  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Enfield,  to  negotiate  a 
loan  of  not  more  than  $10,500.00  with  the  Coastal  Plain  Life  Insurance 
Company,  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina,  for  the  purpose  of  building 
a  new  Rectory  for  said  Parish.  The  loan,  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage 
and  deed  of  trust  on  the  new  Rectory  to  be  built,  is  to  be  repaid  in 
five  years,  with  interest  at  SVz  per  cent,  from  collection  of  pledges  held 
for  the  purpose  by  the  said  Vestry  of  said  Parish. 

The  Secretary  informed  the  Committee  that  on  April  4,  1960,  he 
had  formally  notified  the  Presiding  Bishop  that  Consents  to  the  Ordi- 
nation and  Consecration  of  the  Reverend  Thomas  Augustus  Fraser, 
Jr.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  had  been 
obtained  from  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  several 
Dioceses  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

JUNE  15,  1960,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Reverend  W.  Moultrie  Moore,  Jr.,  and  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Rice 
attended  their  first  meeting,  the  Committee  having  been  increased  in 
membership  from  seven  to  nine,  by  the  Diocesan  Convention.  The 
Reverend  Messrs.  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  and  Carl  F.  Herman  were 
re-elected  President  and  Secretary  respectively,  to  serve  until  the 
Diocesan  Convention  of  1961. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  following  episcopal  elec- 
tions, all  for  the  reason  of  the  extent  of  Diocesan  work: 

A  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  Nebraska,  a  Bishop  Suf- 
fragan for  the  Diocese  of  Colorado,  and  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

Messrs.  Robert  Marsh  Cooper,  William  Parker  Marks,  William 
Edward  Pilcher  III,  James  Oscar  Walker,  Jr.,  Herbert  Stephenson 
Wentz,  and  Leland  Shattuck  Jamieson,  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders, 
were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  the

Candidacy  of   Mr.   Jamieson  being   shortened   to    fifteen   months    as 
requested  by  the  Bishop  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  34,  Section  2. 

The  Committee  informed  the  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina 
Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  that  it  considered  the  loan  for 
which  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  Erwin,  had  applied,  to  be  a  sound  loan. 
The  Vestry  of  the  said  St.  Stephen's  Parish  was  advised  to  take  steps 
immediately  to  have  the  reverter  clause  removed  from  the  deed  or 
deeds  to  its  property,  thus  making  it  possible  for  the  said  Parish's 
Vestry  to  negotiate  a  loan  from  a  commercial  lending  agency. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Mission  Committee  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Sanford,  to  borrow 
$7,500.00  from  the  National  Bank  of  Sanford,  North  Carolina,  in 
order  to  purchase  a  house  and  lot  adjoining  the  present  property  of 
this  Mission,  and  for  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
taking  title  to  said  house  and  lot  and  holding  it  for  the  benefit  of  said 
Mission,  to  give  the  necessary  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  as  security 
for  the  said  loan,  which  is  to  be  liquidated,  with  interest  at  five  per- 
cent, in  ten  years  (with  prepayment  privileges  without  penalty)  from 
rental  of  the  house  and  from  pledges  and  donations  for  the  purpose 
by  the  Congregation  of  the  said  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Sanford,  North 
Carolina. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Mission 
Committee  of  St.  Christopher's  Church,  Charlotte,  to  borrow 
$15,212.50  from  the  Ervin  Construction  Company,  Developers,  of 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  a  rec- 
tory for  said  Mission,  and  for  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  taking  title 
to  said  property,  located  at  2012  Edgewater  Drive,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Christopher's  Mission,  to  give  a 
mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  same  as  security  for  this  loan,  the 
liquidation  of  which  is  to  be  made  through  the  Operating  Budget  of 
the  said  Mission,  with  interest  at  six  percent,  in  twenty-five  years,  with 
prepayment  privileges  without  penalty. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  City  of  Albemarle, 
North  Carolina,  to  take  for  the  purpose  of  widening  Pee  Dee  Street 
in  that  city,  a  strip  of  land,  not  to  exceed  three  feet  in  width  along 
the  entire  North  side  of  the  property  of  Christ  Church,  Albemarle, 
being  property  along  the  south  side  of  the  said  street. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  change  the  status  of  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Siler  City,  North  Carolina,  to  that  of  an  Unorganized 
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Mission,  effective  immediately,  the  same  having  been  requested  by 
the  Priest-in-Charge,  with  the  consent  of  the  congregation,  because  the 
Mission  presently  is  unable  to  meet  the  minimum  requirements  of 
Diocesan  Canon  27,  Section  1. 

After  the  action  aforesaid,  the  Committee  adopted  the  following 
resolution : 

"That    the    Bishop    and    the    Standing    Committee    follow    the 
instructions  and  fulfill  the  requirements   of  Canon   24  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina." 
The  Committee  recorded   its  regret  of  the  news   of  the  sudden 
death  of  the  Right  Reverend  Thomas  Neely  Carruthers,  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  as  well  as  its  appreciation  of  his  epis- 
copacy, communicating  the  same  to  Mrs.  Carruthers  and  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  said  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

SEPTEMBER  6, 1960,  AT  GREENSBORO: 

The  Committee  consented  to  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of 
the  Reverend  Robert  Lionne  DeWitt  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Michigan. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Vestry 
of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  to  borrow 
$160,000.00  on  a  participating  basis,  from  First  Federal  Savings  and 
Loan  Association,  Home  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  Citizens 
Savings  and  Loan  Association  and  Builders  Federal  Savings  and  Loan 
Association,  all  of  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina,  for  the  purpose  of 
renovating  and  enlarging  the  parish  house  facilities  of  this  Parish.  The 
loan,  with  interest  at  five  and  one-half  percent  is  to  be  liquidated  in 
ten  years  from  pledges  for  the  purpose  in  the  amount  of  $168,000.00 
payable  in  five  years,  security  being  in  the  form  of  a  lien  on  the  pres- 
ent parish  house  property  and  the  "Jordan  Property"  on  which  the 
addition  is  to  be  built.  It  has  prepayment  privileges  without  penalty 
after  the  first  year. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Vestry  of  St.  Martin's  Church,  Charlotte,  to  borrow  from  Con- 
necticut General  Life  Insurance  Company  $29,000.00  for  the  purchase 
of  the  property  at  1438  East  Seventh  Street,  adjacent  to  the  present 
property  of  this  Parish,  needed  by  said  Parish  for  parking  and  addi- 
tional facilities.  The  loan,  to  be  secured  by  a  second  mortgage  on  the 
parish  house  and  a  first  mortgage  on  the  property  to  be  purchased,  is 
to  be  paid,  with  interest  at  six  percent,  in  ten  years  (payment  in  full 
without  penalty  possible  after  five  years) . 
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The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  to 
the  sale  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  of  the  property  on  Shepherd 
Drive,  Rocky  Mount,  now  held  for  the  benefit  of  Holy  Hope  Mission 
there,  sale  price  to  be  $4,500.00  or  more,  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  additional  property  adjacent  to  property  on  Virginia 
Avenue,  Rocky  Mount,  offered  as  a  gift  to  this  Mission  and  being  con- 
sidered a  more  desirable  site  than  the  said  Shepherd  Drive  property. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  to  sell  a  strip  of  real  estate  now  held  for  St.  David's 
Church,  Laurinburg —  150  foot  frontage  on  Azcure  Court,  to  the  right 
of  the  present  parish  house  and  farthest  removed  from  the  intersection 
of  Azcure  Court  and  West  Covington  Street,  the  shape  and  size  of 
said  tract  being  such  as  to  make  it  of  little  or  no  use  to  this  Mission, 
now  or  in  the  future.  The  proceeds  of  this  sale,  not  less  than 
$4,500.00,  are  to  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  St.  David's  Mission. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Epis- 
copal Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  that  it  considers  the  loan  for  which 
the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Family,  Chapel  Hill,  expects  to 
apply,  to  be  sound. 

SEPTEMBER  22,  1960,  AT  GREENSBORO: 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  Mission  Committee 
of  St.  Christopher's  Church,  Charlotte,  to  negotiate  a  six  percent  note 
of  $6,400.00  for  one  year  with  the  Ervin  Construction  Company, 
Charlotte,  being  the  balance  due  on  the  total  cost  of  the  building  site 
of  this  Mission,  said  note  to  be  paid  from  funds  receivable  from  the 
other  Episcopal  Churches  in  Charlotte.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  taking  title  to  the  aforesaid  land,  in  behalf  of  said 
Mission  Congregation,  are  authorized  to  give  to  the  aforesaid  Ervin 
Construction  Company  a  purchase  money  note  of  $6,400.00  and  a 
purchase  money  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  as  security  for  the  same. 

Mr.  Woodson  Lea  Powell,  IV,  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was 
recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

Messrs.  James  Stanley  Cox,  Jr.,  Claude  Phillip  Craig,  Samuel  Kind- 
ley  Frazier,  Jr.,  Daniel  Webster  McCaskill,  William  Seymour  Taylor, 
Jr.,  David  Meade  Bercaw,  Jess  Hawkins  Stribling,  Jr.,  and  Earle  Hugo 
Fisher,  Postulants,  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  admitted 
as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  as  of  September  1,  1960. 
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NOVEMBER  3,  1960,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  consented  to  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of 
the  Reverend  Gray  Temple  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina, and  of  the  Reverend  Edwin  Burton  Thayer  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Vestry 
of  Grace  Church,  Weldon,  to  borrow  $5,000.00  from  the  Weldon 
Building  and  Loan  Association  to  make  repairs  to  the  Church  building. 
The  loan,  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  rec- 
tory property  of  said  Parish,  is  to  be  retired  in  five  years  with  interest 
at  six  percent,  from  special  contributions  for  the  purpose  by  the  con- 
gregation of  Grace  Church.  It  has  prepayment  privileges  without 
penalty. 

In  connection  with  the  application  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of 
the  Advent,  Enfield,  for  a  loan  of  $10,000.00  from  the  North  Carolina 
Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  the  Committee  advised  the 
Trustees  of  the  said  Foundation  of  its  action  taken  on  May  11,  1960, 
and  that  the  Standing  Committee  feels  it  has  no  further  authority  in 
the  matter.  Also,  the  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  inform  the 
Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Enfield,  that  the  aforesaid  action 
taken  by  it  on  May  11,  1960,  constitutes  approval  of  the  general  sound- 
ness of  the  loan  arrangement  of  said  Parish  then  proposed. 

As  a  result  of  a  study  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese 
as  called  for  in  Diocesan  Canon  24  (such  study  being  based  on  1 — 
the  parochial  reports  and  other  records  of  the  Secretary  and  Registrar 
of  the  Diocese  and  2 — the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese), 
the  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  notify  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of 
St.  Mark's  Parish,  Flalifax,  that  unless  the  standards  set  in  Diocesan 
Canon  20,  Section  3,  are  met  within  one  year,  said  Parish  shall  be 
reduced  to  the  status  of  an  Organized  Mission. 

On  the  basis  of  the  aforesaid  study,  the  Committee  advised  the 
Bishop  to  notify  the  Priest-in-Charge  and  the  Mission  Committee  (or 
some  responsible  Communicant  member  of  the  Congregation,  where 
there  is  no  Mission  Committee)  of  the  following  Organized  Missions 
that  if  the  requirements  of  Diocesan  Canon  27,  Section  1,  be  not  met 
within  one  year,  said  Church  shall  be  reduced  to  the  status  of  an 
Unorganized  Mission: 

a  —  The  Resurrection,  Henderson 
b  —  Holy  Trinity,  Monroe 
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c  —  St.  Luke's,  Northampton  County 

d  —  St.  Matthias',  Louisburg 

e  —  Good  Shepherd,  Ridgeway 

f  —  St.  Clement's,  Ringwood 

g  —  St.  Ignatius',  Tarboro  (Old  Sparta) 

h  —  St.  George's,  Woodleaf 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  comply  with  the  request  of 
the  Priest-in-Charge  of  St.  James'  Church,  Pittsboro  (made  with  the 
consent  of  the  Congregation  thereof),  that  said  Church  be  reduced  to 
the  status  of  an  Unorganized  Mission,  effective  immediately,  it  being 
presently  impossible  to  comply  with  Canon  27,  Section  1,  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

DECEMBER  2,  1960,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  consented  to  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of 
the  Reverend  Harvey  Dean  Butterfield  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Vermont. 

The  Bishop  s  Proposed  Schedule  of  Appropriations  of  the  antici- 
pated income  from  the  Lawrence  S.  Holt  Trust  Fund  for  the  year  1961 
was  approved,  as  follows:

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Vestry  of  St.  Ambrose  Parish,  Raleigh,  to  sell  its  present  Church 
property,  located  at  the  southeast  corner  of  South  Wilmington  and 
East  Cabarrus  Streets,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  pursuant  to  a  request 
for  the  same  authorized  and  approved  by  the  said  Vestry  at  its  regularly 
scheduled  monthly  meeting  held  on  October  3,  1960,  and  set  forth  to 
the  Bishop  in  a  letter  dated  November  28,  1960,  said  written  consent 
to  be  contingent,  as  follows :

to  the  Diaconate  or  Priesthood. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  take  title  to  the  house  and 
lot  located  at  1605  Lansdown  Avenue,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  to 
be  used  as  a  rectory  for  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Greensboro,  and 
to  assume  an  FHA  mortgage  in  the  amount  of  $9,300.00,  same  to  be 
paid  by  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Greensboro,  with  interest  at  five 
and  three-fourths  percent,  in  forty  years,  from  its  General  Operating 
Budget.  It  has  prepayment  privileges  with  penalty  of  one  percent  of 
the  original  loan  of  $9,300.00. 

The  Committee  acted  as  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop  and  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  from  time  to  time  at  their  request.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.  makes  and 
submits  the  following  report: 

1.  The  audit  report  by  the  firm  of  independent  accountants  for  the 
twelve  months  ended  March  31,  1960  is  attached  hereto. 

2.  A  statement  by  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank,  Treasurer  of 
the  Foundation,  is  attached  hereto,  showing  existing  assets  and  liabilities, 
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as  well  as  the  amount  of  loans  to  missions  and  parishes  outstanding. 

The  Foundation  has  granted  all  applications  which  have  cleared 
through  the  Department  of  Missions  and  the  Standing  Committee. 

All  pledges  to  the  Foundation  became  due  in  1958.  The  balance  now 
shows  receivables  of  a  net  amount  of  $89,561.22.  Very  few  payments 
have  been  made  since  the  last  report.  Efforts  are  still  being  made  to  col- 
lect unpaid  balances  and  a  small  amount  from  time  to  time  is  collected. 
Also  included  in  this  item  is  an  insurance  policy  of  $15,000  which  will 
be  received  at  the  death  of  the  donor. 

During  the  past  vear  we  have  had  few  applications  from  Missions 
desiring  assistance.  The  total  amount  outstanding  in  loans  as  of  March 
31  was  $198,757.99.  The  loan  to  St.  Alban's  at  Davidson  has  been  paid 
in  full. 

The  Trustees  have  recently  granted  to  St.  Christopher's  in  Charlotte 
the  sum  of  $5,000  as  a  gift.  This  was  paid  from  income.  They  have  also 
agreed  to  loan  to  St.  Stephen's  Parish  in  Durham  the  sum  of  $20,000  at 
2%  interest.  While  it  has  not  been  the  policy  of  the  Foundation  to  make 
loans  to  parishes,  the  Board  thought  that  this  was  an  exceptional  circum- 
stance and  one  of  great  promise,  and  therefore  granted  this  loan. 

The  term  of  office  of  four  Trustees,  to-wit,  Messrs.  Julian  Robertson, 
William  A.  Goodson,  Henry  C.  Bourne,  and  Thomas  B.  Rice,  expires  at 
this  time  and  the  election  of  their  successors  will  be  in  order.  Under  the 
Charter  of  the  Foundation  the  nominations  for  Trustees  must  be  made 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.

WHEREAS,  the  rentals  arising  under  the  terms  of  the  lease  or  leases 
of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution  real  estate  located 
in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  are  received  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  and  held  by  said  Trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  Thomp- 
son Orphanage  and  Training  Institution  subject  to  the  recommendations 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training 
Institution,  or  of  its  Executive  Committee;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution  on  the  8th  day  of 
May,  1961  adopted  a  resolution  requesting  that  all  of  such  rentals  as  may 
have  accumulated  in  the  hands  of  the  said  Trustees  and  that  all  rental 
payments  as  may  hereafter  be  received  be,  upon  their  receipt,  paid  over  to 
the  said  Treasurer  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution 
in  order  that  said  funds  may  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution  in  accordance  with  a 
resolution  adopted  by  said  Board  of  Managers  on  the  27th  day  of  October, 
1954  (or  as  same  may  be  hereafter  amended),  which  resolution  provided 
that  all  rentals  paid  under  said  leases  be,  to  the  extent  required,  designated 
for  use  as  "Building  Funds"  of  the  Orphanage;

tution under  the  terms  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  said  Board  on  the  27th 
day  of  October,  1954  (and  as  same  may  be  hereafter  amended),  which 
resolution  provides  that  all  rentals  paid  under  said  leases  be,  to  the  extent 
required,  designated  for  use  as  "Building  Funds"  for  the  Orphanage. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCHWOMEN 

Bishop  Baker,  Bishop  Fraser,  Mr.  Herman,  Members  of  the  Clergy, 

Delegates  and  Friends: 

The  Churchwomen  of  our  Diocese  appreciate  the  privilege  of  reporting 
to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  and  I  am  also  glad  to  tell  you  that  each  year 
they  are  becoming  more  concerned  as  to  what  this  report  contains,  To 
them  it  is  particularly  important  that  it  consist  not  merely  of  facts  and 
figures,  but  rather  that  it  bear  full  and  explicit  testimony  that  the  women 
are  studying  to  learn  more  about  the  Diocese  each  year.  They  look  to  this 
Convention  for  direction  and  complete  implementation  regarding  what  we 
strongly  feel  is  our  rightful  share  of  support  for  the  goal  our  last  General 
Convention  set  for  the  entire  Episcopal  Church  as  well  as  the  Diocesan 
Program  the  Executive  Council  considers  of  vital  importance  to  the  work 
of  our  church  within  our  Diocese. 

During  the  past  year  our  study  has  included  our  Diocesan  institutions 
in  much  more  detail  than  is  usually  true.  At  the  1960  Annual  Meeting, 
the  Reverend  W.  Moultrie  Moore,  Jr.,  the  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Council's  Department  of  Institutions,  gave  a  very  factual  and  true  picture 
of  our  Diocesan  status  in  this  field.  This  created  a  background  of  interest 
for  further  study  at  the  Churchwomen's  Conference  at  Vade  Meeum  under 
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the  direction  of  our  Bishops,  who  brought  fully  qualified  representatives  of 
all  our  institutions  to  many  of  our  leaders.  This,  with  other  methods  of 
continued  study,  has  at  least  given  us  an  informed  core  of  leaders. 

The  General  Division  of  Women's  Work  of  the  National  Council  in 
the  report  forms  that  are  sent  to  us  continue  to  ask  questions  that  center 
around  the  nature  of  work  we  do  together  with  the  laymen  of  our  parishes 
and  missions.  In  the  instances  where  this  type  of  activity  has  been  at  all 
successful  it  has  been  to  a  very  great  extent  due  to  the  efforts  of  their 
clergymen  working  to  include  the  entire  parish  in  whatever  project  was 
undertaken. 

The  past  triennium  has  been  largely  a  transitional  period  for  the  work 
of  the  Women  of  the  Church.  From  an  almost  completely  separate 
organization  chiefly  concerned  with  its  own  interests  and  activities  it  has 
developed  into  an  entire  division,  one  that  is  seriously  committed  to  the 
work  of  the  whole  church  rather  than  to  its  own  growth.  One  of  the 
specific  reasons  the  transitional  period  has  been  a  rather  difficult  time 
has  been  the  fact  that  the  problem  was  present  before  we  were  aware  of 
it  and  therefore  have  moved  rather  slowly  in  our  effort  to  meet  it.  It  is 
the  same  one  our  laymen  and  our  clergy  have  always  had — that  of  time 
and  even  more  important,  the  lack  of  it.  This  has  made  it  important  to 
change  and  to  curtail  the  number  of  large  meetings  in  many  of  our 
branches,  to  encourage  and  to  plan  more  effectively  for  a  greater  number 
of  smaller,  less  formal  ones  and  to  urge  upon  all  our  leaders  the  necessity 
of  making  better  use  of  more  limited  time,  to  encourage  them  to  keep  all 
meetings  as  free  as  possible  from  unimportant  details,  and  to  see  they 
include  meaningful  worship,  thoughtful  study,  and  very  concerned  planning 
for  action. 

We  continue  to  stress  the  hope  and  strive  to  make  increasingly  clear 
that  our  work  together  should  be  a  way  of  life  rather  than  another  organ- 
ization. It  is  true  that  we  have  not  grown  enough  to  have  completely 
changed  the  patterns  of  many  of  our  meetings  and,  as  we  are  still  women, 
it  will  be  a  long  time  before  these  are  all  they  should  be,  but  the  true 
emphasis  is  not  upon  "things  and  doing"  but  rather  upon  a  fuller  life  in 
the  church  as  we  see  it.  From  our  group  will  come  many  leaders,  trained 
for  many  things. 

The  work  of  our  Churchwomen  is  always  concerned  with  honest  effort 
to  train  its  officers  and  leaders.  We  sometimes  feel  that  perhaps  we  spend 
too  much  time  and  effort  here,  but  our  Bishops  and  clergy  seem  to  agree 
that  it  is  time  well  spent,  for  they  are  all  generous  beyond  measure  in 
helping  us  with  all  we  attempt  to  do.  They  teach  at  Vade  Mecum;  our 
Conference  lasts  five  days.  They  conduct  our  Quiet  Days  in  our  Districts 
and  lead  endless  discussions  for  us,  and  always  help  with  planning  the 
entire  year's  study  for  many  of  us. 

There  are  a  few  figures  you  will  be  interested  in  hearing.  We  have 
rechecked  old  lists  and  a  fairly  accurate  figure  for  our  active  membership 
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is  5,521  members.  In  this  rechecking  twenty  branches  reported  a  decrease 
but  fifteen  report  an  increase.  There  is  no  real  change  in  the  amount  of 
money  that  goes  through  our  Diocesan  Treasurer.  In  round  figures, 
including  our  specials,  Inside  and  Outside  Diocesan  Budget  Administration 
fund,  Church  Periodical  Club,  United  Thank  Offering,  there  is  approxi- 
mately $68,500.00.  In  checking  branch  report  blanks  we  note  that  there 
is  an  astonishing  amount  raised  for  parochial  and  mission  needs  and  for 
work  in  the  community. 

Our  United  Thank  Offering  has  always  been  a  very  intimate  and  per- 
sonal part  of  our  work  together,  and  we  feel  it  helps  us  tremendously  to 
keep  the  needs  of  the  world  in  our  prayers  and  by  our  gifts,  which  symbol- 
ize our  concern  and  our  thanksgiving  for  almost  anything.  At  the  last 
Triennial  Meeting  (our  part  of  General  Convention)  the  offering  from 
the  Churchwomen  of  this  Diocese  was  something  over  $70,000.  This 
coming  Triennial  we  hope  we  may  have  more,  but  we  are  sure  more 
women  have  had  a  part  in  it.  I  would  like  for  you  to  know  the  General 
Division  Thank  Offering  Committee  has  recently  made  two  grants  to  St. 
Augustine's  College,  one  for  $5,393.00  to  repair  their  electrical  generator, 
and  one  for  $830.00  to  purchase  a  new  hot  water  heater. 

The  Churchwomen  wish  to  state  their  appreciation  for  the  new  policy 
and  planning  that  has  developed  the  North  Carolina  Churchman  to*  where 
it  is  an  interesting  periodical,  a  very  helpful  tool,  and  a  constant  source  of 
up  to  date  information. 

The  women  would  like  to  state  their  appreciation  to  the  Convention 
for  the  presence  of  the  Reverend  William  A.  Yon  in  our  midst.  For  us 
this  says  two  important  things.  The  Young  People  of  the  Diocese  now 
are  having  a  capable  and  trained  director  for  their  work.  The  local  leaders 
may  look  to  Mr.  Yon  for  assistance  in  their  leadership  problems.  The 
second  thing  is  that  having  Mr.  Yon  the  Churchwomen  rejoice  that  Ed 
Jeffress  has  more  time  for  them.  He  has  always  been  generous  with  his 
time  and  interest,  but  how  much  we  depend  upon  him  would  only  be 
partially  revealed  by  a  careful  examination  of  his  calendar.  His  office  is 
open  to  us  all  the  time  and  we  consider  him  our  consultant  for  innumer- 
able details. 

The  Reverend  B.  Daniel  Sapp  has  served  as  advisor  to  our  Chairman 
of  Worship,  Mrs.  James  McKee. 

The  Reverend  John  A.  Gray  has  given  so1  generously  of  his  time  and 
effort  to  advise  me  and  to  help  with  all  things  connected  with  my  office 
that  the  members  of  the  Executive  Board  do  not  hesitate  to  say  they 
would  be  more  than  willing  to  be  President  if  they  could  have  him  for 
their  rector. 

It  has  been  a  happy  privilege  to  have  been  so  graciously  included  in  the 
work  of  the  Diocese  by  both  Bishop  Baker  and  Bishop  Fraser  and  to  have 
had  not  only  their  pastoral  guidance  and  their  concern  but  their  complete 
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support  and  their  friendship  and  love. 

The  opportunity  to  know  and  to  work  with  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese 
has  been  unusual  and  exceedingly  pleasant.  I  can  assure  you  that  their 
efforts  to  help  the  Churchwomen  of  our  Diocese  "keep  the  best  of  the 
past  and  to  explore  the  future  while  serving  in  the  present"  have  been 
entirely  practical,  broad,  and  challenging  from  an  educational  viewpoint 
and  always  deeply  conscious  of  the  fact  that  our  first  need  is  "to  be  rather 
than  to  do."

REPORT  OF 
THE  DIOCESAN  COMMISSION  ON  EVANGELISM 

The  Commission  on  Evangelism  understands  its  proper  task  to  be  that 
of  studying  and  evaluating  the  needs  of  our  Diocese  in  the  field  of 
effective  Christian  witness,  and  the  recommending  to  the  Diocese  pro- 
grams of  action  in  that  field.  Further,  it  is  the  work  of  this  commission 
to  experiment,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  Bishop,  with 
approaches  to  the  work  of  evangelism  which  might  later  be  employed  by 
the  entire  Diocese. 

With  these  aims  in  view,  the  Commission  on  Evangelism  has  held 
almost  monthly  meetings  throughout  the  past  year,  and  has  centered  them 
around  a  study  in  depth  of  the  practical  approaches  of  effective  Christian 
witness,  and  the  appropriate  preparation  of  convinced  Christians  for  this 
witness.  The  commission  has  discovered  that  many  so-called  "evangelism 
campaigns",  while  often  producing  much  activity  and  publicity,  produce 
small  results  in  terms  of  persons  actually  won  to  the  Faith.  Also,  this  type 
of  evangelism  often  is  not  truly  expressive  of  the  Anglican  ethos. 

A  major  problem  in  evangelism  is  that  our  people  are  too  poorly  pre- 
pared spiritually  to  undertake  the  serious  task  of  bringing  the  Gospel  to 
non-Christians.  We  remain  basically  in  agreement  with  the  last  com- 
mission which  stated  in  its  1960  report:  "Before  any  of  these  things  have 
converting  power  it  seemed  to  us  that  there  must  be  a  revival  in  our  midst 
among  both  the  clergy  and  laity."  For  this  reason  the  present  commission 
is  hesitant  to  present  any  of  the  elaborate  programs  often  associated  with 
evangelism.  We  feel  that  the  problem  must  be  approached  first  within 
the  heart  of  each  parish  and  mission,  leaders  converted  and  trained  there, 
and  that  only  then  can  we  honestly  expect  a  strong  movement  of  effective 
winning  Christian  witness  to  spread  throughout  the  Diocese. 

The  commission,  therefore,  is  making  a  thorough  inquiry  into  the 
plans  of  all  the  Dioceses  of  the  Church  in  the  field  of  evangelism,  believing 
that,  after  considering  the  mind  of  the  whole  Church  in  this  matter,  we 
can  better  suggest  plans  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.     In  our  own 
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Diocese  we  are  considering  the  creation  of  a  central  school  of  the  Faith, 
to  be  attended  by  committed  laity  from  the  parishes  and  missions  who 
will  consider  the  Faith  in  the  light  of  its  evangelistic  implications.  We 
are  also  working  behind  the  scenes  with  other  agencies  of  the  Diocese  in 
adding  the  elements  of  evangelism  to  their  programs. 

It  is  clear  that  the  Church  will  witness  effectively  only  when  every 
communicant  becomes  aware  of  his  part  as  a  vital  member  of  the  Body  of 
Christ.  Obviously,  this  will  mean  that  more  emphasis  will  have  to  be 
placed  upon  the  place  and  work  of  the  laity  in  the  life  of  the  whole 
Church.  The  idea  of  the  "Lay-Apostolate"  should  be  given  serious  thought 
throughout  the  Diocese,  and  in  all  its  departments. 

The  Commission  on  Evangelism  wishes  to  point  out  also  that  it  is  only 
a  "commission,"  a  study  group,  perhaps  a  "needling"  group,  but  without 
either  the  authority  or  the  means  to  carry  out  the  full  implications  of 
evangelism  in  this  Diocese.  Perhaps  in  the  light  of  this  inadequacy,  it 
would  be  well  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  give  serious  consider- 
ation to  the  creation  of  a  Department  of  Evangelism  as  a  part  of  the 
Executive  Council,  with  authority  to  develop  and  put  into  effect  such 
plans  as  meet  our  needs.  Fifteen  dioceses  of  the  Church  have  such  depart- 
ments. 

The  commission  looks  hopefully  upon  movements  throughout  the 
Church  and  this  Diocese  toward  retreats  for  all  phases  of  its  life.  We 
believe  that  real  winning  evangelism  will  only  result  from  the  lives  that 
have  encountered  God  in  depth  through  worship,  sacramental  living  and 
prayer. 

The  Episcopal  Church  stands  as  a  great  historic  Church,  with  grandeur 
of  worship,  and  a  majestic  quiet  drawing-power  which  may  of  its  own 
members  do  not  quite  realize.  Your  Commission  on  Evangelism  calls  upon 
this  Diocese  to  find  ways  of  using  to  its  fullest  the  drawing-power  we 
already  have,  and  the  building  of  the  kind  of  Christ-like  image  before  the 
world  so  that  no  man  can  mistake  who  we  are,  and  what  we  have  been 
sent  to  do.

REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  LAYMEN 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  activity  for  the  Episcopal

From  April  23rd  to  25th,  Edgar  Hartley,  Jr.,  of  Raleigh,  attended  the 
Laymen's  Training  Course  at  Jekyl  Island,  Georgia,  receiving  intensive 
instruction  on  the  subject  of  recruiting  laymen  for  the  ministry. 
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From  June  10th  to  12th,  the  Annual  Laymen's  Summer  Conference 
was  held  at  Vade  Mecum,  with  80  laymen  in  attendance.

At  the  Sunday  morning  service,  Bishop  Baker  installed  the  re-elected 
officers  of  the  Episcopal  Laymen. 

On  October  2nd  the  Laymen's  Clinic  for  Every  Member  Canvass  Chair- 
men and  their  chief  assistants  was  held  at  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Greens- 
boro, with  over  100  laymen  present.  Three  laymen,  Charles  A.  Carr,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia,  and  Donald  Schwaab  and  Donald  Wood- 
ruff, of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  led  the  Clinic,  addressing  the  group  on 
Christian  Stewardship  and  Methods  and  Techniques  of  Canvassing.  The 
Clinic  was  presented  in  co-operation  with  the  Diocesan  Department  of 
Promotion. 

In  November,  a  layman,  Henry  G.  Nicholson,  of  Raleigh,  and  a 
clergyman,  The  Rev.  William  Pilcher,  acting  on  their  own  initiative,  pre- 
pared and  mailed  throughout  the  Diocese  a  family  worship  booklet  for 
use  during  the  Advent  season.  The  Episcopal  Laymen,  in  recognition  of 
this  splendid  service  to  the  families  of  the  Diocese,  requested  Bishop  Baker 
to  designate  the  Offerings  received  at  the  Laymen's  Clinic  and  the  Lay- 
men's Convention  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  printing  and  mailing  the 
booklets. 
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On  March  5th  the  Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Episco- 
pal Laymen  was  held  at  St.  Michael's,  Raleigh,  with  approximately  300 
laymen  in  attendance.  The  highlight  of  the  Convention  was  an  address 
by  Lee  H.  Bristol,  Jr.,  Director  of  Public  Relations  for  Bristol-Myers  Pro- 
ducts Division.

Attendance  at  the  major  functions  of  the  Episcopal  Laymen  during 
the  past  year  compared  favorably  with  that  of  preceding  years,  and  the 
programs  were  quite  well  received.

Unless  otherwise  directed,  these  records  will  be  placed  in  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  Library  after  they  have  been  used  by  the 
members  of  the  Historical  Commission.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  CHURCH  MUSIC 

The  Diocesan  Commission  on  Church  Music  since  the  last  meeting  of 
this  Convention  has  spent  an  active  year. 

( 1 )  Charged  with  the  responsibility  for  the  music  at  the  Service  of 
Consecration  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  we  received  the  able  support  of 
some  forty  clergvmen  of  the  Diocese  to  form  the  choir.  The  music  of  the 
service  was  in  keeping  with  the  importance  of  the  occasion.  The  value  to 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  Diocese  of  an  occasional  Diocesan-wide  service  of 
grand  proportions  has  been  clearly  evident  in  the  appreciative  response  to 
this  service. 

(2)  A  Junior  Choir  Conference  was  conducted  at  Vade  Mecum  last 
June  with  more  than  the  full  load  of  80  children  present.  The  Director  of 
Vade  Mecum  and  the  Commission  were  pleased  with  the  response  of 
the  children  to  this  experience.  This  musical  training  has  also  been  evident 
in  several  choir  festivals  during  the  past  year.  The  Vade  Mecum  Com- 
mittee of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education,  faced  with  the  many 
groups  who  want  to  use  the  Vade  Mecum  facilities  during  the  summer, 
ruled  last  August  that  the  Junior  Choir  Conference  should  be  eliminated 
from  the  Vade  Mecum  schedule  because  it  does  not  serve  all  the  churches 
of  the  Diocese  in  any  one  Conference.  The  Commission  explained  that 
for  best  results  it  is  important  to  have  a  large  percentage  of  any  one  choir 
at  the  same  Conference.  Thus  any  one  Conference  may  be  limited  to  only 
a  few  churches.  However,  provided  that  we  are  permitted  to  continue  these 
conferences,  the  Commission  will  see  to  it  that  admissions  are  rotated  year 
by  year  so  that  every  church  that  wishes  can  in  turn  be  represented.    The 
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Vade  Mecum  Committee  has  provided  for  a  Junior  Choir  Conference  this 
year. 

(3)  A  mass  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  was  held  at  Christ  Church, 
Charlotte,  on  January  1st,  the  Feast  of  the  Circumcision.  Again,  clergy 
assisted  us  as  a  choir  in  being  responsible  for  the  music  of  the  service. 

(4)  A  "Conference  on  Worship  and  Music"  was  planned  for  last 
month  with  Dr.  Massey  H.  Shepherd,  Jr.,  as  leader.  The  only  place  that 
could  be  found  to  accommodate  an  indefinite  number  of  people  for  such  a 
weekend  conference  at  reasonable  rates  was  at  an  "off-season"  resort  area. 
Unfortunately,  none  of  these  in  North  and  South  Carolina  offers  proper 
accommodations  for  a  Conference  that  would  permit  Negro  musicians  to 
attend.  As  a  result  of  pressure  brought  to  bear  on  both  Dr.  Shepherd  and 
the  Bishop,  the  Conference  was  cancelled  by  the  Bishop.  The  Commission 
sincerely  regrets  the  fact  that  the  kind  of  Conference  that  was  planned 
cannot  be  held  anywhere  in  the  Diocese  on  an  integrated  basis.  However, 
we  do  intend  to  pursue  plans  to  hold  a  Conference  on  Worship  and  Music 
under  such  circumstances  as  will  permit  participation  by  all  members  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  We  request  the  assistance  of  the  churches  in 
the  Diocese  both  in  helping  to  provide  such  facilities  as  are  needed  and 
also  in  supporting  such  a  Conference  when  it  can  be  arranged. 

The  Commission  is  conducting  a  Junior  Choir  Conference  at  Vade 
Mecum  on  June  6-12.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishops,  the  Commission 
will  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  the  ordination  of  the  new  Deacons, 
scheduled  for  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  on  June  24th.  The 
clergy  of  the  Diocese  are  urged  to  support  the  choir. 

Members  of  the  Commission  are  available  to  any  clergyman  and  his 
congregation (s)  to  offer  assistance  in  developing  congregational  singing, 
in  recruiting  and  training  choirs,  and  in  purchasing  an  organ.  The  Com- 
mission also  maintains  a  limited  file  of  organists  who  wish  positions  in 
Episcopal  churches.     Your  requests  should  be  addressed  to  the  Chairman.

REPORT  OF 
THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 

The  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  welcomes  the  oppor- 
tunity afforded  by  the  annual  Diocesan  Convention  of  submitting  a  report 
to  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  in  summary  of  those  matters  concerning 
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the  Fund  which  are  pertinent  and  should  become  part  of  the  permanent 
record  of  the  Diocese. 

1.  On  January  1,  1961,  the  Pension  Fund  assessments  of  all  of  our 
clergy  in  the  Diocese,  with  the  exception  of  thirteen  clergymen, 
had  been  paid  in  full  by  the  parishes  and  missions.  The  accounts  of 
four  clergymen  had  received  payments  of  less  than  six  months  assess- 
ments for  1960.  Only  one  of  these  accounts  considered  delinquent 
was  due  from  a  parish.  This  single  delinquency,  however,  would 
have  caused  the  deferment  of  the  payment  of  the  immediate  grant 
of  $1000.00  to  the  widow  had  a  death  occurred  while  this  payment 
was  still  due.  Let  us  emphasize  to  everyone  again  the  importance 
of  making  payments  to  the  Pension  Fund  promptly. 

2.  The  Church  Pension  Fund  reported  grants  in  force  for  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  as  of  March  27,  1961  as  follows: 

Clergymen  (14)  $24,247.68 

Widows  (17)  15,220.08 

Orphans  None 


Total  $39,467.76 

The  above  total  represents  an  increase  of  $1,214.88  over  the  amount 
reported  as  being  in  effect  at  this  time  last  year.  This  increase  is 
smaller  than  it  has  been  for  several  years  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  clergymen  receiving  grants  has  been  increased  by  one, 
with  no  increase  in  the  number  of  widows,  and  the  elimination  of 
the  payment  to  the  single  orphan  included  on  previous  reports. 
Grants  being  made  in  this  Diocese  now  average  $1,731.98  for  the 
clergy  and  $895.30  for  the  widows.  Though  these  payments  ave- 
rage below  the  prescribed  minimum  of  $1,800.00  for  the  clergy  and 
$900.00  for  widows,  we  are  glad  to  report  that  only  three  of  our 
clergymen  and  only  six  widows  receive  payments  below  the  mini- 
mum. 

On  a  Church-wide  basis,  the  retirement  and  disability  pensions  are 
now  60  per  cent  of  average  salary  for  those  ordained  at  normal  ages. 
The  widows'  pensions,  depending  on  years  of  her  married  life  with 
him  in  his  active  ministry;  and  the  minor  children's  benefits  are 
$360.00  to  $600.00  a  year  depending  upon  age  bracket.  Pensions 
less  than  these  figures  result  from 

a.  Salary  averaging  under  $1,500.00. 

b.  Ordination  at  age  40  or  later. 

c.  Discontinuous  assessment  payments. 

d.  Period  of  deposition. 

About  one-half  of  the  costs  of  benefits  from  the  system  are  in 
retirement   benefit;    one-tenth   in    the   disability   benefit;   and    two- 
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fifths  in  the  widows'  and  children's  benefits.  The  assessments  con- 
tribute about  one-half  of  the  needed  resources  in  the  long  run,  the 
other  half  coming  from  investment  earnings. 

5.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  1958  General  Convention  authorized 
continuation  of  the  15%  rate  of  assessment  on  clergy  stipends,  which 
made  possible  lifting  the  whole  benefit  structure,  pensions  in  force 
and  future  pensions,  by  one-fifth.  This  step  was  taken  to  compen- 
sate for  the  rise  in  living  costs  that  had  taken  place  since  1950  when 
the  minimum  pensions  were  greatly  increased. 

6.  The  Pension  Fund  Committee  urges  every  clergyman  to  be 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  Pension  Fund  —  its  aims  and  objectives 
and  the  benefits  it  provides.  We  also  encourage  all  laymen  con- 
cerned with  the  financial  affairs  of  the  parish  or  mission  to  recog- 
nize the  importance  of  factoring  the  cost  of  the  Pension  payments 
and  of  making  these  payments  promptly  when  due  to  the  Pension 
Fund. 

7.  The  Committee  would  welcome  the  opportunity  of  implementing 
this  report  with  additional  information  in  regard  to  the  Fund  and 
of  being  of  service  to  anyoine  in  connection  with  this  important 
activity.  We  would  like  to  thank  each  of  you  who  have  had  any 
part  in  the  operation  of  the  Fund  in  our  Diocese.

The  duties  of  the  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  are  outlined  in  Canon 
17,  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 
Sections  IV,  V,  and  VI  deal  with  the  responsibilities  of  the  Board.  Section 
IV  states  as  follows:  "It  shall  be  diligent  in  seeking  out,  and  if  need  be, 
aiding  fit  persons  who  desire  to  prepare  for  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  or 
for  its  missionary  work."  Section  V  states  as  follows:  "Such  aid  shall, 
under  all  ordinary  circumstances,  be  in  the  form  of  a  loan,  adequately 
protected  by  good  and  legal  security,  and  with  or  without  interest,  as  the 
Society  may  decide.  Such  loan  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Society,  be 
canceled  upon  the  ordination  of  the  beneficiary,  and  shall  be  canceled  in 
the  event  of  his  death  before  ordination.  Otherwise  it  shall  be  in  full 
legal  force  and  effect  until  paid."  And  Section  VI  states:  "The  members  of 
the  Society  shall  also  serve  as  a  Committee  on  Personnel:  acquainting 
themselves  with  persons  proposing  to  become  candidates  for  the  Ministry: 
keeping  in  touch  with  them  during  their  preparation;  counseling  them  as 
need  may  require;  and  being  prepared,  when  so  requested,  to  give  the 
Bishop  the  benefit  of  their  judgment  regarding  the  fitness  and  suitability 
of  such  persons  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Church,  or  for  the  Missionary  work 
they  propose  to  do." 

The  Society,  therefore,  has  committed  to  it  by  the  Convention  a  very 
grave  and  serious  responsibility.  We  understand  from  reports  in  the  press 
that  at  the  present  time  there  is  a  decline  in  the  number  of  men  who  are 
presenting  themselves  for  ordination  to  the  ministry.  This,  however,  has 
not  been  true  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  The  past  few  years  we 
have  had  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  men  who  have  been  ordained. 
If  we  are  to  maintain  our  high  average,  we  must  continue  to  be  "vigilant 
in  seeking  out  young  men  for  the  ministry."  The  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina, under  the  authority  granted  to  the  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  has 
an  excellent  plan  for  recruitment  of  men  for  the  ministry,  provided  it 
receives  proper  support  from  the  Diocese.  The  will  of  the  original  donor, 
Miss  Margaret  Murdoch,  has  restricted  the  terms  of  her  trust  as  follows: 

"To  the  education  and  training  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church:"  Therefore,  the  sponsoring  of  projects  asked 
for  by  the  Canons  defining  this  Society,  must  be  done  from  funds  made 
available  from  other  sources.      The  Trustees  believe  that   the  additional 
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funds  should  be  raised  in  some  way  other  than  the  budget  of  the  Diocese. 
The  suggestion  is  made  by  the  Trustees  that  interested  members  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  be  encouraged  to  contribute  directly  to  the  Mur- 
doch Memorial  Society  in  order  that  the  Society  may  promote  projects 
designed  for  "seeking  out  young  men  for  the  ministry."

(2)  We  wish  to  remind  members  of  the  Diocese  of  the  film  of  the 
Consecration  of  our  Bishop  Coadjutor  which  is  available  for  showing  on 
16  mm  projectors.    The  film  may  be  secured  from  the  Diocesan  Office. 

( 3 )  Without  the  interest  and  help  of  devoted  churchmen  the  work  of 
this  Commission  would  be  greatly  curtailed.  We  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  Richard  Mason  of  Raleigh,  F.  O.  Carver  of  Winston- 
Salem,  Mrs.  M.  G.  Saunders  of  Winston-Salem,  Episcopal  Churchwomen 
Chairman,  and  to  the  many  clergy  who  secured  local  time  on  Radio  and 
TV. 

(4)  The  Commission  is  happy  to  announce  a  new  radio  program  being 
offered  by  the  Episcopal  Radio-TV  Foundation.  This  program  will  be 
known  as  the  Episcopal  Quarter  Hour  and  has  such  flexibility  as  to  be  used 
in  many  various  ways.  Five  prominent  clergy,  Sam  Shoemaker,  Bishop 
Bayne,  Ted  Ferris,  Bishop  Pardue  and  Canon  Bryan  Green  have  con- 
tributed to  the  13  programs.  Prayer  Books  will  be  offered  by  the  Foun- 
dation to  those  listeners  who  write  in.  The  names  of  those  who  respond 
will  be  sent  to  the  church  in  their  locale. 

The  Commission  is  prepared  to  offer  some  financial  assistance  to  local 
churches  in  placing  this  program. 

( 5 )  You  will  be  interested  to  know  the  first  TV  program  of  the  Episco- 
pal Church  is  now  in  the  process  of  being  produced  by  the  Episcopal 
Radio-TV  Foundation. 

(6)  The  clergy  and  lay  people  of  Charlotte  presented  a  one  hour  radio 
program   on   the  Epsicopal  Church.     This  program  was   directed  by  the

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ARMED  FORCES 

During  the  past  year  the  Armed  Forces  Division  of  the  National 
Council  has  been  in  touch  with  our  committee  to  remind  clergy  of  the 
Diocese  of  the  immediate  need  for  Chaplains  in  the  Department  of  the 
Army,  Air  Force,  and  Navy.  They  are  receiving  applications  from  properly 
qualified  men  under  34  years  of  age.  Annually  Episcopal  Chaplains  bap- 
tize an  average  of  1500  persons  and  present  an  average  of  nearly  900 
persons  for  confirmation. 

The  Committee  on  the  Armed  Forces  urges  every  Parish  and  Mission  to 
make  up  and  maintain  a  list  of  parishioners  serving  in  the  armed  forces. 
We  urge  you  to  keep  in  constant  touch  with  these  men  and  women  wher- 
ever they  are.  A  complaint  so  often  heard  from  inactive  churchmen  is 
that  they  lost  touch  with  the  Church  while  in  the  Service. 
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Available  at  no  cost  from  the  National  Council  is  a  packet  con- 
taining the  Armed  Forces  Prayer  Book  and  the  Church  Service  Cross.  A 
pamphlet  entitled  "Seek  out  the  Church"  also  prepared  by  National  Council 
is  included  in  this  packet.  It  should  be  given  to  every  Episcopalian  in  the 
Service  and  can  be  procured  from  National  Council  or  this  committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  DIOCESAN  STRUCTURE  AND  ORGANIZATION 

In  November,  1960,  the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Structure  and 
Organization  was  reorganized  and  is  presently  composed  of  the  following:

Shortly  after  the  Committee  was  reorganized,  and  prior  to  the  first 
formal  meeting  of  the  Committee,  an  informal  conference,  attended  by 
the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  the  new  officers  of  the  Committee, 
was  held  in  Chapel  Hill  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross.  It  was  pointed  out 
at  this  informal  conference  that  suggestions  had  been  received  from  several 
sources  that  one  special  matter  which  the  Committee  should  study  was 
the  general  subject  of  the  administrative  organization  and  functioning  of 
the  office  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  However,  since  a  study  of  this 
nature  can  be  most  effectively  made  by  an  expert  management  consultant, 
and   since  the  study  and  any  recommendations  resulting  therefrom   can 
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and  should  be  completed  in  a  much  shorter  time  than  other  aspects  of 
the  Committee's  work,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Bishop  request  Nathaniel 
Hill,  a  well-qualified  management  consultant  and  an  active  Episcopal  lay- 
man, to  undertake  this  special  assignment  as  personal  consultant  and 
adviser  to  the  Bishop  himself  and  not  as  an  agent  of  the  Committee.  Mr. 
Hill  has  accepted  the  assignment,  and  has  been  working  thereon  with 
Bishop  Baker  for  several  months.  It  has  been  agreed  by  all  parties  that 
if  and  when  Mr.  Hill  submits  to  the  Bishop  any  recommendations  or  pro- 
posals which  would  directly  involve  changes  in,  or  which  would  otherwise 
materially  affect  Diocesan  organization  and  structure,  such  recommen- 
dations will  be  referred  to  our  Committee  for  consideration  and  attention. 

The  Committee  has  held  only  one  formal  meeting  —  on  April  28,  1961 
at  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill.  However,  considerable  prelimi- 
nary work  was  done  by  the  officers  of  the  Committee  in  preparation  for 
that  meeting  and  as  an  aid  to  the  future  activities  of  the  Committee. 

At  its  meeting  on  April  28,  1961  the  Committee  (after  ratifying  and 
approving  the  selection  of  Mr.  Hill  to  perform,  on  the  conditions  above- 
mentioned,  the  special  duties  pertaining  to  the  administrative  organization 
and  functioning  of  the  Bishop's  office)  engaged  in  an  extensive  discussion 
of  the  question  of  the  proper  scope  of  the  Committee's  work.  As  the 
result  of  this  discussion,  the  Committee  agreed  that  it  could  not  easily 
study  and  analyze  any  particular  phase  of  Diocesan  structure  and  organi- 
zation without  looking  at  the  entire  picture,  and  that  a  comprehensive 
analysis  was  the  intention  of  the  1959  resolution  authorizing  the  Com- 
mittee. If  such  an  analysis  was  not  intended,  the  Committee  will  welcome 
any  special  instructions  from  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  has  selected  certain  special  and  important  areas  of 
Diocesan  structure  and  organization  for  the  initial  stages  of  the  Com- 
mittee's study,  and  has  made  plans  for  obtaining,  analyzing  and  appraising 
necessary  and  useful  factual  data  and  other  information  relating  to  the 
areas  of  study.  It  is  contemplated  that  the  areas  of  study  will  be  revised 
or  enlarged  from  time  to  time  as  the  Committee  may  deem  advisable  in 
the  light  of  its  own  future  deliberations  and  activities.  Inasmuch  as  anv 
recommendations  which  the  Committee  may  make  in  regard  to  changes  in 
Diocesan  structure  and  organization  would  probably  require  revisions  in 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  the  Committee  expects  to 
work  closely  in  association  with  the  Diocesan  Committee  on  Canons,  par- 
ticularly in  respect  to  the  exact  wording  of  any  proposed  changes  in  the 
Constitution  and/or  Canons. 

Proper  and  efficient  performance  of  its  duties  by  the  Committee  may 
entail  expenditures  for  stenographic  and  secretarial  services,  research  and 
analytical  assistance,  and  other  incidental  items.  If  such  expenditures  or 
services  become  necessary,  requests  will  be  made  to  the  Executive  Council, 
and  through  the  Council,  if  necessary,  for  help  from  the  1962  Convention. 
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No  particular  time  limit,  other  than  the  implied  requirement  of  pro- 
ceeding with  due  and  reasonable  speed,  has  been  fixed  by  the  Committee 
for  the  submission  of  specific  recommendations  to  the  Convention.  How- 
ever, further  progress  reports  (including  specific  recommendations  for 
action  by  the  Convention  whenever  the  Committee  deems  such  action 
advisable)  will  be  made  to  the  Convention  from  time  to  time.

REPORT  OF 
THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  recommends  the  follow- 
ing changes  and  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

1 — Article  II,  Section  3  of  the  Constitution 

Section  3  of  Article  II  shall  be  re-written  so  that  the  same  shall  here- 
after read  as  follows: 

Sec.  3.  PROVIDED,  that  no  special  convention  shall  be  called  with- 
out at  least  sixty  (60)  days'  written  notice  mailed  to  every  clergyman 
canonically  resident  in  the  diocese,  to  the  senior  warden  of  every 
parish,  and  to  the  warden  of  every  organized  mission.  Such  notice 
shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  said  special  convention  is  called. 
No  other  matter  shall  be  acted  upon  except  by  unanimous  consent. 

2 — Article  III,  Section  3 

That  Section  3  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  striking 
out  in  line  2  the  words  "been  a  resident",  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "having  resided".  And  by  striking  out  the  words  "General 
Theological  Seminary",  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "any 
recognized  theological  seminary  of  this  Church". 

3 — Canon  II,  Section  2 

That  Section  2  of  Canon  II  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"delegates"  in  line  9,  the  following:  "a  copy  to  be  furnished  to  the 
Bishop  at  least  three  (3)  weeks  before  the  date  of  the  convention." 
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4— Canon  VI 

That  Canon  VI  be  amended  by  adding  Section  2  thereof  to  read  as 
follows:  "Sec.  2.  The  notice  above  prescribed  together  with  the  forms 
for  certifying  lay  delegates  and  alternates  shall  be  given  in  writing  by 
the  secretary  at  least  sixty  (60)  days,  but  not  more  than  ninety  (90) 
days,  prior  to  the  date  of  the  convention  by  mail  to  each  clergyman 
canonically  resident  in  the  diocese,  to  the  senior  warden  of  each  parish, 
and  to  the  warden  of  each  organized  mission." 

5 — Canon  VIII,  Section  2 

That  Section  2  of  Canon  VIII  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  follow- 
ing words  beginning  on  line  7:  "The  Standing  Committee  shall  hold 
meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  on  the  third  Tuesday  pre- 
ceding the  stated  times  of  ordination,  and  at  each  convention:  PRO- 
VIDED, that  the  committee  shall  not  be  required  to  meet  except  upon 
notice  by  the  president." 

And  by  inserting  the  words  "The  Standing  Committee"  in  place  of  the 
word  "It"  at  the  beginning  of  the  sentence  in  line  11. 

6— Canon  XXV,  Section  4 

To  amend  Section  4  of  Canon  XXV  by  adding  after  the  word  "Febru- 
ary" in  line  5  the  following  sentence:  "The  Bishop  may  require  this 
report  to  be  mailed  direct  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  report  to  the 
Bishop  any  parish  or  mission  whose  report  is  not  received  by  February 
1st." 

7— Canon  XVIII,  Section  2 

That  Section  2  of  Canon  XVIII  be  amended  so  as  to  hereafter  read  as 
follows : 

"Section  2.  The  Treasurer  of  each  Mission,  and  of  each  Parish  whose 
Minister  receives  a  Missionary  Stipend  shall  report  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  by  the  15th  day 
of  December  each  year,  the  amounts  subscribed,  or  pledged  by  the 
members  of  such  Mission  or  Parish,  toward  the  salary  of  the  Minister 
thereof  and  for  Diocesan  Missions  for  the  next  calendar  year.  When 
the  amounts  so  pledged  or  subscribed  by  any  congregation  appear 
inadequate,  or  when  the  Treasurer  has  failed  to  make  such  report, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 
either  in  person  or  deputy,  may  canvass  the  members  of  such  congre- 
gation for  such  pledges  or  subscriptions."

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REPORT  OF 
THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE 

I  would  like  to  report  that  the  plan  worked  out  after  the  1959  study 
made  by  Mr.  Howard  Hopkirk  for  the  Executive  Committee  and  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Managers  is  being  put  into  practice.  This  is  a  gradual 
change  and  it  will  take  some  time  to  complete  but  when  it  is  completed  our 
program  will  be  a  broad  one  adding  many  aspects  of  child  care  not  now 
cared  for  by  us.  It  must  be  understood  that  we  are  adding  to  our  pro- 
gram and  not  eliminating  anything  that  we  are  now  doing  in  the  field  of 
child  care. 

During  1959-60  we  cared  for  eighty-four  children.  They  were  divided 
as  follows:  nine  orphans,  fifty-eight  half  orphans,  seventeen  both  parents 
living.  They  come  from  all  over  North  Carolina  and  all  were  admitted 
because  of  need.  I  like  to  think  of  this  parental  need  being  given  by  our 
Church.  After  all,  when  the  home  breaks  down  the  Church  is  the  first  to 
move  in.  To  me  this  is  the  way  it  should  be.  The  ages  of  these  children 
range  from  six  to  eighteen  as  follows:  thirty-six,  six  and  less  than  twelve; 
forty-four,  twelve  and  less  than  eighteen;  and  four,  eighteen  and  less  than 
twenty-one.  Five  will  finish  high  school  in  June.  We  are  planning  more 
education  for  them,  two  in  the  field  of  nursing  and  three  in  commercial 
work.    They  are  capable  girls  and  we  believe  have  a  good  future. 

During  the  year  we  discharged  thirteen  children,  eleven  were  rehabili- 
tated with  their  parents  who  had  re-established  their  homes,  two  entered 
North  Carolina  State  College  where  they  are  doing  real  well.  As  many 
of  you  know  our  boys  and  girls  attend  the  city  public  schools  and  do  well 
there  where  they  compete  with  boys  and  girls  from  normal  homes.  They 
participate  in  all  the  activities  of  the  school.  We  have  our  own  4-H  Club, 
an  activity  given  us  by  our  County  Farm  Agent.  As  you  know  the  4-H 
does  not  operate  in  our  city  school  system. 

Our  farm  program  is  important  to  us  because  our  farm  provides  a  lot 
of  good  food  and  recreation  that  we  could  not  afford  to  buy.  Our  farm 
is  located  eight  miles  from  the  present  location  of  the  Orphanage.  This 
makes  it  inconvenient  to  get  to,  especially  for  the  smaller  children. 

Our  farm  records  show  that  last  year  we  produced  $37,894.73  worth 
of  milk,  eggs,  beef,  pork,  grain,  hay,  vegetables,  etc.  We  sold  $16,135.53 
worth.  This  amount  is  included  in  the  total  produced.  We  had  expenses 
totaling  $25,313.97  which  left  a  net  gain  of  $12,580.76. 

The  result  of  our  1960  Thanksgiving  Offering  as  of  January  24,  1961 
is  as  follows:  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  $5,435.08,  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  $20,454.81,  Western  North  Carolina  $2,111.07,  special 
Thanksgiving  Offering  $35.00  making  a  total  of  $28,035.96.  This  is  our 
chief  means  of  support.  To  keep  Thompson  Orphanage's  rank  high  among 
the  child-caring  institutions  you  must  support  the  work  with   your  gifts. 
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Its  success  is  due  to  the  men  and  women  of  our  Church  who  give  of  their 
time  and  money  for  its  support.  I  want  to  personally  thank  each  of  you 
for  your  support  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF 
THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BISHOPS'  ADDRESSES 

The  Committee  to  which  the  addresses  of  the  Bishop  and  Bishop 
Coadjutor  were  referred  beg  to  report  their  recognition  as  expressed  by 
Bishop  Baker  of  the  need  for  the  Church  to  witness  to  its  unity  in  Christ 
and  to  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  working  through  its  members. 

We  concur  with  Bishop  Baker  concerning  the  importance  of  the  work 
of  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization.  This  will  call  for 
patience  on  the  part  of  all  of  us  to  enable  this  Committee  to  draw  up  a 
plan  concerning  the  needs  in  the  areas  of  personnel,  finances,  Canons,  and 
revisions  of  procedures  of  long  standing. 

The  people  of  our  Diocese  are  most  grateful  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dwight 
Winkelman  for  their  generous  gift  to  our  Diocese  of  "The  Terraces"  in 
Southern  Pines.  We  trust  that  the  Department  of  Christian  Education, 
in  conjunction  with  other  departments  of  the  Executive  Council,  will 
encourage  year-round  use  of  these  facilities  for  the  greatest  benefit  of  all 
the  people  of  the  Diocese. 

The  delegates  to  this  Convention  have  been  better  informed  on  the 
financial  affairs  of  this  Diocese  than  ever  before.  The  Convocations  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Finance  are  to  be  commended  for 
urging  full  and  free  discussion  of  this  vital  subject. 

This  Committee  moves  that  the  Convention  instruct  the 
Department  of  Finance  to  publish  in  The  North  Carolina 
Churchman  each  month  the  quotas  and  assessments, 
acceptances    and    payments    to   date   of    each   congregation. 

While  this  Diocese  has  always  responded  wholeheartedly  to  the  quota 
assigned  for  the  work  of  the  National  Church,  it  is  the  hope  of  this  Com- 
mittee that  the  day  is  not  far  off  when  this  Convention  will  be  dissatisfied 
with  a  mathematical  quota  and  will  give  over  and  above  such  quota  to 
meet  the  needs  of  a  world  yearning  for  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

Your  Committee  recognizes  that  most  congregations  are  content  to 
accept  the  Church's  Program  Fund  quota  assigned  them  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance,  even  when  they  could  give  more. 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention 
urge  congregations  to  witness  in  stewardship  by  contributing 
to  their  utmost  for  the  work  outside  Parochial  boundaries. 
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Bishop  Baker's  care  of  our  postulants  and  candidates  for  the  ministry 
over  these  past  years  has  been  an  example  of  the  loving  concern  of  the 
Chief  Shepherd.  We  see  more  men  offering  themselves  for  the  ministry. 
They  are  happy  to  stay  in  this  Diocese;  they  give  themselves  enthusiastically 
to  the  work  committed  to  them.  This  is  simply  a  response  in  gratitude 
for  his  pastoral  care. 

The  people  of  the  Diocese  rejoice  as  we  approach  the  first  anniversary 
of  Bishop  Fraser's  consecration  as  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God.  His 
zeal,  imagination,  and  willingness  to  challenge  outworn  customs  has  shaken 
us  from  any  apathy  to  which  we  might  have  been  tempted.  We  look  for- 
ward to  the  years  ahead  as  we  grow  with  our  Coadjutor  in  stature  and 
favor. 

We  see  once  again  Bishop  Baker's  common  sense  in  passing  on  to  the 
Coadjutor  the  responsibility  for  men  who  are  now  being  admitted  postulants 
for  Holy  Orders.  Your  Committee  concurs  with  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
that  support  of  seminarians  must  be  borne  first  by  the  man  himself, 
second  by  his  family,  third  by  his  parish,  and  fourth  by  the  Diocese.  This 
is  a  good  guide  but  should  never  become  an  irrevocable  policy  for  all. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  has  taken  the  leadership  in  completely 
reorganizing  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Missions.  To  implement  his 
concern  in  this  area,  your  Committee  offers  the  following  resolutions: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  instructs  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  with  the  consent  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Missions  to  discontinue  financial  assistance  pay- 
ments to  any  congregation  which  fails  to  accept  and  to  pay 
its  assessment  for  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  and  its 
assigned  quota  for  the  Church's  Program  Fund  as  of  Jan- 
uary 1,  1962,  and  as  of  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  and 
every  year  thereafter. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  instructs 
the  Department  of  Missions  to  inform  every  Mission  having 
a  full-time  Clergyman  that  the  Mission  Committee  must 
present  by  November  1,  1961,  a  plan  acceptable  to  said 
Department  for  reducing  its  financial  assistance  from  the 
Diocese  year  by  year  or  accept  part-time  ministrations. 
RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  prohibits  any  Mission 
receiving  financial  assistance  from  the  Diocese  from  borrow- 
ing funds  aggregating  an  excess  of  $1,000  without  the  written 
permission  of  the  Department  of  Missions. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  time  has  come  for  all  aided  Parishes 
to  become  self-supporting  and  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  XXIV.  In  order 
to  clarify  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  your  Committee  moves  the  follow- 
ing: 
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RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  adopt  a  minimum  salary 
of  $4,500.00  per  year  and  housing  for  a  married  clergyman 
and  $3,800.00  per  year  and  housing  for  an  unmarried  clergy- 
man. 

Your  Committee  commends  the  various  churches  of  the  Diocese  who 
have  banded  together  to  insure  the  extension  of  the  Church  in  their  area. 
Parenthetically,  we  caution  the  use  of  the  term  "Council  of  Churches" 
since  this  is  usually  reserved  for  work  of  an  ecumenical  nature.  However, 
your  Committee  is  concerned  that  these  grants  by  established  congregations 
are  usually  adequate  only  for  the  purchase  of  land.  Recent  history  shows 
that  in  almost  every  case  this  land  is  immediately  mortgaged  in  order  to 
obtain  funds  for  a  building.  It  seems  to  us  unfair  and  unwise  to  launch 
new  congregations  with  a  burdensome  debt.  The  Committee  on  these 
Addresses  in  1960  requested  the  Executive  Council  to  bring  to  this  Con- 
vention "practical  suggestions  for  the  procurement  of  funds  for  advance 
mission  work."  Your  Committee  regrets  that  such  a  report  has  not  been 
given. 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention 
instruct  the  Department  of  Missions  with  the  consent  of  the 
Executive  Council  to  proceed  with  plans  for  procuring  funds 
on  a  continuing  basis  to  meet  the  challenging  opportunities 
for  a  sound  missionary  extension  of  our  Church  in  this 
Diocese. 

RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  offers  to  our  Bishop  and 
Bishop  Coadjutor  the  assurance  of  our  prayers  and  loyalty 
and  our  grateful  response  to  their  leadership  in  this  time.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  KANUGA 

Since  the  last  report  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Kanuga  Lake  Conferences,  Inc.,  has 
secured  the  services  of  Lee  Associates,  Inc.,  a  management  consultant  firm 
and  has  received  recommendations  from  them  as  to  the  organization  and 
management  of  the  Kanuga  properties. 

In  carrying  out  the  Lee  recommendations  the  Board  will,  over  the  next 
few  years,  make  changes  in  its  management  structure,  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities  of  the  Board  members,  and   duties   of  those  working   under  the 
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Board.     The  Board  has  already  become  more  of  a  working  unit  since  this 
report  was  accepted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  last  November. 

A  layman  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  —  Mr.  Edgar  Hartley, 
f r.  —  has  accepted  the  position  as  assistant  to  the  manager  of  Kanuga 
Conferences,  Mr.  Willard  P.  Verduin.  With  this  addition  of  personnel 
the  Kanuga  program,  promotion  and  properties  can  be  more  adequately 
administered. 

At  Kanuga  there  is  a  continuing  need  for  much  more  generous  support 
(particularly  financial  support)  from  the  five  owning  Dioceses.  This  is 
a  Diocesan  Institution  and  we  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  are  morally 
obligated  to  give  for  the  support  of  Kanuga,  $7,000.00  a  year.  This  is  our 
suggested  fair  share  of  the  $25,000.00  needed  yearly  in  order  to  properly 
operate  this  our  Conference  Center.  This  $7,000.00  is  not  expected  from 
any  one  source,  but  it  is  to  be  made  up  from  yearly  pledges  in  the  Diocesan 
Budget,  the  budget  of  the  Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese,  Parish  budgets, 
Branch  Churchwomen's  budgets,  and  pledges  from  individuals.  In  1960, 
from  all  sources  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  gave  only  $2,656.70.  This 
Convention  allocates  in  its  budget  only  $500.00  of  this  amount. 

Kanuga  is  many  things  to  many  people:  Conferences  for  the  Young 
Churchmen;  Conferences  for  the  Adults  and  Clergy;  families  together  at 
their  own  Family  Conferences;  Guest  Period  for  everyone;  and  the  camps 
for  the  younger  boys  and  girls.  These  camp  facilities  are  being  greatly 
expanded  to  take  care  of  a  great  many  more  youngsters  by  the  building  of 
an  entirely  new  campsite  (including  its  own  lake)  for  the  boy  campers. 
This  camp  for  the  boys  will  be  ready  for  use  by  the  summer  of  1962.

VADE  MECUM 

On  June  1,  1960,  the  Reverend  William  A.  Yon  came  to  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  as  the  Associate  Director  of  the  Department  of  Christian 
Education.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Yon  will  assist  with  the  work  being  done  at 
Vade  Mecum.  He  and  his  family  were  a  wonderful  addition  to*  Vade 
Mecum  during  the  past  summer,  and  his  assistance  will  help  a  great  deal 
in  carrying  out  the  Vade  Mecum  program. 

Thanks  to  a  large  number  of  clergy  the  camps  and  conferences  at  Vade 
Mecum  were  well  staffed.  The  leadership  requirements  at  Vade  Mecum 
put  great  responsibilities  upon  the  clergy.  We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the 
services  which  they  give. 
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The  Senior  High  School  Conference  had  to  be  cancelled  due  to  the 
late  closing  of  the  public  schools. 

Attendance  was  down  slightly  from  the  previous  year.  The  Church- 
women's  Conference  was  down,  the  Senior  Girls'  Camp  was  down  four, 
and  the  Junior  Boys'  Camp  was  down  ten.  The  Junior  Boys'  Camp  had 
seventy  boys  enrolled  of  which  seven  were  Negro  boys.  Fifteen  boys  and 
girls  were  withdrawn  from  the  various  camps  and  conferences  due  to  the 
Diocesan  policy  of  admitting  Negro  boys  to  the  Junior  Boys'  Camp. 

A  new  house  has  been  built  at  Vade  Mecum  and  will  be  occupied  by 
the  Director  during  the  coming  season.  The  Winston-Salem  Foundation 
has  provided  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  building. 

Other  building  plans  at  Vade  Mecum  have  been  delayed  temporarily 
so  that  they  could  be  undertaken  in  a  way  not  to  duplicate  the  facilities 
provided  in  Southern  Pines  by  "The  Terraces."  Camp  building  plans  are 
still  underway  with  special  consideration  being  given  to  the  replacement 
of  cabins.

"THE  TERRACES" 

In  the  past  year  the  Diocese  received  a  handsome  gift  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Dwight  Winkelman  of  Southern  Pines,  North  Carolina.  The  gift  is 
a  large  house  located  in  Southern  Pines  and  is  called  "The  Terraces."  The 
Terraces  will  be  used  as  a  conference  center  for  the  Diocese.  It  is  anti- 
cipated that  it  will  accomodate  approximately  thirty  persons  overnight  and 
larger  numbers  for  one-day  meetings.  The  Terraces  will  be  available  for 
conferences  immediately  after  Labor  Day. 

The  administration  of  The  Terraces  has  been  turned  over  to  the 
Department  of  Christian  Education,  the  Division  of  Camps  and  Con- 
ferences. The  following  persons  make  up  the  Board  of  Managers:  The 
Right  Reverend  Richard  H.  Baker,  ex  officio;  The  Reverend  R.  Martin 
Caldwell,  chairman;  the  Reverend  E.  B.  Jeffress,  Jr.,  director;  the  Reverend 
William  A.  Yon,  the  Reverend  Robert  L.  Ladehoff,  the  Reverend  Peter 
C.  Robinson,  the  Reverend  John  S.  Spong,  Mrs.  Roger  Gant,  and  Mrs. 
Nan  Jackson. 

The  buildings  and  grounds  are  in  excellent  condition.  The  furniture 
and  equipment  must  be  secured.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  purchase  basic 
equipment  to  get  The  Terraces  in  operation.

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THE  REPORT 
OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MISCELLANEOUS  REPORTS 

To  this  Committee  have  been  referred  reports  from  the  following:  The 
Standing  Committee,  the  Chancellor,  the  Executive  Council,  the  Treasurer, 
the  North  Carolina  Churchman. 

The  Committee  commends  the  work  of  all  these  officials  and  agencies 
in  the  life  of  the  Diocese  as  reflected  in  their  reports. 

In  particular  the  Committee  commends  all  those  who  have  been 
responsible  for  the  numerous  features  in  The  North  Carolina  Churchman 
through  which  so  many  have  received  new  insights  into  the  important  yet 
often  intangible  realities  of  the  Church's  life  beyond  the  local  congregation. 
The  magazine's  attractive  lay-out  is  succeeding  in  catching  the  reader's 
attention. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  extracts  from  which  have  been  given 
wide  publicity  in  The  Churchman,  the  Committee  sees  dramatized  the 
compelling  problem  facing  the  Diocese  which  demands  a  solution  in  a 
high  proportion  of  our  congregations.  The  problem,  affecting  all  of  us,  is 
the  payment  of  the  quotas  upon  which  the  integrity  of  any  Convention's 
adopted  budgets  must  finally  rest. 

This  problem,  of  such  continuing  concern,  is  clearly  the  subject  of 
much  time-consuming  preoccupation  by  the  Executive  Council,  judging  by 
its  report.  The  Council,  whose  members  represent  such  a  wide  diversity  of 
dedicated  interests  and  talents,  should  strive  to  free  itself  sufficiently  from 
this  chronic  fiscal  preoccupation  so  as  to  become  a  more  creative  planning 
and  coordinating  agency  for  the  whole  Program  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  believes  that  certain  details  of  the  Report  of  the 
Executive  Council  should  be  clarified  and  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Convention: 

First,  that  the  proper  title  for  the  group  to  which  questions  of  further 
integration  of  Diocesan  Camps  and  Conferences  shall  be  referred,  as  in 
the  June  8,  1960,  resolution  of  the  Council  on  the  subject,  is  not  the 
"Committee  on  Race,"  but  the  "Commission  on  Racial  Subjects." 

Secondly,  that  in  view  of  the  study  being  undertaken  for  Diocesan 
financing  on  a  "no  quota"  basis,  the  reported  action  that  the  Diocese  of 
Western  North  Carolina  has  done  away  with  quotas  at  their  recent  Con- 
vention, should  be  called  to  our  attention. 

Thirdly,  that  the  Executive  Council  clarify  and  publicize,  more  precisely 
than  it  has,  its  plans  to  raise  on  a  voluntary  basis  in  1962  an  amount  to  be 
withdrawn  from  the  Church's  Program  Reserve  Fund  to  cover  the  Program 
Fund  deficit  in  1961. 

The  Committee,  referring  to  the  Executive  Council's  decision  to  pre- 
sent this  Convention  with  two  different  Program  Budgets  for  1962  for  the

action  of  the  Convention,  would  make  the  following  comments: 

First,  that  having  to  adopt  one  Program  Budget  in  the  face  of  two  pre- 
sented budgets  is  a  difficult  and  cumbersome  process  for  so  large  a  body 
as  a  Convention. 

Secondly,  the  Committee  approves  of  the  principle  of  a  challenging 
Church's  Program.  This  principle  of  challenge  was  embodied  in  the  "B" 
Budget,  which,  though  it  burdens  our  consciences  with  the  knowledge  of 
specific  work  being  left  undone,  nevertheless  may  prove  to  beckon  us  on 
to  those  areas  of  new  work.  The  Committee  feels  that  the  Executive 
Council  should  continue  to  challenge  future  Conventions,  pointing  out 
those  directions  into  which  our  life  as  a  Diocese  must  go,  and  perhaps 
establishing  some  priorities  for  their  more  orderly  undertaking. 

In  behalf  of  the  following  members  of  the  Committee  I  move  the 
adoption  of  these  reports  together  with  the  observations  of  the  Committee 
thereon.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS 
OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  HOME  FOR  THE  AGEING,  INC. 

Permission  was  granted  to  the  Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing  at  the 
last  Diocesan  Convention  in  Tarboro  to  conduct  a  campaign  to  raise 
$350,000.00  for  the  construction  of  a  Home  in  Southern  Pines.  Mr.  N.  A. 
Cocke,  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Ralph  Bouligny,  Co-chairman,  agreed  to  form- 
ulate plans  and  conduct  the  campaign. 

The  services  of  Ketchum  Inc.,  were  secured  and  an  intensive  campaign 
was  initiated  and  ran  from  December  1st,  1960  to  March  24th,  1961.  The 
progress  was  difficult  as  it  became  impossible  to  get  unanimous  support 
from  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions,  but  on  the  other  hand,  we  received 
splendid  help  from  many  and  I  would  like  to  request  that  the  Ketchum 
final  report  of  March  14,  1961  that  is  being  filed  with  this  report,  be 
printed  in  the  Diocesan  year  book.  This  report  will  serve  as  a  record  and, 
if  practical,  an  expression  of  appreciation  to  those  who  added  encourage- 
ment to  our  Board.  We  hope  to  complete  detail  plans  and  start  construc- 
tion this  Fall.    Mr.  Asbury,  the  architect,  has  been  so  instructed. 

Ketchum  reports  signed  pledges  and  cash  of  $254,306.38  with  oral 
promises  of  $41,389.08.  Since  this  report  we  have  received  additional 
pledges  bringing  cash  and  pledges  to  $291,183.34,  as  of  May  6,  1961. 

Mr.  Norris  L.  Hodgkins,  of  Citizens  Bank  &  Trust  Co.,  Southern  Pines, 
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N.  C.  has  agreed  to  act  as  receiving  treasurer.  Therefore,  all  funds  should 
be  forwarded  direct  to  Mr.  Hodgkins,  at  Southern  Pines. 

During  the  campaign  many  promises  were  made  to  help  in  the  future 
and  a  number  of  Parishes  advised  that  they  would  conduct  a  campaign 
for  the  Home  at  a  later  date.  Therefore,  Mr.  Cocke,  and  Mr.  Bouligny, 
with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  C.  N.  Witmer,  have  agreed  to  continue  their 
efforts  to  reach  the  ultimate  goal.  The  response  since  the  drive  ended 
has  been  splendid  and  if  this  continues  we  hope  to  be  able  to  start  work 
on  the  Home  this  Fall. 

Mother's  Day:  In  March  1957,  Bishop  Penick  was  granted  permission 
by  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  to  designate  Mother's  day 
of  each  year  to  receive  offerings  from  the  Parishes  and  Missions  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopal  Home.  Literature  and  a  wire  have  been  sent  to 
each  Parish  and  Mission.  Collections  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  Hodgkins,  c/o 
Citizens  Bank  &  Trust  Co.,  Southern  Pines,  N.  C.  These  funds  are  kept 
separate  and  earmarked  to  be  used  to  help  those  who  are  unable  to  meet 
the  full  charges  of  a  guest.  A  total  of  $12,160.09  from  former  collections 
is  Tield  in  this  fund. 

The  Board,  and  our  Executive  Committee,  and  I,  would  like  to 
thank  the  many  who  gave  the  program  such  splendid  support,  and  espe- 
cially Bishop  Baker,  Bishop  Fraser,  and  Mr.  N.  A.  Cocke,  for  their  great 
leadership.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS 

We  considered  the  resolution  presented  by  the  representative  of 
Thompson  Orphanage.  This  Committee  recommends  that  this  resolution 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Council  for  study  and  report  back  to  the  next 
Convention.  This  Committee  does  not  feel  qualified  to  deal  with  this 
matter  of  fiscal  policy. 

With  regard  to  the  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  James  Cheshire  of  Hills- 
boro: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  this  Convention  being  concerned  for  the 
moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  our  people,  young  and  old,  and  aware 
further  of  the  potential  effectiveness  for  good  of  decent  television  pro- 
grams, and  of  the  excessive  number  of  programs  devoted  to  mayhem, 
crime,  and  acts  of  violence;  urge  those  responsible  to  devote  the  facilities 
of  television  and  radio  to  more  constructive  subjects.  A  copy  of  this 
resolution  to>  be  sent  to  major  networks  and  to  the  Department  of  Social 
Relations  of  the  National  Council. 

Your  Committee  considered  the  resolution  requesting  a  Special  Com- 
mittee to  consider  the  difficulties  of  financing  new  Missions.  It  is  our 
feeling  that  the  necessary  machinery  already  exists  for  dealing  with  these 
very  real  problems,  and  we  therefore  suggest  that  the  problem  be  referred 
to  the  Department  of  Missions,  with  instructions  to  report  on  the  same  to 
the  1962  Convention. 

Your  Committee  takes  cognizance  of  the  concern  expressed  by  those 
who  brought  in  the  resolution  with  reference  to  the  theology  of  Bishop 
Pike  of  California.  We  recommend  that  this  Convention  take  no  action 
in  this  matter  for  the  following  reasons:  Bishop  Pike  is  the  Bishop  of  Cali- 
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fomia,  and  therefore  the  Convention  has  no  right  to  sit  in  judgement 
upon  him.  In  the  second  place,  the  matters  raised  by  this  resolution  are 
of  such  a  technical  theological  nature  that  your  Committee  feels  unqualified 
to  pass  on  them.    We  therefore  report  this  resolution  unfavorably.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INSTITUTIONS 

This  Committee  reviewed  all  reports  from  Institutions  submitted  to  it, 
and  wish  to  make  the  following  comments  which  we  deem  worthy  of 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention. 

1)  Kanuga 

The  Kanuga  report  indicates  our  share  of  the  operation  would  be 
$7,000.  The  budget  as  passed  this  morning  contains  only  $500  for 
this  purpose.  The  report  indicates  other  sources  will  make  up  the 
difference  although  these  amounted  to  only  $2600  last  year.  We  are 
unable  to  ascertain  from  the  report  submitted  how  the  wide  difference 
in  needed  funds  will  be  procured,  but  we  feel  that  in  view  of  the 
increases  in  the  budget  as  approved,  the  Committee  cannot  recommend 
any  further  participation  at  the  Diocesan  level. 

2 )  Home  for  the  Ageing 

The  Committee  read  with  pleasure  of  the  splendid  work  being  done 
by  Mr.  Cosby  and  his  fellow  workers,  and  that  the  Home  is  soon  to  be 
a  reality.  We  would  heartily  recommend  that  the  Parishes  and 
Missions  which  have  not  participated  in  the  fund  raising  drive  do  so 
in  the  near  future. 

3 )  Vade  Mecum 

The  Committee  would  like  to  go  on  record  as  acknowledging  with 
pleasure  the  support  of  the  Winston-Salem  Foundation  to  Vade  Mecum 
as  reflected  in  the  report  on  Vade  Mecum,  particularly  this  year  in 
underwriting  2A  of  the  cost  of  the  home  for  the  Director  of  Christian 
Education,  Mr.  Jeffress,  which  in  turn  makes  a  home  available  for  the 
Assistant  Director. 

4)  The  University  of  the  South — Sewanee 

The  report  notes  the  reduction  of  the  budget  item  for  Sewanee  from 
$4,000  in  1961  to  $3,000  in  1962.  In  view  of  recent  gifts  to  this 
institution,   we   do    not   feel   that   the   reduction    this   vear  when   our 
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Diocesan  budget  has  increased  should  be  viewed  as  a  lessening  of  our 
interest  or  concern  for  Sewanee.  We  would,  however,  urge  each 
Parish  and  Mission  to  put  something  in  their  budget  for  Sewanee,  as 
tangible  evidence  of  the  recognition  by  each  Parish  and  Mission  of  their 
responsibility  to  Sewanee.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH  REPORT 

Your  Committee  has  studied  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  and  after  a  full  consideration  of  it,  we  wish  to  make 
some  observations  and  recommendations  regarding  its  content.  We  com- 
mend the  Committee  with  admiration  for  the  obviously  vast  amount  of 
research  and  investigation  which  they  have  performed,  as  it  is  reflected  in 
the  statistical  material  collected;  and  in  the  sound  recommendations 
included  in  their  report.  We  wish  it  clearly  stated  that  what  follows  in 
our  report  is  intended  as  supplementing,  and  in  some  cases  spelling  out  in 
more  detail,  that  which  was  presented  in  the  original  report. 

We  note  with  gratification  the  growth  of  this  Church  in  the  larger 
metropolitan  areas  as  set  forth  in  the  report.  We  do  not  find  any 
illumination  in  the  comparisons  to  the  Lutheran  Church  as  we  do  not 
know  the  number  of  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church — nor  basis  of  com- 
parison. However,  the  facts  therein  set  forth  show  the  imperative  need 
for  concentrated  effort  in  urban  areas,  for  it  is  there  that  the  most 
immediately  tangible  results  in  Church  growth  will  be  probable  during  the 
years  ahead.  The  planning  of  our  Diocese  for  the  future  must  bear  in 
mind  these  findings  and  to  this  end,  we  would  offer  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 

1.  That  the  Congregations  in  each  of  the  urban  areas  (metropolitan 
areas)  voluntarily,  if  they  have  not  already  done  so,  set  up  as  soon 
as  practicable  urban  councils  for  the  purpose  of  study  of  local  con- 
ditions common  to  them  all;  joint  planning  for  common  goals;  and 
for  the  reduction  to  a  minimum  of  any  unnecessary,  or  unhealthy, 
duplication  of  organizational  activity  and  financial  expenditures 
where  cooperation  with  each  other  would  produce  the  strength 
inherent  in  unity,  and  where  congregational  parochialism  would  be 
overcome. 

2.  That  these  local  urban  councils  would  plan  and  execute  the  extension 
of  the  Church  in  their  respective  areas,  rather  than  the  initiative 
and  authority  being  concentrated  in  some  Diocesan   Dept.     How- 
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ever,  as  this  emphasis  is,  consciously  at  least,  a  new  development  in 
our  Diocese  and  one  which  should  be  encouraged,  we  recommend 
that  the  Department  of  Missions  give  this  growing  potential  serious 
study  and  take  steps,  not  to  hamper  or  restrict,  but  to  co-ordinate  and 
serve  as  a  clearing  house  for  ideas,  information,  and  proven  tech- 
niques learned  by  the  various  local  councils.  Thus  each  area  council 
could  benefit  from  other  councils,  experiences  through  a  unifying 
department  in  the  Executive  Council  without  bureaucratic  super- 
vision. 

We  completely  agree  that  the  National  Council's  sponsored  Training 
Course  on  Evangelism,  available  probably  in  1962,  should  be  made  avail- 
able to  all  Congregations  in  this  Diocese  by  men  trained  specifically  for 
this  purpose.  It  is  probable  that  the  Adult  Division  of  the  Dept.  of  Chris- 
tian Education  is  best  qualified  for  this  work.  We  further  believe  that  the 
work  of  Evangelism  in  the  Diocese  might  be  immeasurably  strengthened 
if  the  Dept.  of  Evangelism  would  sponsor  the  setting  aside  of  some  period 
of  time  each  year,  perhaps  one  month,  for  several  successive  years  which 
would  be  devoted  specificallv  by  every  congregation  to  outreach  for  new 
membership  within  their  individual  geographic  location.  The  established 
congregations  would  thus  be  motivated  periodically  to  take  additional  and 
new  steps  for  Church  extension  as  well  as  continuing  those  customarily 
employed.  Of  perhaps  greater  importance,  the  newer  and  smaller  congre- 
gations would  receive  the  impetus,  encouragement,  and  benefit  from  a 
Diocesan  emphasis  and  promotion  so  helpful  to  them.  It  is  further  sug- 
gested that  the  Department  of  Evangelism  evaluate  the  results  of  such 
experiences  in  the  congregations  in  order  to  provide  information  and  assist- 
ance to  all  congregations  as  learned  in  this  joint  endeavor. 

We  concur  with  the  report's  commendation  of  the  present  study  being 
made  relative  to  the  acquisition  of  a  Business  Manager  of  the  Diocese,  of 
providing  this  special  committee  making  this  study  with  sufficient  funds 
to  perform  its  task  efficiently,  and  that  the  approach  to  the  problems 
inherent  in  this  matter  be  along  objective  principles  used  by  professional 
business  consultants.  However,  we  would  offer  a  word  of  caution:  Although 
the  business  affairs  of  the  Church  should  be  conducted  with  business  effi- 
ciency, the  Church's  work  is  not  a  commercial  or  economic  enterprise. 
Economic  and  legal  coercive  measures  to  insure  conformity  is  neither  possi- 
ble nor  desirable  in  many  areas:  The  only  ultimate  power  the  Church 
possesses  is  that  of  love  in  moral  suasion,  coupled  with  education  and 
understanding.  People  in  the  Church  can  be  dealt  with  only  as  subjects 
of  our  concern,  not  objects  to  be  manipulated. 

Regarding  the  finances  of  the  Diocese,  and  problems  incident  to  the 
securing  of  an  adequate  amount  of  these,  this  committee  feels  that  the 
only  Christian  approach  can  be  found  through  Biblical  tithing  by  individual 
communicants  and  Congregations.  We  do  not  believe  that  a  Diocesan  no- 
quota  financing  basis  is  feasible  until  congregations  accept  this  principle. 
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Until  a  great  deal  of  education  and  preparation  has  been  done  so  that 
Biblical  tithing  is  the  standard  of  communicant  giving  and  stewardship,  we 
believe  that  the  quota  system  now  in  effect  should  be  retained.  We  do 
recommend  that  the  Department  of  Promotion  this  fall  set  forth,  or  restate, 
the  principle  of  Biblical  tithing  in  its  broad,  flexible,  and  non-legalistic 
interpretation. 

With  reference  to  congregations  who  have  not,  or  are  not,  assuming 
their  rightful  share  of  the  financial  responsibilities  undertaken  by  the 
Diocese,  we  believe  that  coercion  in  any  direct  form  is  probably  more 
harmful  than  effective.  As  thorny  a  problem  as  this  is,  and  unfair  to 
conscientious  congregations,  we  believe  the  Standing  Committee  and  the 
Department  of  Finance  have  no  good  alternative  but  to  continue  through 
education,  teaching,  suasion,  and  appeal  to  seek  for  100%  congregational 
acceptance  of  their  proportionate  share  of  financial  responsibility  and  par- 
ticipation. 

Regarding  the  asserted  growing  disproportion  between  clerical  and  lay 
representation  at  Diocesan  Convention,  we  are  unaware  of  the  facts  behind 
these  observations,  and  we  are  not  sure  that  there  is  an  historical  pred- 
ication of  formula  assuming  one  vote  for  the  Parish  to  one  for  its  priest. 
We  are  quite  satisfied  with  the  present  proportionate  representation,  feeling 
that,  as  outlined  in  the  last  issue  of  the  N.  C.  Churchman  (April  issue), 
the  device  of  voting  by  orders  preserves  to  each  order  its  rightful 
authority  and  prevents  the  domination  of  either  order  over  the  other.  How- 
ever, if  the  Executive  Council  feels  this  is  a  matter  for  due  concern,  we 
would  applaud  its  setting  in  motion  a  study  of  the  matter  in  cooperation 
with  that  being  done  by  the  National  Council. 

We  do  believe  it  would  be  helpful,  and  so  recommend,  that  all  dele- 
gates to  Diocesan  Convention  be  elected  not  less  than  60  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  Convention,  that  these  names  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  Convention  within  this  same  60  days.  We  heartily  endorse  the 
Convocations  for  being  media  through  which  information  regarding,  and 
discussion  of,  important  issues  may  take  place.  We  also  recommend  that 
the  names  of  delegates  to  Convention  be  printed  in  the  issue  of  the  N.  C. 
CHURCHMAN  immediately  preceding  the  Convention. 

Lastly,  we  wish  to  endorse  and  commend  without  reservation,  and  in 
the  highest  terms  the  work  of  Bishop  Fraser  in  the  Dept.  of  Missions, 
especially  his  Associated  Mission  whereby  newly  ordained  clcrgv  work 
together  under  the  direction  of  an  experienced  priest,  and  whereby  mission 
congregations  in  common  areas  with  common  concerns  and  problems  are 
thus  able  to  give  and  receive  encouragement,  support,  and  a  sense  of  unity. 

Wc  rejoice  with  the  entire  Diocese,  and  offer  our  grateful  thanks  to 
Almighty  God  for  the  large  and  prepossessing  group  of  new  clergy  intro- 
duced to  us  this  morning.  No  commendation  of  our  Bishops  for  their 
personal  example  and  work  to  provide  the  Diocese  with  a  full  complement 
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of  clergy  can  be  truly  adequate,  and  ultimately  it  must  be  less  than  we 
wish  we  might  be  able  to  express.

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  TO  THE  DEAF  FOR  1960 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Missionary  to  the  Deaf  in 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  both  within  and  outside  the  Diocese. 

There  were  thirty-two  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  sixty-six 
services  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  six  candidates  for  Confirmation, 
one  funeral,  and  two  Solemnizations  of  Holy  Matrimony.  Study  courses 
were  held  in  Burlington  and  Durham  during  Lent.  Numerous  requests 
were  received  from  all  over  the  Diocese  for  counseling,  interpreting, 
advising,  and  pastoral  calls. 

On  Christmas  Eve,  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  St.  Joseph's, 
Durham.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Southwestern  Virginia,  I  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion  in  Roanoke  and  Lynchburg  on  Easter  Sunday. 

At  the  Denver  Convention  of  the  Conference  of  Church  Workers 
Among  the  Deaf,  as  President,  I  presided  at  all  meetings.  At  a  joint  service 
for  the  deaf  and  hearing  in  St.  Mark's,  I  interpreted  and  preached,  speaking 
and  signing  simultaneously.    I  continue  serving  as  President  of  this  group. 

As  chairman  of  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Advisory  Committee  to  the 
Home  Department  of  the  National  Council,  I  presided  at  three  meetings 
in  Washington,  D.  C.  This  committee  advises  the  Home  Department  of 
the  needs  for  strengthening  and  advancing  the  deaf  work  throughout  our 
Church. 

I  continue  to  do  specialized  audiological  testing  at  Duke  Hospital  and 
Murdoch  School  at  Butner,  and  have  been  appointed  as  an  Instructor  on 
the  Faculty  at  Duke.  In  this  capacity,  I  am  able  to  do  quite  a  bit  of 
public  relations  for  the  Church. 

The  General  Division  of  Laymen's  Work  of  the  National  Council 
invited  me  to  prepare  a  Lay-Reader's  Sermon  for  use  on  the  Twelfth 
Sunday  after  Trinity.  It  was  about  the  deaf  work  as  the  Gospel  appointed 
for  this  day  tells  of  the  healing  of  the  deaf  man. 

May  I  express  the  appreciation  of  the  deaf  of  the  Diocese,  to  the 
Bishops,  Parishes  and  Missions  for  your  continued  support,  and  may  I  ask 
for  your  continued  prayers  for  the  success  of  this  work  in  the  Diocese.

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GOOD  SAMARITAN  HOSPITAL  REPORT  FOR  1960 

Approaching  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  its  founding,  the  Good 
Samaritan  hospital  continued  in  1960  to  provide  to  the  best  of  its  ability 
hospitalization  and  medical  care  for  the  Negroes  of  Charlotte  and  the 
surrounding  community. 

The  hospital  continues  to  receive  from  Mecklenburg  County  full  pay- 
ment of  its  per  diem  cost  for  certified  indigent  patients,  enabling  the 
hospital  to  continue  its  policy  of  employing  qualified  Negro  physicians  to 
provide  professional  care  for  the  hospital's  charity  patients. 

The  charity  service  rendered  by  the  hospital  amounted  to  43.1  per  cent 
during  this  period,  according  to  The  Duke  Endowment's  audited  statistics. 

We  wish  to  record  our  gratitude  to  The  Duke  Endowment  for  their 
generous  gift,  and  to  the  Episcopal  Churches  of  Charlotte  for  their  loyal 
support  and  their  gifts  of  cash  and  hospital  supplies.  To  each  individual 
branch  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  goes  our  particular  thanks  for  their 
continued  interest  in  the  hospital  and  for  their  donations  of  hospital  gar- 
ments and  linen. 

Our  statistical  report  for  the  year  is  as  follows : 

A  total  of  7,580  patients  for  47,182  days 

5,794  pay  patients  for  31,002  days 

1,786  charity  patients  for  16,180  days

FIRST  DAY —  TUESDAY 

The  146th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
convened  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Greensboro,  on  Tuesday,  May  8, 
1962,  at  2:00  P.M.,  the  Right  Reverend  Richard  H.  Baker,  D.D.,  presid- 
ing. The  opening  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Reverend  James  M.  Dick, 
D.D.,  President  of  the  Standing  Committee.  There  being  no  request 
for  the  calling  of  the  roll,  the  Reverend  Carl  F.  Herman,  Secretary, 
certified  the  presence  of  a  constitutional  quorum  in  both  orders,  where- 
upon the  Bishop  declared  the  Convention  officially  in  session  and  ready 
for  business. 

On  motion  of  the  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  duly  passed,  the 
Reverend  Carl  F.  Herman  was  re-elected  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  for  a 
one  year  term.  The  Rev.  Jacob  A.  Viverette,  Jr.,  was  appointed  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Carl  F.  Herman,  in  his  capacity  as  Rector  of  the  host 
Parish,  welcomed  the  Convention  to  St.  Andrew's  Church  and  intro- 
duced Mr.  A.  Lee  Foster,  Jr.,  a  member  of  the  Vestry  and  of  the  Con- 
vention Committee  of  St.  Andrew's,  who  also  welcomed  the  delegates 
and  informed  them  concerning  arrangements  for  their  comfort  and 
convenience.  On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Herman,  duly  passed,  the 
Convention  Program  and  time  schedule  as  printed  in  the  Convention 
bulletin  of  St.  Andrew's  Church  was  adopted  as  the  official  program  and 
schedule  of  the  146th  Annual  Convention. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following  Con- 
vention Committees:  1 — On  Credentials  and  Elections:  The  Rev.  War- 
wick Aiken,  Jr.,  Chairman;  the  Rev.  John  W.  S.  Davis  and  Messrs. 
Percy  Idol,  Gavin  Dortch  and  W.  H.  Yarborough.  2 — On  the  Report 
of  the  Trustees:  Mr.  Ben  S.  Willis,  Chairman;  Messrs.  A.  Lee  Foster, 
Jr.,  and  John  H.  Zollicoffer.  3 — On  Reports  of  Institutions:  The  Rev. 
John  C.  Mott,  Chairman,  and  Messrs.  Thomas  Southgate  and  Fletcher 
H.  Gregory,  Jr.  4 — On  the  Addresses  of  the  Bishops:  The  Rev.  B. 
Daniel  Sapp,  Chairman;  the  Rev.  Thorn  W.  Blair  and  Messrs.  R.  F.

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  presided  while  the  Bishop  delivered  his 
annual  Convention  address  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  Addresses  of  the  Bishops  (see  page  57).  The  Bishop  returned  to 
the  Chair  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  delivered  his  annual  Convention 
address,  the  same  being  referred  as  aforesaid  (see  page  77). 

The  Bishop  introduced  to  the  Convention  the  following  clergymen 
who  became  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  since  the  last  Annual 
Convention:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Brevard  S.  Williams,  Jr.,  James  M. 
Stoney,  Jr.,  Albert  S.  Hoag,  John  A.  Bruce,  David  M.  Bercaw,  James 
S.  Cox,  Jr.,  Franklin  F.  Fagan  III,  Earle  H.  Fisher,  Phillip  A.  Lewis, 
William  C.  Morris,  Jr.,  and  Downs  C.  Spider,  Jr.  (The  Rev.  Mr.  Fagan 
was  absent  at  the  time,  due  to  the  sudden,  serious  illness  of  his  son. 
He  returned  later  and  reported  the  child  improved.) 

The  Rev.  Henry  T.  Egger,  reporting  for  the  Committee  on  New 
Parishes,  moved  the  approval  of  the  Convention  be  given  to  the  request 
of  Holy  Hope  Mission,  Rocky  Mount,  to  change  its  name  to  the 
Church  of  the  Epiphany.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  where- 
upon the  Bishop  declared  the  name  of  said  Mission  changed  as  afore- 
said, effective  immediately. 

The  Rev.  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  appointed  by  the  Bishop  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business,  moved  that  nomi- 
nations for  the  several  offices  to  be  filled  by  elections  at  this  Con- 
vention be  made  the  Special  Order  of  the  Day  at  4:45  P.M.  on  May 
8,  1962.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organi- 
zation to  the  146th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina, dated  May  1962,  was  submitted  by  title  by  Mr.  D.  Edward  Hudg- 
ins,  Chairman,  the  same  to  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  for  preservation 
among  the  permanent  records  of  the  Diocese.  Mr.  Hudgins  addressed 
the  Convention  at  some  length,  giving  the  background,  procedure  and 
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scope  of  the  Committee's  study  to  date  and  the  reason  for  the  recom- 
mendations contained  in  the  report. 

Mr.  Hudgins  then  offered  the  following  Resolutions  in  behalf  of 
the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization,  all  of  which,  on  separate 
motions  duly  passed,  were  adopted: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  146th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina: 

"1 — That  the  Convention  continue  to  be  two  days  in  length,  that 
it  convene  at  10:00  A.M.  on  the  morning  of  the  first  day,  that  the 
evening  business  session  be  omitted,  and  that  it  continue  on  the 
second  day  until  all  business  is  completed. 

"2 — That  the  date  of  the  Convention  be  moved  from  the  Tues- 
day and  Wednesday  following  the  second  Sunday  in  May  to  the 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  January, 
beginning  in  1964. 

"3 — That  the  Bishop  and  the  Executive  Council  take  such  action 
as  is  necessary  to  provide  information  to  Convention  delegates  in 
advance  of  the  Convention,  and  that  particular  consideration  be 
given  to 

(a)  distribution  of  reports  of  committees,  institutions  and 
other  diocesan  agencies  to  delegates  prior  to  the  Con- 
vention, and 

(b)  pre-Convention  meetings  for  delegates  in  each  con- 
vocation for  explanation  and  discussion  of  the  proposed 
budget  and  other  major  items  on  the  Convention 
agenda. 

"4 — That  the  Executive  Council,  immediately  after  the  Con- 
vention in  May,  1962,  take  action  to  study  and  revise  its  procedures 
so  that  it  can  devote  more  time  to  effective  planning  and  policy- 
making and  less  to  routine. 

"5 — That  the  Bishop  and  Executive  Council  make  provision  in 
the  annual  budget  for  funds  for  the  employment  of  such  clerical 
assistance  for  the  Secretary  as  is  needed. 

"6 — That  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  should  establish  the 
office  of  Diocesan  Business  Manager,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Execu- 
tive Council  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  and  to  be  responsible  to  and  serve  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  His  term  of  office  should 
be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Council. 
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"7 — That  the  Executive  Council  be  directed  to  initiate  as  soon 
as  possible  an  aggressive  campaign  to  encourage  gifts  and  bequests 
to  the  Diocese  for  the  unrestricted  use  of  the  Diocese. 

"8 — That  the  Executive  Council  and  the  North  Carolina  Epis- 
copal Foundation  cooperate  closely  in  determining  the  expenditure 
of  investment  income  for  mission  purposes  to  the  end  that  the 
resources  of  the  Diocese  available  for  this  purpose  shall  be  spent  in 
accordance  with  overall  priorities  recommended  by  the  Department 
of  Missions  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Council. 

"9 — That  the  Bishops,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal 
Foundation  should,  each  summer,  prepare  a  schedule  of  meetings 
for  the  coming  year  to  the  end  that 

(a)  The  Standing  Committee  and  the  North  Carolina  Epis- 
copal Foundation  would  have  stated  meetings  four  times 
a  year. 

(b)  Each  Foundation  meeting  would  fall  between  meetings 
of  the  Standing  Committee. 

(c)  The  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Foun- 
dation and  the  Department  of  Missions  would  be  fixed 
in  advance  and  advertised  in  an  appropriate  way 
throughout  the  Diocese  so  that  mission  clergy  and  laity 
could  plan  their  applications  in  accordance  with  such 
dates. 

"10 — That  the  1962  Convention  authorizes  the  Bishop  to 
appoint  a  committee  with  authority  to  study  the  needs  for  a 
Diocesan  Headquarters;  to  select  either  a  site  in  the  Metropolitan 
area  of  Raleigh  for  construction  of  the  Headquarters  or  to  select  an 
existing  building  in  that  area  which  would  serve  this  purpose;  to 
prepare  plans  for  either  construction  of  a  new  building  or  renovation 
of  a  purchased  building;  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
Executive  Council  for  action. 

"11 — That  the  Executive  Council  is  hereby  given  authority  by 
the  1962  Convention  to  act  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  special 
committee  and  to  raise  the  funds  necessary  for  purchase  or  con- 
struction of  Diocesan  Headquarters  (in  addition  to  those  funds 
already  available)  by  either  a  diocesan-wide  capital  funds  drive  or 
by  a  loan  or  by  any  combination  of  these  methods  which  it  in  its 
discretion  should  select." 
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Mr.  Hudgins  advised  the  Convention  that  the  Committee  on 
Structure  and  Organization  had  conversed  with  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons  and  that  the  latter  Committee  would  report 
to  this  146th  Annual  Convention  the  necessary  amendments  and 
additions  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  which  will  be  required  to  implement  and  put  into  effect  the 
foregoing  Resolutions. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  offered  the  following  Resolution  of 
Appreciation  which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  adopted: 

"Whereas,  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization  has 
labored  diligently,  conscientiously,  and  studiously,  and 

"Whereas,  its  members  have  brought  their  imagination,  wisdom, 
and  dedication  to  this  task, 

"Therefore,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  146th  Annual  Con- 
vention express  its  deep  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  the  Secretary 
and  all  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  comprehensive 
report." 

During  the  course  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Structure 
and  Organization,  the  Bishop  interrupted  proceedings  for  the  purpose 
of  recognizing  and  welcoming  to  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  the 
Right  Reverend  Robert  E.  Gribbin,  retired  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  North  Carolina. 

The  time  of  the  Special  Order  having  arrived,  the  Rev.  L.  Bartine 
Sherman  offered  the  following  Resolution  which,  on  motion  duly 
passed,  was  adopted: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED  that,  save  in  the  election  of  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee  and  Executive  Council,  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended, and  the  nominee  or  nominees  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  be  declared  elected. 

"Further,  that  in  the  election  of  delegates  and  alternate  delegates 
to  the  Provincial  Synod,  the  six  nominees  in  each  order  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  be  declared  elected  delegates,  and  the 
six  in  each  order  receiving  the  next  highest  number  be  declared 
alternate  delegates. 

"But  that  the  rules  not  be  so  suspended  in  the  election  of 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  Executive  Council,  and 
that  a  majority  vote  be  required  for  such  election." 
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Nominations  were  received  from  the  floor  (and  also  submitted  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  on  forms  provided  for  the  purpose)  for  the 
offices  to  be  filled  by  election  at  this  Convention,  as  follows:  Standing 
Committee,  Executive  Council,  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  the  South,  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson 
Orphanage,  Trustees  of  Kanuga,  Directors  of  the  Episcopal  Home  for 
the  Ageing,  Inc.,  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  Delegates  to  the 
Anglican  Congress  and  Representatives  to  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches. 

In  connection  with  nominations  for  the  Executive  Council,  the 
Secretary  placed  in  nomination,  in  behalf  of  the  Episcopal  Church- 
women  of  the  Diocese,  Mrs.  John  B.  Crudup  and  moved  that,  in  view 
of  Diocesan  Canon  16,  section  2,  the  rules  be  suspended  and  the  afore- 
said nominee  be  unanimously  elected.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
passed  and  Mrs.  Crudup  was  declared  elected  to  the  Executive  Council 
for  a  three-year  term.  The  Secretary  further  moved  the  suspension  of 
the  rules  and  that  Mr.  Don  P.  Blanton,  the  nominee  of  the  Episcopal 
Laymen  of  the  Diocese,  be  elected  unanimously  to  the  Executive 
Council  for  a  one-year  term,  as  provided  in  Canon  16,  section  2.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried  and  Mr.  Blanton  was  declared  elected 
as  aforesaid. 

The  Rev.  L.  Bartine  Sherman  moved  that  with  respect  to  Delegates 
to  the  Anglican  Congress,  those  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of 
votes,  in  order,  in  each  order,  be  declared  elected  alternate  delegates. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Convention  took  recess  at  5:20  P.M. 

The  Service  of  Evening  Prayer  was  read  at  8:00  P.M.  by  Messrs. 
Don  P.  Blanton  and  Jesse  N.  Parker  and  Dr.  Frank  B.  Marsh,  Lay 
Readers.  Bishop  Baker  introduced  Mr.  Stephen  Shadegg,  Phoenix, 
Arizona,  a  member  of  the  National  Council,  who  delivered  an  address 
on  the  Ministry  of  the  Laity. 

The  Convention  reconvened  for  business  at  9:15  P.M.  Mr.  Henry 
C.  Bourne,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Canons,  gave  Report  #1 
of  that  Committee  (see  page  99).  On  separate  motions  duly  passed, 
the  proposed  amendments  of  Article  II,  Section   3,  and  Article  III, 
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Section  3,  were  finally  adopted  on  second  reading  on  May  8,  1962,  and 
declared  in  effect  upon  the  adjournment  of  this  Annual  Convention. 

Report  #2  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  was  read  by  Mr.  Henry 
C.  Bourne,  Chairman  (see  page  99).  The  report  was  received  as  a 
first  reading  of  the  proposed  additions  and  amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons,  as  well  as  the  Rules  of  Order,  action  being  deferred 
until  the  following  day. 

The  Convention  took  recess  at  10:25  P.M. 

SECOND  DAY  —  WEDNESDAY 

The  Corporate  Communion  of  the  146th  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  held  in  St.  Andrew's  Church  at 
7:30  A.M.  on  Wednesday,  May  9,  1962.  The  Bishop  was  the  Celebrant, 
assisted  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Carl  F.  Herman 
and  Phillip  A.  Lewis.  The  offering  at  this  Service,  as  well  as  that  at 
the  Service  of  Evening  Prayer  on  Tuesday  evening,  was  for  the  Bible 
and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Breakfast 
was  served  in  the  Parish  House  at  8:15  A.M.  by  the  Churchwomen  of 
the  host  Parish. 

The  Convention  reconvened  for  business  at  9:15  A.M.  The  first 
ballot  in  the  election  of  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  was 
taken. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
offered  for  adoption  the  proposed  amendments  to  Rules  of  Order  I 
and  XVII  as  set  forth  in  Report  #2  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
read  on  Tuesday,  May  8th.  On  separate  motions  duly  passed,  Rules  I 
and  XVII  of  the  Rules  of  Order  were  amended  accordingly  (see  page 
114). 

Mr.  Bourne  then  offered  for  adoption  on  first  reading  the  several 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  as  contained  in  Report  #2  of  the 
Committee  on  Canons,  read  on  Tuesday,  May  8th.  On  separate 
motions,  duly  passed,  Article  II,  section  1,  Article  VI,  section  1,  Article 
VII,  Article  VIII,  section  1,  Article  IX,  sections  1  and  2,  and  Article 
XIII,  section  1,  were  amended  or  rewritten  accordingly,  on  first  reading 
(see  page  99). 
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Mr.  Bourne  then  offered  for  adoption  the  proposed  Amendments 
to  the  Canons  as  contained  in  Report  #2  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
read  on  Tuesday,  May  8th.  On  separate  motions  of  Mr.  Bourne,  duly 
passed,  Canon  II,  Section  2,  Canon  III,  Canon  VI,  section  1,  Canon 
VI,  section  2,  Canon  VII,  Canon  VIII  (the  motion  being  to  repeal 
sections  1,  3,  4,  5  and  6  and  to  adopt  a  new  Canon  XXXII  in  lieu 
thereof),  Canon  IX,  Canon  X,  Canon  XII,  Canon  XIV  (the  motion 
being  to  repeal  section  3),  and  Canon  XV  (motion  being  to  repeal 
section  1  and  renumber  the  present  section  2  as  section  1 )  were 
amended,  added  or  rewritten  accordingly  (see  page  101). 

On  motion  duly  passed,  the  proposed  amendments  to  Canon  XVI 
were  considered  separately.  On  separate  motions  of  Mr.  Bourne,  duly 
passed,  the  proposed  amendments  to  sections  1,  2  and  3  of  Canon  XVI, 
as  set  forth  in  Report  #2  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  read  on  Tues- 
day, were  adopted  (see  page  108). 

Mr.  Bourne  moved  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendment  to 
section  5  of  Canon  XVI.  Mr.  Kemp  Battle  moved  an  amendment  to 
the  motion,  as  follows: 

"That  the  Bishop  appoint  the  Chairmen  of  all  Departments  of 
the  Executive  Council  from  the  duly  elected  members  thereof." 

The  Rev.  R.  Martin  Caldwell  moved  a  substitute  for  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  Mr.  Bourne,  as  follows: 

"The  Bishop  may  appoint  from  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Council  a  Chairman  for  each  Department  thereof.  The  Executive 
Council  may  elect  a  Chairman  of  any  Department  from  beyond  its 
membership,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop.  Such  a  Chairman 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  on  the  Council  but  shall  have  no  vote." 

Mr.  Battle  announced  his  acceptance  of  Mr.  Caldwell's  substi- 
tute, which  was  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  and  Canon  XVI,  section 
5,  was  amended  accordingly. 

On  separate  motions  of  Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  duly  passed,  the 
proposed  amendments  to  sections  6,  8  and  9  of  Canon  XVI  were 
adopted  (see  page  109). 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bourne,  duly  passed,  Canon  XVI  as  revised  and 
amended  was  adopted. 
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Mr.  Bourne  moved  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendment  to 
Canon  XX,  sections  1  and  3(a).  The  motion  was  seconded.  After  a 
substitute  motion  offered  by  the  Rev.  William  E.  Pilcher  III  had  been 
withdrawn  by  him,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  offered  the  following  substi- 
tute motion,  which  was  seconded  and  passed: 

"That  section  1  of  Canon  XX  be  amended  by  substituting  'sixty' 
for  'forty'  in  line  2,  and  that  section  3(a)  of  Canon  XX  be  not 
changed." 

Mr.  Bourne  moved  that  Canon  XX  as  amended  be  adopted.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

On  separate  motions  by  Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  duly  passed,  the 
proposed  amendments  to  Canon  XXV  and  XXVII,  respectively,  were 
adopted  (see  page  111). 

The  Rev.  Richard  L.  Hicks,  Jr.,  offered  Noonday  Prayers. 

The  Rev.  Warwick  Aiken,  Jr.,  reporting  for  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  and  Elections,  moved  that  Mr.  Robert  Scott  be  seated  the 
Delegate  from  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Ridgeway,  and  that 
Mr.  Richard  Griggs  be  seated  in  place  of  Mr.  Ben  L.  Watts  as  a  Dele- 
gate from  Trinity  Church,  Statesville.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
carried. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Aiken  reported  that  no  one  had  been  elected  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  the  first  ballot.  Mr.  Henry  Bourne  moved 
that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  on  the  second  ballot  votes  be 
cast  only  for  the  four  Clergy  and  the  two  Laymen  who  had  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the  first  ballot.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed. 

The  second  ballot  for  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  first  for 
membership  on  the  Executive  Council  were  then  taken. 

Continuing  with  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons,  Mr. 
Henry  Bourne  moved  the  adoption  of  a  new  Canon  No.  XXXIII, 
entitled  "Registrar  and  Historiographer."  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed  and  the  new  Canon  adopted  (see  page  112). 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bourne,  duly  passed,  the  proposed  new  Canon 
No.  XXXIV,  entitled  "Convocations,"  was  adopted  (see  page  113). 
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On  motion  duly  passed,  the  whole  of  Report  #2  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Canons,  as  amended,  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  duly  passed,  Mr.  Henry  C. 
Bourne  was  extended  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  the  Convention 
for  his  work  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

Mr.  D.  Edward  Hudgins  offered  the  following  Resolution  which 
was  duly  passed: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  146th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

That  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  exercise  the  powers  of  the 
Investment  Committee  until  such  time  as  the  members  of  the 
Investment  Committee  are  appointed  by  the  Executive  Council." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was 
submitted  by  title  by  the  Rev.  Huntington  Williams,  Jr.,  Chairman, 
save  for  the  several  Resolutions,  all  of  which,  on  separate  motions  duly 
passed,  were  adopted  ( see  page  115). 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  submitted  by  title 
(see  page  122)  by  its  President,  the  Rev.  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  who 
expressed  appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  having  been  elected  to  serve 
as  President  of  this  Committee  continuously  since  December  8,  1943. 
Dr.  Dick  reported  the  absence  from  this  Convention,  due  to  illness,  of 
Mr.  Haywood  Duke,  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  moved 
that  the  Secretary  convey  to  Mr.  Duke  the  affectionate  greetings  and 
good  wishes  of  all  the  Delegates  and  express  our  regret  of  his  inability 
to  attend  the  sessions,  together  with  assurance  of  our  prayers  for  his 
recovery  of  health  and  strength.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Rev.  Thorn  W.  Blair  moved  a  unanimous  vote  of  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  Dr.  Dick  for  his  services  to  the  Diocese  as  a  member 
and  President  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee,  as  well  as  all  other  reports, 
had  been  referred  to  the  appropriate  Convention  committee  prior  to 
the  opening  session  of  this  146th  Annual  Convention. 

The  Rev.  O'Kelley  Whitaker  read  the  report  of  the  Special  Commit- 
tee of  the  Department  of  Missions  concerning  a  Resolution  adopted 
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by  the  145th  Annual  Convention  relative  to  the  Financing  of  the  Build- 
ing Programs  of  New  Missions  (see  page  132). 

At  1 : 00  P.M.  the  Convention  took  recess  for  lunch  which  was  served 
by  the  Church  worn  en  of  the  host  Parish. 

Reconvening  for  its  final  business  session  at  2:00  P.M.,  the  Con- 
vention was  informed  by  its  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Elections 
that  the  Rev.  Messrs.  James  D.  Beckwith  and  John  A.  Gray  and  Mr. 
D.  Edward  Hudgins  had  been  elected  to  membership  on  the  Standing 
Committee  for  three  years;  also,  that  Mr.  George  Esser,  Jr.,  had  been 
elected  to  the  Executive  Council  for  a  three-year  term.  The  second 
ballot  for  Executive  Council  election  and  that  for  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Trustees  of  Kanuga  were  taken. 

The  Report  of  the  Department  of  Finance  was  presented  by  its 
Chairman,  Dr.  Henry  T.  Clark.  The  first  item  was  the  report  of  the 
North  Carolina  National  Bank,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  submitted 
by  the  bank's  representative,  Mr.  Basil  L.  Sherrill  (see  page  137).  Mr. 
Sherrill  also  submitted  by  title  the  detailed  report  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  and  Church's  Program  Funds 
for  the  year  1961,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  audit  thereof  by  W.  M. 
Russ  &  Co.,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  Raleigh,  and  also  a  copy  of 
the  report  of  Limited  Audit  by  the  same  firm  of  the  ' 'Combined  Trust" 
accounts  of  the  Diocese  for  which  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank 
has  served  as  Custodian. 

Dr.  Henry  Clark  then  presented  the  proposed  budget  of  the  Episco- 
pal Maintenance  Fund  for  1963  in  the  amount  of  $104,506.09  and 
moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  and  the 
budget  was  adopted  as  aforesaid  (see  page  139). 

Dr.  Clark  then  presented  the  proposed  Church's  Program  Budget 
for  1963  in  the  amount  of  $400,659.00  and  moved  its  adoption.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and,  after  a  very  few  questions  and  remarks, 
passed,  and  the  budget  was  adopted  as  aforesaid  (see  page  141). 

The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  offered  the  following  Resolution 
which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  adopted: 
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"Whereas  Section  9  of  Canon  XVI  provides  that  the  Convention 
may,  by  Resolution,  express  its  opinion  on  such  objectives  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Executive  Council  in  preparing  and  submitting  a 
program  and  a  budget  for  the  Diocese  for  such  fiscal  year; 

'Therefore,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that,  following  the  Resolution 
of  the  General  Convention  of  1961,  held  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  urg- 
ing each  Parish  and  Mission  to  work  towards  giving  50%  of  its 
income  outside  its  own  Parish  and  10%  of  any  capital  funds,  this 
Convention  requests  the  Executive  Council  to  plan  through  its 
Finance  Department  that  this  Diocese  may  accept  the  spirit  of  this 
Resolution  and  apply  it  in  preparing  and  submitting  a  Diocesan 
budget  in  the  years  ahead,  looking  toward  the  day  when  we  shall 
give  more  than  our  mathematical  quota  for  the  work  of  the  Church, 
especially  overseas." 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  Pearsall  made  a  progress  report  on  the  Study  of  the 
Formula  by  which  Church's  Program  Quotas  are  assigned. 

The  Rev.  Warwick  Aiken,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  and  Elections,  reported  that  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Thorn  W. 
Blair  and  John  C.  Mott  and  Messrs.  Freeman  Edgerton,  L.  G.  Shook 
and  Norman  A.  Cocke  had  been  elected  to  membership  on  the  Execu- 
tive Council.  Also,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Aiken  reported  the  election  of  Mr. 
William  H.  Ruff  in  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Diocese  for  three  years;  the 
Rev.  Martin  R.  Tilson  and  Mr.  Godfrey  Cheshire  as  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South  for  three  and  two  years,  respectively;  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Thorn  W.  Blair,  W.  David  Woodruff  and  James  O.  Moore  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  for 
six  years;  and  Mr.  John  Clayton  Smith  as  a  Trustee  of  Kanuga  for 
three  years. 

The  third  ballot  in  the  election  of  members  of  Executive  Council 
was  taken,  together  with  the  one  for  Directors  of  the  Episcopal  Home 
for  the  Ageing  and  the  Representatives  to  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Council  was  read  by  its  Secretary,  Mrs. 
W.  H.  R.  Jackson  (see  page  146). 

The  Rev.  Warwick  Aiken,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  and  Elections,  reported  that  the  Rev.  Thomas  Eugene 
Bollinger  had  been  elected  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  for 
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three  years.  He  also  reported  the  election  as  Directors  of  the  Episcopal 
Home  for  the  Ageing  of  those  whose  names  appear  as  the  Class  of 
1965  on  page  7  of  this  Journal.  Announcement  was  also  made  by 
Mr.  Aiken  of  the  election  as  Representatives  to  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  of  those  whose  names  appear  on  page  7  of 
this  Journal. 

The  ballot  was  then  taken  for  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod  and 
Delegates  to  the  Anglican  Congress.

The  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Memorials  and  Petitions,  moved  that  the  Convention  direct  the  Secre- 
tary to  send  messages  to  the  Rev.  Messrs.  W.  Moultrie  Moore,  Jr.,  and 
James  R.  Fortune,  expressing  sincere  regret  of  their  inability  to  attend 
the  Convention  due  to  illness,  warm  personal  greetings  and  earnest 
prayers  for  speedy  restoration  to  health.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
carried. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hughes  offered  the  following  Resolution  which,  on 
motion  duly  passed,  was  adopted: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  all  arrearages  to  the  Episcopal  Main- 
tenance Fund  prior  to  the  year  1959  by  St.  Anna's  Mission,  Little- 
ton, be  and  they  are  hereby  remitted  by  this  Convention." 

Mr.  H.  T.  Cosby  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing  (see  page  197). 

The  Rev.  B.  Daniel  Sapp  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Bishops'  Addresses  (see  page  199).  On  motion  duly  passed,  the  report 
was  accepted  and  the  Resolutions  thereof  adopted. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports  was  sub- 
mitted by  title.  On  motion  duly  passed,  the  report  was  accepted  and 
the  reports  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Executive  Council,  Board  of 
Examining  Chaplains,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  The  North  Caro- 
lina Churchman  approved  and  adopted,  (see  page  201) 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  was 
read  by  Mr.  Ben  S.  Willis,  Chairman,  and,  on  motion  duly  passed, 
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adopted,  thereby  accepting  and  approving  the  reports  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese,  the  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church 
Foundation,  Inc.,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Murdoch  Memorial  Society. 

Mr.  Willis  read  a  Resolution  relative  to  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospi- 
tal, Charlotte  (see  page  203),  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried  and  the  Resolution  adopted.  Note:  The 
Resolution  presented  and  adopted  was  an  amendment  of  that  con- 
tained in  a  "Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Good  Samaritan  Hospi- 
tal." 

On  motion  duly  passed,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report 
of  the  Trustees  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Rev.  Warwick  Aiken,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  and  Elections,  announced  that  those  whose  names  appear 
on  page  7  and  8  of  this  Journal  had  been  duly  elected  as  Deputies  and 
Alternates  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  and  as  Delegates  and  Alternates  to 
the  Anglican  Congress. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Examining 
Chaplains  and  asked  for  confirmation.  On  motion  duly  passed,  those 
whose  names  appear  on  page  5  of  this  Journal  were  confirmed. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  Trustees  of  the  Mur- 
doch Memorial  Society  and  asked  for  confirmation.  On  motion  duly 
passed,  the  Bishop's  appointments  were  confirmed  (see  page  6,  Class 
of  1964). 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  Trustees  of  the  North 
Carolina  Episcopal  Foundation,  Inc.,  and  asked  for  confirmation.  On 
motion  duly  passed,  the  Bishops  appointments  were  confirmed  (see 
page  6,  Class  of  1965). 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Canoni- 
cal Committees,  as  well  as  other  Committees  and  Commissions  (see 
page  8  and  9). 

Christ  Church,  Charlotte,  invited  the  Convention  to  hold  its  147th 
annual  sessions  in  that  Church.  On  motion  duly  passed,  the  invitation 
was  accepted. 
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The  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  extended  an  invitation  for 
the  148th  Annual  Convention  to  meet  in  that  Church  in  January  of 
1964. 

The  Rev.  Floyd  W.  Finch,  Jr.,  offered  a  Resolution  of  Courtesy 
which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  adopted  by  rising  vote  (see  page 
203). 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  reported  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution,  adopted  on  first  reading  in  1961,  referred  to  the  Dioceses 
and  Missionary  Districts,  and  to  be  finally  voted  on  by  the  General 
Convention  in  1964  (see  page  204).  On  motion  duly  passed,  these 
amendments  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine 
die  at  5:30  P.M.  following  closing  prayers  and  the  Benediction  by  the 
Bishop.

Address  of  the  Bishop 

To  the  members  of  the  146th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
My  dear  Brethren: 

I  welcome  you  to  this  Convention.  I  am  grateful  that  we  have  the 
opportunity  to  meet  in  this  fine  parish,  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Greens- 
boro. We  are  most  fortunate  that  they  have  been  willing  to  accept  the 
heavy  responsibility  of  caring  for  the  details  and  providing  the  many 
services  that  are  needed  to  carry  out  such  an  extensive  meeting  as  this. 

I  am  quite  familiar  with  St.  Andrew's  Church.  I  lived  for  eight  and 
a  half  years  within  a  stone's  throw  of  this  church  building.  Mr.  Her- 
man, the  Rector  of  this  Parish,  accorded  me  much-needed  friendship 
when  I  was  new  in  your  midst.  He  had  at  that  time  been  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  for  eight  years.  Those  of  us  who  know  Mr.  Her- 
man can  be  assured  that  by  that  time  he  had  fully  acquainted  himself 
with  a  great  deal  about  the  Diocese.  This  was  most  helpful  to  me  and 
I  publicly  acknowledge  my  debt  to  him  for  meeting  my  many  requests 
for  assistance  during  those  first  few  years. 

Those  of  you  who  have  carefully  read  the  Diocesan  Journal  of  1961 
will  have  noted  that  the  City  of  Greensboro  enjoyed  a  greater  degree 
of  growth  during  the  decade  between  1950  and  1960  than  any  other 
city  of  our  Diocese.  The  population  of  the  municipality  grew  60.7%, 
while  St.  Andrew's  Church  far  exceeded  this  percentage.  In  1950  they 
had  297  communicants,  and  in  1960  they  had  727,  a  percentage  of 
140%. 

The  same  degree  of  effectiveness  is  manifest  in  the  confidence  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  places  in  Mr.  Herman,  who  serves  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Diocese,  delegate  to  General  Convention,  and  member  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 

I  am  sure  that  I  need  not  tell  you  that  unity  is  an  essential  element 
of  the  Christian  Church.  This  applies  in  many  different  aspects  of  the 
life  of  the  Church.  I  am  thinking  for  the  moment  about  unity  in  the 
Diocese.  There  are  innumerable  elements,  all  of  which  have  their  own 
special  needs.  There  are  32,000  baptized  members,  130  different  congre- 
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gations,  120  different  clergymen,  and  an  organization  sufficient  to 
administer  a  kaleidoscopic  program  with  so  many  different  facets  that 
it  is  impossible  for  one  person  to  keep  them  all  in  mind,  let  alone  have 
a  comprehensive  analytical  view  of  each  one.  Inevitably  the  special 
needs  of  these  multitudinous  elements  constitute  a  threat  to  the  unity 
inasmuch  as  there  is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  each  element  to  compete 
for  money,  time,  leadership,  people,  talents  with  which  to  carry  out 
the  total  program.  Over  it  all  our  Lord  reigns.  Everything  that  is  done 
must  be  in  fulfillment  of  our  discipleship.  There  are  times  when  it  is 
difficult  to  resist  the  corrupting  influences  of  the  world  and  we  think 
of  success  in  terms  of  the  world.  We  try  to  measure  our  popularity  by 
worldly  standards  and  forget  that  the  symbol  of  the  religion  we  profess, 
as  Dr.  Allison  says,  "is  not  an  overstuffed  chair  but  a  cross". 

In  the  light  of  this  your  Diocese  is  making  a  serious  attempt  to 
define  an  over-all  purpose  for  the  Diocese  over  a  reasonable  period  of 
time.  In  other  words,  we  are  doing  some  long  range  planning.  We  call 
upon  you  to  lend  yourselves,  your  understanding,  and  your  talents  to 
this  particular  end.  On  May  24th  I  have  called  a  meeting  of  repre- 
sentatives of  many  different  elements  of  our  Diocese  to  confer  with 
representatives  of  the  General  Church  to  consider  these  plans. 

I  have  read  with  interest  all  the  Summary  Reports  in  the  Pre-Con- 
vention  packet.  I  find  one  recurring  theme — a  need  for  long  range 
planning  of  the  program  of  the  Diocese.  I  particularly  note  the  refer- 
ence in  the  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  I  commend  for  your 
approval  the  resolutions  dealing  with  this  matter. 

RETREAT  ASSOCIATION 

Because  we  have  The  Terraces  available  for  use,  a  beautifully  ade- 
quate Conference  Center,  highly  adaptable  for  use  as  a  Retreat  House, 
I  have  appointed  a  committee  under  the  leadership  of  the  Reverend 
R.  Martin  Caldwell  to  organize  a  Retreat  Association  of  the  Diocese, 
to  promote  Retreats,  Quiet  Days,  Schools  of  Prayer,  and  other  oppor- 
tunities to  the  people  of  the  Diocese  conducive  to  their  spiritual 
development.  I  sincerely  hope  that  full  advantage  of  this  facility  will 
be  taken.  This  is  working  toward  the  development  of  a  hard  core  of 
deeply  committed  people.  Such  a  group  is  essential  to  the  well-being  of 
our  Church. 
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ATTACKS  ON  THE  CHURCHES 

There  has  never  been  a  time  when  the  world  needs  to  find  greater 
unity  in  the  Church.  Secularism  in  a  great  variety  of  forms  threatens 
the  Church.  It  is,  therefore,  a  great  shame  that  there  are  forces  seeking 
to  divide  the  churches.  Forces  are  at  work  seeking  to  exploit  the 
Christian  religion  to  justify  religious  or  racial  hate,  to  sow  discord  and 
dissension,  to  advocate  economic  and  political  extremism.  These  forces 
usually  operate  under  the  popular  banner  of  "anti-communism".  Dur- 
ing recent  months  an  old  and  often  disproved  charge  of  massive  com- 
munist-infiltration of  the  clergy  has  been  going  the  rounds.  When  it 
was  first  made,  in  1950,  President  Eisenhower  felt  it  necessary  to  speak 
out  in  protest.  Senator  Harry  Byrd,  of  Virginia,  checked  with  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  and  then  spoke  from  the  floor  of  the 
Congress  expressing  his  own  views  that,  on  the  basis  of  the  information 
he  had  received,  the  charges  were  obviously  "untrue". 

Mr.  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  Director  of  the  F.B.I.,  deeply  concerned  about 
the  danger  that  was  presented  by  this  smear  of  the  churches,  sent 
F.B.I.  Chief  Inspector  William  Sullivan  to  deliver  speeches  in  many 
parts  of  the  nation  warning  Americans  not  to  be  taken  in  by  charges 
that  the  churches  are  over-run  with  "reds".  Mr.  Sullivan  answered  the 
allegations  by  saying  "but  this  is  a  patent  falsehood.  The  truth  is  that 
the  Communist  Party  has  not  achieved  any  substantial  success  in 
exerting  domination,  control,  or  influence  over  America's  clergymen  or 
religious  institutions  on  a  national  scale". 

Mr.  Hoover  himself  entered  the  discussion  in  an  article  he  wrote 
for  an  American  Baptist  publication.  In  the  June,  1961,  issue  he  said, 
"America's  clergy  are  today  doing  a  magnificent  job.  The  overwhelm- 
ing majority  of  our  clergymen  are  today  wholly  loyal  to  our  nation  and 
are  working  to  protect  our  freedoms." 

A  good  deal  of  this  effort  to  divide  the  churches  has  been  directed 
at  the  National  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America.  The 
National  Council  of  Churches  is  and  always  has  been  unalterably 
opposed  to  communism.  The  General  Board  meeting  in  Seattle  in 
June,  1959,  reaffirmed  "the  consistent  position  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  expressed  in  many  official  actions  opposing  the  evils,  the 
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violence,  and  the  violation  of  human  rights  by  communists  and  other 
tyranny". 

Because  there  were  some  rather  wide-spread  and  erroneous  attacks 
on  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  the  Episcopal  Church,  through 
its  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  has  compiled  a  consider- 
able body  of  material  with  the  intention  to  combat  the  attacks,  both 
on  the  Church  at  large  and  on  the  National  Council  of  Churches.  This

COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  STRUCTURE  AND 
ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Convention  of  1959  adopted  a  resolution  calling  on  the  Bishop 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the  structure  and  organization  of  the 
Diocese  and  to  report  to  the  Executive  Council  and  to  this  Convention. 
Various  difficulties  slowed  the  process  and  the  1961  Convention  was 
the  first  to  have  a  report.  Now  the  final  report  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
delegates  of  this  Convention.  You  have  had  it  for  sufficient  time  to 
give  it  careful  consideration.  We  sincerely  hope  that  this  has  been 
done  by  each  and  every  one  of  you.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  this 
study  is  one  of  the  most  important  matters  to  come  before  a  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  for  a  long  time.  The  men 
who  have  given  great  time  and  talent  to  this  task  are  worthy  of  the 
highest  respect.  They  have  proved  themselves  in  many  ways. 

The  report  will  come  before  you  with  several  recommendations  of 
significance.  Every  one  of  them  merits  your  careful  consideration.  If 
I  were  asked  to  pinpoint  a  degree  of  urgency  in  considering  them  I 
would  be  reminded  of  a  comment  Bishop  Bayne  made  in  discussing 
the  qualifications  of  a  Bishop:  "It  is  most  important  that  he  have  a 
Business  Manager  for  the  Diocese."  My  experience  as  Diocesan  has 
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proved  that  Bishop  Bayne  was  right,  and  I  especially  urge  your  favor- 
able action  on  this  recommendation. 

It  is  because  I  have  the  greatest  confidence  in  the  men  who  have 
made  this  study  that  I  urge  you  to  accept  their  conclusions  and  to 
support  their  recommendations  in  the  light  of  the  task  of  the  Church 
in  the  39  counties  comprising  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

CONCLUSION 

I  have  not  taken  time  to  speak  about  the  budget  for  1963.  I  have 
left  this  to  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  who  will  put  it  in  a  frame  of  reference 
with  which  I  am  familiar.  He  and  I  have  conferred  and  I  am  acquainted 
with  the  general  tone  of  his  consideration  of  the  treatment  of  this  sub- 
ject and  I  most  heartily  concur.

The  story  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  can  be  told  in  the 
terms  of  shifting  population.  The  figures  of  the  1960  census  indicate 
that  there  are  2,465,000  people  living  in  the  39  counties  which  com- 
prise the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  Of  this  number,  50%  are  classi- 
fied as  rural,  that  is,  they  live  in  centers  of  less  than  2500  people.  This 
does  not  mean  that  all  of  them  are  farm  people  because  many  of  them 
go  to  urban  centers  for  employment.  The  other  50%  live  in  towns  or 
cities  of  2500  people  or  more.  Dr.  Selz  Mayo  of  the  Department  of 
Rural  Sociology,  N.  C.  State  College  and  Mr.  C.  S.  Reed,  Vice  Presi- 
dent and  Rate  Consultant  of  the  Duke  Power  Company  have  been 
most  helpful  in  the  compilation  and  analysis  of  these  statistics.  As 
these  figures  are  broken  down  by  counties,  they  indicate  a  very  definite 
shift  of  population  within  our  Diocese.  The  shift  has  two  definite 
trends — one  toward  urban  centers  and  the  other  to  what  we  know  as 
the  Piedmont  Crescent — which  extends  from  Raleigh  along  route  #70 
to  Greensboro  and  then  south  through  Salisbury  to  Charlotte.  The 
reasons  given  for  this  shift  are  many  but  I  think  they  can  be  reduced 
to  job  opportunities  and  the  attraction  of  urban  life.  The  study,  how- 
ever, of  urban  centers  indicates  that  when  these  people  move  into  the 
city  they  do  not  stay  there  but  begin  to  move  out  to  the  suburban 
areas. 

There  is  also  another  shift  of  population  and  that  is  outside  of 
the  Diocese.  This,  again,  is  influenced  by  better  job  opportunities  for 
both  Negro  and  white  young  people  in  larger  metropolitan  centers 
than  we  have  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina.  One  of  the  very  interest- 
ing observations  is  that  only  six  counties  in  our  Diocese  had  a  growth 
in  young  people.  Once  again,  this  growth  was  along  what  we  call  the 
Piedmont  Crescent  and  in  counties  where  our  larger  colleges  and 
universities  are  located.  In  practically  every  other  case,  there  was  a 
decrease  of  youth  in  the  counties  of  the  Diocese.  You  can  quickly  see 
how  this  affects  the  life  of  parishes  and  missions  which  are  not  located 
in  close  proximity  to  the  Piedmont  Crescent  and  the  problem  which

is  being  created  for  all  the  Departments  of  the  Diocese  in  ministering 
to  the  people  who  remain  in  these  areas  where  the  population  is  losing 
its  youth  or  the  population  is  decreasing.  In  every  small  town  we  are 
told  "when  our  young  people  graduate  from  school,  they  go  off  to  the 
big  cities."  This  greatly  affects  the  Church  School  program  as  well 
as  the  maintenance  of  existing  property  and  the  raising  of  the  budget 
in  congregations  which  are  located  in  counties  which  are  suffering 
from  this  population  shift.  A  very  clear-cut  illustration  of  this  is  St. 
Mark's  Church  in  the  historic  town  of  Halifax  which  in  years  past  has 
been  a  strong  congregation  with  loyal,  devoted  church  people.  The 
members  of  this  congregation  are  today  none  the  less  loyal  and  devoted 
to  the  Episcopal  Church — but  the  population  of  the  area  is  diminish- 
ing and  even  though  we  have  a  good  church  building  and  a  good 
parish  house,  the  congregation  at  Halifax  has  just  requested  to  be 
reduced  from  the  status  of  a  parish  to  an  organized  mission.  An  even 
more  dramatic  illustration  is  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection  at  Hender- 
son. The  Priest-in-Charge  of  this  congregation  can  remember  when 
the  communicant  strength  was  approximately  90  and  today  a  fair  esti- 
mate of  the  communicant  strength  is  4  adults  and  one  child.  The 
Priest-in-Charge  of  this  congregation  can  take  his  communicant  list 
and  almost  person  by  person  tell  where  these  people  are  now  living 
outside  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina.  A  similar  situation  is  Holy 
Trinity  Church  in  Monroe,  N.  C.  Attractive  and  better  job  oppor- 
tunities elsewhere  have  caused  these  people  to  leave  their  home  state 
and  take  up  a  new  life  in  other  parts  of  the  nation.  Another  character- 
istic of  this  shifting  population  even  in  thriving  suburban  centers  is 
the  fact  that  young  couples  on  their  way  up  in  the  business  world 
must  be  ready  to  buy  and  to  move  on  notice  from  their  main  office. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  we  find  so  many  communities  where  homes 
in  the  $14,000.00  to  $18,000.00  bracket  are  being  built.  These  young 
families  come  from  other  sections  of  the  country — make  a  down-pay- 
ment on  their  house — buy  a  second  car  in  order  that  mother  may  be 
able  to  car-pool  the  children — and  then  daddy  hits  the  road  and  waits 
for  the  letter  from  the  main  office  which  means  that  he  has  been 
promoted  and  will  move  on  to  Atlanta,  Chattanooga  or  some  other 
large  center.  These  young  married  people  are  interested  church  people 
and  people  to  whom  we  must  minister  but  they  are  not  in  a  position 
to  contribute  in  any  large  measure  toward  a  building  fund  because 
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wherever  they  move  they  will  be  confronted  with  a  building  fund 
because  they  will  move  into  very  much  the  same  kind  of  a  community 
as  that  from  which  they  have  just  left. 

Another  characteristic  of  this  population  shift  in  particular  refer- 
ence to  the  Piedmont  Crescent  is  that  on  one  end  we  have  what  is 
known  as  the  Research  Triangle  and  on  the  other  end  the  Piedmont 
Industrial  Triangle.  There  have  been  many  projections  of  figures  about 
the  Research  Triangle  as  to  the  size  of  population  and  to  its  future. 
A  conservative  figure  drawn  from  among  all  of  the  guesses  which  have 
been  made  would  be  approximately  250,000  people.  We  are  also  told 
that  in  this  area  there  will  be  constructed  a  $17,000,000.00  federal 
hospital.  This  hospital  combined  with  the  hospitals  that  are  now  at 
Duke,  Camp  Butner  and  Chapel  Hill  makes  this  a  concentration  not 
only  of  industrial  and  scientific  research  but  of  medical  care.  On  the 
other  end  of  the  Piedmont  Crescent  from  Greensboro  to  Statesville  to 
Charlotte,  there  is  what  has  been  called  the  Piedmont  Industrial 
Triangle.  The  American  Society  of  Tool  and  Manufacturing  Engineers 
claims  that  "In  no  other  part  of  the  nation  do  three  major  interstate 
highways  enclose  such  a  relatively  small  but  enormously  rich  area". 

Dun's  Review  and  Modern  Industry  reports  that  the  Industrial 
Triangle  has  a  potential  market  value  added  by  manufacturing  oilVi 
billion  dollars.  Value  added  by  manufacturing  is  compiled  by  subtract- 
ing from  the  value  of  goods  manufactured:  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts, 
components,  supplies,  fuel,  goods  bought  for  resale  and  contract  work. 
This  figure  is  the  largest  for  any  equivalent  area  in  the  Southeastern 
United  States. 

As  you  drive  through  this  area,  you  will  find  a  number  of  new 
plants  being  constructed  which  employ  50  to  250  people.  They  manu- 
facture everything  from  electronics  and  missiles  to  metal  work  and 
plastics.  It  is  in  this  area  that  we  have  nine  small  mission  churches 
which  for  the  time  being  we  have  combined  into  the  Associated  Epis- 
copal Mission  in  order  that  we  may  maintain  our  work,  buildings 
and  land.  We  want  to  be  in  a  position  to  consolidate  and  meet  any 
concentrated  growth  that  may  take  place  in  that  area. 

The  picture  in  the  eastern  part  of  our  Diocese  is  pretty  much 
determined  by  highway  #301  which  is  the  main  artery  of  transpor- 
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tation  north  and  south.  Leaders  of  business  and  industry  tell  me  that 
the  Norfolk  bridge  and  tunnel  may  open  up  this  entire  area  of  the 
state  to  more  rapid  and  greater  expansion.  One  of  the  interesting 
observations  here  is  that  even  though  Edgecombe  County  only  grew 
5%  in  the  last  ten  years,  the  church  in  Edgecombe  County  has  remained 
strong.  The  indications  are  that  the  shift  of  population  in  Edgecombe 
County  has  been  as  it  has  been  elsewhere  from  the  rural  areas  to  the 
city  area.  This  trend  is  even  more  apparent  in  adjoining  Nash  County 
which  had  a  1.8%  over-all  growth  but  a  16.9%  growth  in  urban 
centers,  or  Wilson  County  which  had  a  5.9%  over-all  growth  but  a 
25%  growth  in  urban  centers,  or  Halifax  County  which  had  a  1.% 
over-all  growth  but  a  37.1%  growth  in  urban  centers. 

This  leaves  our  rural  churches  in  a  situation  with  a  diminishing 
population  but  a  remnant,  if  you  will,  of  loyal  and  devoted  church 
people  to  whom  we  must  minister.  Our  work  in  the  Eastern  part  of 
the  Diocese  is  similar  to  that  along  the  Piedmont  Crescent.  We  are 
strong  in  our  urban  centers  but  we  need  to  survey  our  work  in  the 
rural  area  in  order  that  we  may  devise  a  method  by  which  we  may 
best  minister  to  the  needs  of  these  church  people. 

It  is  significant  that  the  counties  which  have  increased  in  popu- 
lation 20%  or  more  during  the  past  ten  years  are  all  contiguous  with 
the  Piedmont  Crescent.  The  six  counties  in  which  youth  have  increased 
are  contiguous  with  the  Piedmont  Crescent.  The  counties  where  the 
Negro  population  has  increased  contain  such  urban  centers  as  Rocky 
Mount,  Raleigh,  Durham,  Greensboro  and  Charlotte.  If  I  may  com- 
ment about  work  among  our  communicants  of  the  Negro  race,  I  am 
almost  thoroughly  convinced  that  this  work  in  the  future  will  be 
restricted  to  the  urban  area.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  work  among 
our  communicants  of  the  Negro  race  is  taking  on  new  life  under  strong 
leadership  both  Negro  and  white  and  gives  promise  of  greater  growth. 
Three  of  our  mission  churches  have  adopted  a  program  in  which  they 
will  work  toward  self-support  and  are  showing  every  indication  that 
they  will  achieve  it. 

One  of  our  strongest  congregations  is  St.  Titus'  Church  in  Durham, 
which  at  the  time  of  my  last  Visitation  had  150  communions  and  18 
people  presented  for  Confirmation.  This  congregation  has  risen  to  the 
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challenge  of  self-support  and  as  of  July  1st,  will  have  a  full-time 
clergyman  whom  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  will  be  equal  to  the 
challenge. 

Our  congregation  at  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer  in  Greensboro 
has  been  involved  in  a  long  and  tedious  process  in  which  the  Diocese 
has  been  negotiating  with  the  Urban  Re-development  Commission  of 
Greensboro  and  we  have  just  reached  a  most  happy  and  satisfactory 
agreement.  The  City  of  Greensboro  and  the  Re-development  Com- 
mission have  been  exceedingly  fair,  just  and  patient  with  us  and  we 
are  deeply  grateful.  It  was  our  decision  not  to  move  the  Church  of  the 
Redeemer  but  to  remain  in  the  proximity  of  A.  &  T.  College,  where 
I  might  remind  you  the  "sit-in"  demonstrations  were  born,  and  to 
continue  to  minister  to  the  population  of  the  new  community  which 
will  rise  there  and  to  the  students  and  faculty  of  the  second  largest 
Negro  college  in  the  United  States. 

In  Rocky  Mount,  under  the  leadership  of  a  white  clergyman,  the 
Reverend  William  C.  Spong,  there  has  just  been  completed  one  of 
the  finest  small  church  plants  which  we  have  anywhere  in  the  Diocese. 
In  Rocky  Mount,  we  decided  not  to  build  in  what  we  call  the  country 
club  section  and  are  located  across  the  street  from  an  elementary 
school  and  next  door  to  a  junior  high  school  in  an  area  between  low 
cost  and  more  expensive  homes.  In  this  case,  we  worked  on  the  princi- 
ple that  a  rich  man  can  come  into  a  poor  man's  area  to  church  but  a 
poor  man  finds  it  difficult  to  go  into  a  rich  man's  area  to  church.  With 
the  completion  of  this  building,  the  Priest-in-Charge  and  the  congre- 
gation have  launched  into  a  thorough  program  of  evangelism  to  reach 
the  youth  of  the  area. 

St.  Stephen's,  Winston-Salem,  is  facing  the  problem  of  urban 
re-development  which  has  been  moving  slowly  but  will  take  the 
property  where  our  present  church  is  located  and  demand  the 
re-establishment  of  this  church  on  a  piece  of  property  which  we  have 
already  specified  to  the  Urban  Re-development  Commission  of  that 
city.  In  Charlotte,  it  is  essential  that  we  establish  a  new  congregation 
in  the  western  part  of  the  city  which  is  enjoying  a  rapid  growth  and 
which  will  meet  needs  of  people  that  can  not  be  met  by  St.  Michael 
and  All  Angels',  which  is  located  in  an  area  that  is  rapidly  becoming 
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industrial.  It  is  our  hope  that  St.  Ambrose  in  Raleigh  will  soon  be 
relocated  in  a  residential  area  with  completely  new  facilities  which 
gives  promise  of  a  great  future  for  that  congregation.  One  of  the  glaring 
deficiencies  of  work  among  our  communicants  of  the  Negro  race  is 
the  lack  of  young  people.  In  1950,  there  were  120,000  Negro  young 
people  between  the  ages  of  one  and  twenty  in  our  Diocese.  In  1960, 
only  77,000  of  these  young  people  remained.  This  loss  of  young  people 
not  only  among  the  Negro  race  but  an  equal  number  among  the 
white  race  is  a  problem  which  should  concern  each  one  of  us  not  only 
from  the  standpoint  of  Christian  Education  and  Youth  Work  but 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  over-all  program  of  the  Diocese. 

One  other  factor  which  has  become  perfectly  obvious  to  us  in  our 
study  of  population  shifts  and  that  is  that  too  often  we  have  established 
new  mission  churches  on  the  basis  of  enthusiasm  rather  than  facts. 
There  is  always  the  problem  of  arriving  with  too  little  and  too  late. 
There  is  also  the  problem  of  arriving  too  soon  with  no  real  promise  of 
growth.  One  cannot  help  but  raise  questions  when  you  look  at  Durham 
County  which  has  grown  only  10,000  in  10  years  but  where  we  have 
six  churches  and  a  student  center  in  one  city.  The  fact  of  popu- 
lation shift  raises  the  question  of  the  future  of  these  congregations  as 
well  as  their  work  and  program. 

Wake  County  is  another  illustration.  The  three  largest  centers  of 
growth  in  Wake  County  outside  the  city  of  Raleigh  are  Cary,  Fuquay 
and  Garner.  Each  of  these  congregations  was  begun  with  the  canonical 
number  of  20  communicants  and  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm.  All  of  a 
sudden  each  one  of  these  congregations  was  hit  by  this  population 
shift — letters  came  from  the  main  office — people  decided  to  sell  one 
house  and  to  buy  another  and  all  three  congregations  found  them- 
selves in  very  trying  circumstances.  As  each  congregation  was 
encouraged  by  the  news  of  a  new  industry  moving  in,  it  was  also  faced 
by  the  threat  of  families  moving  out.  It  is  our  opinion  that  20  com- 
municants in  this  day  and  age  of  shifting  population  is  not  sufficient 
for  the  establishment  of  a  mission.  Twenty  communicants  might  repre- 
sent ten  families.  If  two  families  move,  the  congregation  has  suffered 
a  20%  loss.  In  the  case  of  Fuquay,  we  have  one  of  the  nicest  small 
churches  in  the  Diocese — heated,  air-conditioned,  beautifully  appointed, 
and  attractive  from  every  point  of  view.  And  yet,  each  of  these  congre- 
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gations  has  been  forced  by  circumstances  beyond  their  control  to  come 
to  the  Diocese  for  aid  in  order  to  keep  their  program  going.  It  is 
my  opinion  and  that  of  the  Department  of  Missions  that  the  number 
of  communicants  required  to  establish  a  mission,  the  number  of  com- 
municants to  begin  a  building  program  should  be  brought  in  line  with 
this  factor  of  shifting  population  and  that  before  we  declare  ourselves 
in  an  area,  we  should  have  a  very  thorough  survey  on  a  better  than  hit 
or  miss  basis  with  a  list  of  names  of  people  committed  to  the  work  of 
our  church  in  that  area.  It  is  the  policy  of  other  religious  bodies  in  their 
mission  program  not  to  open  new  work  without  the  benefit  of 
experienced  leadership,  a  thorough  survey,  a  commitment  on  the  part 
of  100  adult  members  before  a  building  program  is  ever  undertaken. 
There  is  to  be  recommended  to  this  convention  a  change  in  the  number 
of  people  required  for  the  establishment  of  a  mission  and  the  number 
required  for  a  mission  to  become  a  parish  and  I  hope  that  you  will 
give  it  serious  consideration. 

In  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  we  also  have  35  colleges  and 
junior  colleges — some  very  large  and  some  small.  At  the  present  time, 
we  have  from  part-time  to  full-time  work  on  26  campuses.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  we  have  not  honestly  faced  the  importance  of  our  College 
Work.  For  too  many  of  us  this  is  a  luxury,  a  baby-sitting  program  for 
young  people  away  from  home.  In  reality,  this  is  one  of  the  great  mis- 
sionary arms  of  our  church.  It  occurred  to  me  recently  that  at  Chapel 
Hill  we  have  more  Episcopalians  than  the  entire  student  body  of  some 
of  our  church  related  colleges  and  junior  colleges.  There  are  approxi- 
mately 1100  Episcopalians  at  Chapel  Hill.  This  is  more  than  a  full 
time  ministry.  This  is  a  large,  demanding,  important  missionary  congre- 
gation of  the  church.  These  are  young  people  gathered  from  every 
section  of  the  county  in  the  most  important  years  of  their  maturation. 
The  church  cannot  fail  to  meet  these  opportunities. 

There  are  three  areas  of  college  work  that  give  us  serious  concern 
— and  again  we  come  upon  this  word  "survey".  We  feel  that  the 
college  work  at  Greensboro,  Winston-Salem  and  Davidson  needs 
serious  survey.  It  is  our  hope  to  have  the  National  Department  of 
College  Work  come  to  our  Diocese  sometime  this  fall  and  survey  these 
three  centers  and  to  help  us  determine  whether  we  need  part-time  work 
here  or  whether  the  Diocese  should  move  into  the  area  of  full-time 
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work.  Davidson  College  at  the  present  time  has  ten  percent  of  its 
student  body  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  administration 
of  Davidson  College  is  anxious  and  is  encouraging  us  to  undertake  a 
better  and  more  complete  program  for  these  Episcopal  students.  Before 
we  can  come  to  this  convention  and  ask  for  more  financial  help,  this 
work  must  be  surveyed — we  must  have  more  definite  figures — pro- 
jections and  outline  of  program. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  try  to  state  briefly  the  problems  which  are 
facing  the  Diocese:  One,  what  to  do  with  the  small  number  of  loyal, 
devoted  Episcopalians  which  are  left  in  areas  of  diminishing  popu- 
lation. Two,  the  challenges  which  are  presented  by  growth  in  urban 
centers  across  the  Diocese.  Three,  the  tremendous  demand  for  the 
ministry  of  the  church  for  hospital  care  in  the  Raleigh-Durham-Chapel 
Hill  area.  Four,  a  program  of  Christian  education  and  youth  work  to 
meet  the  problem  of  increase  of  youth  in  our  urban  centers  and  the 
loss  of  our  young  people  in  congregations  in  diminishing  areas. 

In  my  humble  opinion,  the  answers  to  these  problems  fall  into 
three  categories  of  action:  One,  we  must  face  the  need  of  survey  not 
only  of  population  shifts,  establishment  of  new  missions  but  the  work 
of  our  church  in  urban  areas.  Two,  we  must  rise  to  the  challenge  of 
stewardship  on  a  broader  basis  in  order  to  supply  the  financial 
resources  for  the  church  to  meet  the  challenging  problems  presented 
by  this  shifting  population.  This  includes  a  coordination  of  all  the 
financial  resources  of  the  Diocese  which  have  been  working  separately 
and  apart  on  an  honest  effort  to  provide  funds  necessary  for  growth, 
as  well  as  an  Every  Member  Program  of  Stewardship  to  underwrite 
the  Diocesan  budget  and  provide  funds  for  capital  growth.  Three, 
every  communicant  of  the  church  must  become  involved  in  a  program 
of  evangelism  whereby  not  only  in  areas  of  diminishing  population  but 
in  areas  of  increasing  population  we  involve  Episcopalians  in  the  life 
of  the  church  and  also  seek  out  the  unchurched  and  help  them  to  find 
the  meaning  of  life  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

We,  the  members  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  face  a  tre- 
mendous challenge  which  holds  a  tremendous  future  for  the  Episcopal 
Church.

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REPORT  NO.  1— COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS 
AMENDMENTS  TO  CONSTITUTION— FINAL  READING 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  recommends  that  the 
following  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  having  received  the 
affirmative  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  orders  present,  at  the 
Annual  Convention  of  1961,  be  now  adopted  on  final  reading,  to- wit: 

1 — That  Section  3  of  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of 
N.  C.  shall  be  rewritten  so  that  the  same  shall  hereafter  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  3.  PROVIDED,  that  no  special  convention  shall  be  called  without 
at  least  sixty  (60)  days'  written  notice  mailed  to  every  clergyman  canoni- 
cally  resident  in  the  diocese,  to  the  senior  warden  of  every  parish,  and  to 
the  warden  of  every  organized  mission.  Such  notice  shall  specify  the  purpose 
for  which  said  special  convention  is  called.  No  other  matter  shall  be  acted 
upon  except  by  unanimous  consent. 

2 — That  Section  3  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  be  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  2  the  words  "been  a 
resident",  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "having  resided".  And 
by  striking  out  the  words  "General  Theological  Seminary",  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  "any  recognized  theological  seminary  of  this 
Church".

REPORT  NO.  2  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS 

A — The  Committee  On  Canons  offers  for  consideration,  and 
adoption  on  first  reading,  the  following  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina: 

1  ARTICLE  II 

Tire  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Section  1  of  Article  II  of 
the  Constitution  be  amended  as  follows: 

That  the  words  "on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  at  such  place  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee",  being  lines  four 
and  five  of  Section  1  of  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  be  deleted  and  the 
words  "then  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  and  the  Standing  Committee",  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 

(Note:    The  line  numbers  referred  to  in  this  report  have  reference  to  1960 
Edition  Constitution  and  Canons.) 
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2  ARTICLE  VI 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Section  1  of  Article  VI 
of  the  Constitution  be  amended  as  follows: 

(a)  That  the  words  "Clerical  member",  in  line  two  of  Section  1,  be 
deleted,  and  the  words  "three  Clerical  members,  no  two  of  whom  shall  be 
from  the  same  Parish,"  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 

(b)  That  the  words  "one  Parish"  in  line  three  of  Section  1,  be  deleted, 
and  the  words  "three  Parishes,"  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 


3  ARTICLE  VII 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Article  VII  of  the 
Constitution  be  re-written,  so  that  the  same  shall  be  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  VII 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next  annual  Convention,  or  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  by  death 
or  otherwise,  the  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  Canon, 
and  such  other  services  as  may  be  required  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  annually  elected  by 
the  Executive  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  and  shall  have  such  powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  Canon,  or  required  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  5.  The  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  eligible  to  hold 
other  offices  in  the  Diocese  either  by  election  or  appointment. 


4  ARTICLE  VIII 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Section  1  of  Article  VIII 
be  amended  by  adding  the  following  sentence  at  the  end  thereof: 

"No  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election 
until  one  year  shall  have  elapsed  following  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office." 
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5  ARTICLE  IX 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Article  IX  of  the 
Constitution  be  amended  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  words  "forty  or  more  adults"  in  line  one  of 
Section  1  of  Article  IX  be  stricken  and  the  words  "sixty  or  more  adult 
communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States", 
be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  the  word  "Registrar"  in  line  four  of  Section  2  of 
Article  IX  be  stricken  and  the  word  "Secretary"  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 

6  ARTICLE  XIII 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Article  XIII  of  the 
Constitution  be  revised  and  rewritten,  so  that  the  same  shall  hereafer 
be  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  new  Canon,  or  change  in  an  existing  Canon,  shall  be 
considered  or  adopted,  without  first  having  been  submitted  to  and  reported 
on  to  the  Convention  by  the  Committee  on  Canons.  Nor  shall  the  same 
be  adopted  on  the  day  on  which  proposed,  except  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
of  those  entitled  to  vote  at  such  Convention. 

B — The  Committee  on  Canons  offers  for  consideration  today,  May 
8,  1962,  and  for  adoption  tomorrow,  May  9,  1962,  the  following 
amendments  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina: 

1  CANON  II    SECTION  2 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  recommends  that  Section  2  of  Canon 
II,  be  amended  as  follows: 

(a)  That  Canon  II  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  by  striking 
out  the  word  "four"  in  line  7  of  Section  II,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof, 
the  word  "eight". 

(b)  By  inserting  after  the  word  "certificates,"  and  before  the  word 
"unless",  in  line  eleven  of  Section  2  Canon  II,  the  following:  "or  an 
amended  certificate  signed  by  the  Rector  or  Secretary  of  the  Vestry  of  the 
Parish,  or  Priest  in  Charge  or  Clerk  of  the  Organized  Mission,  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  not  later  than  one  hour  prior  to  the 
opening  Session  of  the  Convention". 

(c)  By  adding  a  sentence  after  the  word  "organized",  in  line  thirteen 
of  Section  2  of  Canon  II,  as  follows:  "No  other  names  shall  be  added  to 
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the  roll  of  the  Convention  unless  approved  by  vote  of  the  Convention  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Elections." 

2  CANON  III 

The  Committee  recommends  that  Canon  III  be  revised  and 
amendments  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina: 

Section  1.  At  each  Convention  divine  service  shall  be  held  and  The 
Holy  Communion  celebrated. 

3  CANON  VI 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Section  1  of  Canon 
VI  be  amended  as  follows: 

That  Section  1  of  Canon  VI  be  amended  by  changing  the  semi-colon 
after  the  word  "hands"  in  line  thirteen  and  inserting  a  period  in  lieu 
thereof;  and  by  deleting  the  words  "and  shall  also  be  the  Registrar  of  the 
Diocese"  following  said  period,  and  in  lines  thirteen  and  fourteen. 

4  CANON  VI    SECTION  2 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  recommends  that  Section  2  of  Canon 
VI  (adopted  1961  Journal  page  153),  be  amended  as  follows: 

That  said  Section  2  of  Canon  VI  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  "sixty  (60)"  in  said  section,  and  inserting  "ninety  (90)"  in  lieu 
thereof;  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "ninety  (90)"  after  the  words  "but 
not  more  than",  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  "one  hundred  and  twenty 
(120)". 

5  CANON  VII 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Canon  VII  be 
revised  and  re-written,  so  that  Canon  VII  shall  hereafter  read  as 
follows: 

CANON  VII 

TREASURER 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  (who  may  be  the  same  person  as  the  Business 
Manager  of  the  Diocese,  if  there  be  such  Business  Manager)  shall  have 
custody  of  all  funds,  moneys,  notes,  bonds,  stocks,  and  other  securities  of 
every  type  and  kind  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  shall  hold,  use  and 
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dispose  of  the  same  as  directed  so  to  do  by  those  representatives  of  the 
Diocese  who,  under  the  authority  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  are 
empowered  to  give  such  directions.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  complete 
record  and  account  of  all  his  transactions,  and  shall  make  a  report  thereof, 
and  of  all  assets  of  the  Diocese  then  held  by  him,  annually  to  the  Con- 
vention. He  shall  give  bond,  in  such  amount  as  the  Convention  or  the 
Executive  Council  may  prescribe,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Council  and 
deposited  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  deposit  all  notes,  bonds,  stocks  and 
other  securities  in  his  hands  in  a  place  of  safety  to  be  designated  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

6  CANONS  VIII 

XXXII 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  as  follows: 

(a)  That  Sections  1,  3,  4,  5  and  6  of  Canon  VIII  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

(b)  And  in  lieu  thereof,  Canon  XXXII  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
adopted,  to  read  as  follows: 

CANON  XXXII 

COMMITTEES  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  his 
absence  by  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the  Convention,  a  Committee  on 
Canons  and  a  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  each  to  consist  of 
three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  Credentials  and 
Elections,  and  a  Committee  on  New  Parishes,  each  to  consist  of  two 
Clergymen  and  three  Laymen;  and  a  Committee  on  the  Convention  and 
Dispatch  of  Business,  to  consist  of  two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen,  with 
the  Diocesan  Bishop  and  any  other  Bishops  then  active  in  the  Diocese 
serving  as  ex  officio  members.  All  these  Committees  shall  serve  until  the 
adjournment  of  the  Convention  following  the  Convention  at  which  they 
are  appointed.  There  shall  be  such  other  committees  as  may  be  created 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Convention  itself,  or  by  the  Presiding  Officer, 
or  as  provided  in  the  Rules  of  Order.  The  Bishop  shall  fill  vacancies  in 
these  committees  as  they  occur. 

Section  2.  COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS.  The  Committee  on  Canons 
shall  receive,  consider  and  present  to  the  Convention  all  motions  or  reso- 
lutions pertaining  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  and  Rules  of  Order,  and 
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shall  be  competent  to  originate  any  new  matter  touching  these  subjects 
that  it  shall  deem  proper.  All  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution, 
Canons  and  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons  at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of  the  Convention;  PROVIDED, 
that  this  requirement  shall  not  prevent  consideration  by  the  Convention  of 
a  proposed  amendment  which  was  not  submitted  in  advance  if  the  Con- 
vention, by  a  majority  vote,  waives  the  requirements  of  this  section. 

Section  3.    COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  to 
report  to  the  Convention  on  the  condition  of  the  Diocese,  with  such  par- 
ticular statements  or  recommendations  as  may  in  its  judgment  seem 
desirable.  The  Committee's  report  shall  be  distributed  to  the  delegates  to 
the  Convention  at  least  thirty  days  in  advance  of  the  Convention. 

Section  4.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CREDENTIALS  AND 
ELECTIONS.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and 
Elections  to 

( 1 )  review,  investigate  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Convention 
on  all  matters  referred  to  it  in  regard  to<  the  claims  of  delegates  to 
seats  and  votes  in  the  Convention,  and 

(2)  supervise  and  conduct  all  Convention  elections  and  to  certify 
election  results  to  the  Presiding  Officer  and  the  Secretary.  The 
Committee  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  appoint  as  many 
as  six  Laymen,  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing  in  the 
Diocese,  to  assist  the  Committee  as  tellers. 

Section  5.  COMMITTEE  ON  NEW  PARISHES.  All  applications 
for  the  admission  of  Parishes  or  Organized  Missions  into  union  with  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  New 
Parishes  at  least  thirty  days  in  advance  of  the  Convention.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Committee  to  ascertain  whether  such  Parishes  or  Organized 
Missions  conform  to  the  requirements  for  admission  as  set  forth  in  Articles 
III  and  IX  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  XX  and  XXVII,  and  to  pre- 
pare a  written  report  to  the  Convention  stating  whether  or  not  each  such 
requirement  has  been  met.  Upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  that  the 
requirements  have  been  met,  the  Parish  or  Mission  so  applying  may  be 
received  by  vote  of  the  Convention  and  its  delegates  admitted  to  seats 
therein. 

Section  6.  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONVENTION  AND  DIS- 
PATCH OF  BUSINESS.  The  Bishop  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  Convention,  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  chairman  of  this  Com- 
mittee. He  shall  convene  the  Committee  well  in  advance  of  each  Con- 
vention to  (1)  review  the  agenda  for  the  forthcoming  Convention;  (2) 
review  the  Rules  of  Order  and  to  recommend  to  the  Committee  on  Canons 
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at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of  the  Convention  suggested  changes  in  the 
Rules  of  Order;  and  (3)  determine  and  carry  out  such  steps  as  are  neces- 
sary to  inform  Convention  delegates  in  advance  of  the  Convention  on 
items  of  business  which  are  to  come  before  the  Convention.  During  the 
Convention  the  Committee  shall  assist  the  Presiding  Officer  in  furthering 
the  business  of  the  Convention  as  he,  in  his  discretion,  may  request.  In 
addition  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  refer  to  this  Committee  without  debate 
all  resolutions  or  motions  suggesting  orders  of  the  day  and  all  resolutions 
not  properly  referable  to  any  other  committee.  The  Committee  shall, 
from  time  to  time  during  the  Convention,  (1)  suggest  special  orders  for 
the  dispatch  and  furtherance  of  Convention  business,  (2)  recommend  the 
disposition  of  all  resolutions  referred  to  it,  and  (3)  recommend  the  dis- 
position of  any  unfinished  Convention  business.  A  representative  of  this 
Committee  shall  always  be  entitled  to  the  floor  on  business  pertaining  to 
the  Committee. 

(c)  That  Canon  VIII  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  to  designate 
the  title  as  "Standing  Committee",  and  designating  Section  2  as  Section  1. 

7  CANON  IX 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Canon  IX  be 
amended  as  follows: 

(a)  That  after  the  word  "alternate",  and  before  the  word  "Lay",  in 
line  six  of  Canon  IX,  the  following  words  be  inserted,  "Clerical  and  four 
alternate". 

(b)  There  shall  be  added  an  additional  sentence  after  the  period  in 
line  seventeen  of  Canon  IX,  as  follows:  "A  copy  of  each  notice  provided 
herein  shall  be  given  immediately  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Diocese." 

8  CANON  X 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Canon  X  be  revised 
and  rewritten,  so  that  Canon  X  shall  hereafter  read  as  follows: 

CANON  X 
TRUSTEES;  INVESTMENT  COMMITTEE;  CHANCELLOR 

Section  1.  The  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall  consist  of 
the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  (if  there  be  one),  and  three  male  lay 
communicants  of  the  Diocese  elected  by  the  Convention,  provided  that, 
when  there  is  no  Bishop  or  Coadjutor  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  be  a  Trustee. 
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Section  2.  The  Trustees  shall,  in  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
hold  title  to  the  real  property,  personal  property  and  trust  assets  of  the 
Diocese  (which  shall  include  such  properties  of  mission  congregations), 
and,  when  instructed  so  to  do  in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth,  shall 
convey,  assign,  transfer,  mortgage,  encumber  or  pledge  such  property  and 
assets.  The  powers  hereby  conferred  upon  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  in 
respect  to  conveying,  assigning,  transferring,  mortgaging,  encumbering  or 
pledging  real  or  personal  property  shall  be  exercised: 

(a)  As  to  any  property  under  the  control  of  the  Investment  Committee 
as  set  forth  in  Section  3  of  this  Canon,  only  upon  written 
instruction  from  the  Investment  Committee; 

(b)  As  to  any  property  which  is  held  specifically  for  the  benefit  of 
any  parish,  mission,  institution,  agency  or  organization  of  the 
Diocese,  only  upon  written  instructions  from  the  Vestry  or  other 
governing  body  of  any  such  Diocesan  unit  and  with  the  written 
consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese;  and 

(c)  As  to  any  other  property  held  by  the  Trustees,  only  upon  written 
instructions  from  the  Convention  or  the  Executive  Council  and 
with  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

If  for  any  reason  the  Trustees  shall  refuse  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  effectuate  any  such  conveyance,  assignment,  transfer,  mortgag- 
ing, encumbrance  or  pledge,  such  refusal,  together  with  all  pertinent  facts 
pertaining  thereto,  shall  be  reported  by  the  Trustees  to  the  next  Con- 
vention. 

Section  3.  All  assets  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  which  are  held  by 
the  Trustees  as  provided  for  in  this  Canon  and  which  are  available  for 
investment  for  the  production  of  income  (as  distinguished  from  property, 
real  or  personal,  which  by  action  of  the  Convention  or  the  Executive 
Council  is  appropriated  in  kind  for  special  use  for  Church  purposes)  shall 
be  invested,  re-invested  and  otherwise  managed  and  controlled  for  the  pro- 
duction of  income  (and  with  due  regard  for  safety  of  the  principal)  by 
an  Investment  Committee,  consisting  of  three  male  communicants  of  the 
Diocese  elected  by  the  Executive  Council. 

The  Investment  Committee  is  authorized  to  appoint  and  employ  (and 
pay  reasonable  compensation  to)  such  attorneys,  investment  counsel,  and 
other  agents  as  the  Committee  in  its  discretion  may  deem  necessary  or 
advisable  in  the  course  of  the  performance  of  its  investment  functions, 
provided  that  no>  investment  or  reinvestment  of  any  assets  held  by  the 
Trustees  shall  be  made  except  upon  specific  authorization  by  the  Invest- 
ment Committee. 
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The  Investment  Committee  shall  maintain  a  record  of  its  investment 
activity,  and  shall  make  a  full  report  thereof,  accompanied  by  an  inventory 
of  all  invested  assets  under  its  control,  to  the  Convention  every  three  years, 
or  more  often  if  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  Convention.  Each  such  report 
and  inventory  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
determine,  prescribe  and  designate  the  purposes  (and  to  make  allocations 
and  apportionments  among  such  purposes)  for  which  any  investment 
income  not  otherwise  designated  for  specific  purposes  shall  be  expended. 

Section  5.  The  lay  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  shall,  at  the 
first  annual  Diocesan  Convention  at  which  their  election  is  in  order,  be 
elected  as  follows: 

The  one  receiving  the  highest  vote — 3  year  term 

The  one  receiving  the  next  highest  vote — 2  year  term 

The  one  receiving  the  next  highest  vote — 1  year  term 
Thereafter,  one  such  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Diocesan 
Convention  to  serve  for  three  (3)  years.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
office  of  Lay  Trustee  shall  be  filled  for  the  period  until  the  next  Annual 
Diocesan  Convention  by  the  Executive  Council,  and  the  office  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term,  if  there  is  any  such  remainder,  shall  be  filled  by 
the  next  Annual  Diocesan  Convention. 

Section  6.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  any  officer,  employee,  or  other 
representative  of  the  Diocese  or  of  any  parish,  mission,  agency,  institution 
or  other  organization  of  the  Diocese,  to  obtain  the  concurrence  or  written 
consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  or  of  the  Trustees  for  the  sale, 
exchange,  abandonment,  surrender  or  other  disposition  of  any  tangible 
personal  property  (for  example,  typewriter  and  other  office  equipment, 
motor  vehicles,  furniture  and  furnishings,  appliances,  books,  etc.)  acquired 
and  used  directly  in  the  normal  and  routine  course  of  the  conduct  of  the 
work  and  program  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  7.  The  Bishop  shall  nominate  and  the  Convention  confirm  a 
person  learned  in  the  law  to  be  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  advise  regarding  any  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  in  the 
administration  of  Diocesan  affairs.  He  shall  be  a  communicant  and  resi- 
dent of  the  Diocese.  His  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  and  until  his 
successor  has  been  chosen  and  confirmed.  He  shall  be  entitled,  ex  officio, 
to  a  seat  in  all  Conventions,  and  to  a  vote,  except  when  the  vote  is  by 
orders.  The  Bishop  may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Chancellor, 
nominate  and  the  Convention  confirm  one  or  more  vice-Chancellors  to 
assist  the  Chancellor  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  any  such  vice- 
Chancellor  shall  hold  office  and  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention 
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under  the  same  terms  and  conditions   and   for  the  same  period  as  the 
Chancellor. 

9  CANON  XII 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Canon  XII  be  revised 
and  rewritten,  in  order  that  the  same  shall  hereafter  read  as  follows: 

"The  annual  assessments  laid  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  by  each  Parish  and  Mission  in  monthly  install- 
ments. Should  any  Parish  or  Mission  neglect  to  remit  such  monthly 
installment  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  the  month  for  which  it  is  pay- 
able, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  demand  for  such  pay- 
ment/' 

10  CANON  XIV 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Section  3  of  Canon 
XIV  be  repealed  upon  adoption  of  Canon  X,  as  revised  and  rewritten. 
"That  Section  3  of  Canon  XIV,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed." 

11  CANON  XV 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Canon  XV  be 
changed  as  follows: 

(a)  That  Section  1  of  Canon  XV  be  repealed. 

(b)  That  Section  2  of  Canon  XV  be  renumbered,  so  that  the  same 
shall  hereafter  be  designated  as  Section  1. 

12  CANON  XVI 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Canon  XVI  be 
amended  as  follows: 

(a)  That  the  words  "Woman's  Auxiliary"  in  line  five  of  Section  1,  in 
lines  five  and  six  in  Section  2,  and  in  lines  nine  and  ten  in  Section  2,  be 
deleted  from  said  Canon,  and  the  words,  "Episcopal  Churchwomen  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina"  be  inserted  in  said  Canon  in  lieu  thereof. 

(b)  That  the  words  "Laymen's  Association"  in  line  six  of  Section  1, 
in  line  eight  of  Section  2,  and  in  line  ten  of  Section  2,  be  deleted,  and  the 
words  "Episcopal  Laymen  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina"  be  inserted 
in  lieu  thereof. 
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(c)  That  the  third  sentence  in  Section  4  of  Canon  XVI,  beginning 
with  the  word  "The"  after  the  period  in  line  four  and  ending  with  the 
word  "compensation."  in  line  seven,  be  deleted,  and  the  following  inserted 
in  lieu  thereof:  "The  Executive  Council  shall  annually  elect  a  Treasurer, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  a  Diocesan 
Business  Manager  if  deemed  practical  (who  may  be  the  same  person  as 
the  Treasurer),  and  such  other  officers,  employees  and  agents  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  as  it  shall  deem  necessary.  Their  duties,  term  of  office 
and  compensation,  not  otherwise  provided  for  shall  be  fixed  by  such 
Executive  Council,  and  any  vacancies  in  such  offices  may  be  filled  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  confirmed  by  the  Executive  Council." 

(d)  That  Section  3  of  Canon  XVI  be  revised  and  rewritten  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  3.  Between  sessions  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the  Executive 
Council  shall  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese,  provided  that  its  action 
shall  not  contravene  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the 
Diocese  or  of  the  General  Convention,  or  the  specific  directions  of  the 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  or  the  powers  of  the  Episcopal 
Authority,  and  provided  further  that  all  action  taken  shall  be  reported  to 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention.  The  Executive  Council  shall 
assist  the  Bishop,  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  if  there  be  one,  in  the  planning, 
development  and  administration  of  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 
It  shall  manage  and  administer  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Diocese  not 
vested  by  Canon  in  other  officers  and  agencies,  and  it  shall  fix  all  stipends 
and  salaries  except  those  fixed  by  the  Convention.  It  shall  perform  all  other 
duties  specifically  committed  to  it  by  the  Convention.  The  Bishop  shall 
be  the  executive  head  of  the  Executive  Council." 

(e)  That  Section  5  of  Canon  XVI  *be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
the  first  sentence  thereof,  the  following  sentence: 

"The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  chairman  for  each  department,  and  such 
chairman,  if  he  is  not  an  elected  member  of  the  Council,  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  seat  on  the  Council  but  shall  have  no  vote." 

(f)  That  Section  6  of  Canon  XVI  be  revised  and  rewritten  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  6.  The  Executive  Council  shall  prepare  and  present  to  the 
Annual  Convention  a  budget  for  the  ensuing  year  for  all  work  committed 
to  it,  and  for  such  work  as  it  may  have  undertaken,  or  proposes  to  under- 
take; the  budget  shall  make  provision  for  the  quota  apportioned  to  the 
Diocese  by  the  National  Council,  as  well  as  for  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate and  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  Not  later  than  November 
1st  of  each  year  the  Executive  Council  shall  prepare  a  scale  of  assessments

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and  apportionments  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  required  for  Diocesan 
purposes  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  immediately  send  a  copy  thereof 
to  the  Rector,  Vestry  and  Treasurer  of  each  Parish,  and  to  the  clergyman 
in  charge  of,  and  to  the  officials  of,  each  Mission  in  the  Diocese.  The 
Executive  Council  may  receive  and  hear  appeals  for  the  alteration  of  the 
scale  of  assessments,  and  shall  have  power  to  modify  the  scale  for  good 
reasons;  provided  that  all  such  appeals  and  action  taken  thereon  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Convention.  Each  Parish  and  Mission  shall  notify  the 
Executive  Council  not  later  than  January  1st  of  each  year  of  its  action 
with  respect  to  acceptance  of  the  quota  apportioned  it  for  support  of  the 
work  of  the  Diocese  other  than  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  current 
expenses  of  the  Diocese." 

(g)  That  Section  8  of  Canon  XVI  be  revised  and  rewritten  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  8.  The  Executive  Council  shall  submit  to  each  annual  Con- 
vention a  full  report  of  all  work  done  and  all  moneys  expended  under  its 
supervision  during  the  preceding  year,  including  a  report  from  each  depart- 
ment established  by  the  Council  with  respect  to  work  done  by  such  depart- 
ment." 

(h)  That  Section  9  be  added  to  Canon  XVI,  as  follows: 
"Section  9.  The  Bishop  and  the  Executive  Council  shall  have  responsi- 
bility for  a  continuing  study  of  the  long-range  objectives  of  the  Church's 
work  in  the  Diocese,  with  particular  emphasis  on  strategy  and  methods 
for  church  extension;  Diocesan  programs  in  religious  education,  Christian 
social  relations,  and  evangelism;  Diocesan  responsibility  for  and  support  of 
educational  and  charitable  institutions;  the  means  for  more  adequate 
financial  support  for  all  Diocesan  activities  including  capital  facilities;  and 
any  new  programs  found  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church's 
work  in  the  Diocese.  At  each  annual  Convention  the  Executive  Council 
shall  submit  a  report  setting  forth  its  evaluation  of  the  work  and  program 
of  the  Diocese,  the  objectives  toward  which  it  believes  the  Diocese  must 
work,  and  its  specific  recommendations  for  objectives  to  be  included  in 
the  program  and  the  budget  of  the  Diocese  for  the  fiscal  year  next  follow- 
ing that  for  which  a  budget  is  being  adopted.  The  Convention  may  by 
resolution  express  its  opinion  on  such  objectives  for  the  guidance  of  the 
Executive  Council  in  preparing  and  submitting  a  program  and  a  budget 
for  the  Diocese  for  such  fiscal  year." 

13  CANON  XX 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Canon  XX  be 
amended  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  word  "forty"  in  line  two  of  Section  1  Canon  XX 
be  stricken,  and  the  word  "sixty"  inserted  in  lieu  thereof;  and  the  comma 
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after  the  word  "communicants",  line  three  Section  1  Canon  XX  be  stricken 
and  the  words  "of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States," 
be  added  immediately  following  the  word  "communicants". 

Section  3(a).  That  the  word  "forty"  in  Section  3(a)  of  Canon  XX  be 
stricken  and  the  word  "sixty"  inserted  in  lieu  thereof.* 

14  CANON  XXV 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Canon  XXV  be 
amended  as  follows: 

(a)  That  Section  4  of  Canon  XXV  be  revised  and  re-written  so  that 
said  Section  4  shall  hereafter  read  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  PAROCHIAL  REPORTS.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
Clergyman  in  charge  of  a  congregation  or  chapel  in  the  Diocese,  at  the 
beginning  of  January  each  year,  to  prepare,  upon  the  blank  form  furnished 
by  the  National  Council,  and  approved  by  the  General  Convention  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church,  a  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st  preceding,  and  deliver  the  same  in  duplicate  to  the  Bishop  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  February.  The  Bishop  may  require  this  report  to  be  mailed 
direct  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  report  to  the  Bishop  any  Parish  or 
Mission  whose  report  has  not  been  received  by  February  first.  The  report 
shall  include  all  information  requested  on  said  form,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Canon  5  Section  1,  of  the  General  Convention." 

(b)  That  Section  7  of  Canon  XXV  be  revised  and  re-written  so  that 
said  Section  7  shall  hereafter  read  as  follows: 

"Section  7.  COMMUNICANTS  TO  BE  REPORTED.  Every  Con- 
firmed person,  resident  of  the  Parish  or  Mission,  who  has  complied  with 
the  requirements  of  Canon  16,  Section  3,  of  the  General  Convention,  shall 
be  considered  a  communicant  in  good  standing  for  the  purpose  of  this 
Canon." 

15  CANON  XXVII 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Canon  XXVII  be 
amended  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  words  "twenty  Communicants"  in  line  three  of 
Section  1,  of  Canon  XXVII  be  stricken,  and  the  words  "forty  adult  com- 
municants of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States",  be 
inserted  in  lieu  thereof;  and  the  words  "twenty  or  more  communicants" 
beginning  in  line  five,  be  stricken,  and  the  words  "forty  or  more  adult  com-

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municants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States",  be 
inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  the  words  "twenty  or  more  communicants",  beginning 
in  line  three  of  Section  2  of  Canon  XXVII,  be  stricken,  and  the  words 
"forty  or  more  adult  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States",  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 

Section  4.  That  the  word  "twenty"  in  line  five  of  Section  4  of  Canon 
XXVII  be  stricken,  and  the  words  "forty  adult  communicants"  be  inserted 
in  lieu  thereof. 

16  CANON  XXXIII 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  the  Canons  be 
amended  by  adding  a  new  Canon,  numbered  XXXIII,  as  follows: 

CANON  XXXIII 

REGISTRAR  AND  HISTORIOGRAPHER 

Section  1.  The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
the  Executive  Council.  The  Historiographer  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Bishop  and  confirmed  by  the  Convention  for  a  three-year  term  of  office. 
Both  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same  person. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  gather  and  preserve 
all  books,  papers,  and  documents  which  belong  to  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  and  not  presently  being  used  for  some  Diocesan  purpose,  and 
which  are  important  as  historical  records  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 
Such  materials  shall  include,  but  not  be  restricted  to: 

(a)  All  Journals  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

(b)  All  minute  books,  official  records  and  reports  of  every  diocesan 
officer,  agency,  board  or  committee  operating  under  the  authority  of  the 
Diocese  or  of  the  Executive  Council  except  such  records  as  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  published  in  the  Journal. 

(c)  Copies  of  histories  and  other  documents  of  historical  interest  per- 
taining to  every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese,  including  official 
registers  of  any  congregation  which  may  cease  to  be  active. 

(d)  All  other  documents  and  records  necessary  to  preserve  an  accurate 
history  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Registrar  shall  also  maintain  a  file  of  journals  and  official  reports  from 
the  National  Council,  the  General  Convention  and  other  Dioceses  for  the 
use  and  information  of  diocesan  officers,  agencies,  and  committees. 
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The  Executive  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Convention,  shall  make 
space  and  facilities  available  for  the  custody,  classification  and  safekeeping 
of  all  such  materials  in  or  near  Diocesan  Headquarters. 

Section  3.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  an  advisory  committee  composed 
of  three  persons  with  training  in,  or  an  interest  in,  history  and  the  preser- 
vation and  care  of  archival  materials.  The  members  of  this  committee  shall 
serve  for  five-year  terms.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  an  advisory  com- 
mittee to  the  Registrar,  and  it  shall  from  time  to  time  recommend  to  the 
Convention  rules  and  regulations  concerning 

(a)  the  care,  classification  and  custody  of  official  Diocesan  records, 

(b)  a  procedure  for  selecting  those  materials  no  longer  needed  for  cur- 
rent purposes  which  should  be  retained  permanently  and  those 
which  may  be  destroyed,  and 

(c)  the  use  of  such  records  and  materials  under  the  custody  of  the 
Registrar  for  historical  research  and  reference. 

Section  4.  The  Historiographer  shall  assist  the  Registrar  in  collecting, 
preserving  and  classifying  material  relating  to  the  history  of  the  Diocese, 
shall  from  time  to  time  prepare  and  publish  such  material  concerning  the 
history  of  the  Diocese  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Bishop  or  the  Con- 
vention, shall  encourage  parishes  and  missions  to>  preserve  historical 
material,  and  shall  encourage  the  preparation  of  historical  writings  con- 
cerning the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 


17  CANON  XXXIV 

That  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  be  and  are 
hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  Canon  to  be  numbered 
Canon  XXXIV  and  to  be  entitled  "Convocations,"  such  Canon  to 
read  as  follows: 


CANON  XXXIV 
CONVOCATIONS 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Council  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Diocesan  Bishop,  divide  the  Diocese  into  districts  to  be  known  as  Con- 
vocations, and  may  fix  or  alter  the  number  and  boundaries  thereof  from 
time  to  time.  The  Council  shall  coordinate  such  action  with  other  dioce- 
san organizations  divided  into  districts  to  the  end  that  the  district  bound- 
aries of  all  diocesan  organizations  shall  coincide  with  those  of  Convo- 
cations. 
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Section  2.  The  Diocesan  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Clergyman  resident  in 
each  Convocation  as  President  of  the  Convocation,  who  shall  hold  office 
for  a  term  of  one  year  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed. 

Section  3.  Each  Convocation  may  meet  at  stated  times  to  participate 
in  public  worship,  to  stimulate  Christian  fellowship,  to  encourage  Christian 
scholarship  and  learning,  to  develop  leadership,  and  to  promote  specific 
programs  of  work  undertaken  by  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  Meetings  of 
a  Convocation  may  be  called  by  the  Bishop  or  by  the  Convocation  Presi- 
dent with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop. 

Section  4.  All  clergymen  resident  or  doing  duty  in  any  Convocation 
shall  be  members  of  the  Convocation,  and  each  parish  and  mission  in  the 
Convocation  shall  be  invited  to  send  lay  delegates  to  every  meeting  of 
the  Convocation.  The  number  and  nature  of  the  lay  delegation  shall  be 
suggested  to  such  parishes  and  missions  by  the  Bishop,  or  by  the  President 
of  the  Convocation  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  at  the  time  such  meet- 
ing is  called. 

C — The  Committee  on  Canons  offers  for  consideration  today,  May 
8,  1962,  and  for  adoption  tomorrow,  May  9,  1962,  the  following 
amendments  to  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina: 


1  RULE  I 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  recommends  that  Rule  I.  Order  of 
Business,  be  revised  and  re-written  so  that  the  same  shall  hereafter  read 
as  follows: 

I.     ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

The  Order  of  Business,  at  the  Annual  Convention,  or  any  Special  Con- 
vention, shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  or  the  Presiding  Officer, 
subject  to  the  right  of  the  Convention  to  make  any  change  in  the  Order 
of  Business  prescribed  under  the  authority  hereof. 

2  RULE  XVII 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends  that  Rule  of  Order 
XVII  be  amended  by  adding  a  new  sentence  after  the  word  ''Secre- 
tary", in  line  four,  as  follows: 

"Each  nomination  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  brief  biography  of  the 
nominee,  entered  on  a  form  to  be  devised  by  the  Committee  on  the  Con- 
vention and  Dispatch  of  Business  and  to  be  made  available  to  all  delegates 
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by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  The  information  to  be  included  on  the 
biographical  form  shall  be  finally  determined  by  the  Committee  on  the 
Convention  and  Dispatch  of  Business  but  shall  include  at  least  the  follow- 
ing: nominee's  name,  age,  address  and  home  parish,  occupation,  and  prior 
parochial  or  diocesan  offices.  Such  forms  shall  be  posted  immediately  follow- 
ing nomination  in  an  area  convenient  to  Convention  delegates  by  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  and  Elections."

THE   STATE   OF   THE   CHURCH   REPORT 
THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH  REPORT 

Introduction 

In  this  consideration  of  the  State  of  the  Church  during  the  past 
year  we  note  the  healthy  progress  the  Diocese  has  made  from  a  pre- 
occupation with  finances  into  a  new  concern  for  the  work  that  faces 
us  and  the  ways  we  should  be  doing  it.  We  examine  the  question  of 
confidence  in  the  Church's  Program.  We  suggest  that  the  Church's 
trust  must  rest  in  God  and  the  work  He  gives  us  to  do.  We  believe  a 
new  basis  for  confidence  in  the  Church's  Program  is  emerging  as  the 
Diocese  as  a  whole  begins  to  engage  in  the  long  range  planning  for 
that  to  which  God  is  calling  us. 

Last  Year's  Diocesan  Deficit:  A  Symptom 

We  note  that  last  year  the  chronic  problem  of  financing  the 
Church's  Program  became  visible  when  we  had  a  deficit.  This  problem 
has  been  identified  by  the  Department  of  Finance  not  as  a  problem  of 
overspending,  but  as  the  problem  of  undergiving  by  congregations 
whose  Convention  delegates  adopt  proposed  budgets.  We  commend 
the  Department,  with  its  allied  Department  of  Promotion,  for  challeng- 
ing the  vestries  and  mission  committees  of  our  congregations  to  keep 
their  promises  of  Church's  Program  support.  The  result  has  been  both 
significantly  higher  acceptances  of  quotas  and  significantly  higher  pay- 
ments on  acceptances  than  in  former  years.  And  we  commend  those 
congregations  who  have  responded  to  the  Department  of  Finance's 
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"Challenge  Quotas"  by  giving  more  than  they  were  asked  to  under 
their  initial  formula-determined  quota.  The  cause  of  our  diocesan 
deficits  seems  to  have  been  discovered  and  is  being  dealt  with,  as  once 
again  we  see  ourselves  to  be  "in  the  black",  and  now  not  at  the  expense 
of  cutting  back  on  work  to  which  we  had  committed  ourselves  at 
Diocesan  Convention. 

But  perhaps  the  most  far-reaching  development  in  the  area  of 
Finance,  and  one  which  surely  will  be  necessary  before  any  "no-Quota" 
system  is  undertaken,  is  the  Department's  redefinition  of  just  what  a 
Quota  is.  Instead  of  being  allowed  comfortably  to  consider  that  one's 
congregation  has  "done  its  part"  when  it  has  paid  its  Diocesan  Assess- 
ment and  accepted  and  paid  its  Church's  Program  Quota  in  full,  we 
have  all  been  challenged  by  the  Department  to  view  our  respective 
formula-based  quotas  as  a  minimum,  not  a  maximum  account  of  a 
congregation's  diocesan  support.  We  look  forward  to  increasing 
numbers  of  our  congregations  who  accept  this  new  philosophy  of  the 
quota,  giving  more  than  their  minimum  "fair  share".  The  symptom  of 
diocesan  deficits  will  then  no  longer  threaten  us.  The  disease  of  under- 
giving  which  causes  them  will  have  been  effectively  prevented  as  this 
new  beginning  continues. 

The  significance  of  this  work  by  the  Department  of  Finance  is 
related  to  its  deliberate  rejection  of  a  role  it  has  not  wanted  but  which 
threats  of  deficits  have  forced  upon  it  during  recent  years:  the  role  of 
determining  what  on-going  work  must  be  diminished  and  what  new 
work  shall  not  be  undertaken  because  they  cannot  be  paid  for.  The 
Finance  Department's  abdication  of  the  role  of  determining  this  high 
policy  and  its  priorities  through  the  power  of  the  purse  leaves  this 
responsibility  in  the  hands  of  the  Convention  as  a  whole  and  its  Execu- 
tive Council  as  a  whole  where  we  believe  it  has  always  belonged. 

Continuing  Support:  A  Question  of  Confidence 

We  believe  that  the  continuing  financial  support  congregations  are 
asked  to  give  to  the  work  of  the  Diocese  will  be  given  in  proportion  to 
the  confidence  the  Diocese  as  a  whole  has  that  its  work  is  worthwhile. 
We  note  with  interest  the  new  beginnings  that  are  being  made  in 
maintaining  this  confidence  through  the  attention  that  is  being  given 
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the  organization  and  administration  of  the  Church's  Program. 

The  Contribution  of  the  Structure  and  Organization 
Committee 

The  "S  &  O"  Committee's  work  in  these  areas  of  organization  and 
administration  seems  already  to  be  bearing  fruit.  Through  its  study  of 
diocesan  affairs  based  on  long  personal  acquaintance  combined  with 
remarkable  objectivity,  this  committee  is  recommending  many  things 
that  promise  improvements  in  both  these  areas.  Tire  establishment 
of  a  Diocesan  Business  Manager's  Office  stands  out  as  a  proper  means 
of  freeing  our  Bishops  to  be  our  Chief  Pastors,  lifting  from  their 
shoulders  a  growing  burden  of  administrative  detail.  The  committee 
has  also  been  helping  local  and  diocesan  leaders  think  in  objective 
terms  about  the  machinery  and  procedures  of  our  diocesan  organization 
which  formerly  have  either  been  taken  for  granted,  or  have  been  more 
felt  about  than  thought  about.  We  would  draw  your  attention  to  the 
report  of  this  committee  and  its  other  recommendations,  particularly 
that  pertaining  to  the  planning  role  of  the  Executive  Council.  We 
would  express  our  confidence  in  the  work  it  has  so  far  done.  Because 
the  organization  and  administration  of  our  Church's  Program  is  so 
basic  a  factor  in  maintaining  confidence  in  the  work  of  the  Diocese, 
we  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution  by 
this  Convention: 

RESOLUTION  Number  One: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  instructs  the  Structure 
and  Organization  Committee  to  pursue  its  studies,  continuing  to 
report  its  considered  judgments  to  the  agencies  involved  and  to 
subsequent  Conventions  directly. 

The  Limitations  of  the  Structure  and  Organization 
Committee 

Maintaining  and  deepening  the  confidence  of  the  Diocese  in  the 
work  of  the  Church's  Program,  however,  cannot  simply  be  the  job  of 
the  Structure  and  Organization  Committee  any  more  than  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Department  of  Finance  or  any  other  single  agency.  Most 
of  the  findings  of  "S  &  O"  attempt  to  clarify  or  redefine  the  responsi- 
bilities of  and  proper  working  relationships  between  various  diocesan 
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agencies.  This  task  of  devising  improvements  to  the  machinery  through 
which  the  Church's  Program  is  carried  out  is  a  limited  task  What  is 
done  with  this  machinery  lies  in  other  hands. 

The  Structure  and  Organization  Committee  can  try  to  ensure  the 
structural  soundness  of  the  Diocese.  The  Finance  Department  can  try 
to  provide  the  financial  power  to  activate  the  work  of  the  Diocese.  But 
neither  can  or  should  attempt  to  provide  the  basic  factor  upon  which 
confidence  in  our  Diocesan  life  and  work  must  rest:  a  sense  of  going 
together  in  the  right  direction. 

Needed: 

A  Positive  Sense  of  Direction  and  Plans  To  Get  There 
We  believe  that  the  only  means  of  resisting  the  tendency  to  think 
that  the  State  of  the  Church  is  good  simply  because  the  Diocese  is 
becoming  well  organized  and  well  financed  is  through  planning  together 
what  the  Church's  Program  should  be  and  then  getting  together  behind 
the  plan  to  accomplish  it.  Otherwise  our  diocesan  life  will  result  in 
our  being  fractured  into  a  number  of  unrelated  interest  groups,  each 
insulated  from  the  creativity  at  work  in  the  others,  and  functioning  in 
real  though  unintended  competition  with  each  other. 

A  Long  Range  Plan  involving  the  commitment  of  every  congre- 
gation, department,  commission,  and  institution  of  the  Diocese  could 
result  in  the  following  benefits: 

First,  it  could  provide  a  basis  for  continuous  and  cooperative 
work  between  the  departments,  commissions  and  institutions  of  the 
Diocese.  No  such  agency's  role  could  then  be  known  as  an  end  in 
itself;  each  could  be  self-consciously  serving  a  purpose  beyond  its 
respective  contribution  to  it. 

Secondly,  it  could  provide  a  basis  for  determining  strategy  and 
priorities.  Specific  objectives  within  the  Long  Range  Plan  could  be 
identified  and  planned  for  ahead  of  time.  Financing  these  objectives 
by  including  them  in  the  Church's  Program  budget  or  establishing 
special  Capital  Funds  Campaigns  could  then  be  done  according  to 
set  and  well  publicized  priorities  instead  of  by  our  present  rather 
haphazard  methods  which  do  not  relate  one  set  of  needs  to  other 
perhaps  equally  important  ones. 

Thirdly,  a  Long  Range  Plan  could  be  a  challenge  to  local  congre- 
gations to  view  their  own  work  as  vitally  important  local  shares  in 
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the  work  of  the  Diocese  as  a  whole.  This  challenge  could  win  the 
allegiance  of  every  member  of  the  Diocese  to  a  commitment  of  the 
heart  and  mind  (and  not  merely  the  pocketbook)  beyond  their  local 
congregation's  life,  for  God's  Purpose  for  His  People  is  funda- 
mentally the  same  at  every  level  of  the  Church's  Life. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution 
by  this  Convention: 


RESOLUTION  Number  Two: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  instructs  the  Bishop 
and  Executive  Council,  as  the  appropriate  agency  to  take  the  initia- 
tive in  developing  the  Church's  Program  in  this  Diocese,  to  present 
to  the  next  and  to  subsequent  Diocesan  Conventions  a  Long  Range 
Plan  subject  to  annual  amendment  by  Convention  Resolution,  in 
accordance  with  which  each  Convention  shall  direct  and  empower 
the  Executive  Council  to  carry  out  the  Program  of  the  Diocese  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  in  the  light  of  which  the  work  of  the  Diocese 
as  a  whole  may  be  evaluated. 


Financing  New  Congregations 

We  note  that  for  at  least  the  past  two  years  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention has  acknowledged  the  chronic  and  so  far  unsolved  problem 
of  making  available  significant  amounts  of  money  on  a  continuing 
basis  with  which  to  meet  the  challenging  opportunities  for  a  sound 
missionary  extension  of  our  Church  in  this  Diocese.  We  believe  the 
fact  that  no  such  provision  has  yet  been  made  testifies  more  to  the 
difficulty  of  the  problem  itself  than  to  its  being  by-passed  as  an  issue 
of  diminishing  importance  or  need.  We  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  Resolution  by  this  Convention: 

RESOLUTION  Number  Three: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  instructs  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  as  the  appropriate  planning  agency  of  the  Diocese,  to 
continue  its  study  in  the  area  of  financing  new  congregations,  and 
to  include  its  findings  as  part  of  any  long  range  plan  of  develop- 
ment for  the  Church's  Program  it  may  lay  before  subsequent  Con- 
ventions, allocating  to  this  area  of  continuing  need  such  priority 
for  action  it  may  deem  advisable. 
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Tensions  In  Urban  Work 

In  1960,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
included  a  recommendation  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Diocesan  Department  of  Urban  Work.  That  recommen- 
dation pointed  up  a  growing  concern  for  the  Church  in  urban  areas. 
In  a  society  in  which  seven  out  of  every  ten  persons  dwell  in  metro- 
politan areas  today,  new  problems  have  arisen  with  respect  to  "com- 
munity" and  new  challenges  confront  the  Church  present  in  these 
areas. 

Experience  in  other  dioceses  indicates  that  downtown  churches 
which  have  long  provided  a  great  deal  of  financial  support  as  well  as 
leadership  in  the  life  of  the  diocese  will  gradually  face  problems  of 
lower  income  and  the  fear  that  they  are  being  "left  behind"  by  newer 
suburban  churches  with  a  greater  growth  potential. 

Rising  tensions  between  downtown  parishes  and  suburban  missions 
can  be  expected  unless  resources  are  provided  which  will  help  urban 
churches  face  the  new  and  difficult  challenges  that  lie  ahead.  These 
resources  might  include  workshops  on  urban  problems,  a  structure 
within  which  clergy  and  lay  leaders  from  the  downtown  areas  could 
meet  and  talk,  and  visiting  experts  from  the  largely  urban  dioceses 
where  these  problems  are  already  acute  and  being  dealt  with  creatively. 
How  these  resources  might  be  developed  and  made  available  is  a 
question  that  deserves  further  study  and  careful  planning  by  the  Execu- 
tive Council.  Planning  at  this  time  in  order  to  meet  this  ever-growing 
need  may  well  assure  future  harmony  and  greater  ability  in  carrying 
out  the  mission  of  the  Church  in  our  cities.  We  therefore  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution  by  this  Convention: 

RESOLUTION  Number  Four: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  instructs  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  as  the  appropriate  planning  agency  of  the  Diocese,  to 
study  the  growing  problem  of  the  Church's  work  in  urban  areas,  and 
to  include  its  findings  as  part  of  any  long  range  plan  of  develop- 
ment for  the  Church's  Program  it  may  lay  before  subsequent  Con- 
ventions, allocating  to  it  such  priority  for  action  it  may  deem 
advisable. 
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Expanding  College  Work 

Much  of  the  future  leadership  and  membership  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  Diocese  is  attending  college.  The  Department  of 
College  Work  of  the  Diocese  is  faced  with  expanding  responsibilities 
for  a  rapidly  rising  college  enrollment.  When  the  Church  is  ineffectual 
or  irrelevant  to  a  student  during  the  critical  years  in  college,  it  is  not 
unusual  for  him  to  expect  the  same  lack  of  relevance  to  his  life  after 
he  graduates. 

In  North  Carolina,  estimates  for  a  college  enrollment  by  1970  (only 
two  short  college  generations  away)  indicate  a  growth  of  between 
25,000  and  50,000  students.  Nor  will  the  growth  stop  there.  Indications 
are  that  there  will  continue  to  be  a  fairly  severe  rise  in  college  enroll- 
ment over  the  next  twenty  years. 

There  are  a  total  of  35  universities,  colleges  and  junior  colleges 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  The  ministry 
to  their  growing  number  of  students  and  faculty  will  require  increased 
financial  support  from  the  Diocese  in  the  future  if  we  are  to  continue 
to  develop  strong  and  healthy  leadership  and  membership. 

It  is  unrealistic  to  expect  a  college  chaplain  to  minister  to  over  500 
Episcopal  students  by  himself.  In  contrast  to  the  parish  church,  where 
members  are  likely  to  live  in  a  relatively  stable  situation,  college  students 
are  faced  with  a  number  of  crises:  leaving  home,  the  choice  of  vocation, 
decisions  about  belief,  problems  of  interpersonal  relationships,  the 
choice  of  a  marriage  partner,  etc. 

Because  the  Church  has  a  mission  to  the  whole  campus  and  not 
merely  to  Christians  or  to  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  the  need 
for  assistant  chaplains  and  additional  full-time  women  workers  in  our 
largest  universities  should  be  seriously  considered  as  well  as  establish- 
ing new  chaplaincies  to  the  growing  smaller  colleges.  Now  is  the  time 
to  think  and  plan  in  this  area  so  as  to  meet  this  challenge. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution 
by  this  Convention: 

RESOLUTION  Number  Five: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  instructs  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  as  the  appropriate  planning  agency  of  the  Diocese,  to

study  the  growing  need  for  expanding  College  Work,  and  to  include 
its  findings  as  part  of  any  long  range  plan  of  development  for  the 
Church's  Program  it  may  lay  before  subsequent  Conventions,  allocat- 
ing to  it  such  priority  for  action  it  may  deem  advisable.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
Calendar  Year  1961 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  held 
seven  meetings  during  the  Calendar  Year  1961,  and  the  following  is 
a  summary  of  the  business  transacted: 

JANUARY  30,  1961,  at  RALEIGH: 

The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  was  designated  as  the  collector  of 
all  canonical  papers  supporting  applications  for  recommendation  to 
the  Bishop  for  admission  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  or  for  ordi- 
nation to  the  Diaconate  or  Priesthood. 

The  Committee  consented  to  the  election  of  the  Right  Reverend 
Joseph  Gillespie  Armstrong,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Pennsylvania,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  thereof;  also,  of  the  election  of 
the  Right  Reverend  Allen  Webster  Brown,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Albany,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  thereof. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Vestry 
of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Family,  Chapel  Hill,  to  borrow  $55,000. 
from  the  Orange  County  Building  and  Loan  Association,  Chapel  Hill, 
North  Carolina,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  Christian  Education 
Building.  The  loan,  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on 
all  the  real  estate  of  the  parish  (exclusive  of  the  rectory  lot),  is  to  be 
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repaid  in  not  more  than  twenty  years,  with  interest  at  6%  maximum, 
from  the  operating  budget  of  the  Parish. 

The  Committee  adopted  the  following  resolution:  "That  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Standing  Committee  advise  the  Trustees  of  the  North 
Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  that  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  reserves  the  right  to  report  to 
the  Foundation  only  concerning  its  opinion  as  to  the  soundness  of  any 
proposed  loan  and  that  it  does  not  believe  its  function  in  these  matters 
to  include  passing  judgment  as  to  the  wisdom  of  a  loan  from  the 
Foundation  to  a  Parish." 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Vestry  of  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  Durham,  to  borrow  $75,000.  from 
the  State  Capital  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Raleigh,  North  Carolina, 
proceeds  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  parish  house.  The  loan, 
to  be  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  church  site 
of  approximately  four  acres,  together  with  the  parish  house  to  be 
erected  thereupon,  is  to  be  repaid,  with  interest  at  6%,  in  fifteen  years 
or  less  from  Building  Fund  pledges  held  by  the  said  Vestry. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Episco- 
pal Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  "that  it  considers  the  loan  for  which  St. 
Stephen's  Parish,  Durham,  has  applied,  to  be  financially  sound/' 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  take  title  to  a  lot  located  at  the  inter- 
section of  Woodland  Road  and  Vandora  Springs  Road  in  St.  Mary's 
Township,  Wake  County,  North  Carolina,  to  hold  the  same  for  the 
benefit  of  St.  Christopher's  Mission,  Garner,  North  Carolina  (said 
Mission  to  make  a  down  payment  of  $4,000.00);  and  to  give  a  mortgage 
and  deed  of  trust  on  the  aforesaid  property  in  the  amount  of  $8,000.00 
in  favor  of  the  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church 
Foundation,  Inc.,  to  be  repaid  through  the  said  Foundation,  without 
interest,  when  a  building  is  erected  on  the  lot  aforesaid. 

APRIL  26,  1961,  AT  RALEIGH: 

A  resolution  of  appreciation  and  respect  was  adopted  for  Mr.  Isaac 
D.  Thorp,  a  member  of  this  Committee  who  died  on  April  23,  1961. 
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The  Committee  gave  its  consent  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor by  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  as  well  as  by  the  Diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee, both  because  of  the  extent  of  Diocesan  work. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of  the 
Reverend  Russell  Theodore  Rauscher,  B.D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
the  Diocese  of  Nebraska. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  Reverend  Woodson  Lea  Powell, 
IV,  Deacon,  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  approval 
being  given  to  the  Bishops  request  for  the  shortening  of  his  Diaconate 
to  six  months. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Vestry  of  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Greensboro,  to  encumber  that 
portion  of  said  parish's  property  known  as  the  Ham  property,  together 
with  the  new  Educational  Building  to  be  erected  thereon,  as  security 
for  a  construction  loan  of  not  more  than  $200,000.00,  same  to  be 
repaid  in  five  years  with  the  prime  rate  of  interest  from  collection  of 
pledges  for  the  purpose  held  by  the  aforesaid  Vestry. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  not  to  give  his  canonical  consent 
for  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck,  to  convey  a  certain 
tract  of  land  to  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Scotland  Neck  or  to  any 
other  party  or  parties. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  of  its  approval  of  the  $25,000.00 
for  which  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Family,  Chapel  Hill,  has  made 
application  to  the  Revolving  Fund  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Foun- 
dation, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Vestry  of  St.  Luke's  Parish,  Salisbury,  to  borrow  $15,000.00  from 
the  Scottish  Bank  of  Salisbury  for  the  purpose  of  completing  payment 
of  the  cost  of  a  new  rectory  for  said  parish,  the  loan  to  be  secured  by  a 
mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  same.  It  is  to  be  repaid  in  ten  years 
or  less,  with  interest  at  5%,  through  the  general  operating  budget  of 
the  parish. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Vestry 
of  St.  Timothy's  Parish,  Raleigh,  to  borrow  from  First  Federal  Savings 
and  Loan  Association,  Raleigh,  $53,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  ref inane- 
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ing  its  present  mortgage  indebtedness  and  paying  all  other  obligations, 
including  amounts  still  due  on  1960  Diocesan  Assessments  and  Church's 
Program  Quota.  The  loan,  to  be  liquidated  in  fifteen  years  or  less, 
with  interest  at  5  and  three-fourths  percent,  is  to  be  secured  by  a 
mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  all  the  property  of  said  parish  at  the 
Six  Forks  Road  location. 

MAY  10,  1961,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  of  its  approval  of  the  $25,000.00 
loan  which  St.  Christopher's  Church,  Charlotte,  seeks  from  the 
Revolving  Loan  Fund  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Vestry 
of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  to  convey  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  by  warranty  deed  in  fee  simple  the 
title  to  the  rectory  property  at  501  East  Rosemary  Street,  Chapel  Hill, 
in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  $35,000.00,  to  be  paid  from  income  of 
the  Alston  Fund,  the  said  property  to  be  used  as  the  residence  of  the 
Chaplain  to  Episcopal  Students  and  Faculty  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Vestry  of  St.  Philip's  Parish,  Durham,  to  borrow  $10,000.00  from 
the  Durham  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Durham,  for  the  purchasing 
of  a  vacant  lot  adjacent  to  its  present  property,  said  loan  to  be  secured 
by  a  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  said  vacant  lot;  repayment, 
with  interest  at  5%,  to  be  made  in  eight  years  or  less. 

An  adjourned  session  was  held  at  lunch  when  Bishop  Fraser  intro- 
duced four  men  who  plan  to  enter  Seminary  in  September,  1961,  as 
follows:  Messrs.  Christopher  King  Cole,  Robert  Nelson  Davis,  Albert 
Thomas  Jewell  Heath  and  Samuel  Monroe  Moore. 

JUNE  14,  1961,  AT  RALEIGH: 

Mr.  Henry  G.  Connor  attended  his  first  meeting  following  his 
election  at  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  May.  The  Reverend  Messrs. 
James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  and  Carl  F.  Herman  were  re-elected  President 
and  Secretary,  respectively,  to  serve  until  the  Diocesan  Convention  of 
1962. 
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The  Committee  reaffirmed  its  previous  opinion  as  to  the  soundness 
of  the  $25,000.00  loan  sought  by  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Family, 
Chapel  Hill,  and,  in  view  of  the  action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention 
pertaining  to  the  same,  approved  the  President's  notice  thereof  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc. 

Messrs.  Warren  Eastwood  Atwater,  Jr.,  David  Meade  Bercaw, 
James  Stanley  Cox,  Jr.,  Franklin  Friley  Fagan,  III,  Earle  Hugo  Fisher, 
Phillip  Andrew  Lewis,  William  Collins  Morris,  Jr.,  and  Downs  Calvin 
Spitler,  Jr.,  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  were  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  the  Candidacy  of  Messrs. 
Bercaw,  Cox  and  Fisher  being  shortened  to  one  academic  year,  and 
that  of  Mr.  Atwater  to  six  months,  as  requested  by  the  Bishop  under 
the  Provisions  of  Canon  34,  section  2. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  convey  to  the  Vestry  of  All 
Saints'  Church,  Sedgefield,  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  said 
church  having  been  admitted  as  a  parish  at  the  145th  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese,  title  to  the  following  property: 

1 — The  property  on  Wayne  Road,  Sedgefield,  Guilford  County, 
North  Carolina,  on  which  the  new  church  building  of  this 
parish  is  located. 

2 — The  Rectory  property  located  at  5215  High  Point  Road,  said 
address  being  the  southeast  comer  of  High  Point  Road  and 
Alamance  Road,  Sedgefield,  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina. 
In  connection  with  the  conveyance  of  said  rectory  property,  the 
Bishop  was  also  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Vestry 
of  said  parish  to  assume  the  encumbrance  thereon — namely,  a 
First  Mortgage  and  Deed  of  Trust  held  by  the  Home  Federal 
Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Greensboro,  in  the  amount  of 
$19,223.99,  being  the  balance  still  due  on  the  original  loan,  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  which  were  approved  by  this  Commit- 
tee as  set  forth  in  the  minutes  of  its  meeting  of  May  11,  1960. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Mission 
Committee  of  St.  Titus'  Church,  Durham,  to  borrow  $10,000.00  from 
the  Mutual  Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Durham,  North  Carolina, 
for  the  purchase  of  a  Rectory  for  said  Church  and  for  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  take  title  to  the  aforesaid  property, 
located  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Janet  and  Alton  Streets,  Durham, 
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North  Carolina,  and  give  the  necessary  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  as 
security  for  the  aforesaid  loan  which,  with  interest  at  6%,  is  to  be 
repaid  in  fifteen  years  or  less  from  the  operating  budget  of  this  Mission. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  sale  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  the  Shepherd  Street  property, 
Rocky  Mount,  held  for  the  benefit  of  Holy  Hope  Mission,  Rocky 
Mount,  North  Carolina,  for  $4,000.00  instead  of  $4,500.00  as  stipulated 
in  action  taken  and  advice  given  the  Bishop  on  September  6,  1960, 
proceeds  of  said  sale  to  be  applied  as  set  forth  in  the  minutes  of  that 
meeting. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  election  of  a  second  Suf- 
fragan Bishop  by  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  and  by  the  Diocese  of 
Long  Island,  both  for  reason  of  the  extent  of  Diocesan  work. 

The  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  election  of  the 
Right  Reverend  John  VanderHorst,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Ten- 
nessee, to  be  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  thereof;  also,  to  the  election  of  the 
Right  Reverend  Iveson  Batchelor  Noland,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
Louisiana,  to  be  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  said  Diocese. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  was  instructed  to  receive  and  hold 
on  file  copies  of  all  certificates  required  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
under  the  provisions  of  Canon  26,  section  1(b)  with  respect  to  the 
admission  of  Postulants. 

SEPTEMBER  6,  1961,  AT  SOUTHERN  PINES: 

(Prior  to  its  regular  meeting  on  this  date,  the  Committee  met 
informally  with  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  and  a  number  of 
the  Postulants  and  Candidates  of  the  Diocese.) 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor by  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi  by  reason  of  the  extent  of  Diocesan 
work. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Vestry 
of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  Greensboro,  to  encumber  the  recently  acquired 
property  located  at  514  Simpson  Street,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina, 
by  giving  to  S.  O.  Goode  a  purchase  money  note  of  $15,000.00  (three- 
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fourths  of  the  total  purchase  price),  said  note  to  be  secured  by  a  Deed 
of  Trust  on  said  property  and  to  be  paid,  with  interest  at  5%,  in  fifteen 
years  or  less  from  the  Christian  Education  Building  Fund  of  said 
Parish,  the  Deed  of  Trust  to  be  so  drawn  as  to  permit  the  removal  of 
the  dwelling  from  the  aforesaid  property  at  such  time  as  the  Parish 
may  desire. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  not  to  give  his  canonical  con- 
sent, at  this  time,  to  the  proposed  sale  by  the  Vestry  of  St.  Timothy's 
Parish,  Raleigh,  of  its  Rectory  property  located  at  309  West  Drewry 
Lane,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

The  following  Postulants  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be 
admitted  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  as  of  September  1,  1961; 
Messrs.  Hugh  Burnette  Craig,  Jr.,  Donald  Wallace  Frazier,  Sidney 
Seymour  Holt,  Samuel  Monroe  Moore,  Harry  Arthur  Woggon,  Peter 
Glyn  Thomas  and  Timothy  Churchill  Trively. 

NOVEMBER  7,  1961,  AT  RALEIGH: 

Messrs.  William  R.  Dennis,  Jr.,  and  John  C.  Stone  were  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop  for  admission  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
as  of  September  1,  1961. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Vestry  of  St.  Mary's  Parish,  High  Point,  to  borrow  $85,000.00  from 
Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  High  Point  Branch,  to  be  applied 
on  the  cost  of  construction  of  a  new  Parish  House.  The  loan  is  to  be 
secured  by  a  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  said  new  parish  house 
and  is  to  be  liquidated  in  ten  years  or  less,  with  interest  at  5V2%, 
through  the  operating  budget  of  said  Parish. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  sell  the  Rectory  property  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Thomasville,  located  at  120  Highland  Avenue,  for  not  less 
than  $5,000.00,  proceeds  therefrom  to  be  applied  exclusively  on  the 
cost  of  a  new  Rectory  for  the  said  St.  Paul's  Church. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Vestry 
of  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Raleigh,  to  sell  its  Rectory  property  at  309 
West  Drewry  Lane,  Raleigh,  said  advice  being  given  in  the  light  of 
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additional  information  submitted,  and  subject  to  the  following  con- 
ditions: 

1— The  sale  price  is  to  be  not  less  than  $21,000.00. 

2 — Proceeds  of  said  sale  to  be  applied  as  follows: 

a.  Payment  in  full  of  the  mortgage  of  $14,300.00 

b.  The  balance  of   $6,700.00   to   be   placed   in   a   permanent 
Rectory  Fund  for  this  Parish. 

3 — The  sale  of  the  rectory  is  to  be  executed  only  after  a  three-bed- 
room house,  a  gift  to  the  Parish,  has  been  located  on  the  Six 
Forks  Road  property  of  St.  Timothy's  Church. 

f — No  housing  allowance  agreement  with  the  Rector  shall  be  put 
into  effect  until  after  the  aforesaid  rectory  property  is  sold. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor by  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  because  of  the  extent  of  Diocesan 
work. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Ordination  and  Conse- 
cration of  the  Reverend  Messrs.  James  Loughlin  Duncan  and  William 
Loflin  Hargrave  to  be  Suffragan  Bishops  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Florida. 

Acting  as  a  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop  at  his  request  and  after 
due  consideration,  the  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  of  its  approval 
of  his  recommendation  that  the  Reverend  Marshall  McCormick  Mil- 
ton, Presbyter,  be  deposed  from  the  Sacred  Ministry  of  this  Church 
under  the  provisions  of  Canon  64,  Section  3(d)  and  in  view  of  Canon 
53,  Section  1  (4)  of  the  General  Convention,  said  action  also  being  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  28,  sections  1  and  12  of  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  also  laid  before  the  Committee  the 
Reverend  Edward  Laurence  Baxter's  signed  statement  of  his  renunci- 
ation of  the  Ministry  of  this  Church  and  his  request  to  be  removed 
therefrom.  After  due  consideration,  the  Committee  advised  the  Bishop 
to  proceed  at  the  proper  time  to  pronounce  Sentence  of  Deposition 
upon  the  aforesaid  Presbyter,  acting  under  the  authority  of  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  60,  Section  1,  of  the  General 
Convention.

On  motion  duly  passed,  the  aforesaid  proposed  schedule  was 
approved,  and  the  Bishop  was  authorized  to  use,  at  his  discretion,  any 
unexpended  balance  of  the  income  of  the  said  Trust,  within  the  terms 
thereof,  for  the  year  1962. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  Vestry 
of  All  Saints'  Church,  Sedgefield,  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina, 
to  borrow  from  the  Pilot  Life  Insurance  Company  $30,000.00  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  construction  costs  on  its  new  church  building 
erected  earlier  in  the  year.  The  loan,  with  interest  at  6%,  is  to  be 
liquidated  in  fifteen  years  or  less  from  collection  of  pledges  for  the 
purpose  and  through  the  general  operating  budget.  It  is  to  be  secured 
by  a  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust  on  the  Wayne  Road  property  of  this 
Parish,  plus  limited  endorsement  of  $10,000.00  by  certain  individuals 
of  the  congregation,  the  latter  to  be  removed  when  the  loan  is  reduced 
to  $20,000.00. 

The  Committee,  acting  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  24  and  in 
view  of  its  action  of  November  3,  1960,  advised  the  Bishop  to  reduce

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  for 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Hope,  Rocky  Mount,  to  borrow  up  to  $6,000.00 
from  the  Citizen's  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  Rocky  Mount,  for 
the  purpose  of  completing  cost  of  construction  and  furnishing  of  a 
multiple-purpose  building  on  the  new  site  recently  acquired  on  Virginia 
Avenue,  Rocky  Mount.  The  Bishop  was  further  advised  to  give  his 
written  consent  for  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to 
pledge  the  required  property  as  security  for  this  loan,  which  is  to  be 
liquidated  in  ten  years  or  less,  with  interest  at  5%,  through  the  general 
operating  budget  of  this  congregation. 

Seven  Deacons  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to 
the  Priesthood,  as  follows:  The  Reverend  Messrs.  David  Meade  Ber- 
caw,  James  Stanley  Cox,  Jr.,  Franklin  Friley  Fagan  III,  Earle  Hugo 
Fisher,  Phillip  Andrew  Lewis,  William  Collins  Morris,  Jr.,  and  Downs 
Calvin  Spitler,  Jr.  The  Committee,  in  recommending  each  of  these 
Deacons  as  aforesaid,  approved  the  Bishop's  request  for  the  shortening 
of  the  Diaconate  to  six  months  for  reasonable  causes  fully  stated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MISSIONS  TO  DEAL  WITH  THE  1961 

CONVENTION  RESOLUTION  ON  FINANCING  THE 

BUILDING  PROGRAMS  OF  NEW  MISSIONS 

Background 

At  the  1961  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  the  Rev. 
Robert  L.  Ladehoff  offered  this  Resolution: 

"RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  give  consideration  to  the 
appointment  of  a  Special  Committee  to  study  the  problems  of  a  new 
Mission  in  financing  a  Building  Program  and  report  the  results  of 
such  study  to  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese." 
(Journal,  p.  46) 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  in  its  report  later  to  that  Con- 
vention expressed  the  "feeling  that  the  necessary  machinery  already 
exists  for  dealing  with  these  very  real  problems,  and  we  therefore 
suggest  that  the  problem  be  referred  to  the  Department  of  Missions, 
with  instructions  to  report  on  the  same  to  the  1962  Convention. " 
(Journal,  p.  164) 

The  Deparment  of  Missions  took  this  Resolution  under  consider- 
ation, and  Bishop  Fraser  appointed  a  special  committee  to  deal  with 
it,  R.  F.  Hoke  Pollock,  E.  E.  Proctor,  and  the  Rev.  O'Kelley  Whitaker, 
chairman.  This  Committee  worked  individually  and  corporately.  In 
addition,  most  of  the  other  members  of  the  Department  participated 
in  the  discussions  that  resulted  from  the  periodic  reports  of  this  Com- 
mittee to  the  Department. 

Development 

The  Convention  Resolution  elicited  much  sympathy  from  Depart- 
ment members,  for  the  Department  has  felt  severely  limited  in  under- 
taking or  supporting  "advance"  work  in  the  face  of  the  present  Depart- 
mental budget.  In  addition,  it  has  become  apparent  now  that  the  1963 
Budget,  to  be  presented  at  the  1962  Convention,  can  include  only  a 
relatively  small  increase  for  any  one  Department.  Since  it  seems 
impossible  at  this  time  to  reduce  long-standing  obligations  of  this 
Department,  it  is  clear  that  the  new  work  planned  for  1963  must  be 
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virtually  eliminated.    No  immediate  assistance  to  new  Missions  seems 
possible  through  the  Diocesan  Program  Budget. 

The  discussions  of  the  Department,  therefore,  centered  on  how 
new  money  might  be  procured  to  carry  on  the  "advance"  work  of  the 
Department.  Almost  a  dozen  different  proposals  came  to  us.  Each 
was  carefully  discussed  and  evaluated  as  to  its  practicability  in  this 
Diocese.  Most  of  the  proposals  fell  into  one  of  two  categories:  (a) 
some  kind  of  capital  funds  drive,  or  (b)  some  kind  of  increase,  usually 
voluntary,  of  the  quota  assessment.  Neither  approach  seems  feasible  at 
this  time;  so  one  by  one  each  proposal  was  dropped. 

Mr.  Hoke  Pollock  presented  the  idea  of  the  "Mission  Bank"  to  us. 
This  approach,  similar  in  many  details  to  the  "Bishop's  Pence"  plan  of 
the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  has  much  to  commend  it.  It  includes  a 
program  of  education  in  home  missions,  which  the  Department  feels 
is  basic  to  any  program  we  undertake.  It  also  involves  in  daily  offering 
and  prayer  the  basic  elements  of  Christian  Stewardship.  The  program 
has  proven  eminently  successful  in  Chicago  for  raising  additional  funds 
for  capital  purposes. 

It  was  thought  best  to  proceed  with  this  program  by  eliciting  the 
help  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  and  the  Department 
of  Promotion.  A  representative  of  each  Department  met  with  the  chair- 
man of  this  Committee  and  Mr.  Pollock.  The  program  was  presented 
and  carefully  discussed.  It  met  with  something  less  than  full 
enthusiasm. 

It  became  obvious,  when  the  feeling  was  expressed  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Missions  should  not  receive  all  funds  derived  through  this 
plan,  that  a  real  problem  exists  in  the  Executive  Council.  Charged  with 
developing  the  full  program  of  the  Diocese,  the  various  Departments 
are  often  competing  with  each  other  for  the  available  program  dollars. 
The  policy  observable  to  date  has  been  for  each  Department  to  shout 
as  loudly  as  possible  for  its  own  program  and  then  take  whatever  cuts 
the  final  Program  Budget  necessitates  on  a  strictly  pro  rata  basis.  No 
Department  is  quite  as  concerned  about  cuts  in  another  Department 
as  about  its  own.  No  consideration  is  given  to  the  fact  that  it  might 
be  better  for  the  Diocese  as  a  whole  for  one  Deparment  to  do  a  full 
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job  one  year  with  all  other  Departments  absorbing  the  cuts.  Until  now 
it  has  been  mostly  an  "every  man  for  himself"  policy. 

As  conversations  with  various  interested  persons  progressed,  it 
became  readily  apparent  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  gain  support 
for  the  special  financial  efforts  of  one  Department.  In  fact  it  became 
clear  that  it  would  probably  be  unwise  for  one  Department  to  pursue 
a  unilateral  course.  At  any  rate,  it  was  obvious  that  the  Council  as  a 
whole  would  not  readily  support  such  a  program  of  fund  raising  unless 
the  proceeds  were  spread  among  all. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  every  Department  of  the  Executive 
Council  has  to  offer  a  much  more  limited  program  than  it  would  like 
to  because  of  budgetary  limitations.  This  leads  us  back  then  to  a 
reconsideration  of  the  Program  Budget  of  the  Diocese.  And,  as  the 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Finance  pointed  out,  in  order  to  deal 
with  the  Program  Budget  properly  we  ought  to  begin  by  carefully 
detailing  our  program  in  all  areas. 

Recommendations 

In  the  light  of  this,  it  would  appear  that  the  Department  of  Missions 
should  pursue  the  following  course  of  action. 

IMMEDIATE  OBJECTIVES 

1.  We  should  begin  now  to  develop  a  detailed  program  of  the 
advance  work  that  should  be  pursued  by  this  Department.  Such 
a  program  should  include  facts,  figures,  maps,  plans,  etc. 

a.  In  order  to  develop  such  a  program,  we  must  insist  that  our 
appropriation  for  Survey  Work  be  kept  intact  in  the  1963 
Program  Budget. 

b.  We  should  at  once  enlist  the  aid  of  the  special  Committee 
on  New  Missions  which  the  bishops  have  asked  each  Con- 
vocation to  set  up.  These  Committees  are  in  direct  touch 
with  their  own  areas.  They  should  be  continuing  so  as  to 
produce  and  modify  as  necessary  an  on-going  program  of 
mission  expansion  in   their  Convocational   areas   as  needs 
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arise.    They  should  give  a  priority  rating  to  each  aspect  of 
their  local  program.  They  should  give  attention  to: 

i.    Closing  of  badly  deteriorated  work. 

ii.    Possible  realigning  of  small  missions  (consolidation  into 
one  congregation,  the  Associated  Missions  Plan,  etc.) 

iii.    Establishing  of  new  work. 

Each  of  these  Committees  should  have  direct  contact  with  the 
Department  of  Missions,  possibly  by  having  a  representative 
from  each  Committee  serve  on  the  Department,  as  the  associate 
members  now  do. 

2.  We  should  be  very  careful  to  encourage  such  parishes  as  are  now 
giving  a  percentage  of  their  budgets  for  establishing  new  mission 
work  to  continue  to  do  so.  (This  has  been  called  the  "Charlotte 
Plan".)  They  should  be  kept  fully  advised  as  our  program 
develops. 

a.  Other  parishes  should  be  encouraged  to  adopt  a  similar 
method  of  supporting  new  mission  work. 

b.  Parishes  unable  to  contribute  a  percentage  of  their  budget 
should  be  asked  to  designate  a  special  offering  each  year, 
such  as  the  Christmas  or  Easter  offering,  for  this  purpose. 

3.  We  should  discover  and  survey  (probably  through  the  special 
Convocation  Committees)  all  mission  property  in  the  Diocese 
that  is  now  standing  idle  to  determine  whether  it  should  be  sold 
and  such  funds  as  are  derived  therefrom  channeled  into  new 
missions  work  in  terms  of  the  Department's  priority  list. 

4.  We  should  begin  to  re-evaluate  carefully  the  areas  in  which 
Departmental  funds  are  now  being  channeled  to  determine 
whether  the  work  being  done  justifies  the  present  investment, 
or  whether  some  work  could  be  done  as  well  with  a  more  limited 
ministry  and  some  of  the  present  support  released  to  provide  a 
ministry  in  more  promising  areas. 
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LONG  RANGE  OBJECTIVES 

1.  We  should  encourage  each  Department  of  the  Executive  Council 
along  with  us  to  develop  and  detail  a  full  program  of  what  they 
consider  their  needs  in  advance  work  to  be,  developing  for  them- 
selves some  priority  arrangement. 

2.  The  Executive  Council  as  a  whole  during  1962,  or  certainly 
before  the  1964  budget  is  prepared,  should  arrive  at  a  total  uni- 
fied program  that  includes  the  individual  programs  of  each 
Department  as  accepted  by  the  Council.  Then  a  master  priority 
plan  should  be  developed  by  the  Council.  Such  a  program  should 
have  the  full  support  of  the  entire  Council.  It  should  be  kept 
constantly  before  the  attention  of  the  Council  and  modifications 
made  as  seem  necessary. 

3.  The  Council  should  then  take  this  master  program,  with  as 
many  details  of  it  as  possible,  to  the  whole  Diocese,  manifesting 
a  united  front  on  the  program  and  showing  the  need  to  develop 
the  full  program  as  rapidly  and  as  surely  as  possible.  There  then 
should  follow  such  "feedback"  into  the  Council  and  its  Depart- 
ments as  would  assist  the  Council  in  continuing  a  constant 
program  of  revising  the  plans  as  needs  arise  and  change.  By 
involving  the  entire  Diocese,  the  master  program  as  it  evolves 
would  tend  to  become  a  continuing  program,  relatively 
unaffected  by  changes  in  Council  membership. 

4.  The  Council  should  agree  to  designate  such  increases  in  the 
Diocesan  Program  Budget  as  are  possible  year  by  year  to  the 
projects  that  are  highest  on  the  master  priority  list. 

Conclusions 

A  united  front  as  outlined  in  the  Long  Range  Objectives  would  give 
to  the  Department  of  Missions  (and  to  all  other  Departments  as  well) 
a  sense  of  security  in  the  knowledge  that  its  program  as  it  is  developed 
is  going  to  be  evaluated  by  the  full  Council  and  that  the  Department's 
work  that  is  approved  is  going  to  be  supported  in  proper  relation  to  the 
other  work  of  the  Diocese.  Order  would  then  be  given  to  the  hitherto 
helter-skelter  increases  of  the  Diocese  budget.  No  Department  would 
have  to  stand  alone.    All  would  be  behind  us  because  all  would  be 
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agreed  that  this  particular  aspect  of  our  program  when  its  time  comes 
in  the  Diocesan  plan  is  the  best  area  on  which  the  Diocese  should  con- 
centrate its  attention  and  support. 

In  the  meantime,  until  such  a  unified  program  is  agreed  upon  and 
developed,  and  until  the  Diocesan  budget  has  increased  sufficiently 
to  pursue  it,  we  have  the  other  sources  of  limited  funds  as  outlined. 
The  best  way  we  can  encourage  the  continuance  and  expansion  of 
these  sources  is  by  developing  a  careful  program  and  giving  it  full 
publicity.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  held 
four  regular  meetings  at  Diocesan  Headquarters  since  the  last  Diocesan 
Convention. 

On  June  7,  1961,  the  Council  was  organized  into  departments  with 
the  following  chairmen: 

Finance  Dr.  Henry  T.  Clark,  Jr. 

Promotion  The  Reverend  James  D.  Beckwith 

Christian  Education  The  Reverend  John  S.  Spong 

Christian  Social  Relations  The  Reverend  Loren  B.  Mead

Missions  The  Right  Reverend  Thomas  A.  Fraser 

The  Reverend  William  M.  Latta,  Executive  Secretary 
College  Work  The  Right  Reverend  Thomas  A.  Fraser 

The  Reverend  Joseph  N.  Green,  Executive  Secretary 
The  Council  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"Whereas  a  resolution  by  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop's 
Addresses  was  passed  by  the  Convention  relative  to  the  monthly 
publishing  of  the  payments  of  every  church  in  the  Diocese  on  both 
Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  and  Church's   Program   Quota,   and 

"Whereas  Canon  12  of  the  Diocesan  Canons  requires  that  pay- 
ments to  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  be  made  quarterly  in 
July,  October,  January,  and  April  of  each  year,  and  since  payments 
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are  not  required  except  quarterly,  a  monthly  statement  would  be 
difficult  and  meaningless,  and 

"Whereas  Canon  13,  Section  2,  relative  to  the  Church's 
Program  Quota  states  that  in  Churches  where  'a  budget  system,  or 
some  similar  system  is  in  use  (and  this  includes  almost  every  congre- 
gation in  the  Diocese)  it  shall  be  considered  that  the  provisions  of 
this  section  are  satisfied  by  remitting  from  such  congregations 
quarterly  to  each  of  the  above  objects',  (i.e.,  the  programs  of  the 
National  and  Diocesan  Church)  thus  creating  the  same  problems 
with  monthly  statements  as  previously  mentioned  in  connection 
with  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund,  and 

"Whereas  we  have  received  notice  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  that  a  monthly  statement  would  be  exceedingly  difficult  to 
put  out  and  that  it  would  result  in  much  confusion  because  of  the 
time  lapse  between  the  checks  having  been  written  by  the  local 
treasurer  and  having  been  received  and  posted  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese,  and 

"Whereas  the  Editorial  Board  of  The  North  Carolina  Church- 
man unanimously  concurs  in  the  opinion  that  a  monthly  statement 
would  be  psychologically  bad  for  The  North  Carolina  Churchman 
in  terms  of  reader  interest,  and  would  hinder  rather  than  help  in 
keeping  this  important  issue  before  the  people  of  this  Diocese, 

"Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Executive  Council  considers 
this  action  of  the  Convention  impossible  and  impractical  and 
instructs  The  North  Carolina  Churchman  to  print  only  a  quarterly 
financial  statement  as  it  is  now  doing,  and 

"Be  it  further  resolved  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to 
the  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth,  Chairman  of  the  1961  Con- 
vention Committee  on  the  Bishop's  Addresses  and  to  Committee 
members,  the  Reverend  Thorn  W.  Blair,  Messrs.  H.  F.  Hoke  Pol- 
lock, Forest  J.  Parks,  W.  Lunsford  Long,  M.D.,  and  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Diocese,  the  Reverend  Carl  F.  Herman." 

The  Council  voted  to  express  to  the  Committee  on  the  Structure 
and  Organization  of  the  Diocese  the  belief  that  action  is  necessary  as 
soon  as  possible  and  to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  an  amount  up  to 
$5,000.00  for  assistance  to  the  Committee  if  needed  to  expedite  and 
facilitate  the  work. 

According  to  the  resolution  regarding  integration  of  camps  passed 
by  the  Executive  Council  in  June  1960,  permission  could  not  be  given 
a  clergyman  advisor  and  two  young  people  from  the  Missionary  District 
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of  Panama  to  go  to  the  Episcopal  Young  Churchmen's  Conference  at 
Vade  Mecum  while  they  were  in  this  country.  In  order  that  policy 
may  be  established  for  the  future,  the  Council  voted  that  the  resolution 
passed  in  June  1960  be  presented  to  the  Commission  on  Racial  Sub- 
jects for  study  and  investigation  in  view  of  what  has  already  happened 
and  that  the  Commission  report  to  the  Executive  Council  before  Con- 
vention 1962. 

The  Council  voted  to  instruct  the  Department  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation to  prepare  a  program  of  gradual  integration  of  all  camps  not 
already  integrated  to  present  to  the  Council. 

The  Council  adopted  a  resolution  expressing  to  the  Board  of 
Regents  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
strong  disapproval  and  disappointment  in  the  lack  of  wisdom  shown 
in  the  selection  of  Thomas  R.  Waring  for  an  honorary  doctor's  degree. 

On  October  17,  1961,  the  Council  voted  agreement  of  clear-cut 
authority  to  the  Department  of  Finance  to  implement  the  bonding  of 
treasurers  and  the  insurance  program  for  clergy  and  families  and 
Diocesan  employees,  as  provided  in  the  1962  budget. 

Mr.  Thomas  }.  Pearsall,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Structure 
and  Organization,  presented  the  report  submitted  by  Mr.  D.  E.  Hudg- 
ins,  Chairman,  Diocesan  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization. 
The  Council  voted  to  approve  the  general  idea  of  creating  the  office 
of  a  full-time  Diocesan  Business  Manager.  Bishop  Baker  requested 
Dr.  Henry  T.  Clark  and  the  Finance  Department  to  take  the  matter 
from  here. 

The  Council  voted  that  appropriate  action  be  taken  by  Diocesan 
organizations,  i.e.,  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  the  Episcopal  Lay- 
men, Episcopal  Young  Churchmen,  the  Clerici,  to  assure  that  the 
boundaries  of  such  organizations  within  the  Diocese  will  be  cotermi- 
nous with  the  several  Convocation  boundaries,  thus  assuring  desirable 
uniformity  and  avoiding  confusion  in  the  administration  of  the  program 
of  such  organizations. 

Following  a  presentation  of  facts  relative  to  the  Organizational 
Structure  and  the  Trusts  of  Thompson  Orphanage  by  Mr.  James  O. 
Moore,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Thompson  Orphan- 
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age  and  Training  Institution,  the  Council  passed  the  resolution  "that 
all  rentals  accumulated  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  all  rentals  hereafter  received  by  said  Trustees  under  the  terms 
of  the  leases  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution 
properties,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  be,  as  received,  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution  to  be 
held  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  that  Institution  under  the  terms  of 
a  resolution  adopted  by  said  Board  on  the  27th  day  of  October,  1954 
(and  as  same  may  be  hereafter  amended),  which  resolution  provides 
that  all  rentals  paid  under  said  leases  be  to  the  extent  required,  desig- 
nated for  use  as  'Building  Funds'  for  the  Orphanage/'  (Note:  Authority 
to  take  action  was  given  the  Executive  Council  by  the  1961  Convention. 
1961  Journal  page  50.) 

The  Council  approved  the  acceptance  of  $35,000.00  as  the  Diocesan 
portion  for  the  National  Headquarters  Building. 

The  Council  voted  to  give  the  Department  of  Missions  and  its 
committee  authority  to  trade  and  bargain  with  the  Greensboro  Urban 
Renewal  Committee  on  exchange  of  property. 

Referring  to  the  directive  of  the  June  Council  meeting  regarding 
the  total  desegregation  of  Vade  Mecum,  the  Reverend  John  S.  Spong, 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education,  explained  that 
the  department  was  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  such  procedure 
would  be  inappropriate  until  certain  other  action  was  taken:  namely, 
the  establishment  in  fact  of  the  right  of  the  Council  to  proceed  in  this 
area  of  the  life  of  the  Diocese  at  a  pace  which  would  appear  both  wise 
and  prudent  under  the  provision  of  the  Diocesan  policy  of  "gradualism" 
established  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  1956.  Therefore  he  pre- 
sented the  following  recommendation:  "That  this  Executive  Council 
meeting  in  Raleigh  on  October  17th  notify  the  146th  Annual  Diocesan 
Convention  meeting  at  St.  Andrew's  Church  in  Greensboro  in  May 
1962,  that  it  is  rescinding  its  action  of  June  1960  in  the  area  of  race 
relations.  Be  it  further  resolved  that  notice  of  the  resolution  be 
included  in  the  report  of  the  Executive  Council  to  the  146th  Annual 
Convention." 

The  foregoing  resolution  was  referred  to  a  committee  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  study  and  report.  (Following  this  meeting 
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Bishop  Baker  appointed  the  following  committee:  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Pear- 
sail,  Chairman,  Messrs.  John  H.  Zollicoffer,  W.  O.  Warner,  H.  G. 
Nicholson,  John  H.  London,  T.  M.  Evins,  and  the  Reverend  Messrs. 
John  S.  Spong  and  B.  Daniel  Sapp.) 

The  Council  passed  a  resolution  that  "the  Commission  on  Evange- 
lism be  made  a  Division  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  that  its  Chairman,  the  Reverend  Thomas  Eugene  Bol- 
linger, be  added  to  the  personnel  of  that  Department  as  an  associate 
member  and  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations,  the  Reverend  Loren  B.  Mead,  be  their  spokesman  on  the 
floor  of  the  Council." 

Mr.  Lenoir  G.  Shook  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Council,  succeed- 
ing Mr.  Herbert  G.  Bailey  who  resigned. 

On  January  30,  1962,  the  Council  recommended  that  the  Bishops 
call  a  meeting  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Departments,  Presidents  of 
Episcopal  Laymen  and  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  and  other  representa- 
tives to  consider  the  coordination  of  the  programs  of  the  departments 
and  to  work  toward  the  development  of  a  long-range  program  for  the 
Diocese. 

Following  the  report  of  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Pearsall,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  to  study  and  report  on  the  referred  motion  relative  to 
rescinding  the  action  of  the  Executive  Council  in  June  1960  in  the 
area  of  race  relations,  the  Council  approved  the  resolution  as  presented 
by  Mr.  Spong  in  October  1961. 

The  financial  report  for  1961  was  presented.  Balances  of  $1,451.96 
in  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Budget  and  $5,542.74  in  the  Church's 
Program  Fund  Budget  were  most  encouraging. 

The  Council  approved  the  plan  formulated  by  the  Department  of 
Finance  whereby  the  $35,000.00  for  the  erection  of  the  National  Head- 
quarters Building  will  be  paid  to  the  National  Church  over  a  period 
of  five  years,  the  first  payment  of  $7,000.00  to  be  made  retroactive  to 
1961,  and  out  of  the  budget  balances  available  from  that  year.  The 
Council  voted  to  present  this  matter  to  the  Convention  for  confir- 
mation. 
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The  1962  Episcopal  Maintenance  Budget  was  reaffirmed  as  printed. 
The  Church's  Program  Fund  Budget  was  approved  with  authority  to 
proceed  with  internal  adjustments  as  recommended  by  department 
chairmen  keeping  the  budget  in  line  with  department  totals.  However 
$400.00  from  the  Contingent  Fund  was  transferred  to  the  Department 
of  Promotion  to  restore  the  Department's  total  budget  to  $900.00. 

The  Council  voted  to  adopt  the  new  insurance  program  for  clergy, 
their  dependents  (optional),  and  the  lay  employees  of  the  Diocese  to 
become  effective  February  1,  1962. 

On  April  3,  1962,  the  Council  heard  the  final  report  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Promotion  that  as  of  March  30,  1962  the  total  pledged  for  the 
Church's  Program  Fund  Budget  amounted  to  $343,002.11.  Regular 
quota  acceptances  amounted  to  $328,266.72  and  supplementary  quota 
acceptances  amounted  to  $14,735.39. 

The  Council  voted  $7,000.00  from  the  Contingent  Fund  to  the 
National  Headquarters  Building  Fund  for  the  1962  payment  and 
$250.00  from  the  Contingent  Fund  to  the  Committee  on  Church 
Music. 

The  Council  approved  the  proposed  1963  budgets:  $104,723.94 
Episcopal  Maintenance  and  $400,659.00  Church's  Program  Fund  or  a 
total  budget  of  $505,382.94. 

The  Council  accepted  the  following  1963  budget  of  the  income 
from  the  Alston  Fund:

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  report  actions  taken 
by  the  Trustees  during  the  calendar  year  1961.  There  is  attached  to 
this  report  and  made  a  part  of  it,  a  report  of  limited  audit  made  by 
W.  M.  Russ  &  Company  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1961.  There 
is  also  attached  the  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  North  Carolina 
National  Bank,  Custodian  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  Trusts. 
Reference  is  made  to  these  audit  reports  for  details  concerning  the 
investment  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the  Diocesan  trusts. 

It  will  be  noted  from  these  audit  reports  that  a  considerable  amount 
of  the  assets  of  the  Diocesan  trusts  have  been  retained  in  short  term 
government  securities.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  mindful  of  the 
necessity  of  producing  anj  adequate  income  for  the  Diocese,  have 
nevertheless  maintained  investment  in  the  form  of  short  term  govern- 
ment securities.  These  securities  have  produced  almost  3%  in  income 
returns.  These  earnings  are  in  excess  of  a  great  many  highly  regarded 
common  stocks.  The  stock  market  generally  has  remained  at  unprece- 
dentedly  high  levels.  Under  the  conditions  which  have  existed  in  the 
money  market,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  thought  it  desirable  to 
maintain  investments  in  short  term  fixed  income  securities  until  some 
definite  trend  could  be  foreseen  in  the  economic  picture  of  the  invest- 
ment market. 

January  9,  1961 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  received  from  Richard  L.  Hicks,  Jr. 
and  wife,  Pearl  W.  Hicks,  deed  for  Lot  48,  Section  2,  Lincoln  Heights 
Subdivision,  Plat  Book  28,  Page  80,  Office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  for 
Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  registered  in  Book  1938,  page  256, 
subject  to  restrictive  covenants  applying  to  the  Subdivision,  rights-of- 
way  and  easements  of  record  and  a  deed  of  trust  to  Cameron-Brown 
Company  securing  one  note  in  the  principal  sum  of  $9300,  said  deed 
of  trust  being  recorded  in  Book  1926,  page  592.  The  property  is  held 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Greensboro,  North 
Carolina. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  received  from  Ervin  Construction 
Company,  Inc.  deed  conveying  Lots  Nos.  93,  Block  20  of  Starmount, 
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according  to  map  registered  in  Book  of  Maps  9,  page  153,  office  of  the 
Register  of  Deeds  for  Mecklenburg  County,  and  Lots  Nos.  12  to  18, 
inclusive  and  Lots  23  to  30,  inclusive,  Block  26  of  Starmount,  Book 
of  Maps  9,  page  311,  office  of  Register  of  Deeds  for  Mecklenburg 
County.  The  property  is  held  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Christopher's 
Mission,  Mecklenburg  County  and  is  received,  subject  to  deed  of  trust 
to  Ervin  Construction  Company,  securing  the  Mission  Committee's 
balance  of  the  purchase  money  note  in  the  sum  of  $5544,  easements 
for  installation  and  maintenance  of  service  utility  lines  and  subject  to 
the  right-of-way  of  Starbrook  Drive. 

January  13,  1961 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  received  deed  from  Burlington  Indus- 
tries, Inc.  conveying  Lot  No.  5,  located  in  No.  1  Township,  Edgecombe 
County,  as  shown  on  map  entitled  "Property  of  Burlington  Industries, 
Inc.,  Hart  Cotton  Mill",  located  in  Tarboro,  Edgecombe  County,  North 
Carolina,  recorded  in  Book  of  Maps  11,  page  95,  office  of  the  Register 
of  Deeds,  Edgecombe  County.  The  use  of  the  property  is  restricted  to 
residential  purposes,  unless  Burlington  Industries,  Inc.  waives  such 
restrictions,  and  is  conveyed  for  Sunday  School  and  social  purposes  for 
the  use  of  St.  Michael's  Mission,  Tarboro.  The  deed  is  registered  in 
Book  646,  page  487,  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds,  Edgecombe 
County.

The  Trustees  conveyed  Lots  36  and  37,  Block  E,  Lincoln  Park, 
Rocky  Mount,  N.  C.  held  for  the  benefit  of  Holy  Hope  Mission  to 
W.  O.  Warner  and  wife. 

June  30,  1961 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  this  day  received  from  Mrs.  W.  L. 
Marshall,  Wadesboro,  N.  C,  five  shares  of  Jefferson  Standard  common 
stock  to  be  used  in  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  for  the  education  of 
some  young  man  for  the  ministry  in  memory  of  William  Marshall,  son 
of  Mrs.  Marshall. 

July  18,  1961 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  this  day  received  from  Ruth  S. 
McMillan  and  husband,  C.  D.  McMillan,  Robert  M.  Smigelow  and 
Rose  T.  Smigelow,  his  wife,  deed  conveying  Lot  No.  3,  Block  F  of  the 
J.  T.  Walker  property,  held  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Mark's  Mission,  Rox- 
boro.    This  is  a  deed  of  correction  of  one  previously  reported. 

July  20,  1961 

The  Trustees  conveyed  4.464  acres  of  land  on  Wayne  Road,  Sedge- 
field  to  the  wardens  and  vestry  of  All  Saints'  Parish. 

August  7,  1961 

At  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Trustees  this  day 
sold  five  shares  of  Jefferson  Standard  common  stock  given  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  by  Mrs.   Rose  Marshall,  and  directed  the 
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custodian  of  the  Trustees  to  disburse  the  proceeds  at  the  direction  of 
the  Bishop  in  conformity  with  Mrs.  Marshall's  gift.

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  this  day  executed  and  delivered  to  the 
North  Carolina  State  Highway  Commission  right  of  way  for  Satter- 
white  Road  running  in  front  of  St.  Simeon  s  Episcopal  Church  in  Wal- 
nut Grove  Township,  Granville  County,  North  Carolina.  The  road 
is  to  be  60  feet  wide,  the  right  of  way  extending  30  feet  from  the 
center  line.  While  the  30  foot  roadway  extends  beyond  the  present 
visible  road,  the  improvement  of  the  road  at  no  expense  to  the  Church 
isy  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  advantageous  to  St.  Simeon's 
Mission. 

September  15,  1961 

The  Trustees,  in  conformity  with  agreement  with  Mrs.  Augusta 
Philbrick  to  reconvey  to  her  or  her  nominee,  a  part  of  a  tract  of  land 
in  Wake  County,  if  it  were  not  used  as  a  church  site,  conveyed  to 
Charles  Russell  Philbrick  a  lot  in  Philcrest  on  Memorial  Drive.

Carolina  National  Bank  to  purchase  for  the  account  of  Thompson 
Orphanage  and  Training  Institute  $13,000  in  U.  S.  Treasury  Bills  due 
March  23,  1962  for  $12,815.00  to  yield  2.71%. 

September  27,  1961 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  this  day  authorized  the  reinvestment 
of  funds  received  from  the  American  Marietta  5%  Preferred  stock  held 
in  the  Diocesan  Trust  and  called  for  redemption  as  follows:

General  Motors  5%  preferred  stock  to  yield  approximately  4.67%.

The  Trustees  received  from  Philip  Greenberg,  et  al,  deed  dated 
September  8,  1961,  registered  in  Book  279,  page  163,  office  of  the 
Register  of  Deeds  for  Durham  County  conveying  Lot  7,  Block  B  of 
resubdivision  of  a  portion  of  Section  2,  and  subdivision  Section  3,  Hill- 
side Park,  Plat  Book  36,  page  28,  Durham  County.  The  property  is 
held  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Titus'  Mission  in  Durham.  The  property  is 
subject  to  deed  of  trust  to  I.  O.  Funderburg,  Trustee  for  the  Mutual 
Savings  and  Loan  Association  in  the  sum  of  $10,000. 

October  9,  1961 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  authorized  a  loan  of  $10,000  to  William 
B.  Wilkinson  and  wife  of  Smithfield  at  an  interest  rate  of  51/2%,  pay- 
able quarterly,  annual  curtailment  of  $1,000  on  principal.  The  appraisal 
of  the  property  shows  a  value  of  an  excess  of  $25,000. 

October  17,  1961 

Pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the  Executive  Council,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  authorized  the  custodian  to  transmit  all  funds  held  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution  to 
the  proper  officers  of  that  institution. 

November  27,  1961 

The  Trustees  delivered  deed  for  the  Girls  Friendly  Society  Property, 
125  Halifax  Street,  Raleigh,  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for 
$30,000.00.  The  property  was  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
by  the  Girls  Friendly  Society  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  The  deed 
established  a  trust  providing  that  property  be  added  to  the  Bishop's 
Discretionary  Fund  and  used  in  his  discretion.  Investment  in  U.  S. 
Treasury  Bills  yielding  2.606%  was  authorized. 

December  28,  1961 

The  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  Charlotte,  N.  C. 

The  One  Hundred  Forty  Fourth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  held 
in  Tarboro,   in   May,   1960,  authorized  the  conveyance  of  the  real 
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property  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  to  the  City  of  Char- 
lotte or  to  such  hospital  authority  as  that  city  should  designate.  After 
several  conferences  between  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  of  Char- 
lotte, the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese, 
an  acceptable  instrument  of  transfer  was  made,  executed  and  delivered. 
In  a  civil  action  in  Mecklenburg  County  Superior  Court,  the  proposed 
transaction  was  approved  before  the  deed  was  delivered. 

The  action  of  the  Convention  further  directed  that  "the  other 
property  belonging  to  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan  be  turned 
over  to  and  invested  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  that  the  income 
therefrom  be  devoted  to  the  uses  and  purposes  specified  in  said  trust 
instrument  through  the  Trustees  appointed  in  said  deed,  subject  from 
time  to  time  to  the  direction  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Diocese." 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  received  no  part  of  the  funds  or 
other  properties  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan.  The  Trustees 
understand  that  the  liquidation  of  those  funds  has  not  yet  proceeded 
sufficiently  for  the  action  of  the  Convention  to  be  complied  with. 

The  original  deed  under  which  the  trusts  of  the  Hospital  of  the 
Good  Samaritan  were  established  contained  the  following  directions: 

"If  at  any  time  it  shall  become  impossible  or  impracticable  to 
carry  out  the  trusts  hereby  created  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
purpose  thereof,  then,  upon  such  impossibility  or  impracticability, 
being  certified  in  writing  by  said  Board  of  Managers,  and  also'  by 
said  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  or  their  successors,  to  the  Convention 
or  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  or  of  such  Diocese  as 
the  City  of  Charlotte  may  at  any  future  time  be  included  within, 
such  Convention  or  Council  shall  then  be  authorized  to  devote  the 
property  of  said  Hospital  to  such  religious  or  charitable  work  as  to 
it  may  seem  most  proper — but  preference  shall  always  be  given,  as 
far  as  practicable  to  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  bodily  and 
spiritual  welfare  of  needy  and  helpless  persons  of  the  Negro  race." 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  suggest  to  the  Convention  the  obli- 
gation and  the  responsibility  of  the  Convention  to  designate  the  use 
of  the  income  from  any  funds  remaining  in  the  Trust  "to  such  religious 
or  charitable  work  as  to  it  may  seem  proper/'  The  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  further  suggest  to  the  Convention  the  desirability  of  designat- 
ing the  agency  which  shall  carry  out  the  directions  of  the  Convention 
in  this  particular. 
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The  Trustees  are  advised  that  in  excess  of  $89,000  has  been  col- 
lected by  the  trust.

The  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  Hospital  Authority  was  created  with- 
out operating  funds  and  desired  advances  from  the  above  funds.  The 
value  of  patients'  accounts  is  an  unknown  quantity  but  is  probably 
quite  small  and  presents  a  problem  of  collection. 

The  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  Hospital  Authority  proposed  that  the 
drugs  be  transferred  to  it  as  a  gift. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  after  much  consideration,  at  a  meet- 
ing held  on  the  28th  of  December,  at  which  the  following  persons 
were  present:  Rt.  Rev.  Richard  H.  Baker,  Mr.  R.  Lee  Covington,  Mr. 
A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr.,  Trustees,  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  A  Fraser  and  Mr. 
Henry  C.  Bourne,  Chancellor,  took  the  following  action: 

The  notice  of  assignment  and  assignment  of  accounts  receivable, 
and  the  accompanying  instrument  concerning  the  donation  to  the 
Charlotte  Mecklenburg  Hospital  Authority  of  medical  and  other 
supplies  were  read  by  the  Trustees.  Mr.  Bourne  pointed  out  that  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  are  bound  by  the  resolution  of  the  Convention 
adopted  in  Tarboro  in  May,  1960,  and  that  without  express  authority 
from  the  Convention  the  power  of  the  Trustees  to  donate  is  limited 
by  that  resolution  concerning  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital. 
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The  Trustees  talked  with  James  O.  Moore,  Esquire,  by  telephone 
to  clarify  one  or  two  points  contained  in  the  documents.  The  Trustees 
expressed  general  agreement  with  the  tenor  of  the  documents.  After 
thorough  consideration  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

RESOLVED,  that  the  general  plan  for  handling  the  accounts, 
medical  supplies  and  other  items  belonging  to  the  Hospital  of  the 
Good  Samaritan,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  be  approved  subject 
to  the  following  amendments,  to-wit: 

1.  The  assignee  to  handle  the  accounts  receivable  to  January  1, 
1963  instead  of  until  July  1,  1962; 

2.  That  any  uncollected  accounts  at  said  date  to  be  handled  as  set 
out  in  subparagraph  (a)  and  (b)  of  paragraph  2  of  the  assignment; 
and 

3.  That  the  transfer  of  medical  supplies  be  made  in  consideration 
of  the  faithful  performance  of  the  assignee  of  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  assignment  of  accounts  receivable. 

This  action  in  effect  resulted  in  the  following  disposition  of  the 
matter: 

1.  Assigned  all  accounts  Receivable  for  collection  to  the  Charlotte 
Mecklenburg  Hospital  Authority. 

2.  That  authority  would  collect  said  accounts  until  January  1,  1963 
without  charge  other  than  that  herein  noted. 

3.  Authorized  the  Authority  to  use  $33,000.00  of  the  collected 
accounts  until  July  1,  1962  without  interest. 

4.  Delivered  the  drugs  (Book  value — $18,515.60,  appraised  value 
$31,400.00)  to  the  authority  in  consideration  of  its  efforts  to  collect 
the  accounts  receivable. 

At  the  above  meeting  the  following  additional  action  was  taken: 

The  Trustees  discussed  the  disposition  of  $6,500.00  derived  from  the 
sale  of  the  St.  John's  Church  property,  Madison,  N.  C,  a  mission  which 
has  been  closed  since  before  1933.  The  Episcopalians  in  Madison  attend 
the  Church  of  the  Messiah  in  Mayodan.  The  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the 
Department  of  Missions,  and  the  Bishop  recommend  that  the  funds 
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be  used  for  the  construction  of  church  buildings  at  Mayodan.  On 
motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was  unani- 
mously adopted: 

RESOLVED,  that  the  sum  of  $6,500  derived  from  the  sale  of 
the  church  lot  in  Madison  be  used  in  the  construction  of  Mission 
buildings  for  the  Church  of  the  Messiah  in  Mayodan  and  that  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  and  it  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  transmit  said  funds  for  such  purpose  to  the  Treasurer  of  that 
Mission. 

Material  furnishers'  liens  have  been  filed  during  the  past  year 
against  Charlottetown  and  against  a  tract  of  land  held  by  the  Trustees 
for  the  benefit  of  St.  Titus'  Mission  in  Durham.  In  the  first  case 
mentioned,  the  liens  have  been  dismissed  and  the  action  disposed  of 
without  cost  to  the  Diocese.  In  the  second  case,  the  grantor  of  the 
property  put  up  the  necessary  bonds  and  had  the  property  relieved 
from  the  claimed  lien. 

The  Trustees  are  indebted  to  the  firm  of  Lassiter,  Moore  &  Van 
Allen  who  represented  the  Trustees  in  the  hearings  involving  the  Char- 
lottetown liens. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  concurred  in  the  settlement  of 
the  executors  in  the  Surrogate's  Court  of  New  York  in  their  accounts 
involving  the  Estate  of  Carolyn  S.  Mayer.  The  legal  matters  in  this 
case  were  handled  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Diocesan  trusts  have  increased  with  the  acquisition  of  the 
Alston  Trust  and  the  acquisition  of  the  trust  given  by  the  Ann  Cannon 
Reynolds  Foundation  by  almost  One  Million  Dollars.  In  handling 
properties  of  such  magnitude  the  Diocese  should  anticipate  the  neces- 
sity of  the  employment  of  attorneys,  from  time  to  time,  in  protecting 
the  interest  of  the  funds.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  been  fortu- 
nate in  receiving  the  free  services  of  interested  attorneys,  but  the 
Trustees  suggest  the  desirability  of  making  arrangements  for  the  pay- 
ment of  adequate  fees  for  services  rendered  in  this  connection.

REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCHWOMEN 

Bishop   Baker,   Bishop   Fraser,   Mr.   Herman,   Members   of  the  Clergy, 
Delegates  and  Friends: 

It  is  a  privilege  to  bring  you  greetings  from  the  women  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  and  to  report  for  them.  For  the  Diocesan  Board,  for 
all  of  the  women  and  especially  for  me  personally  I  should  like  to  express 
most  heartfelt  thanks  for  your  genuine  interest  and  cooperation,  your  much 
needed  advice  and  help  in  carrying  on  our  work — your  work — the  work  of 
the  Church.  I  dare  not  name  names;  there  are  too  many  but  to  Bishop 
Baker  and  to  Bishop  Fraser  and  through  them  to  all  of  you  I  express  our 
deepest  thanks. 

"Changing  Patterns"  was  the  theme  of  our  Eightieth  Annual  Meeting 
held  last  week  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Durham.  It  might  well  have  been 
the  theme  for  this — the  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  I  need  not  stress  its 
relevance,  for  we  too  considered  changes  in  our  financial  set-up,  our  structure 
and  organization,  in  long-range  planning  and  evaluation.  One  thing  we  do 
not  change — only  clarify — the  basic  purpose  of  our  organization.  Our 
new  handbook  "Women  in  Your  Parish"  states  that  our  purpose  is  simply 
to  help  every  woman  find  her  place  in  the  parish  family  and  in  the  mission 
of  the  Church.    We  have  no  goal  but  the  goal  of  the  whole  Church — to 
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carry  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  world.  Our  goal  does  not  change, 
the  world  does.  The  Episcopal  Churchwomen  is  a  framework  within  which 
something  can  happen;  we  must  keep  this  framework  relevant  to  the  lives 
of  women  today  and  sensitive  to  the  changes  in  our  society  and  in  the 
world. 

Finance.  The  most  obvious  way  in  which  we  seek  to  further  the  spread- 
ing of  the  Gospel  is  through  our  funds.  Our  financial  efforts  continue  to 
be  impressive.  During  1961  the  total  disbursed  by  our  Treasurer,  including 
our  budget,  special  gifts  and  offerings,  amounted  to  $49,475.38.  If  we 
include  the  United  Thank  Offering  and  the  Church  Periodical  Club  funds, 
the  total  giving  of  the  women  for  work  outside  their  own  parishes  and 
missions  amounted  to  over  $75,000.  The  total,  however,  is  not  as  important 
as  the  changes  in  our  thinking.  The  most  important  single  measure  voted  at 
our  past  Annual  Meeting  was  a  complete  revision  of  our  finances.  Our 
Central  Fund  for  administration — corresponding  to  your  Episcopal  Main- 
tenance Fund — was  most  inadequate  for  it  had  remained  at  a  tax  of  25^ 
per  member  for  over  forty  years.  Actually  we  have  long  supplemented  it 
from  our  "Program  of  the  Church,"  or  missionary  budget.  On  the  other 
hand  our  Supply  Fund — another  tax  of  50<£  per  member  for  supplying 
material  goods,  mostly  clothing,  to  overseas  and  domestic  missions  and 
hospitals — had  become  much  larger  than  necessary.  Shipping  costs,  tariff 
barriers,  cheap  local  supplies  of  clothing,  resentment  at  paternalism  have 
combined  to  make  the  old-fashioned  "box  work"  of  the  women  almost  an 
anachronism.  In  addition,  though  our  main  budget  has  grown  by  25% 
during  the  last  ten  years,  our  special  gifts  voted  by  separate  branches  have 
increased  by  over  400%.  We  found  this  cause  for  concern,  for  while  the 
total  of  these  special  gifts  was  large,  the  amounts  going  to  any  one  place 
were  often  extremely  small.  We  questioned  whether  they  were  actually 
making  any  contribution  to  the  life  of  the  Church.  Clearly  our  finances 
needed  attention.  Last  week  our  delegates  voted  to  combine  six  separate 
funds — including  Central  Fund  and  Supply — into  a  unified  budget.  Book- 
keeping will  be  simplified.  The  budget  will  be  more  flexible  and  more 
easily  adapted  to  changing  conditions.  Contributions  will  be  voluntary  and 
not  on  a  per  capita  basis.  In  addition  we  appended  a  list  of  approved 
projects  on  which  we  hope  the  branches  will  concentrate  their  special 
giving. 

Our  membership  statistics  and  the  report  forms,  recently  revised,  provide 
another  key  to  the  participation  of  the  women  in  the  mission  of  the  Church. 
NumbeT  of  branches.  Presently  we  count  105  active  branches  of  the  Epis- 
copal Churchwomen — a  relatively  static  number.  Since  Emmanuel  Church, 
Southern  Pines,  has  unified  their  Churchwomen  there  is  now  only  one  per 
parish  or  mission,  a  goal  long  sought.  Yet  the  Diocesan  Journal  last  year 
lists  130  parishes  and  missions,  so  that  it  is  apparent  that  not  all  have  an 
active  branch,  though  some  not  now  active  used  to  be.    We  are  happy  to 
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report  that  one  of  these,  the  women  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Mayo- 
dan,  has  recently  reorganized.  In  helping  them  we  realized  that  perhaps 
the  reason  for  the  difficulties  and  frustrations  of  small  mission  branches  is 
the  seemingly  complicated  structure  and  program  which  the  diocesan 
Churchwomen  seem  to  offer,  if  not  actually  require.  As  a  result  we  are 
striving  to  abandon  rigid  schemes,  offer  diversity  and  flexibility  in  planning 
and  program  and  better  communication. 

Membership  and  attendance.  As  with  our  budget  during  the  period 
from  1950  to  1960  our  membership  has  shown  a  slow  gain,  then  a  levelling 
off  at  slightly  above  6,000.  Last  year  we  noted  a  small  decline;  this  year  a 
slight  increase  (6,124  members.)  Studied  branch  by  branch  the  figures  are 
more  revealing,  for  plotted  geographically  they  reflect  the  population  shift 
from  rural  to  urban  areas  and  within  cities  from  the  "inner  city"  to  the 
suburbs.  Still  the  over-all  trend  does  not  show  the  increase,  even  in  the 
urban  areas,  that  we  might  expect.  In  addition  the  report  blanks  from 
branch  presidents  indicate  another  reason  for  concern — widespread  com- 
plaints of  falling  off  in  attendance  at  meetings. 

Some  of  the  reasons  for  poor  attendance  are  fairly  obvious  to  any 
observer  of  the  changing  patterns  of  women's  life  today: — the  trend  toward 
larger  families  and  less  domestic  help  and  the  rapidly  increasing  number  of 
women  holding  full-time  jobs.  As  more  and  more  women — wives,  mothers, 
older  widows — enter  the  labor  market,  a  greater  burden  of  volunteer  work 
of  all  kinds  is  thrown  on  the  remaining  few,  so  that  the  competition  for 
time  and  leadership  is  becoming  intense.  We  cannot  reverse  the  trend  and 
we  should  not — for  these  working  women  are  contributing  much  needed 
skills  to  society.  Instead  the  situation  calls  for  drastic  rethinking  of  our 
program,  so  that  these  women  can  be  shown  how  they  can  exercise  their 
Christian  ministry  and  share  in  the  work  and  witness  of  the  Church  in 
the  midst  of  very  busy  lives.  There  is  no  room  today  for  busywork  or 
haphazard  meetings  with  no  clear  purpose.  In  addition  we  must  utilize 
more  fully  the  talents  of  another  group' — the  increasing  number  of  older 
women  with  no  jobs,  grown  children  and  often  no  husbands.  Some  of  them 
have  become  bored  with  "Church  work;"  we  need  to  help  them  discover 
that  in  distinction  the  "work  of  the  Church"  is  vital  and  meaningful;  a 
source  of  lasting  joy. 

I  have  surveyed  some  of  our  problems.  Let  us  look  briefly  now  at  some 
of  the  specific  ways,  aside  from  revision  of  the  budget,  in  which  we  are 
attempting  to  meet  them. 

Devotional  life.  By  general  consent  we  acknowledge  that  we  must  first 
examine  our  own  faith  and  commitment.  We  are  called  to  be,  more  than 
to  do.  To  deepen  the  spiritual  lives  of  the  women,  to  enlarge  their 
knowledge  of  God  and  love  for  Him  has  always  been  a  basic  purpose  of 
our  coming  together.    No  blueprint  will  guarantee  this,  but  we  can  provide 
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opportunities  for  prayer  and  quiet  reflection.  Two  steps  have  been  taken 
this  year.  We  held  a  retreat  for  women  at  the  Terraces,  led  by  the  Right 
Reverend  Gray  Temple,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina.  Upon  announcement 
it  was  immediately  over-registered  and  there  were  demands  for  more.  So 
we  welcome  especially  the  new  Committee  on  Retreat  and  Conferences  of 
the  diocese  and  the  privilege  of  being  represented  on  it.  In  addition  we 
revised  our  constitution  to  make  our  Chairman  of  Worship  an  elective 
rather  than  an  appointive  office,  with  the  title  of  Chairman  of  Devotional 
Life.  The  technical  change  is  unimportant,  but  we  hope  that  renewed 
emphasis  on  the  devotional  life  may  result. 

Constitution.  The  change  in  Chairman  of  Worship  is  only  one  step 
in  a  thorough-going  revision  of  our  officer  structure  which  is  currently  under 
consideration.  We  are  striving  for  simplification,  flexibility  and  closer 
integration  with  the  work  of  the  whole  diocese.  Briefly,  the  scheme  pro- 
posed would  group  our  officers  into  departments  similar  to  those  of  the 
diocese.  Large  branches  could  copy  the  entire  structure  if  they  wish;  small 
ones  and  districts  only  the  department  chairmen.  Furthermore  we  hope  that 
our  chairmen  will  work  increasingly  under  the  direction  of  their  counter- 
parts in  the  diocese  and  in  cooperation  with  them.  If  our  goal  to  further 
the  work  of  the  whole  Church  is  to  become  a  reality,  we  must  be  aware  of 
the  planning  for  the  whole  Church  and  have  some  share  in  it.  It  is  only 
as  the  laity  accept  their  responsibility  for  the  mission  of  the  Church  that 
we  can  move  forward  in  the  diocese  and  in  the  world.  We  also1  wish  to 
cooperate  with  the  Bishops  and  Executive  Council  in  such  technical  revisions 
as  the  matter  of  coterminous  boundaries  for  diocesan  organizations.  Struc- 
turally and  psychologically  we  hope  to  become  more  and  more  not  "Auxi- 
liary" but  the  women  of  the  Church. 

State  Legislative  Council.  A  specific  example  of  such  thinking  and 
planning  with  a  diocesan  department  is  already  under  way  in  the  area  of 
legislation.  Our  membership  in  the  State  Legislative  Council  has  long  been 
a  source  of  controversy.  At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  we  voted  to  resign 
and  set  up  an  alternative  plan  which  requires  the  cooperation  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Social  Relations,  whose  present  Chairman  helped  to 
formulate  it.  The  plan  involves  a  sub-section  of  the  Department  of 
Christian  Social  Relations,  whose  present  Chairman  helped  to  formulate  it. 
The  plan  involves  a  sub-section  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations,  consisting  of  at  least  one  clergyman,  one  layman  and  one  or 
more  women,  including  our  Chairman  of  Legislation.  Its  function  would 
be  to  review  proposed  legislation  at  either  the  state  or  national  level,  select 
a  few  of  special  urgency,  and  send  information  concerning  such  bills  for 
study  to  Church  members,  particularly  to  the  branches  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  women.  The  committee  would  not  itself  lobby  or  speak  for  the 
diocese,  but  we  hope  that  the  information  sent  out  would  result  in  at  least 
as  much  study  of  legislation  among  the  women  as  we  have  had  and  possibly 
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more  action  by  way  of  telegrams  and  letters  sent  locally.  Perhaps  some  of 
the  clergy  and  laymen  might  also  avail  themselves  of  the  information.  In 
addition  the  plan  would  again  provide  the  kind  of  flexibility  which  I  have 
mentioned  so  often.  Small  branches  will  no  longer  be  forced  to  vote  at 
our  Annual  Meetings  on  measures  which  are  complicated  and  controversial, 
which  they  have  not  had  time  to  study  in  detail,  and  which  frequently  were 
not  the  most  important  bills  before  the  state  legislature  in  terms  of  social 
justice. 

Since  I  have  chosen  to  try  to  explain  to  you  changes  in  the  work  of  the 
women,  I  have  skipped  over  large  areas  of  our  work  in  which  there  is  no 
change.  Let  me  assure  you  that  in  such  departments  as  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  the  United  Thank  Offering  there  is  steady  growth  and 
accomplishment.  Lest  we  become  self-satisfied,  however,  we  must  always 
remember  what  remains  to  be  done.  Last  fall  in  Detroit  as  we  listened 
and  voted  on  the  disposition  of  that  four  and  a  third  million  dollars  from 
the  United  Thank  Offering,  we  received  food  for  thought.  Twice  as  much 
money  came  back  to  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  in  the  form  of  a  grant 
to  St.  Augustine's  College  for  the  new  gymnasium-auditorium  as  went  from 
the  diocese  in  the  entire  triennium.  The  mission  of  the  Church  is  indeed 
one  and  we  were  the  recipients  of  a  missionary  grant  from  the  Blue  Boxes 
of  women  all  over  the  world.  This  brought  the  theme  of  the  Triennial 
meeting,  which  we  shall  study  for  the  next  three  years,  into  sharper  focus. 
"As  the  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you."  Where  are  we  sent,  as 
we  strive  to  take  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  into  the  world?  To  the  ends 
of  the  earth  of  course,  through  our  budget  and  our  prayers,  but  not  at  the 
expense  of  neglecting  the  harvest  around  us.  Perhaps  we  are  chiefly  sent 
to  make  our  Christian  witness  in  our  own  homes  and  communities,  in 
showing  forth  His  Love  in  uneventful  day-to-day  living.  We  count  on  you 
— the  clergy  and  laymen  of  the  diocese — to  help  us  see  our  mission  clearly 
as  we  strive  to  make  the  gospel  known  to  the  non-Christian  world  which 
stands  in  such  urgent  and  desperate  need.

REPORT  OF  ST.  MARY'S  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

This  is  the  120th  session  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College.  The  session 
this  year  opened  on  September  I  lth  and  will  close  with  Commencement 
on  May  28,  1962. 

The  academic  program  continues  to  be  studied.  The  faculty  feels 
confident  that  the  majority  of  our  students  are  interested  in  the  traditional 
liberal  arts  course  that  has  been  offered  for  many  years.  Year  by  year  over 
90  percent  of  our  Junior  College  graduates  continue  their  work  toward  the 
A.B.  or  B.S.  degrees.  The  Visiting  Committee  from  the  Southern  Associ- 
ation agrees  that  this  program  meets  the  needs  of  our  applicants  as  such 
a  large  number  of  our  students  continue  their  college  work. 
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This  year  we  have  received  many  more  applications  for  1962  entrance 
than  we  can  admit.  Our  capacity  is  quite  limited  by  the  space  available  on 
the  campus.  Our  task  of  screening  the  applications  becomes  greater  than 
ever.  Students  are  selected,  as  we  have  indicated  in  the  past,  on  the  basis 
of  their  preparation  in  their  former  schools  and  their  ability  to  do  school 
work  as  evidenced  by  test  scores.  We  regret  that  it  is  not  possible  for  us 
to  select  all  of  the  good  students  who  want  to  continue  their  education  at 
St.  Mary's  but  our  limited  capacity  makes  this  impossible.  We,  therefore, 
give  preference  to  those  with  good  records  who  apply  early. 

The  Planning  Committee  has  now  adopted  a  program  for  future 
development  of  the  campus.  They  have  been  studying  the  results  of  a 
survey  which  has  been  completed  for  us  after  two  years  of  work  by  Mr. 
Jefferson  Hamilton.  Definite  plans  are  taking  shape  for  the  erection  of  a 
Library  Building  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  We  hope  that  in  the  near 
future  funds  will  be  available  for  this  much  needed  project.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  is  active  in  its  search  for  the  needed  funds.  The  present  library 
is  too  small  and  the  building  does  not  lend  itself  to  expansion.  As  the 
library  is  one  of  the  most  important  teaching  tools  on  any  campus,  our 
library  must  be  prepared  to  render  the  kind  of  service  necessary  to  do  a 
good  teaching  job. 

Last  summer  two  more  bathrooms  in  our  dormitories  were  completely 
renovated  bringing  them  up  to  date.  This  is  part  of  a  cycle  which  we 
began  several  years  ago.  We  will  continue  these  projects  until  we  have 
made  all  of  the  bathing  facilities  modern. 

The  cost  of  operation  continues  to  rise  and  each  year  there  is  greater 
difficulty  balancing  the  costs  of  operation  with  the  available  funds.  Our 
salary  schedule  has  shown  vast  improvement  over  the  past  years  but  it  still 
has  a  long  way  to  go  to  be  a  satisfactory  one.  More  money  is  needed  to 
offer  incentive  to  able  teachers  who  are  sought  to  fill  vacancies.  The  only 
substantial  source  we  have  found  is  in  student  fees.  We  regret  that  it  is 
necessary  but  the  Board  has  authorized  an  increase  in  charges  beginning 
with  the  1962-63  session.  Some  of  our  friends  have  given  us  funds  to 
supplement  the  budget  and,  added  to  the  amounts  received  from  the 
Church,  the  Alumnae  Loyalty  Funds,  and  the  North  Carolina  Foundation 
of  Church-Related  Colleges,  we  have  balanced.  Even  with  all  of  the  volun- 
tary gifts  and  Church,  Alumnae,  and  Foundation  support,  student  fees  still 
provide  about  93  percent  of  the  operating  funds. 

We  have  one  new  scholarship  given  this  year.  Two  other  people  are 
considering  similar  action.  We  have  had  more  requests  for  scholarship  aid 
because  of  financial  difficulties  on  the  part  of  parents  in  the  last  two  years 
than  ever  before.  Parents  with  several  college  age  children  are  feeling  the 
strain.  Therefore,  additions  to  our  scholarship  foundations  are  most  wel- 
come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE 

Since  1952,  you  have  heard  much  about  Thompson  Orphanage  due  to 
a  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  instructing  Bishop  Penick, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  to  appoint  a  committee  to  study  a  plan  that  would 
lease  the  property  located  at  1130  E.  4th.  St.,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  and  build 
on  a  new  site  about  eight  miles  east  of  Charlotte  and  operated  as  a  farm. 

This  Committee  after  much  investigation  and  study  in  1956  leased 
forty  acres  to  the  Rouse  Co.  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  for  ninety-nine  years.  This 
lease  paid  $10,000.  for  the  first  year,  $25,000.  for  the  second  year,  $50,000. 
for  the  third  year,  then  to  remain  at  $50,000.  for  the  remainder  of  the 
lease.  The  Board  of  Managers  passed  a  resolution  "ear-marking"  this  money 
as  a  Building  Fund.  Some  of  this  money  has  been  used  for  farm  build- 
ings. The  remainder  is  being  held  as  a  building  fund  for  the  buildings  that 
will  house  our  staff  and  children. 

In  1959,  Mr.  Howard  Hopkirk  made  a  study  of  our  institution  and 
suggested  a  future  plan.  Much  of  this  plan  has  been  adopted  and  will  be 
used  in  the  future  plans  for  the  Orphanage.  A  bookkeeper,  Mrs.  Betty  Jar- 
rett,  and  an  assistant  superintendent,  Mr.  Robert  Noble,  have  been 
employed.  Much  of  Mr.  Noble's  time  will  be  spent  in  organizing  the  new 
program.  One  fact  we  want  to  remember  is  that  we  are  not  dropping  our 
present  program  but  adding  new  services  in  the  child  care  field. 

I  want  all  of  you  to  know  that  our  Current  Fund  expenses  must  be 
raised  from  year  to  year.  We  need  your  help  more  than  ever.  I  feel  that 
our  new  program  will  add  much  to  the  services  we  can  render  to  needy 
children  that  are  referred  to  us.  Much  of  this  financial  help  must  come 
from  our  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

In  1961,  we  cared  for  eighty  children.  January  1,  1962,  we  had  seventy- 
one  children  divided  as  follows:  nine  orphans,  twenty-two  mother  dead, 
seventeen  father  dead;  twenty-three  both  parents  living,  thirty-four  boys, 
thirty-seven  girls.  I  came  to  Thompson  Orphanage  in  1940.  In  1940  we 
cared  for  eighty-seven  children.  January  1,  1941,  we  had  seventy  children 
divided  as  follows:  ten  orphans,  fifteen  mother  dead,  thirty-four  father  dead, 
eleven  both  parents  living,  thirty-one  boys  and  thirty-nine  girls.  This  twenty- 
one  years  of  comparison  will  show  you  that  our  population  as  to  numbers 
is  just  about  the  same;  however,  close  observance  will  show  that  we  have 
less  "father  dead"  and  more  "both  parents  living".  This  is  due  to  Social 
Security  which  tends  to  keep  children  out  of  institutions.  The  greatest  need 
today  is  in  the  broken  home  field.  This  service  will  be  recognized  in  our 
new  field. 

Since  we  are  pointing  to  a  new  building  program  our  present  buildings 
will  only  be  kept  in  repair  and  comfortable  living  conditions. 
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Our  boys  and  girls  continue  to  do  well  in  Church,  school  and  in  the 
community.    They  are  well  received  in  the  community  and  like  their  home. 

Mrs.  Whisnant  and  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  who  have  made 
this  work  possible.

REPORT  OF 
SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  GOOD  SAMARITAN  HOSPITAL 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  by  deed  dated  the  6th  day  of  September,  1889  from 
Joseph  R.  Cheshire  to  Theodore  B.  Lyman,  William  E.  Anderson  and 
Richard  N.  Battle,  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  a  trust  was 
declared  "for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining  and  carrying  on  a 
hospital  for  the  benefit  of  the  indigent  poor  colored  inhabitants  of  the 
City  of  Charlotte  and  of  such  other  persons  as  may  be  admitted  to  the 
benefits  of  said  hospital  under  regulations  established  for  the  government 
thereof  from  time  to  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  trust  provided: 

"If  at  any  time  it  shall  become  impossible  or  impracticable 
to  carry  out  the  trusts  hereby  created  according  to  the  trust 
intent  and  purpose  thereof,  then,  upon  such  impossibility  or 
impracticability  being  certified  in  writing  by  said  Board  of 
Managers,  and  also  by  said  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  or  their  suc- 
cessors, to  the  Convention  or  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  or  of  such  Diocese  as  the  City  of  Charlotte  may  at  any 
future  time  be  included  within,  such  Convention  or  Council 
shall  then  be  authorized  to  devote  the  property  of  said  hospital 
to  such  religious  or  charitable  work  as  to  it  may  seem  most 
proper — preference  shall  always  be  given,  as  far  as  practicable, 
to  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  bodily  and  spiritual  welfare  of 
needy  and  helpless  persons  of  the  Negro  race";  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  meeting  in  its  One  Hundred  Forty-Fourth 
Annual  Convention  in  Calvary  Parish,  Tarboro,  North  Carolina,  on  May 
10  and  11,  1960,  duly  adopted  a  certain  resolution  authorizing  and 
empowering  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  convey  the 
real  property  and  equipment  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  Charlotte, 
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North  Carolina,  upon  a  nominal  consideration  to  such  public  authority  as 
shall  appear  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  hospital  and  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  to  be  able  and  willing  to  operate  such  hospital  in  an  efficient 
and  acceptable  manner;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  thereto  the  Bishop  and  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  executed  and  delivered 
under  date  of  the  27th  day  of  June,  1961  their  deed  of  conveyance  to  said 
property  to  the  City  of  Charlotte,  a  municipal  corporation;  and 

WHEREAS,  under  the  terms  of  said  trust,  the  City  of  Charlotte  being 
within  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  there  remains  incumbent  upon  the 
Convention  of  said  Diocese  the  duty  or  obligation  to  devote  the  remaining 
properties  of  said  hospital  to  such  religious  or  charitable  work  as  it  may 
seem  most  proper,  giving  preference,  however,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  the 
purpose  of  promoting  the  bodily  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  needy  and 
helpless  persons  of  the  Negro  race;  and 

WHEREAS,  since  the  date  of  its  incorporation,  namely  the  4th  day 
of  December,  1919,  Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  Incorporated,  an  eleemosy- 
nary non-profit,  non-stock  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  has  acted  as  an  agency  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  and  as  such  may  have  been  the 
recipient  of  gifts  and  devises  for  the  benefit  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  contained  in  the  deed  establishing  this  trust,  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  meeting 
in  its  One  Hundred  Forty-Sixth  Annual  Convention  in  St.  Andrew's  Parish, 
Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  on  May  8  and  9,  1962,  does  hereby  devote 
the  remaining  properties  of  said  hospital  to  the  following  religious  and 
charitable  works: 

(a)  Hospital,  medical  and  surgical  aid  and  assistance  to  or  for 
the  benefit  of  needy  and  helpless  persons  of  the  Negro  race,  resident 
in   the  Diocese   of  North    Carolina   of   the   Protestant   Episcopal 
Church,  preference  being  given,  however,  to  indigent  colored  inhabit- 
ants of  the  City  of  Charlotte;  and 

(b)  Aid  and  assistance  in  making  available  the  services  of 
Chaplains  or  Priests  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  to  members 
of  the  Negro  race,  resident  as  aforesaid,  while  hospitalized  in  a  hospi- 
tal institution  located  in  said  Diocese,  preference  being  given,  how- 
ever, to  indigent  colored  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Charlotte; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  said  properties  be  administered 
in  accordance  with  and  for  said  uses  and  purposes  by  a  Board  of  Governors, 
nine  in  number,  elected  by  the  Convention  of  said  Diocese  upon  the  nomi- 
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nation  of  its  Bishop  for  terms  of  three  years  each  beginning  with  the  date 
of  their  respective  election;  provided,  however,  that  in  order  to  stagger  said 
terms  so  as  to  provide  a  degree  of  continuity  of  management,  this  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-Sixth  Convention  shall,  upon  the  nomination  of  the 
Bishop,  elect  three  members  of  said  Board  of  Governors  for  a  term  of  one 
year  each,  three  members  for  a  term  of  two  years  each,  and  three  members 
for  a  term  of  three  years  each; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  said  Board  of  Governors  shall 
be  accountable  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  and  to  its  Bishop  who 
shall  serve  as  Chairman  Ex  Officio  of  said  Board,  and  shall  be  given  the 
power  by  appointment  to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  occur  in  the  member- 
ship for  the  unexpired  term  or  terms  thereby  created; 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  said  Board  of  Governors  be  and 
they  are  hereby  vested  in  these  respects  with  the  following  powers  and 
authority: 

To  receive,  hold,  manage,  convert,  sell,  assign,  alter,  invest, 
reinvest  and  otherwise  deal  with  the  monies  and  other  properties 
which  are  the  subject  of  this  trust,  as  they  shall  deem  to  be  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  beneficiaries  thereof,  consistent  always  however 
with  the  uses  and  purposes  above  defined; 

To  organize,  if  they  deem  advisable,  a  non-profit,  non-stock 
charitable  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
whose  objects  shall  be  those  purposes  and  uses  above  defined,  of 
which  they  shall  constitute  the  governing  body,  and  to  which  they 
may  transfer  the  monies  and  other  properties  which  are  the  subject 
of  this  trust  and  through  which  the  uses  of  the  trust  as  above 
defined  may  be  accomplished;  if  they  deem  it  advisable  they  may 
use,  in  lieu  thereof,  the  corporate  entity  now  existing  known  as  Good 
Samaritan  Hospital,  Incorporated,  provided  however  that  the  charter 
and  by-laws  thereof  be  amended  to  comply  with  these  resolutions; 
they  are  directed  in  this  regard  to  consult  with  and  be  advised  by 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese;  to  perform  such  other  acts  and  deeds 
either  as  a  Board  of  Governors  or  as  Directors  in  such  Corporation, 
and  on  behalf  of  such  corporation  as  are  consistent  with  the  purposes 
and  uses  above  defined  and  the  contents  of  these  resolutions,  but 
they  at  all  times  shall  be  accountable  as  aforesaid.

REPORT  OF  KANUGA  CONFERENCES,  INCORPORATED 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Kanuga  has  stated  the  purpose  of  Kanuga 
as  being  "an  extension  of  the  Christian  Education  Departments  of  the 
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owning  Dioceses  on  a  summer  level".  In  keeping  with  this  statement,  the 
Reverend  Capers  Satterlee,  D.D.,  Chairman  of  the  Kanuga  Board  of 
Managers,  has  been  in  touch  with  the  representatives  from  the  various 
Dioceses  in  an  effort  to  bring  about  greater  coordination  with  the  Diocesan 
Camps  and  Conferences.  This  action  is  an  indication  that  the  Board  of 
Managers  is  seeking  ways  and  means  to  make  the  Kanuga  program  serve 
the  best  interests  and  needs  of  the  owning  Dioceses.  The  program  at 
Kanuga  is  of  paramount  importance.  Interest  is  evidenced  by  changes  which 
appear  in  the  1962  schedule. 

The  property  at  Kanuga  is  well  managed  by  a  Business  Manager,  Mr. 
Willard  P.  Verduin.  Improvements  are  continually  being  made  and  will 
go  forward  as  money  is  available.  Providing  facilities  and  expanding  the 
program  takes  a  good  deal  of  money.  Kanuga  looks  to  the  owning  Dioceses 
for  support.  Mr.  Edgar  Hartley,  a  communicant  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh, 
joined  the  Kanuga  staff  as  a  full-time  employee.  He  works  with  the  Business 
Manager,  Mr.  Verduin. 

A  new  camp  for  boys  has  been  constructed  and  will  be  ready  for  use  in 
the  summer  of  1962.  This  new  camp  has  its  own  set  of  buildings,  a  lake 
and  other  facilities  and  equipment  which  will  enable  it  to  operate  as  a 
self-contained  unit. 

The  adult  conference  in  1962  will  be  scheduled  as  two  sessions,  each 
complete  in  itself.  A  new  conference  is  being  offered  entitled  "Christian 
Witness".  In  addition,  there  will  be  a  Christian  Drama  Workshop,  a  pre- 
college  conference,  and  a  new  Episcopal  Young  Churchmen's  Leaders'  Con- 
ference. The  National  Conference  for  Church  Workers  Among  the  Deaf 
will  meet  at  Kanuga,  as  well  as  the  people  involved  in  Parish  Day  Schools 
in  the  two  Carolinas  and  Georgia.  The  girls'  camps  and  other  conferences 
remain  very  much  as  in  the  past. 

Problems  of  program,  property  and  finance  occupy  the  time  of  the 
Kanuga  Board.  Changes  and  development  are  in  the  making  in  order  that 
Kanuga  may  serve  the  owning  Dioceses  with  increased  effectiveness.

REPORT  OF  VADE  MECUM  CAMPS  AND  CONFERENCES 

Vade  Mecum  continues  to  serve  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  In 
1961,  there  were  four  camping  periods  for  boys  and  girls,  a  Junior  Choir 
Conference,  a  Junior  High  and  Senior  High  Conference.  There  were  four 
adult  groups,  Laymen,  Churchwomen,  a  Retreat  for  members  of  AA,  and 
a  Clergy  Conference.  More  than  800  persons  participated  in  these 
programs.     In  addition,  youth  groups  from  various  churches   used  Vade 
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Mecum  during  the  weekends  of  April,  May,  September  and  October. 

The  newest  camping  development  at  Vade  Mecum  was  undertaken  by 
the  Senior  Boys'  Camp.  This  group  of  boys  moved  to  the  northwestern 
edge  of  the  camp  property  and  camped  out  there.  Expansion  of  this 
program  is  expected  in  1962. 

A  new  residence  for  the  Director  was  completed  in  the  spring  of  1961. 
Three-quarters  of  the  cost  of  this  dwelling  was  provided  by  the  Winston- 
Salem  Foundation. 

The  Winston-Salem  Foundation  provided  funds  for  a  new  truck  and 
had  extensive  work  done  to  the  septic  tank  systems.  In  addition,  the 
Foundation  is  renovating  the  swimming  pool.  Work  began  in  the  fall  and 
should  be  completed  before  the  middle  of  May. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  present  cabins  used  to  house  the  bulk  of  the 
campers  must  soon  be  replaced.  They  were  built  in  the  early  40's.  The 
Vade  Mecum  Committee  is  studying  this  matter.  Mr.  W.  Glen  Wallace, 
who  specializes  in  the  development  of  camps,  has  visited  Vade  Mecum  and 
has  made  recommendations.  A  special  committee  has  been  studying  Mr. 
Wallace's  recommendations  and  also  buildings  erected  at  other  centers 
similar  to  Vade  Mecum.  Mr.  Ed  Schnedl,  of  Reidsville,  who  designed  the 
Director's  house  is  helping  the  committee  arrive  at  building  plans. 

As  for  finances — chiefly  because  of  the  increase  in  cost  of  food  and 
supplies,  fees  will  be  increased  for  the  1962  season  (the  camps  from  $45  to 
$50).  This  is  still  below  the  price  of  most  camps  but  should  be  sufficient 
to  balance  the  1962  budget. 

Vade  Mecum  Committee  is  deeply  grateful  to  the  clergy  and  laymen 
who  give  their  time  to  make  the  program  possible.  They  are  also  grateful 
to  the  parishes  and  missions  which  release  their  clergymen  in  order  that 
this  important  work  may  be  done.

REPORT  OF  THE  TERRACES 

In  early  1961  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dwight  W.  Winkelman  of  Southern  Pines 
gave  to  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  their  Massachusetts  Avenue  home 
to  be  used  as  a  Conference  Center  by  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  Diocese 
came  into  possession  of  the  property  in  May  of  that  year  and,  under  a 
Board  of  Directors,  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  began  the  conversion  of  the 
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property  from  a  residence  to  a  multi-use  conference  center  and  retreat 
house.  The  center  contains  two  large  conference  rooms,  a  small  dining  room 
and  a  large  dining  porch,  a  chapel,  and  six  bedrooms  which,  arranged  and 
furnished  in  dormitory  style,  can  accommodate  thirty  persons  overnight  and 
up  to  forty-five  persons  for  day  conferences. 

The  center  is  staffed  by  a  resident  hostess,  an  experienced  chef,  and  a 
maid,  all  of  whom  work  on  a  per  diem  basis  with  a  guarantee  of  15  days 
per  month  from  September  through  May.  The  center  will  be  closed  during 
those  months  when  Vade  Mecum  is  in  operation  but  will  be  available  to 
clergy  and  other  diocesan  families  who  would  like  it  for  vacations,  quiet, 
or  study.  No  staff,  however,  is  furnished  at  this  time.  On  an  annual  con- 
tract basis,  taking  the  lowest  of  several  bids,  the  grounds  are  maintained 
by  a  landscape  and  gardening  company. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  center  on  September  1,  1961,  The  Terraces 
has  been  used  by  a  wide  variety  of  groups,  including  the  following:  The 
Bishop  Coadjutor  and  the  Deacons  of  the  Diocese  each  month;  Parish  Life 
Conferences;  Indiana  Institutes;  the  Examining  Chaplains;  the  Board  of 
the  Episcopal  Churchwomen;  Young  People's  groups,  diocesan  and 
parochial;  the  mission  clergy;  Episcopal  Church  worn  en's  District  officers; 
Convocation  meetings  and  Convocation  committees;  retreats;  vestry  meet- 
ings; clericus  groups;  and  two  national  groups. 

The  Board  of  the  Terraces  is  gratified  at  the  use  to  which  the  insti- 
tution has  been  put  in  its  first  year  of  operation,  both  as  to  variety  of  use 
and  extent.  As  the  year  has  progressed,  the  number  of  days  the  center  has 
been  occupied  has  increased  steadily  and  the  outlook  for  the  second  season, 
which  begins  in  September,  is  even  brighter  than  the  first.  The  Board  of 
the  Terraces  is  now  planning  to  initiate  a  number  of  conferences  sponsored 
and  directed  by  the  institution  itself.  Among  these  are  three  retreats,  for 
laymen,  clergy,  and  young  people.  Plans  are  being  discussed  for  a  con- 
ference for  parish  secretaries  and  also  a  series  of  conferences  under  nationally 
recognized  leaders,  both  for  clergy  and  for  faculty  members  of  the  schools, 
colleges  and  universities  of  the  Diocese.  One  of  these  was  held  in  March 
and  met  with  great  success. 

Financially  the  picture  is  bright.  Bishop  Baker  generously  provided 
funds  for  the  conversion  and  furnishing  of  the  property  and  for  operation 
during  the  first  year.  The  center  charges  less  per  day  per  person  than  any 
Church  owned  and  operated  conference  center  in  the  Fourth  Province, 
including  the  conference  center  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina. 
With  greater  use  promised  for  next  year,  it  is  hoped  that  the  cost  per  day 
— with  one  overnight  and  three  meals — can  be  reduced  from  $7.00  to  $6.00 
so  that  the  center  will  be  used  more  by  young  people's  and  college  groups. 
It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  Diocese  will  include  in  its  budget  for  1963 
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an  item  of  $4800.  to  insure  salaries  and  to  provide  a  reasonable  figure  for 
maintenance  of  this  handsome  property.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS 

Since  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Examining  Chaplains — the 
Reverend  Messrs.  R.  Martin  Caldwell,  Jr.,  Moultrie  Guerry,  Robert  L. 
Ladehoff,  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  Thomas  R.  Thrasher,  and  Jacob  A.  Vive- 
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rette,  Jr. — together  with  both  Bishops,  have  met  several  times  for  discussion 
of  plans  and  policies  and  for  examinations. 

At  our  first  meeting,  May  31,  we  adopted  a  general  policy  beginning 
with  the  following  statement: 

"Our  purpose  is  to  give  encouragement,  understanding,  and  help 
to  postulants  and  candidates  in  the  whole  process  of  preparing  for 
the  ministry  and  of  being  initiated  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese  and  of  her  ordained  clergy." 

We  sent  a  letter  and  a  questionnaire  to  all  the  deans  of  our  seminaries 
from  Texas  to  Massachusetts  in  order  to  coordinate  our  work  with  the 
wishes  and  programs  of  the  seminaries.  With  only  one  or  two  exceptions, 
the  deans  favored  the  general  plans  we  expect  to  follow,  namely: 

1.  At  The  Terraces  in  early  September  for  two  to  three  days,  to  meet  all 
postulants  and  candidates  for  the  ministry,  whether  they  have  gone  to  the 
seminary  or  not.  We  will  interview  for  academic  proficiency  and  for  Bible 
content  new  postulants  and  those  who  have  had  one  year  in  a  seminary, 
and  explore  their  experiences  and  problems.  We  will  give  formal  canonical 
examinations  on  subjects  completed  in  two  years  at  the  seminary.  These 
interviews  and  examinations  were  conducted  last  September  in  a  relaxed 
and  friendly  atmosphere,  with  opportunity  for  personal  and  group  acquaint- 
ance and  timely  questions  and  advice. 

2.  At  Ravenscroft  after  Christmas,  to  examine  candidates  in  certain 
subjects  for  which  they  were  not  prepared  in  September.  These  two  meet- 
ings, in  September  and  December,  give  an  opportunity  to  the  Bishops  and 
the  Chaplains  to  discourage  or  to  encourage  the  candidates  as  to  their 
prospects  in  regard  to  the  ministry  long  before  their  anticipated  ordination. 

3.  At  Ravenscroft  or  at  The  Terraces  in  mid-June,  to  hold  final 
examinations,  largely  based  on  the  senior  year's  studies  at  the  seminaries. 

In  addition  to  these  three  regular  meetings  for  examinations  and 
acquaintance,  interviews  are  conducted  by  one  or  more  chaplains  with  men 
who  are  being  considered  by  the  Bishops  for  postulancy.  Moreover,  each 
chaplain  is  given  four  or  five  men  as  his  special  advisees  throughout  their 
period  of  preparation  and  the  beginnings  of  their  ministry. 

These  general  steps  in  our  procedure  are,  of  course,  adjusted  to  special 
cases;  and  we  hope  to  grow  in  grace  and  wisdom  in  the  delicate  process  of 
assisting  our  Bishops,  under  the  Canons,  in  selecting  proper  and  fit  persons 
for  the  sacred  ministry  and  in  initiating  them  effectively  and  affectionately 
into  the  fellowship  of  this  Diocese  as  they  begin  the  labors  for  which  they 
are  to  be  ordained  as  deacons  and  priests  in  the  Great  Church  of  God  and 
of  His  Christ.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CHURCHMAN 

The  work  of  the  Church  is  the  business  of  the  diocesan  magazine  just 
as  it  is  the  business  of  all  diocesan  organizations. 

During  the  past  year  issues  of  The  Churchman  have  attempted  to  por- 
tray something  of  the  work  of  our  Bishops  and  every  major  non-parochial 
group  within  the  Diocese,  relating  such  articles  where  possible  to  the  mean- 
ing of  the  several  seasons  of  the  church  year.  We  have  followed  a  policy 
of  publishing  news  that  may  have  immense  local  interest  only  when  such 
news  is  of  such  general  significance  as  may  inspire  or  may  have  something 
to  teach  others  in  the  Diocese.  We  have  published  news  of  the  arrivals  or 
departures  of  diocesan  clergy  and  other  leadsrs. 

Since  last  summer  when  Miss  Sylbert  Pendleton's  resignation  was  acted 
upon,  our  "professional"  staff  has  consisted  of  a  very  part-time  managing 
editor,  Mr.  Robert  Upton,  who  lays  out  each  issue  in  its  final  form,  and 
a  half-time  business  manager,  Mrs.  William  Duncan,  who  inhabits  the 
Churchman  office  at  Diocesan  Headquarters  on  week-day  mornings,  deal- 
ing with  correspondence,  the  mailing  list,  and  the  mass  of  details  concern- 
ing publication. 

At  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Editors,  all  of  whom  are  volun- 
teers, the  final  copy  of  the  issue  about  to  be  published  is  edited,  and  the 
contents  of  the  following  issue  are  planned  and  assignments  made. 
Unfortunately,  a  seven-week  "lead-time"  is  required  between  planning  each 
issue  and  its  publication.  This  restricts  our  ability  to  publish  news  that 
has  not  become  cold  by  publication  time. 

We  are  particularly  grateful  to  those  to  whom  we  have  assigned  writing 
chores  for  cheerfully  accepting  and  submitting  their  assignments  in  time 
for  publication.  We  are  also  grateful  to  all  clergy  who  are  responding  to 
their  obligation  to  keep  our  mailing  list  of  approximately  1 3,000  names  up 
to  date.  Without  their  frequent  attention  to  this  matter  we  would  have 
to  operate  at  a  deficit  resulting  from  the  expensive  return  of  undeliverable 
issues. 

The  North  Carolina  Churchman  should  serve  and  publicize  the  work 
of  the  Church  all  over  this  Diocese  in  the  best  way  possible.  This  can  be 
done  only  with  your  continuing  help.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIOGRAPHER 

The  Massachusetts  Diocesan  Library  has  published  a  "Guide  for  Parish 
Historians",  by  the  Reverend  John  R.  Dallinger,  which  gives  much  useful 
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information  on  the  preservation  of  all  types  of  parish  records  as  well  as 
how  these  records  can  be  used  in  the  writing  of  parochial  histories.  In  order 
to  encourage  the  clergy  and  laity  to  preserve  their  local  records,  I  have 
secured  a  supply  of  this  "Guide"  which  has  been  mailed  with  a  covering 
letter  to  the  Rector  of  each  parish  in  the  Diocese.  The  importance  of 
preserving  our  parish  records  cannot  be  overemphasized.  Now  that  the 
Historical  Commission  is  engaged  in  writing  a  diocesan  history,  the  value 
of  such  source  materials  is  abundantly  evident.  In  my  letter  to  the  clergy, 
I  have  requested  each  one  to  appoint  a  parish  historian  who  will  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  care  of  parochial  records. 

I  continue  to  receive  requests  for  historical  information  from  persons 
in  and  outside  the  Diocese,  all  of  which  have  been  answered,  some  requiring 
more  research  than  others. 

At  the  last  General  Convention  the  sponsorship  of  the  HISTORICAL 
MAGAZINE  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  was 
transferred  from  General  Convention  to  the  Church  Historical  Society.  In 
the  course  of  the  reorganization  of  the  management  of  the  MAGAZINE, 
I  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Editors.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.  makes  and 
submits  the  following  report: 

1.  The  audit  report  by  the  firm  of  independent  accountants  for  the 
twelve  months  ended  March  31,  1962  has  not  been  completed  as  of  this 
date,  but  will  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

2.  A  statement  by  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank,  Treasurer  of  the 
Foundation,  is  attached  hereto,  showing  existing  assets  and  liabilities,  as 
well  as  the  amount  of  loans  to  missions  and  parishes  outstanding. 

Since  the  making  of  the  report  by  the  Treasurer,  $10,000  has  been 
loaned  to  St.  Titus  Church,  Durham,  N.  C,  and  $4,000  to  the  Holy  Hope 
Mission  at  Rocky  Mount,  therefore  the  amount  of  cash  shown  in  the 
statement  as  $36,489.11  should  be  reduced  by  $14,000,  representing  the 
payments  to  St.  Titus  and  Holy  Hope. 

The  Foundation  had  loans  outstanding  as  of  February  28,  1962  in  the 
amount  of  $264,126.13  to  which  should  be  added  $14,000  covering  the 
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loans  to  St.  Titus  of  Durham  and  Holy  Hope  of  Rocky  Mount,  made  since 
the  preliminary  report  was  issued.  Total  assets  of  the  Foundation  as  of 
March  31,  1962  amount  to  $354,297.15. 

All  requests  for  assistance  which  have  cleared  through  the  Department 
of  Missions,  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  Executive 
Committee  of  this  Foundation,  have  been  paid. 

All  pledges  of  the  Foundation  became  due  in  1958.  The  balance  now 
shows  receivables  of  a  net  amount  of  $86,237.72.  Some  payments  have 
been  made  since  the  last  report.  Efforts  are  still  being  made  to  collect 
unpaid  balances,  and  a  small  amount  from  time  to  time  is  collected.  Also 
included  in  this  item  is  an  insurance  policy  of  $15,000  which  will  be 
received  at  the  death  of  the  donor. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  held  on  November  13,  1961  it  was  decided 
that  the  rate  of  interest  be  increased  to  3%  for  missions  and  3^2%  for 
parishes.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  decided  that  all  commitments 
made  prior  to  this  meeting  would  be  honored  at  the  old  rate,  even  if  the 
notes  had  not  been  signed,  the  Foundation  has  not  received  any  substantial 
benefit  from  the  increased  rates  of  interest.  This  included  those  whose  appli- 
cations were  filed  at  the  November  13  meeting. 

The  term  of  office  of  four  Trustees,  to  wit,  Messrs.  A.  L.  Tyler,  W.  H. 
Ruff  in,  T.  C.  Heyward,  and  Dr.  A.  H.  London,  expires  at  this  time  and 
the  election  of  their  successors  will  be  in  order.  Under  the  Charter  of  the 
Foundation  the  nominations  for  Trustees  must  be  made  by  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal Authority  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.

REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  LAYMEN  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

In  May  of  last  year  the  newly  elected  officers  met  in  Raleigh  with 
Bishop  Baker  to  make  plans  for  the  1961-62  activities. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Episcopal  Laymen  of  this  diocese  should  strive 
for  the  same  objectives  as  defined  by  the  General  Division  of  Laymen's 
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Work  of  the  National  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church.    These  objectives 
are: 

1.  To  DEEPEN  the  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Men  of  the  Church. 

2.  TO  EXTEND  the  impact  of  Christianity  in  our  time. 

3.  To  SUPPORT  the  kind  of  program  the  Church  should  have. 

4.  To  ENLIST  the  special  skills  and  talents  of  the  men. 

To  implement  these  four  areas  of  responsibility  a  16  point  program  was 
adopted.    This  program  included  these  activities: 

1.  Provide  contact  with  each  parish  keyman. 

2.  Furnish  each  parish  with  a  Laymen's  Program  Resource  booklet. 

3.  Conduct  a  census  of  the  skills  and  talents  of  the  laymen  of  this 
diocese. 

4.  Continue  the  Laymen's  Thank  Offering  ingatherings  on  Advent 
Sunday  and  in  May. 

5.  Provide  each  family  in  the  diocese  with  an  Advent  Worship  booklet. 

6.  Establish   regular   communication   for   interested   laymen  with   the 
work  of  the  National  church. 

7.  Send  speakers  to  the  Fall  district  meetings  of  the  Women  of  the 
Diocese. 

8.  Send  delegates  to  the  Laymen's  Training  Course  of  the  General 
Division  of  Laymen's  Work. 

9.  Send  a  delegate  to  the  Provincial  Laymen's  Conference  at  Sewanee. 

10.  Provide  youth  scholarships  to  Vade  Mecum  summer  camps. 

11.  Conduct  clinics  for  vestrymen. 

12.  Stage  a  laymen's  clinic  for  Every  Member  Canvass  training. 

13.  Hold  a  stewardship  conference  at  The  Terraces. 

14.  Have  the  Laymen's  Convention  at  Emmanuel  Church,   Southern 
Pines. 

15.  Hold  lay  readers  clinics. 

16.  Conduct  a  Laymen's  Conference  at  Vade  Mecum. 

Before  giving  a  chronological  report  of  how  this  sixteen  point  program 
was  executed,  a  comment  should  be  made  about  the  1961  Laymen's  Con- 
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ference  held  last  June  at  Vade  Mecum.  The  conference — arranged  by  our 
immediate  past  president  Hyman  Philips,  Jr. — was  an  overwhelming  success. 
Over  60  laymen  were  inspired  by  Capt.  Robert  Jones,  head  of  the  Church 
Army  in  the  United  States,  who  conducted  the  conference  on  the  theme 
of  evangelism. 

At  the  Laymen's  Conference  the  Laymen's  Thank  Offering  disburse- 
ments were  decided  upon  at  a  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Officers  along  with 
Bishop  Baker  and  Bishop  Fraser.     The  disbursements  were:

Shortly  after  the  Vade  Mecum  Conference  the  various  rectors  and 
priests-in-charge  were  asked  to  name  keymen  from  the  parishes  and  missions 
to  serve  as  liaison  between  the  diocesan  organization  and  the  local  congre- 
gations. We  were  successful  in  securing  the  appointment  of  keymen  in  95 
out  of  the  128  parishes  and  missions.  It  would  be  well  for  us  all  to  under- 
stand that  the  keyman  must  of  necessity  be  appointed  by  the  rector  or 
priest-in-charge.  Where  we  were  not  able  to  secure  the  name  of  a  keyman 
from  a  priest  we  have  used  the  senior  warden  as  our  contact  in  the  parish. 

The  area  vice  presidents  then  undertook  to  distribute  directly  to  each 
keyman  the  Parish  Keyman  Kit  which  contained  a  Program  Resource  Guide 
and  other  material  to  help  the  keyman  better  understand  his  role.  This 
was  done  on  a  person-to-person  basis  in  most  instances  and  the  vice  presi- 
dent had  an  opportunity  to  acquaint  the  keyman  with  the  diocesan  lav- 
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men's  program  and  offer  any  assistance  that  was  requested.  This  personal 
contact  between  the  keyman  and  the  area  vice  president  has  been  the  key- 
stone of  our  program  this  year.  It  has  not  worked  perfectly  but  we  believe 
that  the  Church  has  been  notably  strengthened  by  this  phase  of  activity. 

In  September  over  20  laymen  gathered  at  The  Terraces  in  Southern 
Pines  for  a  week-end  of  instruction  on  stewardship  and  these  men  made 
themselves  available  to  each  parish  and  mission  to  discuss  this  vital  sub- 
ject. It  is  no  secret  that  the  diocese  was  facing  disappointing  financial  par- 
ticipation in  carrying  out  the  Church  program.  But  acceptances  by  parishes 
of  their  program  quotas  is  in  1962  at  an  all-time  high.  A  great  share  of 
the  credit  for  this  bright  picture  should  go  to  this  conference  at  The 
Terraces.  Don  Blanton  recruited  the  laymen  and  Lenoir  Shook  was  the 
instructor.  The  stewardship  conference  was  a  joint  venture  of  the  laymen's 
organization  and  the  Department  of  Promotion. 

In  August  a  survey  of  the  skills  and  talents  of  the  laymen  of  this  diocese 
was  undertaken.  Each  rector  and  priest-in-charge  was  requested  to  complete 
a  questionnaire  naming  the  ten  percent  of  his  laymen  whom  he  felt  were 
most  vitally  concerned  with  the  Church  and  had  needed  skills  and  talents. 
This  produced  a  file  of  some  350  names  from  59  parishes  and  missions. 
We  have  reasons  to  believe  that  this  was  the  first  time  such  a  survey  had 
been  attempted  on  a  diocesan  level.  This  survey  has  been  valuable  to  your 
officers  and  it  has  had  the  attention  of  Bishop  Baker  and  is  available  to 
others  as  an  important  resource. 

In  keeping  with  our  theme  to  continue  improving  communications  in 
the  diocese,  each  man  named  in  the  skills  and  talents  survey  was  sent  a 
subscription  to  "Churchways",  a  publication  of  the  National  Council 
devoted  to  keeping  lay  leadership  informed  on  current  matters  of  importance 
to  the  Anglican  Communion.  Although  this  involved  considerable 
expense,  it  is  believed  that  this  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  knowledge 
of  our  lay  leadership  in  this  diocese. 

As  has  been  the  custom  in  past  years,  the  Episcopal  Laymen  provided 
speakers  for  seven  of  the  Fall  district  meetings  of  the  Episcopal  Church- 
women.  The  material  for  the  talks  was  supplied  by  the  Rev.  James  Beck- 
with,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Promotion.  Laymen  who  accepted 
this  responsibility  were  Bill  Wells  of  Chapel  Hill,  Jim  Holt  of  Charlotte, 
Ken  Knight  of  Raleigh,  William  Joslin  of  Raleigh,  Lenoir  Shook  of  Tar- 
boro,  Frank  Herbert  of  Albemarle  and  James  Zeller  of  Greensboro. 

On  Sunday,  November  17,  some  89  laymen  from  throughout  the  diocese 
met  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  High  Point,  to  attend  our  annual  Every 
Member  Canvass  Clinic  which  is  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Promotion.  The  speaker  was  Huntington  Hanchett  whose  presence 
was  made  possible  by  the  National  Council.  Arrangements  were  efficiently 
handled  by  Vice  President  Charles  Blanchard. 
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Advent  Sunday  (December  3rd)  was  the  first  ingathering  of  the  Lay- 
men's Thank  Offering.  The  second  ingathering  is  to  be  held  during  the 
month  of  May.  Due  to  the  timing  of  this  report  it  is  impossible  to  give 
accounting  of  the  two  ingatherings  but  preliminary  information  indicates 
that  when  the  disbursements  of  the  L.T.O.  are  made  in  June  they  will  be 
higher  than  ever  before  due  in  great  measure  to  the  educational  efforts 
expended  by  Laymen  Thank  Offering  Custodian  Lenoir  G.  Shook. 

Secretary  H.  G.  Nicholson  in  two  prior  years  has  taken  the  initiative 
in  publishing  an  Advent  Worship  Booklet  which  was  distributed  to  families 
throughout  the  Diocese.  The  Episcopal  Laymen  have  made  contributions 
to  the  cost.  This  year,  instead  of  a  separate  booklet,  this  emphasis  on 
Advent  Worship  was  combined  with  the  Advent  issue  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Churchman,  which  is  published  by  The  Department  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation. 

In  January  there  were  two  vestrymen  clinics.  At  Christ  Church,  Char- 
lotte, 80  vestrymen  met  and  a  week  later  at  St.  Michael's  Church,  Raleigh, 
70  vestrymen  met  to  hear  lectures  that  oriented  them  to  their  tasks  in  this 
important  area  of  lay  leadership.  The  Rev.  Edwin  Jeffress,  director  of  the 
Department  of  Christian  Education,  worked  very  closely  with  the  Reverends 
Peter  Robinson,  Charles  R.  Greene,  T.  Eugene  Bollinger  and  James  Beck- 
with  in  arranging  an  interesting  agenda.  Those  vestrymen  attending  were 
fortunate  to  have  Bishop  Fraser  conclude  the  Charlotte  clinic  and  Bishop 
Baker  climax  the  Raleigh  meeting. 

In  February  there  were  two  lay  readers  clinics  with  a  total  attendance 
of  over  one  hundred.  The  clinic  at  Grace  Church,  Lexington,  was  attended 
by  50  lay  readers  of  whom  43  expressed  interest  in  a  future  study  and  train- 
ing course.  The  clinic  at  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  was  attended  by  40  of 
whom  27  expressed  interest  in  future  study  and  training.  This  course  is 
expected  to  be  made  available  soon.  It  will  be  largely  accomplished  on 
the  parish  level  with  probably  four  or  five  sessions  on  the  convocation  level 
and  possibly  extended  sessions  at  Vade  Mecum.  This  lay  readers  clinic 
and  subsequent  educational  program  is  the  result  of  the  determined  leader- 
ship of  Edwin  Schnedl  and  clergy  members  of  the  Department  of  Christian 
Education. 

The  28th  annual  convention  of  the  Episcopal  Laymen  was  held  at 
Emmanuel  Church,  Southern  Pines,  with  232  laymen  registered  as  attend- 
ing. The  convention  opened  with  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion 
conducted  in  memory  of  116  laymen  of  this  diocese  who  have  entered  into 
the  Church  Expectant.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Richard  H.  Baker  was  the  celebrant  at 
the  service.  He  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Martin  Caldwell,  rector  of  the 
host  parish.  After  a  welcome  by  John  F.  Pottle,  President,  Men  of 
Emmanuel  there  were  reports  from  the  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Laymen's 
Thank  Offering  Custodian  and  the  President  of  the  Episcopal  Laymen  of 
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the  Diocese.    Newly  elected  officers,  who  will  be  installed  at  the  Laymen's 
Conference  at  Vade  Mecum  on  June  24,  are:

An  invitation  to  hold  the  29th  annual  convention  at  Good  Shepherd, 
Rocky  Mount,  was  accepted.  The  convention  was  concluded  with  remarks 
by  Bishop  Baker. 

Subsequent  to  this  report,  but  before  the  present  officers  are  succeeded 
by  those  elected  at  the  convention  at  Southern  Pines,  several  events  will 
occur  in  the  Episcopal  Laymen  program. 

The  week-end  of  June  14th  Don  P.  Blanton  will  represent  the  diocese 
at  the  Fourth  Province  Laymen's  Conference  to  be  held  at  Sewanee.  This 
event  will  combine  the  Provincial  Laymen's  Training  Conference,  conducted 
in  recent  years  by  the  General  Division  of  Laymen's  Work,  and  the  Fourth 
Province  Laymen's  Conference,  traditionally  held  at  Sewanee  each  summer. 

Also,  Treasurer  Frank  Baldwin  will  write  a  check  to  the  Vade 
Mecum  Fund  for  two  scholarships  for  youths  who>  are  unable  to  attend 
without  assistance.  As  a  matter  of  explanation,  this  is  a  practice  of  many 
years  standing  and  it  started  as  means  of  the  laymen  expressing  their  appre- 
ciation to  the  staff  of  Vade  Mecum  for  their  efforts  in  providing  arrange- 
ments for  our  annual  laymen's  conference. 

On  June  22nd  the  annual  Laymen's  Conference  will  be  held  at  Vade 
Mecum.  Vice  President  Luke  D.  Drury,  Jr.,  has  arranged  an  attractive 
program  including  addresses  by  The  Very  Reverend  Richard  H.  Wilmer, 
Jr.,  Dean  of  Berkeley  Divinity  School,  New  Haven,  Connecticut;  Mr.  Doug-- 
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las  C.  Turnbull,  Vice  President  of  the  B.  and  O.  Railroad;  and  Mr.  George 
Esser,  Assistant  Director  of  the  Institute  of  Government,  Chapel  Hill,  and 
executive  secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Structure  and  Organization  Committee. 
During  the  Conference  allocations  of  the  Laymen's  Thank  Offering  will 
be  decided  by  the  officers  of  the  Laymen's  organization  with  the  advice 
of  Bishop  Baker  and  Bishop  Fraser.  Bishop  Baker  will  also  install  the 
newly  elected  officers. 

The  Episcopal  Laymen's  organization  has  one  representative  on  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese.  Your  president  has  been  that  repre- 
sentative and  has  been  assigned  by  Bishop  Baker  to  the  Department  of 
Finance,  where  many  encouraging  things  have  been  happening. 

Throughout  the  year  the  activities  of  the  laymen's  organization  have 
been  publicized  by  Executive  Committeeman  Charles  Manchester,  who  has 
been  most  effective  in  providing  this  public  information  to  the  press  and 
radio. 

The  organization  is  in  excellent  financial  condition.  This  is  due  to 
the  excellent  efforts  of  Treasurer  Frank  Baldwin,  who  has  worked  patiently 
but  persistently  with  the  necessary  fiscal  matters. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  mention  of  the  time,  under- 
standing and  interest  given  to  the  laymen's  activities  by  Bishop  Baker; 
Bishop  Fraser;  the  Rev.  Edwin  Jeffress,  director  of  Christian  Education; 
the  Rev.  James  Beckwith,  chairman  of  Department  of  Promotion;  and  the 
Rev.  John  S.  Spong,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education; 
and  the  many  priests  throughout  the  diocese.

REPORT  OF 
THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 

Since  the  Diocesan  Convention  affords  the  Pension  Committee  its  only 
opportunity  to  report  on  the  affairs  of  the  Pension  Fund,  we  are  glad  to 
be  able  to  submit  this  report  for  the  information  of  the  clerical  and  lay 
delegates. 

1.  In  previous  years,  the  Committee  has  called  attention  to  the  serious 
situation  which  results  if  pension  fund  payments  are  allowed  to 
become  delinquent.  We  would  like  to  emphasize  again  that  these 
payments  should  preferably  be  made  promptly  when  due.  On  Jan- 
uary 1,  1962  all  accounts  had  been  paid  in  full  except  those  from 
eleven  parishes  and  missions,  with  the  account  of  only  one  clergy- 
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man  being  credited  with  less  than  six  months  assessments  for  1961. 
This  represents  a  better  condition  than  we  reported  to  the  1961 
Convention  but  does  not  represent  the  situation  as  it  should  be  as 
all  accounts  should  be  paid  in  full. 

2.    The  Church  Pension  Fund  has  reported  grants  in  force  as  of  March 
27,  1962  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  follows: 
Clergymen   (13)  $22,318.44 

Widows  (16)  18,907.08 

Orphans  None 


Total     $41,225.52 

The  grants  reported  at  this  time  are  $1,749.52  greater  than  at  the 
same  time  last  year  even  though  the  number  of  participating  clergy- 
men and  widows  is  slightly  less. 

Grants  currently  being  made  in  the  Diocese  average  $1,716.80  for 
the  clergy  and  $1,181.69  for  widows.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
only  three  of  our  clergy  are  receiving  less  than  the  prescribed 
minimum  of  $1800,  and  only  two  widows  less  than  the  minimum  of 
$900. 

3.  On  a  Church-wide  basis,  the  retirement  and  disability  pensions  are 
now  60  per  cent  of  average  salary  for  those  ordained  at  normal  ages. 
The  widows'  pensions,  depending  on  years  of  her  married  life  with 
him  in  his  active  ministry;  and  the  minor  children's  benefits  are 
$360.00  to  $600.00  a  year  depending  upon  age  bracket.  Pensions 
less  than  these  figures  result  from: 

a.  Salary  averaging  under  $1,500.00. 

b.  Ordination  at  age  40  or  later. 

c.  Discontinuous  assessment  payments. 

d.  Period  of  deposition. 

e.  Very  late  marriage. 

A  total  of  3023  persons  received  pensions  and  other  benefits  from 
the  Church  Pension  Fund  for  a  distribution  of  $4,106,167  in  1961. 
Approximately  one  half  of  the  resources  needed  for  these  payments 
came  from  the  assessments  and  the  other  half  was  produced  by 
investments. 

4.  The  rate  of  the  assessment  is  being  continued  at  15%  as  authorized 
by  1958  General  Convention  at  which  time  the  benefits  were 
increased  by  20%.  The  1961  General  Convention  approved  an 
increase  in  the  minimum  benefit  to  widows  from  $900  to  $1200 
beginning  in  1962. 
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As  we  have  done  in  previous  years,  we  heartily  commend  to  each 
of  our  clergy  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Pension  Fund  which 
represents  an  appreciable  share  of  the  budget  of  each  parish  and 
mission.  It  is  important  to  know  the  objectives  of  the  Fund  and 
the  benefits  which  are  provided.  It  is  also  important  to  know  of 
the  other  services  which  the  Pension  Fund  is  in  a  position  to  render. 

The  Committee  encourages  all  clergy  and  lay  leaders  to  insist  that 
the  assessments  be  paid  promptly  and  that  they  not  be  deferred 
except  in  extreme  cases.  The  Committee  stands  ready  to  serve  in 
connection  with  any  problems  which  may  arise  concerning  matters 
involving  the  Pension  Fund.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  CHURCH  MUSIC 

The  Commission  on  Church  Music  sees  its  function  primarily  in  terms 
of  assisting  local  parish  and  mission  clergy  and  congregations  in  achieving 
the  type  of  music  program  that  they  feel  will  best  suit  their  worship  and 
educational  needs.  The  Commission,  therefore,  through  its  members  who 
are  professional  church  musicians  and  its  interested  clergy  members,  offers 
its  services  to  the  Diocese. 

During  the  past  year  we  continued  our  Junior  Choir  Conference  at  Vade 
Mecum  with  a  good  and  widespread  attendance.  In  order  to  determine 
whether  we  are  meeting  local  needs,  we  sponsored  a  Conference  of  Junior 
Choir  Directors  at  the  Terraces  last  February,  with  28  in  attendance.  The 
results  of  this  winter  conference  will  be  reflected  at  Vade  Mecum  next 
June.  One  of  our  plans  is  to  invite  Junior  Choir  directors  to  come  to  this 
Vade  Mecum  Conference  as  observers,  to  see  other  church  musicians  in 
action  and  to  consult  with  them. 

During  the  past  year  members  of  the  Commission  have  served  as  con- 
sultants to  several  churches  facing  the  purchase  of  a  new  organ,  or  who 
were  seeking  to  provide  enough  room  for  an  organ  in  the  new  church 
they  are  building.  The  Commission  Chairman  also  serves  as  a  "placement 
bureau"  for  organists  wishing  full-time  positions  in  this  Diocese  and  for 
parishes  that  wish  to  know  of  such. 

There  are  strong  requests  from  all  sides  that  the  Commission  sponsor 
an  adult  Conference  Relating  Worship  and  Music.     Plans  are  proceeding 
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to  bring  to  the  Diocese  a  nationally  known  leader  capable  of  offering  us 
real  help  in  this  area. 

Commission  members  are  available  to  conduct  a  local  School  of  Music 
or  to  speak  to  parish  groups  on  church  music,  hymnology,  chanting,  etc. 
Commission  members  will  be  happy  to  serve  as  advisers  to  local  music 
directors  who  seek  our  help. 

The  Commission  does  not  sponsor  local  or  area  services  or  choir  festi- 
vals; however,  we  do  encourage  local  directors  to  undertake  these.  We  do 
from  time  to  time  at  the  request  of  the  Diocesan  authority  arrange  the 
music  for  Diocesan  services. 

We  want  every  minister  and  congregation  to  know  that  we  are  available 
to  help  in  the  development  of  your  music  program  at  your  request.

REPORT  OF  RADIO  AND  TELEVISION  COMMISSION 

There  is  a  sense  of  urgency  in  the  reach  of  the  Church  today.  Even  if 
the  personal  contact  of  all  of  our  missionaries  could  be  multiplied  one 
hundredfold,  millions  would  still  be  born,  live  and  die  without  once  having 
heard  of  the  Love  of  God.  But  within  the  next  two  or  three  years,  inter- 
continental television  will  place  these  millions  in  a  position  not  only  to 
hear,  but  also  to  see  as  well  the  living  message  of  God.  When  that  day 
arrives,  the  Church  must  be  ready. 

The  Radio-TV  Commission  continues  to  serve  as  a  clearing  house  for 
available  radio  and  television  programs.  The  sources  of  programs  are  pri- 
marily from  the  Division  of  Radio-TV  of  the  National  Council  and  the 
Episcopal  Radio-TV  Foundation.  A  large  number  of  hours  are  now  being 
made  available,  gratis,  by  the  radio-TV  stations  in  this  Diocese.  More 
time  is  available  for  the  asking.    Currently,  30  stations  in  the  Diocese  of 
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North  Carolina  are  carrying  the  1962  Episcopal  Hour,  along  with  400  other 
stations  and  the  Armed  Forces  Network.  We  are  grateful  that  the  Church- 
women  of  North  Carolina  have  continued  to  make  an  annual  gift  of  $500. 
to  the  Episcopal  Radio-TV  Foundation,  half  of  which  is  used  by  the 
Foundation  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

The  most  potential  area  in  the  Church  radio-TV  venture  is  the  attempt 
of  the  Episcopal  Radio-TV  Foundation  to  produce  a  television  series  of  13 
films  for  the  Church  and,  if  successful,  this  will  be  the  first  television  series 
for  the  Episcopal  Church.  Only  lack  of  finances  slows  this  endeavor.  The 
pilot  film,  ''Track  1 3'%  is  now  completed  and  is  being  used  to  raise  funds. 

Again  we  remind  you  that  local  placement  of  programs  is  our  only  way 
of  functioning.  If  the  Episcopal  Church  is  to  be  on  the  air  in  North  Caro- 
lina, you  must  seek  the  local  station  time.  A  variety  of  programs,  both 
radio  and  TV,  are  available  for  your  use:

A  letter  was  written  to  all  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  urging  them  to  make 
every  effort  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  their  members  who  are  on  active 
duty  with  the  Armed  Forces.    We  offered  the  Armed  Forces  Prayer  Book 
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and  the  Church  Service  Cross  free  to  all  those  who  would  apply.  We  also 
suggested  a  tract  rack  to  set  up  in  any  military  installation  in  which  our 
Clergy  might  be  able  to  serve. 

We  have  a  supply  of  Crosses  and  Prayer  Books  on  hand  free  for  those 
who  would  like  to  have  them. 

We  have  had  a  conference  during  the  year  with  an  Officer  from  the 
Armed  Forces  Division  of  the  National  Council  about  the  work  of  the 
Commission  in  the  Diocese. 

We  have  also  had  interviews  with  a  number  of  persons  seeking  employ- 
ment as  Chaplain  in  the  Regular  Service  and  the  Reserve  and  the  National 
Guard.  Last  vear  we  had  three  Episcopal  Chaplains  on  duty  with  the 
30th  Infantry  Division  NCARNG. 

We  hope  to  attend  the  first  National  Conference  of  Chairmen  of 
Armed  Service  Commissions  at  Seabury  House  in  June.

REPORT  OF 
DIOCESAN  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH 

1961-62  was  a  year  of  great  accomplishment  at  the  University  of  the 
South — a  year  which  we  can  review  with  much  satisfaction.  It  marked  the 
completion  of  the  building  program  begun  several  years  ago  when  the  Juhan 
Gymnasium  and  All  Saints  Chapel  were  completed.  During  the  past  year 
the  Alexander  Guerry  Memorial  Building  has  been  dedicated  and  in  between 
have  come  the  reconstruction  and  expansion  of  St.  Luke's  and  Walsh- 
Ellett,  Sewanee  Inn  and  Claramount  and  several  houses  for  married  students. 
Now  that  this  outstanding  program  of  modernizing  the  physical  facilities 
has  been  accomplished,  it  is  natural  that  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  has 
turned  to  the  question  of  priority  for  the  next  round  of  buildings  and  other 
action  for  the  proper  development  of  your  University.  A  special  commit- 
tee on  expansion  met  during  the  year  and  reported  its  findings  to  the 
Trustees  at  the  meeting  in  June  1961. 

The  Trustees  decided  that  it  was  desirable  to  complete  additional 
needed  buildings  before  the  implementation  of  other  possible  lines  of 
expansion.  This  order  of  precedence  was  established:  first,  an  all-purpose 
building  for  Sewanee  Military  Academy   (cost  approximately  $500,0Q0.); 
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a  new  library  building  ($1,500,000);  an  expansion  of  science  facilities  by 
connecting  Carnegie  Hall  with  Walsh-Ellett  and  construction  of  a  new 
wing  ($500,000.);  and  a  new  kitchen-dining  hall  with  faculty  common 
room  plus  conversion  of  Gailor  from  its  present  status  to  all  dormitory 
facilities  ($500,000.).  After  this  the  expansion  program  could  involve  the 
establishment  of  a  coordinate  college  for  women  (cost  approximately 
$7,500,000.);  a  separate  new  college  for  men  ($6,500,000.);  two  year 
medical  college  ($2,000,000.);  law  school  ($2,000,000.);  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  three-year  course  of  study  for  college  juniors  leading  to  the 
Master's  degree  ($2,000,000.). 

The  Right  Reverend  Charles  C.  J.  Carpenter,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Ala- 
bama, was  elected  Chancellor  of  the  University.  At  the  Trustees  meeting 
also  the  Trustees  voted  overwhelmingly  for  the  explicit  assertion  of  the 
principle  that  there  are  no  racial  barriers  to  admission  to  any  branch  of 
the  University,  including  Sewanee  Military  Academy.  Since  that  time 
steps  have  been  taken  which  apparently  will  ultimately  lead  to  removal 
of  all  barriers  insofar  as  students,  their  parents  and  guests  of  the  University 
are  concerned  for  the  use  of  Claramont  Restaurant  and  the  Sewanee  Inn. 

The  University  of  the  South  today  is  truly  one  of  the  great  universities 
of  the  country.  Much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  last  decade,  physical 
facilities  improved,  endowment  increased  and  many  churches  have  begun 
the  program  of  contributing  $1  per  communicant  per  year.  Contributions 
in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  have  approximated  44  cents  per  com- 
municant per  year. 

We  should  remember  that  Sewanee  is  our  university  and  it  remains  the 
only  one  wholly  owned  and  operated  by  the  Episcopal  Church.  As  the 
Vice  Chancellor  so  aptly  expressed  it,  "Sewanee  is  not  just  church  related 
nor  church  connected — it  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  church  as  the  National 
Council  or  the  General  Convention."  The  only  way  in  which  Sewanee 
can  continue  to  grow  and  continue  a  position  of  leadership  is  through  the 
help  of  each  of  us. 

During  1961  the  Trustees  were  saddened  at  the  death  of  Major-General 
Joseph  Dalton,  long  time  Trustee  of  the  University  from  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  and  former  Commandant,  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 
General  Dalton  had  contributed  much  to  the  school  and  his  influence  will 
be  long  felt.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE 
EPISCOPAL  HOME  FOR  THE  AGEING,  INC. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  announce  that  unless  something  unforeseen  develops 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  will  have  a  Home  for  the  Ageing  in  1963. 
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Mr.  Walter  N.  Hobbs,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  has  reported 
that  plans  have  been  completed  and  bids  requested.  It  is  hoped  that  con- 
tracts will  be  awarded  and  work  begun  in  the  near  future. 

Roughly,  as  of  May  1,  1962  we  had  cash  in  the  Building  Fund  of 
$198,737.00  and  uncollected  pledges  of  $150,404.86.  It  is  estimated  to 
start  the  Home  free  of  debt  the  Finance  committee  will  need  an  additional 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  They  have  been  assured  these  funds  will 
be  available  through  the  FHA  or  a  local  bank. 

A  request  for  another  drive  is  not  contemplated,  but  Mr.  T.  F.  South- 
gate  and  his  committee  through  friends  in  the  Diocese  hope  to  reduce  this. 
To  start  the  Home  with  a  heavy  indebtedness,  carrying  charges  and  amorti- 
zation would  have  to  be  added  to  the  monthly  payments  of  the  guests.  This 
would  be  regrettable.  More  than  sixty  applicants  have  applied  for  the 
Home  and  if  funds  were  available  a  sixty  unit  Home  would  be  desirable. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  appointed  an  Executive  Committee  and 
the  members  were  divided  into  the  following  sub-committees:  Building, 
Finance,  Fund  raising,  Furnishings,  Legal,  Memorials,  Operation,  Spiritual 
Counseling  and  Publicity.  The  Board  approved  the  building  plans  and 
plans  for  the  operation  of  the  Home,  as  submitted  by  the  Committees. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  MacDougall  were  employed  for  one  year  to  serve  as 
Administrators.  They  established  temporary  offices  for  the  Home  at  110 
East  Pennsylvania  Ave.,  Southern  Pines,  N.  C. 

The  Legal  Committee  recommended  Mr.  Howard  C.  Broughton,  as 
attorney  for  the  Home,  and  Mr.  Broughton  was  appointed. 

The  Building  Committee  has  received  the  plans  from  Mr.  Louis  Asbury, 
the  architect,  and  they  have  requested  a  number  of  contractors  to  submit 
bids.    Ground  breaking  services  were  held  March  4,  1962. 

The  Publicity  Committee  is  planning  a  monthly  paper  to  keep  the 
Diocese  informed  on  points  of  interest  and  progress  of  the  Home. 

This  Sunday,  May  13,  is  Mother's  Day.  Funds  from  this  offering  are 
set  aside  to  be  used  to  help  defray  expenses  of  deserving  guests  who  need 
financial  help.  These  offerings  as  well  as  all  pledges  for  the  Home  should 
be  sent  direct  to  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  N.  L.  Hodgkins,  c/o  Citizens  Bank  & 
Trust  Co.,  Southern  Pines,  N.  C.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BISHOPS'  ADDRESSES 

The  Committee  on  the  Bishops'  Addresses  reaffirms  along  with  Bishop 
Baker  that  unity  of  goal  and  purpose  is  a  basic  condition  of  Christian 
witness.  We  commend  to*  the  Convention  the  efforts  and  interest  of 
Bishop  Baker  in  the  direction  of  long-range  planning  in  order  to  define  and 
establish  an  overall,  clearly  articulated  purpose  and  goal  for  our  Diocese. 
We  recommend  that  full  publicity  be  given  all  study  and  recommendations 
in  this  area  and  that  the  Executive  Council  receive  progress  reports  for 
referral  to  the  Convention  in  order  that  our  Diocese  may  be  fully  informed 
as  progress  is  made  in  this  direction. 

Bishop  Baker  is  to  be  commended  for  his  leadership  in  the  establishment 
of  a  Retreat  Association.  We  strongly  urge  full  participation  in  the  services 
offered  by  this  Association.  We  note  with  gratitude  Bishop  Baker's  concern 
for  the  ill-informed  and  divisive  efforts  of  extremist  groups  to  discredit  the 
clergy  of  this  nation  in  the  name  of  patriotism.  With  gratitude  for  his 
insight  and  awareness  we  recommend  to  all  members  of  the  Convention 
and  Diocese  a  careful  study  of  the  basic  tenets  of  the  Christian  religion  and 
Marxist  communism,  to  which  our  religion  is  irreconcilablv  opposed.  We 
further  recommend  that  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CHURCHMAN  be 
instructed  to  prepare  articles  on  the  National  Council  of  Churches  in  order 
that  this  body  and  its  functions  may  be  more  fully  understood  in  our 
Diocese. 

It  is  carrying  coals  to  Newcastle  to  compliment  further  the  monumental 
work  accomplished  by  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization.  Let 
us  merely  add  our  grateful  thanks  to  those  already  recorded  by  the  Con- 
vention and  affirm  the  action  of  this  Convention  in  voting  to  employ  a 
Business  Manager. 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  commend 
Bishop  Baker  for  his  visio.n  and  leadership  in  the  appointment  of  and 
cooperation  with  this  significant  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization. 

The  Committee  on  the  Bishops'  Addresses  is  favorably  impressed  with 
the  incisive  clarity  with  which  our  Bishop  Coadjutor  has  spelled  out  the 
problems  and  resources  of  our  Diocese  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Shifting  population  patterns  in  our  State  are  causing  deprivations  in 
some  areas  and  an  embarrassment  of  riches  in  other  areas.  We  note 
with  concern  the  problems  posed  in  the  field  of  missions  where 
inadequate  groundwork  has  been  pointing  up  the  need  for  long- 
range  planning  based  on  adequate  survey  and  standards.  We  urge 
this  Convention  to  support  the  proposed  canonical  changes  wherebv 
the  numerical  requirements  for  the  establishment  of  missions  will 
more  closely  agree  with  the  reality  of  the  situation  in  the  Diocese. 
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2.  We  are  deeply  gratified  with  the  Bishop  Coadjutor's  report  on  the 
resurgence  of  vitality  in  the  Negro  congregations  of  our  Diocese. 

3.  The  field  of  college  work  in  our  Diocese  as  described  by  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  requires  our  increasing  support.  In  an  area  where  there 
is  such  a  concentration  of  colleges  five  full-time  chaplains  hardly 
constitutes  an  aggressive  program.  This  department  urgently  requires 
additional  funds. 

4.  A  like  note  may  be  struck  in  response  to  Bishop  Fraser' s  report  on 
the  new  hospital  projected  for  Butner.  Far  from  creating  a  new 
situation  this  hospital  will  only  intensify  the  problem  already  exist- 
ent in  the  Durham-Chapel  Hill  medical  centers.  It  seems  obvious 
that  the  appointment  of  at  least  one  full-time  Episcopal  hospital 
chaplain  is  imperative. 

In  all  of  these  matters  Bishop  Fraser  is  apparently  well  aware  that 
realistic  planning  requires  carefully  gleaned  information.  Therefore,  BE 
IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  urge  and  if  need  be,  authorize  the 
employment  of  an  accredited  agent  or  agency  for  such  time  as  required  in 
order  to  make  a  diocesan  survey  for  the  purpose  of  informing  our  efforts 
in  a  total  long-range  planning  program. 

In  conclusion,  we  earnestly  ask  this  Convention  to  lay  to  heart  the 
final  recommendations  of  our  Bishop  Coadjutor.  These  recommendations 
are  threefold  in  nature: 

1.  That  we  rise  to  the  challenge  of  stewardship  on  a  broader  basis  than 
ever  before. 

2.  That  we  coordinate  our  financial  resources. 

3.  That  each  communicant  of  the  Church  accept  his  inherent  obli- 
gation as  an  active  evangelist. 

The  first  two  items  concerning  stewardship  and  coordination  of  financial 
resources  will  either  form  the  material  basis  for  meeting  the  challenge  facing 
our  Diocese  or  they  will  be  the  constantly  limiting  factors  forcing  us  to 
continue  to  put  out  small  fires,  and  render  any  long-range  plan  impotent. 
If  we  accept  these  recommendations  we  commit  ourselves  to  their  imple- 
mentation. 

Finally,  evangelism  as  pointed  out  by  Bishop  Fraser  is  the  business  of 
every  communicant  since  it  is  the  true  business  of  our  Church.  The  rein- 
volvement  of  disaffected  Episcopalians  and  the  proselyting  of  disenchanted 
members  of  other  bodies  are  not  enough.  The  Church's  mission  is  to  all 
the  unchurched.    We  enjoin  this  body  to  accept  the  Christian  imperative. 
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BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  offer  to  our  Diocesan  Bishop 
and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  the  assurance  of  our  loyalty  and  hereby  re-commit 
ourselves  to  a  prayerful  support  of  their  leadership.

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MISCELLANEOUS  REPORTS 

This  Committee  has  received  reports  from:  The  Standing  Committee, 
the  Chancellor,  the  Executive  Council,  the  Treasurer,  The  North  Carolina 
Churchman  and  the  Examining  Chaplains. 

The  Committee  commends  the  work  of  all  these  officials  and  agencies 
in  the  life  of  the  Diocese  as  reflected  in  their  reports. 

The  Committee  unanimously  and  wholeheartedly  wishes  to  praise  the 
editor  and  the  entire  board  of  The  North  Carolina  Churchman,  as  well  as 
all  others  who  contributed  to  the  magazine  during  the  past  year.  Under 
the  editorship  of  The  Reverend  Huntington  Williams,  Jr.,  The  Churchman 
was  of  a  superior  quality,  and  provided  the  reader  not  only  an  account  of 
the  work  and  activities  of  the  Diocese,  but  also  offered  several  splendid 
articles  of  Christian  instruction  and  enlightenment.  In  particular  did  this 
Committee  note  The  Churchman  s  call  to  worship. 

The  Committee  recognizes  the  propriety  of  the  Executive  Council's 
rescinding  its  own  action  of  June  1960  which  had  bound  it  to  inaction  in 
the  area  of  race  relations  without  the  specific  approval  of  each  Convention. 
The  Committee  wishes  to  commend  the  Council  for  the  support  and 
encouragement  it  has  given  to  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organi- 
zation. 

The  Committee  asks  that  in  future  reports  from  the  Executive  Council 
to  this  Committee  that  there  be  more  detail.  While  the  Committee  does 
not  question  the  collection,  discharge  and  arrangements  of  the  moneys  of 
the  Diocese  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  it  does  question  the  fact 
that  the  report  received  from  the  Council  did  not  include  any  substantial 
departmental  plans,  ideas  or  needs  of  any  importance.  While  financial 
matters  are  a  proper  concern  of  the  Council,  so  also  is  the  program  of  the 
church.  This  Committee  would  like  the  report  from  the  Executive  Council 
to  include  in  more  detail  some  of  its  discussions  of  the  program  of  the 
church. 
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However,  this  Committee  is  pleased  that  each  department  of  the 
Diocese  has  been  given  time  at  this  Convention  to  report  on  each  program. 
Furthermore,  we  note  with  pleasure  the  Resolutions  offered  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Structure  and  Organization  and  the  Canons  passed  by  the  Con- 
vention as  a  result  thereof. 

The  new  plans  and  policies  adopted  by  the  Examining  Chaplains  are 
most  commendable.  In  particular  does  this  Committee  take  note  of  the 
scheduling  of  many  examinations  and  conferences  with  the  postulants  long 
before  the  anticipated  time  of  ordination. 

Finally,  in  receiving  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Committee 
recommends  to  the  Convention  that  it  make  an  official  resolution  of  appre- 
ciation for  the  splendid  manner  in  which  the  office  under  the  faithful 
devotion  of  Mr.  Basil  L.  Sherrill  has  conducted  the  affairs  and  kept  accurate 
account  of  so  many  varied  funds.

2.  The  Murdoch  Memorial  Society. 

3.  The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Foundation,  Inc. 

Your  Committee  finds  all  these  reports  to  be  in  order  and  offers  the 
following  Resolution: 

"WHEREAS  this  Convention  has  accepted  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization  to  redistribute  the  responsibilities 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  permit  a  more  equitable  distribution  of 
their  work  load,  and 
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"WHEREAS,  despite  this  ever-increasing  work  load  on  the  Trustees 
over  the  past  fifteen  years  until  it  has  become  extremely  burdensome,  these 
Trustees  have  unselfishly  given  more  and  more  of  their  time  and  talent, 

"Now  therefore,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  give  a  vote 
of  Commendation  to  our  present  Trustees,  and  those  who  have  served 
before  them,  for  their  devoted  and  untiring  efforts  in  the  performance  of 
a  most  difficult  assignment." 

Your  Committee  also  had  referred  to  it  the  Report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  Charlotte.

ties of  said  hospital  to  such  religious  or  charitable  work  as  to  it  may  seem 
most  proper — preference  shall  always  be  given,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  the 
purpose  of  promoting  the  bodily  and  spiritual  welfare  of  needy  and  help- 
less persons  of  the  Negro  race;  and  that  the  corpus  and  income  of  the  Trust 
be  administered  by  and  through  the  proper  agencies  as  prescribed  in  Canon 
X  as  revised — namely  the  Trustees,  Investment  Committee  and  Executive 
Council  of  the  Diocese."

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  PROPOSED  AT  THE 

GENERAL  CONVENTION  OF  1961,  AND  TO  BE  FINALLY 

ACTED  UPON  AT  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1964 

That  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  as  set  forth  below,  were  proposed 
to  the  General  Convention,  and  by  resolve  thereof,  were  directed  to  be 
sent  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  every  Diocese  and  Missionary  District; 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese,  and  of  the  Con- 
vocation of  every  Missionary  District  and  of  the  Convocation  of  the  Ameri- 
can Churches  in  Europe,  to  be  made  known  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  or 
the  Missionary  District  Convocation  or  the  Convocation  of  the  American 
Churches  in  Europe  at  its  next  meeting: 

1.  Amend  the  first  proviso  of  Article  X,  to  read  as  follows: 

"But  notwithstanding  anything  hereinabove  contained,  the  General  Con- 
vention may  at  any  one  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the 
Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  the 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in 
the  House  of  Deputies,  and  all  the  Missionary  Districts  and  the  Convocation 
of  the  American  Churches  in  Europe,  voting  by  orders  as  previously  laid 
down  in  this  Article, 

(a)  Amend  the  Table  of  Lessons  and  all  Tables  and  Rubrics  relating  to 
the  Psalms; 

(b)  Authorize  for  trial  use  throughout  this  Church,  as  an  alternative  at 
any  time  or  times  to  the  established  Book  of  Common  Prayer  or  to  any 
section  or  Office  thereof,  a  proposed  revision  of  the  whole  Book  or  of  any 
portion  thereof,  duly  undertaken  by  the  General  Convention." 

2.  Amend  the  second  proviso  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
General  Convention  by  deletion  of  the  word  "further." 
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REPORT  OF  COMMISSION  ON  RACIAL  SUBJECTS 

Due  to  the  unavoidable  fact  that  the  Committee  on  Race  has  had  three 
different  chairmen  during  the  past  twelve  months  period,  its  meetings  have 
been  three  in  number  and  largely  concerned  with  affirming  and  re-affirming 
purpose  and  function.  In  consultation  with  Bishop  Baker  the  committee 
has  re-stated  its  purpose  in  terms  of  its  original  instructions  and  appoint- 
ment at  the  1956  annual  Convention.  The  Committee  on  Race  considers 
itself  to  be  a  committee  with  full  powers  to  recommend  action  to  the 
bishops  of  the  diocese  and  other  constituted  authorities  and  representatives, 
as  well  as  the  Convention,  the  Executive  Council  and  other  diocesan 
organizations.  The  committee  also  sees  itself  as  a  referral  and  study  com- 
mittee receiving  and  examining  matters  referred  from  duly  constituted 
authorities  and  organizations  of  the  diocese.  A  further  function  is  the 
obvious  one  of  liaison  between  the  Executive  Council  and  the  Convention 
and  other  organizations.  In  no>  sense  is  this  committee  an  action  commit- 
tee nor  does  it  see  itself  as  having  the  responsibility  for  initiating  or  imple- 
menting educational  or  promotional  programs. 

In  line  with  the  above,  the  committee  would  like  to  report  the  follow- 
ing: at  the  December  6th  meeting  a  motion  was  unanimously  adopted 
instructing  the  secretary  of  the  committee  to  report  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  the  fact  that  the  committee  had  received  word  that  on  several 
occasions  Negro  communicants  had  been  denied  the  opportunity  to  receive, 
or  have  been  restricted  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  the  Sacraments  and  other 
ministrations  of  the  church.  Accompanying  this  report  was  the  unanimously 
adopted  statement  that  in  the  committee's  opinion  it  is  contrary  to  the 
teachings  of  Christ  and  His  Church  that  it  be  denied  on  the  grounds  of 
race  to  any  communicant  the  full  and  unrestricted  right  to  attend  the 
services  of  the  church  and  receive  her  sacraments  and  other  ministrations. 
Second,  the  committee  voted  to  advise  the  representatives  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
the  committee's  grave  concern  over  the  fact  that  in  the  late  summer  of 
1961  a  Negro  Priest  of  this  diocese  while  a  student  in  the  graduate  school 
of  theology  at  the  University  of  the  South  was  denied  admission  to  and 
service  in  a  University  facility  located  on  the  domain  of  the  University'  of 
the  South  operated  by  private  lessee.  The  representatives  of  the  diocese 
on  the  board  of  trustees  were  asked  to  take  whatever  action  they  considered 
appropriate  in  order  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  Calloway  was  elected  secretary  of  the  Committee  on 
Race  at  the  December  6th  meeting. 

There  being  no  other  actions  to  our  knowledge  which  are  worthy  of 
special  mention,  we  respectfully  submit  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  COMPANION  DIOCESE 

As  of  December  31,  1961,  the  National  Council  officially  approved  a 
Companion  Diocese  relationship  between  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
and  the  Missionary  District  of  the  Panama  Canal  Zone.  The  relationship 
will  continue  until  December  31,  1964. 

Since  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  two  representatives  from  Panama 
have  visited  our  Diocese:  (1)  The  Rt.  Rev.  R.  Heber  Gooden  visited  us 
and  spoke  to  some  27  groups  or  gatherings  scattered  over  the  Diocese  in 
the  several  Convocations.  As  a  result  of  the  Bishop's  visit,  enthusiasm 
mounted  in  favor  of  the  Companion  Relationship.  (2)  The  Rev.  Terence 
Ford,  a  native  Panamanian,  visited  our  Diocese  in  January,  1962,  and 
spoke  to  some  20  groups  or  gatherings.  He,  too,  was  well-received,  and  his 
hearers  reported  that  he  gave  a  brilliant  account  of  the  work  and  needs  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  Panama. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Richard  H.  Baker  visited  our  Companion 
Diocese  in  January,  1962,  and  represented  our  Diocese  in  Panama  and 
Colombia.  An  account  of  this  visit  is  recorded  in  the  North  Carolina 
Churchman. 

Plans  for  the  remainder  of  1962  call  for  one  or  two  clergymen  to  visit 
Panama  and  in  the  fall,  two  Episcopal  Churchwomen  from  Panama  plan 
to  visit  North  Carolina  and  take  part  in  the  Churchwomen's  District  Meet- 
ings. It  is  hoped  that  such  personnel  exchanges  will  draw  the  two  juris- 
dictions closer  together  by  the  personal  contacts  which  will  be  made,  and 
thereby  serve  the  educational  process  of  both  jurisdictions  as  the  speakers 
return  home  and  give  first-hand  accounts  and  reports  of  their  visits. 

There  is  a  regular  exchange  of  official  publications  of  both  jurisdictions, 
with  each  and  every  church  receiving  copies.  Panama  has  published  a  new 
and  enlarged  brochure  concerning  their  work,  and  copies  will  be  given  to 
all  Churches  at  our  Diocesan  Convention  in  May,  1962.  Copies  of  El 
Mensajero,  a  Spanish  publication  edited  by  the  Rev.  Terence  Ford,  are 
available  on  a  regular  basis,  but  in  very  limited  numbers. 

As  evidence  of  interest  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  concerning 
our  Companion  Diocese,  many  organizations  have  had  programs  on  Panama 
or  Colombia.  Some  Churchwomen  Branches  have  undertaken  extensive 
studies  on  Latin  America,  and  numerous  men's  or  women's  or  young 
people's  groups  have  had  programs  based  on  the  Companion  Diocese  Plan 
or  on  Panama. 

Members  of  the  Companion  Diocese  Committee  have  spoken  to  many 
Church  groups  concerning  the  Companion  Diocese  Plan.  The  Chairman 
alone  has  spoken  to  approximately  30  church  groups.     Bishop  Baker  has

As  we  get  to  know  our  Companion  Diocese,  and  as  they  get  to  know 
us,  we  will  all  become  more  concerned  for  our  companion  jurisdiction  and 
see  that  the  Church  has  the  same  mission  to  the  world,  whether  it  be  here 
in  North  Carolina,  or  there  in  the  Missionary  District  of  the  Panama  Canal 
Zone.
